GOVERNOR’S SUPPLEMENTAL BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS 


Earlier this month Governor James B. Hunt, Jr., transmitted to the Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees his recommendations for adjustments to the 1994-95 budget. 


REVISED STATEMENT OF REVENUE AVAILABILITY 

General Fund. After deducting additions to the Savings Reserve, the Repairs and Renovations Reserve, 
and appropriations made by the 1994 extra session, the governor estimates that the General Assembly will 
have available for appropriation in 1994-95 $522.8 million in nonrecurring revenue and $451.3 million in 
recurring revenue. The governor has made recommendations for spending $426.2 in recurring revenue and 
$497.9 million in nonrecurring revenue, leaving about $25 million in each category. 

Highway Fund. The governor estimates that the Highway Fund will have available for appropriation in 
1994-95 an additional $18 million in recurring revenue, due to increased gasoline tax collections, and an 
ending credit balance from 1993-94 of $35 million. The governor has made recommendations for 
appropriation of the entire $53 million available in the Highway Fund. 

Highway Trust Fund. The governor estimates that the Highway Trust Fund will have available for 
appropriation in 1994-95 an additional $71.8 million, due primarily to projected increases of $5.9 million in 
gasoline tax collections, $54.5 million in motor vehicle use tax collections, and $10.5 million increase in 
investment earnings.

Educational technology equipment. $20 million in nonrecurring funds to place in reserve for 
implementing recommendations of the School Technology Commission. 

Differentiated pay for noncertified personnel. $10,408,950. 

School employees pay increase. $98,740,553 for salary increases averaging 4% and $30,315,952 for a 
one-time 1% bonus across the board. 

State aid, average annual salary. A reducton of $15,997,461 to budget average annual salaries of 
teachers and administrators by using actual salaries for the 6th month of 1993-94 as the base. 

Department of Community Colleges 

Institutional salary increases. $19,775,221 for an average 4% salary increase and 1% bonus for all 
institutional personnel. 

Competitive salary levels. $8,402,860 for an additional 4% salary increase for curriculum faculty. 

Equipment. $10.8 million in nonrecurring funds for equipment. 

Books. $2.2 million in nonrecurring funds for library books. 

Human resources development (HRD). $1,408,554 to establish HRD programs at the 14 colleges that 
do not now have such programs (Beaufort, Brunswick, Carteret, Catawba, Central Carolina, Coastal 
Carolina, College of the Albemarle, Craven, Durham, Forsyth, Mitchell, Nash, Sampson, and Wake). 

Specialized technology centers. $542,885 total, $300,000 for completing Center for Applied Textile 
Technology at Belmont and $242,885 to increase funding for all six regional law enforcement training 
centers. 


Instructional support. $6,247,288 to add 174 positions to add approximately two career counselors and 
one clerical support position at each college. 

Literacy education. $1,552,712 to enhance literacy education systemwide. 

Child care grants. $500,000 to expand services to parents of children not currently eligible, including 
literacy education students. 


Enrollment decline. A reduction of $8,964,210 due to enrollment decline of approximately 3.2%. 
University of North Carolina Board of Governors 

Enrollment changes. A reduction of $11,806,778 due to decline in projected enrollment. 

Priority schedule. $16.8 million to address lines 2-16 in the Board of Governor’s Schedule of 
Priorities, of which $8,010,131 is from recurrizg funds and $8,789,869 in nonrecurring funds. 

ECU Medical School receipts. A continuztion budget reduction of $180,000 due to reimbursement to 
the General Fund from ECU Medical School fcr the Radiation Therapy Facility. 

UNC-C Friday Bldg. $57,988 to add 2.5 positions and maintenance funds for third floor addition to 
the Friday Bldg. 

Pembroke, Administration Office Bldg. $39,281 to add 3 positions and maintenance funds for the new 
Administration Bldg. scheduled for completion in April, 1995. 


NC Arboretum. $483,970, to add 23 positions and maintenance costs for capital improvements projects 
expected to be completed by 1/1/95. 
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UNC-CH Social Work Bldg. A reduction of $161,642 in reserve for operating School of Social Work 
building due to construction delays. 


Fayetteville State, military tuition waiver. $100,000 to offset an unexpected increase in nonresident 
military tuition waivers. 

UNC-CH Smith Center. $400,000 for utilities at the Smith Center. 

School of Science & Math, distance learning. $832,322 for a broadcast studio and 15.5 positions costs 
to develop a distance learning program. 


Aid to private institutions. $4,167,480 to increase the per-student tuition grant and the state contractual 
scholarship by $100. 


Agricultural Export Market Development Center. $1.89 million for 8 positions and specified 
nonrecurring needs. 


Salary increases, EPA personnel. $36,618,275 for pay increases averaging 4% for faculty and other 
EPA employees, plus a 1% nonrecurring bonus. 


Competitive salary levels. $8,037,771 for enhancing salaries of teaching faculty (approximately 1.5% 
of total payroll).

State Construction and Property Offices. $492,303 for 7 positions, nonrecurring, to handle heavy work 
load generated construction program authorized by prison bonds, university bonds, and community college 
bonds. 

Facilities Management, electric costs. A reduction of $291,210 in estimated electric costs. 

Facilities Management, janitorial service. A reduction of $450,000 reflecting savings from shifting to 
skip-day maintenance contracts.

Establish $3 million reserve for computer hardware and software for all 
departments to be distributed under rules and regulations of Information Resource Management Commission. 
Funding for State Accounting System and Integrated Tax Administration System is provided separately. 

Reductions in state departments and institutions. Realize $16,976,066 in savings by a 1% reduction in 
SPA positions in all state agencies and institutions that are supported by General Fund appropriations, other 
than teaching positions. However, agencies would be allowed to make reduction in nonpersonnel 
appropriations if necessary to continue program services. 

Teacher pay day restoration. $120 million to restore the June 30 pay date that was deferred to July 1 
in 1990-91. 


Matching reserve for statewide programs. $3 million to a reserve to assist state departments match 
federal and other resources.

SUPPLEMENTAL HIGHWAY TRUST FUND RECOMMENDATIONS 
Additional funds available for 1994-95 in the Highway Trust Fund are recommended for allocation as

State aid to cities (Powell Bill), $4.8 million for secondary road construction, and $2.7 million for 
administrative costs. 


COMPENSATION INCREASES 
General pay increase. The governor’s salary increase recommendation is for a general 4% pay 
increase and a 1% one-time bonus for all state employees. The governor also recommends additional pay 
increases for teaching faculty in the community college system and the UNC system, as described above. 
Judges. The governor recommends that the General Assembly give special consideration to increasing 
judicial salaries to levels approximating salaries for judges in the southeastern states.

H 1512. DAY CARE PROVIDER RECORDS (=S 1379). "TO MANDATE CRIMINAL HISTORY AND 
CENTRAL REGISTRY HISTORY CHECKS OF CHILD DAY CARE PROVIDERS.” Adds new GS 
110-90.2 as title indicates. Directs Department of Human Resources to ensure that all new child day care 
providers (which includes both operators of day care facilities and employees of such operators), after 
January 1, 1995, be checked for criminal history and central registry history. Permits Department to 
prohibit such a person from providing day care if the person has a criminal history (that is, conviction of a 
crime, as extensively detailed in act, that bears upon person’s fitness to have responsibility for children) or a 
central registry history (meaning a history in Central Registry on Child Abuse and Neglect) if Department 
determines that substantiated claim bears upon the person’s fitness to have responsibility for children. 
Defines day care facilities to include licensed and registered facilities, religious sponsored facilities, and 
nonregistered facilities. 


Authorizes Department of Justice to provide criminal histories to Department and Division of Social

Services, Department of Human Resources, to provide central registry histories to Department, for purposes 
of act. Provides that if a person refuses to consent to record check, refusal is grounds for prohibiting person 
from providing child day care. Permits person disqualified from providing day care because of record check 
to seek review as contested case under GS Chapter 150B. 

Directs NC Child Day Care Comm’n and Department of Human Resources to adopt rules implementing 
act. Appropriates $80,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to Department of Human Resources to 
implement act.

State funds designated for start-up activities may be used for capital expenses only with 
DHR secy’s approval.

SYSTEM; AND TO PROVIDE AN INCREASE TO RETIREES OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE JUDICIAL 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Adds new GS 128-27(al) and GS 135-5(al) to permit early retirement, with 
reduced retirement allowance, for TSERS and LGERS members, respectively, who are at least 50 with at 
least 20 years creditable service. Sets service retirement allowance for person retiring from TSERS on or 
after July 1, 1994, increasing allowance from 1.70 to 1.71% of average final compensation, multiplied by 
years of creditable service. Sets service retirement allowance for person retiring from LGERS on or after 
July 1, 1994, increasing allowance from 1.71 to 1.73% of average final compensation, multiplied by years of 
creditable service, and modifying provisions for persons retiring early. 

Increases retirement allowance in Legislative Retirement System by 3.5%. Increases TSERS retirement 
allowance, for persons on rolls as of June 1, 1994, by .6%; and increases TSERS retirement allowance for 
persons retiring on or before July 1, 1993, by 2.8%, with proration for later retirees. 

Increases LGERS retirement allowance, for persons on rolls as of June 1, 1994, by 1.2%; and increases 
LGERS retirement allowance for person retiring on or before July 1, 1993, by 3.5%, with proration for later 
retirees. Increases retirement allowance in judicial retirement system by 3.5%. Effective July 1, 1994.

AND GUARANTEE THE CONTINUED AVAILABILITY OF FEDERAL MEDICAID FUNDS FOR THE f 
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STATE; AND TO MAKE A CORRESPONDING INSURANCE LAW AMENDMENT.” Prohibits any 
health insurer (as defined in act) from considering the availability of or eligibility for Medicaid when 
considering coverage or making payments under a health benefit plan (as defined). Subrogates the Dep’t of 
Human Resources to the position of the recipients of benefits under G.S. 108A-55 when the benefits pay for 
health care items or services that a third party is obligated to pay for. 

Contains several provisions concerning the coverage of children under their parents’ health benefit plans. 
New G.S. 58-51-120 provides that a health insurer may not deny coverage to a child under a parent’s plan 
because the child is born out of wedlock, is not claimed as a dependent for federal taxes, or does not reside 
with the parent or in the insurer’s service area. Requires insurers covering children through the health 
benefit plan of a noncustodial parent to provide information to the custodial parent that will (1) allow the 
parent to obtain benefits for the child; (2) permit the custodial parent to submit claims without consent of the 
noncustodial parent; (3) permit the child’s provider to submit claims with the noncustodial parent’s consent; 
(4) pay claims directly to the custodial parent, the provider, or the Dep’t of Human Resources. 

If a court or administrative order requires a parent to provide health coverage for a child, and the parent 
is eligible for family health benefit plan coverage, the insurer must (1) allow the parent to enroll without 
regard to enrollment seasons; and (2) enroll the child based on an application from the other parent or the 
Dep’t of Human Resources if the enrolled parent does not enroll the child. The insurer must not disenroll 
the child unless the order is no longer in effect or the child is or will have comparable coverage through 
another insurer. Adds provisions to G.S. Ch. 108A that extend similar obligations to employers and that 
require employers to withhold the employee’s share of premiums for the benefit plan from wages. Permits 
the Dep’t of Human Resources to garnish wages, and the Sec’y of Revenue to withhold tax refunds, of any 
person who is required to provide health coverage to a child eligible for benefits under Medicaid, and who 
has received payments from a third party for the costs of health services, but has not used the payments to 
reimburse the other parent or provider for those services. 

Adds G.S. 58-51-125 to require health benefit plans that cover dependent children to provide benefits for 
children placed for adoption without regard to whether the adoption is final or to the existence of a 
pre-existing condition. Amends G.S. 58-51-30 to require insurers to provide benefits to foster children on the 
same terms as those for other children.

H 1619. SINGLE STATE INSURANCE REGISTRATION. "TO COMPLY WITH FEDERAL LAW

OPERATED IN THIS STATE IN INTERSTATE COMMERCE ARE INSURED AND TO MAKE 
TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE MOTOR CARRIER LAWS.” Completely rewrites statutes governing 
the registration of for-hire vehicles operated in interstate commerce. Requires motor carriers operating 
such vehicles to register with the Div’n of Motor Vehicles by (1) filing a copy of its Interstate Commerce 
Commission (ICC) certificate of authority or certifying that it carries only items that are not regulated by 
the ICC; (2) providing proof of insurance for each vehicle;, and (3) paying the applicable fees. 

Requires ICC-regulated carriers that designate NC as the registration state to obtain an annual receipt 
from the Div’n by submitting its ICC certificate of authority and stating the number of vehicles it will 
operate in each jurisdiction during the next calendar year. The ICC certificate of authority is proof that 
the carrier is insured. 

Requires carriers not subject to ICC regulation to verify that they are insured and to obtain an annual 
identification stamp and cab card for each vehicle operated in NC. 

Adds new provisions governing the registration of carriers operating for-hire vehicles in intrastate 
commerce that are parallel to those for registration of interstate carriers. 

Recodifies provisions governing violations of the foregoing requirements, extends them to intrastate 
carriers, provides a hearing before the Comm’r of Motor Vehicles for carriers who protest penalties for 
violations, and specifies that penalties are credited to the Highway Fund as nontax revenue. 

Rewrites fee schedule for registration of interstate carriers to eliminate fees for filing copies of and 
amendments to ICC certificates of authority and to waive fee for verifying insurance on vehicles operated 
in NC for those states with which NC has reciprocal agreement waiving fees. 

Makes technical changes.

Adds new GS 136-18(28a) to authorize DOT to acquire by gift 
or purchase a fee interest or easement for wetland or other environmental mitigation in conjunction with a 
transportation project and a wetlands bank or other type of environmental mitigation or enhancement 
provided for by the Intermodal Surface Transporation Efficiency Act of 1991.

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H 1622. PITT/EASTERN REGIONAL MEDIATION FUNDS (=S 1495). "TO APPROPRIATE

FOR SERVICE TO EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA.” Appropriates $150,000 from General Fund for 
1994-95 to the Administrative Office of the Courts for use as title indicates.

H 1623. SUPPLEMENTAL FUNDING CHANGES. "TO DEFINE ‘SUPPLANT’ IN THE 
SUPPLEMENTAL FUNDING FORMULA FOR LOW-WEALTH AND SMALL SCHOOL SYSTEMS 
AND TO MAKE CHANGES TO REPORTING REQUIREMENTS.” Amends SL 1993, Ch. 321, Sec. 
138 (low-wealth) and 138.1 (small) with identical provisions. Defines “supplant” as to decrease local per 
student expense appropriations from one fiscal year to the next fiscal year. Defines "local current expense 
funds” as the most recent county current expense appropriations as reported to the State Treasurer. 

Rewrites provisions forbidding counties from using supplemental state funds to supplant local money. 
As rewritten, State Board of Education must find that a county has used supplemental funds to supplant 
local appropriations in the prior year if the average of the local per student current expense appropriation 
for the three most recent years is less than 95% of the greater of the local per student current expense 
appropriation for 1992-93 or the average of that appropriation for the three fiscal years prior to the current 
year. Beginning July 1, 1994, forbids State Board of Education from allocating supplemental funds to a 
county that improperly reduced local appropriations, unless a county can show extraordinary 
circumstances or that it has remedied the deficiency. 

Requires State Board of Education to report annually to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee on how supplemental funds are used and to identify counties that supplant funds. On March 
1, 1995 and annually thereafter requires the Local Government Comm’n to report to the State Board of 
Education and the Senate and House Appropriations Committees on local school current expense funds.

Appropriates $72 million from 
General Fund for 1994-95 to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units for use as provided in SL 
1993, Chap. 321, Sect. 138. Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1626. SCH. PSYCHOLOGIST SALARY ADJUSTMENT (=S 1305). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS

ADVANCED DEGREES.” Provides that beginning July 1, 1994, school psychologists with certification 
based on academic preparation at the 6-yr degree level shall receive a salary supplement of $126 a month 
and those with certification based on academic preparation at the doctoral degree level shall receive a 
salary supplement of $253 a month. Appropriates from General Fund to State Aid to Local School 
Administrative Units $498,476 for 1994-95 for the supplements. Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1627. CUED SPEECH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE TRANSITION AND 
SUPPORT FOR DEAF AND HARD-OF-HEARING STUDENTS USING CUED SPEECH IN 
MAINSTREAM EDUCATION PROGRAMS.” Appropriates $95,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to 
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the Dep’t of Public Education for allocation to Wake County Cued Speech Center. Directs Dep’t to 
include funds for this program in its continuation budget request. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introducer: Kuczmarski. 


H 1628. SEWER DISTRICT AMENDMENTS (=S 1471). "TO PROVIDE AN EXPEDITED 
PROCEDURE FOR CREATION OF COUNTY WATER AND SEWER DISTRICTS AFTER FAILURE 
OF LOW-PRESSURE PIPE SEWER SYSTEMS, TO CLARIFY THE POWERS OF COUNTY WATER 
AND SEWER DISTRICTS, AND CONCERNING THE APPLICATION DATES FOR CLEAN WATER 
BOND LOANS AND GRANTS, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE UTILITY 
REVIEW COMMITTEE.” Makes a number of amendments to County Water and Sewer District law, GS 
Chapter 162A, Article 6, to apply only to districts created when local or state health director has certified 
the existence of a present or imminent serious public health hazard resulting from failure of low-pressure 
pipe sewer system. Permits creation of districts on single published notice, and permits county 
commissioners to create more than one district with single resolution. Permits district to contract with city 
for sewer services and to permit such city to abolish district upon conveyance of district property to city 
(or later); permits district to contract with private person for sewer services and to permit Utilities 
Comm ’n to abolish district upon conveyance of district property to such private person (or later). 

Adds two provisions applying to all county and water sewer districts: (1) territory as defined by 
county commissioners may exclude areas within external boundaries of district and may include 
noncontiguous portions; and (2) district may contract with and appropriate money to private persons and 
entities to carry out public purposes that district is authorized to engage in. 

Amends GS 160A-36 (annexation by cities under 5,000) and 160A-48 (annexation by cities of 5,000 
Or more) to include in definition of area developed for urban purposes (and thus eligible for annexation) 
as entire area of county water and sewer district created under provisions of this act, when city has 
contract to operate sewer system of such district. Provides that this characterization applies even if the 
district has been abolished by the city, pursuant to provisions set out above. 

Adds new GS 159G-10(al) permitting Environmental Management Comm’n to establish a special 
period for grant or loan applications from county water and sewer districts, when state health director 
certifies that there is present or imminent serious public health hazard resulting from failure of 
low-pressure pipe sewer system. Such applications must be received before December 31, 1994. 
Introducers: Kuczmarksi, G. Miller, and Flaherty. 


H 1629. NC SPECIAL CARE CENTER FUNDS (=S 1414). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE

Amends GS 90-171.61(b) to authorize the North 
Carolina Nursing Scholars Commission to select persons who possess a B.S. Degree in Nursing and who 
are also enrolled at least half-time in pursuit of an M.S. Degree in Nursing as recipients for pro rata 
scholarship loans. Directs the Commission to give priority to full-time students. Also authorizes the 
Commission to make scholarship loans available, from any current funds remaining or additional funds 
provided by the General Assembly, to licensed practical nurses studying to become registered nurses. 
Amends GS 90-171.62(b) to authorize the State Education Assistance Authority to provide for 
accelerated repayment of loans, and less than full-time employment options to encourage the practice of 


nursing in either geographic areas or nursing specialty shortage areas. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introducer: Ward. 


S 1309. LEGISLATIVE COMPENSATION. "TO SET COMPENSATION FOR MEMBERS AND 
OFFICERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.” Effective upon convening of 1995 General Assembly 
amends GS 120-3 to set annual salary of Speaker of the House and President Pro Tempore of the Senate 
at $54,585 and that of all other members at $30,000. Deletes expense allowances.

S 1310. LEGIS. RETIREMENT CHANGE. "TO INCLUDE EXPENSE ALLOWANCES AS 
COMPENSATION UNDER THE LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Amends GS 120-4.8(5) 
as title indicates. Effective Jan. 1, 1994.

S 1321. SANDYFIELD INCORPORATED. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF SANDYFIELD IN 
COLUMBUS COUNTY.” Enacts charter for Town of Sandyfield. Provides for town council with five 
members serving four-year staggered terms and mayor with two-year term under nonpartisan plurality 
method; initial elections in 1995. Specifies mayor-council plan of government. Appoints initial governing 
board. Sets out corporate boundaries.

S 1323. INCORPORATE LAKE PARK. "TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF LAKE PARK IN 
UNION COUNTY." Sets out boundaries of new village as title indicates. Establishes five-member 
governing board, each member to be elected at-large for four-year term using nonpartisan plurality 
method. Mayor is to be elected for two-year term and may vote only to break tie. Names initial members 
of governing board and mayor. Specifies mayor-council plan of government. 

Introducers: Plyler and Conder. 


S 1324. POULTRY COMPOSTING. "TO ENCOURAGE COMPOSTING OF POULTRY CARCASSES 
AND PROVIDE AN INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR POULTRY COMPOSTING FACILITIES.” Adds 
new GS 106-549.51(25a) defining "poultry composting facility” as structure in which poultry carcasses 
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are decomposed by natural process into safe fertilizer. Amends GS 105-151.23 and 105-130.42 to give 
credit towards individual and corporate income tax for 50% of installation, materials, and equipment costs 
of construction of poultry composting facility paid during taxable year. Credit may not exceed $2,000 for 
any single installation, nor may it exceed taxpayer’s tax imposed for that year; credit does not include 
costs paid with state or federal funds. Amends GS 106-549.70 to require poultry producers with flocks 
over 200 to provide "pit, incinerator, or poultry composting facility”. Tax credit effective for taxable years 
on or after Jan. 1, 1994; remainder effective on ratification.

S 1328. ALLOW THOMAS RESOLUTION (=H 1559). "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, REGULAR SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE 
LIFE AND MEMORY OF JOE MAX THOMAS, FORMER STATE SENATOR.” As title indicates. 
Introducers: Plyler and Conder. 


S 1331. INCORPORATE MARVIN. "TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF MARVIN IN UNION 
COUNTY.” Incorporates and sets boundaries for village as title indicates. Establishes village council as 
governing body to consist of four members and a mayor. Appoints initial governing body members and 
sets 1995 as year for initial election. Council is to be elected to four-year terms on a nonpartisan basis; 
mayor is to serve two-year term. Specifies mayor-council plan of government. 

Repeals SL 1983, Chap. 514 which provided for incorporation of same village pursuant to 
referendum.

S 1334. HARNETT SCHOOL ACQUISITION. "TO ALLOW HARNETT COUNTY TO ACQUIRE 
PROPERTY FOR USE BY THE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION.” Amends GS 153A-157 to add 
Harnett to the list of counties in which the county may acquire property for the use of school 
administrative units. Authorizes local boards of education to contract with county for use of buildings, 
and a board of education may lease or sell its property to the board of county commissioners on terms 
negotiated by the two boards.

S 1336. SERVICE OF PROCESS. "TO ALLOW SERVICE OF PROCESS BY A PRIVATE PROCESS 
SERVER WHEN A PROPER OFFICER RETURNS SERVICE OF PROCESS UNEXECUTED.” Amends 
GS 1A-1, Rule 4(h), to provide that when a proper officer returns process unexecuted, the plaintiff or his 
attorney shall submit to the clerk of superior court the name of some suitalbe person to execute service of 
process. The person shall not be a party to the action, be at least 21 years old, and be compensated, if at 
all, by the plaintiff. Effective Sept. 1, 1994, and applies to actions filed or that have not reached final 
judgment on or after that date.

S 1362. UNLAWFUL TO REMOVE COLLARS. "TO MAKE IT UNLAWFUL TO REMOVE OR 
DESTROY ELECTRONIC COLLARS ON DOGS IN HAYWOOD, JACKSON, SWAIN, MACON, 
HENDERSON, AND TRANSYLVANIA COUNTIES.” As title indicates; makes first violation a Class 3 
misdemeanor and subsequent violation a Class 2 misdemeanor. Provides act enforceable by wildlife 


officers as well as general peace officers. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, and applicable to offenses committed on 
or after that date.

S 1369. PERMIT VOLUNTARY STUDENT PRAYER. "TO DIRECT LOCAL BOARDS OF 
EDUCATION TO PERMIT VOLUNTARY STUDENT PRAYER AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
ASSIST LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION IN CARRYING OUT THIS DUTY.” Adds new GS 
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115C-47(29a) to require local boards of education to permit students in public schools to engage 
voluntarily in student-initiated prayer. Appropriates $20,000 from General Fund to State Board of 
Education for 1994-95 to assist local boards to implement act consistent with state and federal 
constitutions. Effective July 1, 1994. 

Introduced by Carpenter and Albertson. 


S 1370. UNC GERONTOLOGY INST. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PLANNING 
FOR THE CONSORTIUM OF GERONTOLOGY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA.” 
Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to the UNC Board of Governors for use as title 
indicates. Requires current planning committee to expand membership and to complete a plan by Mar. 
15, 1995 for creating an Institute of Gerontology at UNC-CH. Requires UNC Board of Governors to 
report this plan to General Assembly by May 15, 1995. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1377. TAX WITHHOLDING PENALTY & INFO. "TO CONFORM THE THRESHOLD FOR 
DETERMINING IF A PENALTY APPLIES TO AN UNDERPAYMENT OF WITHHELD STATE 
INCOME TAXES TO THAT USED UNDER THE INTERNAL REVENUE CODE FOR 
DETERMINING IF A PENALTY APPLES TO AN UNDERPAYMENT OF WITHHELD FEDERAL 
INCOME TAXES, AND TO CLARIFY THE TYPE OF INFORMATION A TAXPAYER MUST 
PROVIDE TO THE SECRETARY OF REVENUE.” Effective Jan. 1, 1995, amends GS 105-163.6 to 
provide that employers are subject to penalties for failing to pay enough state income tax withholding on 
employee wages if the underpayment would have subjected the employer to a failure-to-deposit penalty 
under federal employment tax provisions. (Now, employers are subject to penalties if they withhold less 
than 95% of the amount due). Makes additional technical changes to conform section to current federal 
law. 

Rewrites GS 105-251 to list the kinds of information that the Sec’y of Revenue may demand of a 
taxpayer: (1) information that identifies a taxpayer; (2) information need to determine the amount owed; 
(3) information needed to tell if an item is subject to tax; (4) information that allows the Sec’y to collect a 
tax; (5) information the law requires a taxpayer to provide; and (6) information the Sec’y needs to perform 
a legally-imposed duty.

S 1378. UNC SELF-LIQUIDATING PROJECTS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND 
THE FINANCING, WITHOUT APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND, OF CERTAIN 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROJECTS, OR SUPPLEMENTS TO CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 
PROJECTS, OF THE CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA AND THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA HOSPITALS AT CHAPEL HILL.” 
Authorizes the following self-liquidating projects:

S 1386. SERVICE CORPS FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA SERVICE CORPS 
AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ITS IMPLEMENTATION.” Appropriates $2 million from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) for 1994-95 for North Carolina Service Corps. Adds 
new Part 4B to GS Ch. 143B to create Service Corps in DHR to provide community service work and 
alternative education to youthful offenders and young adults, “modeled on the Durham Service Corps.” 
Corps to serve young adults age 17-23 who apply for Corps, and nonviolent offenders age 15-17 as 
alternative to training school. Young adult participants to receive postservice benefit up to $750 or 
scholarship up to $1,500 for successful completion of program. Nonviolent offender participants to be 
eligible for postprogram bonus (no limits set). DHR to assume administration of Durham Service Corps 
as soon as practicable after July 1, 1994; state funds to be used "to supplement and not to supplant 
existing local funds for the program in Durham.” DHR to select four additional Corps sites in 1994-95; 
local county comm’rs must provide local match of at least 25% of Corps operating expenses. DHR to 
report annually to General Assembly on effectiveness of Corps. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1393. MAGISTRATES’ QUAL./PAY PLAN. "TO RAISE THE EDUCATIONAL 
QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE OFFICE OF MAGISTRATE AND TO MODIFY THE MAGISTRATE’S 
PAY PLAN ACCORDINGLY.” Amends GS 7A-171.2(b) to require magistrates to have a four-year 
degree from an accredited institution of higher education or a two-year associate degree and four years of 
work experience in a related field, including teaching, social services, law enforcement, arbitration or 
mediation, the court system, or counseling. New requirement does not apply to magistrates holding office 
on June 30, 1994, nor to those who have been nominated by that date but have not been appointed or 
taken oath of office on that date. Establishes new salary schedule for full-time magistrates (those working 
average of at least 40 hours per week) with entry level of $22,075 and Step 6 (top level) or $38,866 (now, 
salary range is $17,399 to $29,333). Salary begins at entry rate and advances to next step every two years. 
New magistrate who is licensed attorney begins at Step 4 ($32,214). 

Adds GS 7A-171.1(al) to provide that full-time magistrates who were serving on June 30, 1994, be 
paid on schedule ranging from $17,399 for less than one year of service; $18,293 for at least one but less 
than three years; $20,092 for at least three but less than five years; entry level salary for at least five but 
less than seven; Step 1 for at least seven but less than nine; Step 2 for nine or more but less then eleven; 
and Step 3 for eleven or more years of service. Those licensed as attorneys to begin at Step 4. After 
initial classification, these magistrates are paid like other magistrates. 

Salary of part-time magistrate is appropriate fraction of full-time salary established by act. 


Effective July 1, 1994; amendment regarding magistrates serving on June 30, 1994, expires June 30, 
1998. 


Introduced by Gulley, Blackmon, and Marshall. 


S 1398. SEX OFFENDER REGISTRATION/FUNDS. "TO REQUIRE THE REGISTRATION OF 
PERSONS CONVICTED OF CERTAIN CRIMINAL SEXUAL OFFENSES AND TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THIS ACT.” Creates new GS Ch. 14, Art. 27A containing the Sexual 
Offender Registration Program. Requires a person who has been convicted of specified sexual offenses 
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(including rape, sexual offense, sexual exploitation, and taking indecent liberties) to register with the 
sheriff of a county in which the person resides or plans to reside for more than 10 days. 

Persons subject to registration must do so within 10 days of arrival in the county by filling out a form 
created by the Dep’t of Justice, Div’n of Criminal Statistics. Requires registered person who moves to 
inform sheriff in county where last registered of the new address within ten days of the move. 

Requires state detention facilities and county jails to notify offenders before release of their duty to 
register, to get the address where offender plans to live, and to inform Div’n and sheriff of the offender’s 
name, address, release date and the offense. For persons who receive probation, suspended sentence or 
only a fine for their offense the court must carry out this procedure at the time of sentencing. 

Provides that registrations are not public records, but may be used by law enforcement. In addition, 
sheriffs must verify whether a person is registered and give the date of the conviction and the offenses to 
any potential employer of an employee or volunteer who will educate minors or care for minor, elderly, or 
incapacitated individuals, as well as those schools and health care facilities entitled to criminal records 
information under GS 114-19.2 and -19.3. 

Makes failure to register a Class 3 misdemeanor for a first offense and a Class I felony for subsequent 
violations. 

Provides procedures for exemption on application to district court and for expungement in the case of 
a reversal of the conviction. 

Appropriates $32,810 from General Fund for 1994-95 to the Dep’t of Justice to implement act.

S 1400. VOTER REGISTRATION REWRITE. "TO REWRITE THE VOTER REGISTRATION 
LAWS OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Repeals existing art. 7, GS Ch. 163 (registration) and replaces it with 
new art. 7A to conform state registration procedures with requirements of National Voter Registration Act 
of 1993. State Bd. Elections is required to design new uniform application form for voter registration. 
Application to register may be made by mail to county bd. of elections until 25 days before election. 
Applicant may register and vote on election day if he becomes qualified to vote between 25th day and 
election day. "Qualified to vote” means persons becoming naturalized citizens or having citizenship 
restored; does not include persons who reach age 18 during that time but were qualified to register when 
17. Registration applications received by mail must be approved if two notices are sent to applicant’s 
address and are not returned by Postal Service. Wallet-sized voter registration cards may be issued to all 
registered voters in a county upon approval by the bd. of county commr’s. Card may be used to change 
name, address, or party affiliation. Woter may not be required to present card in order to vote. A county 
bd. of elections that maintains its list of registered voters by computer shall be required to provide one free 
list to state chair of each political party and county chair of each political party. State Bd. of Elections is 
directed to implement a statewide computerized voter registration system that will enable each county bd. 
to verify whether an applicant has registered in another county. Beginning, Jan. 1, 1996, State Bd. 
Elections shall provide one magnetic copy of statewide registration list free of charge to chair of each 
political party; copies may be sold to others. Names shall not be removed from registration lists for 
failure to vote but shall be removed upon death or report of state or federal felony conviction. New 
locations and procedures for registering voters are that each drivers’ license office is to include on the 
form for a new or renewed license application an application to register to vote or to change registration. 
Also, every office that accepts applications for public assistance, programs for the disabled, and 
unemployment benefits is to provide each applicant with a voter registration application form. Armed 
forces recruiting offices are to provide voter registration application forms. State Bd. Elections is directed 
to provide training programs in election law and procedures to all members of county boards of elections 
and county elections supervisors within six months of their initial appointment and annually thereafter. 
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Replaces the position of registrar with that of chief judge of elections. Makes numerous conforming 
amendments throughout election statutes. Effective Jan. 1, 1995.

S 1409. CABARRUS CONDEMNATION. "TO REMOVE THE SUNSET ON AN ACT TO PERMIT 
THE COUNTY OF CABARRUS TO CONDEMN CERTAIN PROPERTY OF PRIVATE 
CONDEMNORS.” Amends SL 1991, Ch. 937, Sect. 4 as title indicates.

S 1410. ALLOW FELONY ASSAULT BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
REGULAR SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO MAKE ITA 
FELONY TO ASSAULT A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER AND TO MAKE IT A FELONY TO 

INJURE OR KILL A LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY ANIMAL.” As title indicates. 

Introducer: Hartsell. 


S 1411. AMEND N.C. LIEN LAW. "TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES REGARDING LIENS 
ON REAL PROPERTY AND TO AMEND AND MAKE PERMANENT THE LAW REGARDING 
ATTORNEYS’ FEES IN ACTIONS RELATING TO LIENS ON REAL PROPERTY AND PAYMENT 
AND PERFORMANCE BONDS, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION.” Rewrites Art. 2, GS Ch. 44A, concerning mechanics’ and materialmens’ liens by 
establishing new procedures for filing claims of lien and new rules ordering the priority of liens. Provides 
that waiver of lien on real property in consideration of any contract to improve property is contrary to 
public policy and unenforceable. Provides that waiver or release of a lien on funds prior to receipt of full 
payment is against public policy and unenforceable. Defines contractor as person who contracts with 
owner to improve real property; first tier sub. as person who contracts with contractor; second tier sub. as 
person who contracts with first tier sub.; and third tier sub. as person who contracts with second tier sub. 
Establishes procedure and form for recording a notice of commencement in the register of deeds’ office 
before improvement is begun on real property. Amends GS 153A-357 and 160A-417 to require 
presentation of copy of recorded notice of commencement before a building permit may be issued. Notice 
of commencement is to be filed by owner of the property to be improved, or, if owner defaults, by person 
entitled to file a lien on the property. If notice is filed by owner, duration of notice may be up to 3 years; 
if filed by lienor, the duration is for 1 year after the date of recording. A contractor perfects his lien on 
real property by filing a lien in the clerk of superior court’s office. If the contractor’s lien is filed while a 
notice of commencement is in effect, the priority of the lien dates from the time of recording the notice. 

If no notice of commencement is in effect at the time the lien is recorded, the priority of the lien dates 
from the time the lien was recorded. However, to have priority over a subsequent purchaser of the 
property who is a protected party (defined as person who buys a single family dwelling unit to occupy as a 
residence) or successor in interest of the subsequent purchaser, the contractor’s lien must be filed before 
the document conveying an interest in the real property to the protected party is recorded. The lien must 
be enforced by commencement of a civil action within 180 days of the date the lien was filed or it is 
discharged. First, second, and third tier subcontractors may obtain liens against either funds owed them 
by the upstream contractor or against real property owned by that contractor. If a notice of 
commencement is in effect when a sub. files a lien on real property, the priority of the lien dates from the 
time of recording of the notice. If no notice is in effect, the lien has priority as of the earliest time of 
filing of (a) a lien on real property by the contractor through whom the sub. claims a lien; (b) a lien on 
real property by another sub. who claims a lien on real property through the same contractor; or (c) the 
lien on real property by the sub. The priority rules when the property has been conveyed to a protected 
party are the same as those for contractors. Amends GS 44A-35 to provide that attorney’s fees in a lien 
enforcement action may be awarded to the prevailing party only when there is privity of contract between 
the prevailing party and the losing party; for this purpose, a claimant under a payment bond is deemed to 
be in privity of contract with the surety. Provides that 1992 amendment to GS 44A-35 regarding attorney’s 
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fees enacted by ch. 1010 applies to actions filed after the date of ratification (July 22, 1992); amendment 
now provides actions must be filed before July 1, 1994. All sections of the bill are effective July 1, 1995, 
except the removal of the deadline in GS 44A-35, as amended in 1992, is effective July 1, 1994.

S 1412. JUDICIAL DIVISIONS/COMPENSATION. "TO DIVIDE EACH JUDICIAL DISTRICT SO 
AS TO REDUCE TRAVEL TIME AND COSTS, TO ESTABLISH A NEW JUDICIAL PAY SCALE, 
AND TO TIE PER DIEM REIMBURSEMENT TO SUPERIOR COURT JUDGES TO TRAVEL 
OUTSIDE THE COUNTY OR RESIDENCE.” Amends GS 7A-41(a), as amended by SL 1993 Laws, 
Ch. 321, to group the 61 superior court districts into six divisions (now, four divisions). Adds GS 
7A-4.30 establishing new pay scale for these judicial officers: superior court--$88,000 for judge and 
$89,600 for senior regular resident judge; district court--$80,000 for judge and $81,600 for chief judge; 
district attorney and public defender--$80,000; clerk of superior court--ranges from $52,000 to $69,000 
depending on population of district; appellate judges--ranges from $92,000 for Court of Appeals judge to 
$97,600 for Chief Justice of Supreme Court. Amends GS 7A-44 to provide travel reimbursement to 
superior court judges for actual expenses for meals and lodging only when assigned to hold court outside 
judge’s county of residence, at daily rate members of General Assembly receive under GS 120-3.1(a)(3), 
and for mileage at business standard rate set by Internal Revenue Service. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introduced by D. Winner. 


S 1419. BEAVER DAMAGE FUNDS. "TO EXPAND THE BEAVER DAMAGE CONTROL 
PROGRAM TO ADDITIONAL COUNTIES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE 
EXPANSION.” Amends SL 1991, Ch. 1044, Sec. 69(b), as amended by SL 1993 Ch. 561, Sec. 111, to 
add Duplin, Edgecombe, Franklin, Halifax, Johnston, Nash, Onslow, Pitt, Sampson, Vance, Warren, 
Wayne, and Wilson Counties to those participating in the pilot beaver damage control program developed 
by the Beaver Damage Control Advisory Board (Beaver Board). Extends Beaver Board’s deadline to 
report to Wildlife Resources Comm’n, and expiration date of amended legislation, to June 30, 1995 (now, 
Dec. 1, 1994). Appropriates $60,000 from General Fund to Wildlife Resources Comm’n for 1994-95 to 
expand program to the twelve additional counties, provided that $25,000 in federal funds is available to 
provide federal share; requires $4,000 in local matching funds from each of the twelve additional counties. 
Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1425. BILLBOARD COMPENSATION EXTENDED. "TO EXTEND THE EXPIRATION OF THE 
REQUIREMENT THAT JUST COMPENSATION BE PAID FOR THE REMOVAL BY LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES OF BILLBOARDS ON INTERSTATE AND FEDERAL-AID PRIMARY HIGHWAYS, 
AS REQUIRED BY FEDERAL LAW.” Amends SL 1981, Ch. 1147, Sec. 2 (as amended) to extend 
sunset as title indicates from June 30, 1994 to June 30, 1998. 

Introducer: Lee, Hoyle, Marshall, R. Martin, Plexico, Simpson, Smith, and Speed. 


S 1437. SUBMERGED LANDS EXTENSION. "TO EXTEND TIME FOR THE RESOLUTION OF 
CLAIMS TO LAND UNDER NAVIGABLE WATERS.” Amends GS 113-206 to permit the Sec’y of the 
Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources to resolve shellfishing rights claims by granting 
leases (now, Marine Fisheries Comm’n settles claims on recommendation of Sec’y). Extends limitations 
period for bringing lawsuits to protect property rights to lands under navigable waters or fishery rights in 
navigable waters to Dec. 31, 2001 (now, Dec. 31, 1997). Requires Sec’y to develop plan to resolve such 
claims by Dec. 31, 1998 (now, Dec. 31, 1994). Requires those seeking tax credits for donating lands on 
which a claim has been made to make the donation by Dec. 31, 1998.

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S 1439. AOC PRESUMPTIVE FEE/FUNDS. "AUTHORIZING THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE 
OF THE COURTS TO ISSUE A PRESUMPTIVE FEE SCHEDULE FOR REPRESENTATION OF 
INDIGENT DEFENDANTS IN CAPITAL CASES AND TO APPROPRIATE ADDITIONAL FUNDS 
FOR THAT PURPOSE.” Amends GS 7A-344 to authorize AOC Director to set presumptive hourly 
compensation as title indicates. Appropriates $3,640,000 from General Fund to Judicial Department, 
Indigent Persons Attorney Fee Fund, for 1994-95 to implement act. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introducer. Odom. 


S 1440. YOUTH IN PRISON STUDY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION FOR THE STUDY AND DEVELOPMENT OF A PROGRAM TO 
ALLOW YOUTHS TO GAIN AN UNDERSTANDING OF LIFE AS AN INMATE IN THE STATE 
PRISON SYSTEM.” Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Correction for 1994-95 for 
program indicated in title for youths age 10-18. Requires Dep’t to report by March 15, 1995 to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Chairs of the Senate and House Appropriates 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1452. DRUG TREATMENT COURT ACT. "TO CREATE THE DRUG TREATMENT COURT 
PROGRAM.” Adds Art. 19A of GS Ch. 7A to establish Drug Treatment Court Program (Program) in 
Judicial Dep’t, administered by Director of Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC). Creates Drug 
Treatment Court Management Committee (Committee) chaired by AOC Director with seven ex-officio 
members including Chief Justice of Supreme Court, President of Conference of District Attorneys, and 
Chief Appellate Defender, plus any other persons later selected by Committee. Establishes Program Fund 
administered by AOC Director in consultation with Committee. Director to award grants to prosecutorial 
districts that submit best plan for either post-plea sentence deferral program (in which defendant pleads 
guilty, then participates in treatment, and has charge dismissed if successfully completes treatment) or 
pre-plea diversion program (in which defendant participates before any plea to charge and has charge 
dismissed if successfully completes treatment). Requires grants to be awarded to at least two prosecutorial 
or judicial districts. Director and Committee to establish criteria for both pre-plea and post-plea 
programs. Each grant application must contain method for evaluating the program’s effectiveness; also, 
Program Director must develop evaluation model on state level to compare effectiveness of all pilot 
programs. In all local programs, district attorney must approve or disapprove any defendant’s entry into 
the program; district attorney must consider outstanding arrest warrants, prior or pending restraining 
orders, significant prior failures to appear in court, and violent criminal history. Gives concurrent 
jurisdiction to district and superior court for limited purpose of accepting pleas of guilty or no contest 
from defendants who have agreed to enter drug treatment court program, "with respect to any Class H, I, 
or J felony.” Defendant who agrees to participate in program has 30 days from signing of agreement (in 
pre-plea program) or from signing transcript of guilty plea (in post-plea program) to withdraw from 
program. Defendant then has previously waived rights restored and is given date for trial or probable 
cause hearing. 

Requires defendant to pay the "proportionate cost” of his drug treatment court program; judge to 
determine amount and schedule of payment after considering defendant’s income and ability to pay. 

Provides that funds to implement act be allocated from "the reserve created in Section 41 of Chapter 
150 of the 1993 Session Laws” (apparently intends to refer to the $800,000 reserve created in SL 1994 
Ex. Sess., Ch. 24, Sec. 41). 

Effective July 1, 1994; expires June 30, 1996. 
Introduced by Odom. 


S 1453. BOOT CAMP FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CONSTRUCTION AND 
OPERATION OF AN URBAN BOOT CAMP." Appropriates $1.1 million from General Fund for 
1994-95 to the Dep’t of Administration for use in building boot camp as title indicates. Appropriates 
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$1.25 million from General Fund for 1994-95 to the Dep’t of Correction to create a reserve for operation 
of the camp. Provides procedure by which Sec’y of Administration may waive specified statutes governing 
state construction contracts in order to expedite project. Requires 10% goal for participation by minority 
and women-owned businesses on project. Requires extensive reporting on progress of project to legislative 
officers and staff. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1458. RAISE SUBSTITUTE TEACHER PAY. "TO INCREASE THE PAY OF SUBSTITUTE 
TEACHERS.” Amends GS 115C-303(a) to provide that substitute teachers holding a teacher certificate 
shall be paid 90% of the daily salary of an entry-level teacher with an A certificate; substitutes not holding 
a teacher certificate but having completed effective teacher training shall be paid 75%; and substitutes not 
having completed effective training shall be paid 60%. Appropriates from General Fund to State Aid to 
Local School Administrative Units $3,417,773 for 1994-95 to fund the increase. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introducers: Sherron and Gunter. 


S 1465. SHORTEN JOHNSTON RABBIT SEASON. "TO SHORTEN THE SEASON FOR TAKING 
RABBITS IN JOHNSTON COUNTY.” Closes rabbit season in Johnston on Feb. 15. 
Introducer: Speed. 


S 1467. STRENGTHEN CHILD RESTRAINT LAW. "TO STRENGTHEN THE REQUIREMENTS 
TO HAVE A CHILD IN A RESTRAINT SYSTEM WHILE OPERATING A MOTOR VEHICLE." 
Amends GS 20-137.1 to require drivers to see to it that passengers under age 16 (now, six) are secured in 
a child passenger restraint system. Raises the minimum age at which a seat belt may be used to meet this 
requirement from three to five. Eliminates exemptions for vehicles registered outside NC, for times when 
the child’s personal needs are being attended to, and for times when all seats with proper restraints are 
occupied. Effective Dec. 1, 1994.

S 1468. AFRO-AMERICAN TOURISM SITE COMM. "TO CREATE AN ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ON TOURISM AT NORTH CAROLINA SITES HIGHLIGHTING AFRICAN AMERICAN 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ASSIST WITH RENOVATION AND 
EQUIPMENT FOR THE CIVIL RIGHTS MEMORIAL, CENTER, AND MUSEUM AT 
GREENSBORO. Creates 17-member committee as title indicates. Governor to appoint 8 members, 2 of 
whom must have participated in NC sit-in movement of 1960, 2 of whom shall have done scholarly work 
on the civil rights movement in NC, and 2 of whom shall be knowledgeable about travel and tourism. 
The General Assembly shall appoint 8 members, 4 upon recommendation of the Speaker of the House and 
4 upon recommendation of the President Pro Tempore of the Senate; 2 shall be members of the House 
and 2 shall be members of the Senate. The Sec’y Cultural Resources shall be a member and the 
Governor shall appoint the chair. Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of Cultural Resources 
$75,000 for 1994-95 for the Advisory Committee and $275,000 for renovating and equipping the 
Woolworth Building in Greensboro as a civil rights museum. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1476. ADMIN. CODE/PUBLICATION. "TO REDUCE PUBLICATION COSTS TO THE STATE 
BY AUTHORIZING THE CODIFIER OF RULES TO PROVIDE FOR THE PUBLICATION OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA ADMINISTRATIVE CODE BY CONTRACT WITH PRIVATE BUSINESS." 
Amends GS 150B-21.18 to empower Codifier as title indicates.

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S 1487. FUNDS FOR CRIME STOPPERS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO LOCAL‘CRIME 
STOPPERS’ PROGRAMS THROUGHOUT THE STATE.” Appropriates $700,000 from General Fund 
for 1994-95 to the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety for use as title indicates. Allocates $35,000 
to NC Crime Stoppers Ass’n, and $15,000 to Crime Prevention Div’n. Remaining funds are to be 
allocated to existing and new crime stoppers programs for use as reward money according to the 
population of the county in which they operate: 


Population Amount 
Under 50,000 $5,000 
50 to 100,000 10,000 
100 to 250,000 15,000 
Over 250,000 20,000 


Specifies rules for allocating funds to new programs, to programs that serve more than one county, and to 
programs operate with others within a single county. Provides that no program may receive less than 
$5,000 or more than $20,000. Requires programs to accept funds by writing the Crime Prevention Div’n 
by Sept. 1, 1994 and requires those doing so to submit to an annual independent audit.

S 1490. TEACHER LONGEVITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE TEACHERS 
WITH THE SAME LONGEVITY BENEFITS AS STATE EMPLOYEES.” Appropriates $2 million from 
General Fund for 1994-95 to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units for longevity supplements. 
Payments are 1.5% of base salary for 10-14 years service, 2.25% for 15-19 years, 3.25% for 20-24 
years, and 4.5% for 25 years. Effective July 1, 1994 

Introducer: Perdue. 


S 1500. GOVERNOR’S 1994 OPERATING BUDGET. "TO MODIFY THE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES; TO 
MAKE APPROPRIATIONS FOR OTHER PURPOSES AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN THE 
BUDGET OPERATION OF THE STATE.” A digest of the Governor’s supplemental budget 
recommendations appeared in the May 23, 1994 Daily Bulletin. The digest below covers special 
provisions in S 1500 that were not reflected in the Governor’s recommendations. It does not attempt to 
reconcile any differences in the amounts of appropriations between the bill and Governor’s published 
recommendations. 

Health Planning Commission deadline extension. Gives Governor until Feb. 1, 1995 to submit a 
plan to the General Assembly for creating a State Department of Health. 

Information Highway. Amends GS 143B-426.39 to authorize the State Controller to permit 
nonprofit educational institutions, the Microelectronics Center of NC, agencies of the US conducting 
health care or educational activities in NC and health care facilities conducting health care or educational 
activities in NC to share the NC Information Highway on a not-for-profit basis. Excludes these entities 
from the definition of a public utility and forbids them from undertaking activities that would make them 
common carriers under federal law. Authorization terminates one year after publication of a tariff that 
makes broadband services comparable to those of the NCIH available to those sharing the NCIH. 

Salaries and benefits. Contains numerous provisions setting salaries for state officers and employees 
whose salaries are set by statute. 


Dep’t of Agriculture: Global Transpark. Amends GS 63A-3(b) to add the Comm’r of Agriculture to 
the Board of Directors of the NC Air Cargo Airport Authority. 

Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources: voluntary remedial actions. In 1994-95 
allows Sec’y to pay up to 10% of the cost, not to exceed $50,000, of implementing a voluntary remedial 
action program at up to three sites that substantially endanger public health or the environment. Funds to 
come from Inactive Hazardous Sites Cleanup Fund. 


Dep’t of Commerce: Industrial Development Fund local match. Requires local governments 
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requesting money from the Fund to demonstrate "that it would be an economic hardship for the local 
government to match State assistance from the Fund with local funds.” 

Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1501. ALLOW R.E. SADLER RESOLUTION. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, REGULAR SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE 
LIFE AND MEMORY OF RALPH EUGENE SADLER, FORMER EDUCATOR.” As title indicates. 
Introducer: Daniel. 


S 1509. REST./VICTIM IMPACT STATEMENTS. "TO IMPLEMENT RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
NORTH CAROLINA SENTENCING AND POLICY ADVISORY COMMISSION TO PROVIDE FOR 
VICTIM IMPACT STATEMENTS FOR PRESENTATION TO THE COURT, TO ORDER 
RESTITUTION TO VICTIMS WHERE APPROPRIATE, TO MAKE RESTITUTION A FIRST 
PRIORITY, AND TO EXTEND PROBATION FOR THE PAYMENT OF RESTITUTION.” Adds new 
GS 15A-825.1 to direct the district attorney to seek to obtain a victim impact statement from each crime 
victim and present it to the court. Amends GS 15A-1343(d) to require the court, in determining the 
amount of restitution, to consider any victim impact statement presented. Amends GS 15A-1342(a) to 
allow a court to extend the period of probation to complete a program of restitution.

S 1510. EXTEND SENTENCING COMMW’N. "TO EXTEND THE LIFE OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA SENTENCING AND POLICY ADVISORY COMMISSION AND TO CONTINUE THE 
TERMS OF THE EXISTING MEMBERS.” Extends sunset date of Sentencing and Policy Advisory 
Comm’n to July 1, 1995 (now, 1994). Amends GS 164-38 to keep existing Comm’n members in office 
until July 1, 1995. 

Introduced by Parnell. 


S 1511. SPORTS TEAMS REGISTRATION PLATES. "TO PROVIDE FOR SPECIAL 
REGISTRATION PLATES FOR SUPPORTERS OF PROFESSIONAL SPORTS TEAMS.” Amends GS 
20-81.12 as title indicates. Div’n of Motor Vehicles must receive 300 or more applications for a 
particular team before developing a special plate for it. 

Introduced by Odom.

IN THE STATE AND MONITOR EACH FACILITY TO DETERMINE WHETHER ANY OIL HAS 
BEEN DISCHARGED FROM AN ABOVEGROUND STORAGE TANK TO THE LAND, WATERS, 
OR AIR OF THE STATE AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT TO 
IMPLEMENT THIS PROGRAM.” Adds GS 143-215.99 as title indicates. Appropriates $500,000 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for 1994-95 fiscal year to 
implement program.

S 1517. POOL SAFETY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES TO

SWIMMING POOLS.” Amends GS 130A-282 as title indicates.

S 1522. AFRICAN-AMERICAN CENTER STUDY. "TO ESTABLISH THE AFRICAN-AMERICAN 
CULTURAL CENTER STUDY COMMISSION.” Establishes African-American Cultural Center Study 
Commission with nine members: two legislators appointed by Senate President Pro Tempore, two by 
House Speaker; one member of the general public appointed by Governor; one member of the Wilmington 
City Council appointed by Wilmington Mayor; one member of the New Hanover County Comm’rs 
appointed by Comm’rs’ Chair; Sec’y of Commerce, and Sec’y of Cultural Resources. Senate President 
Pro Tempore and House Speaker each to designate one co-chair of comm’n. Comm’n to study statewide 
need for African-American museum and cultural center and report to 1995 General Assembly. 
Appropriates $25,000 from General Fund to General Assembly for 1994-95 for expenses of comm’n.

S 1527. REPEAL INTANGIBLES TAX. "TO REPEAL THE INTANGIBLES TAX AND INCREASE 
OTHER TAXES TO PROVIDE REVENUES TO REIMBURSE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR THE 
LOSS OF THE INTANGIBLES TAX REVENUE.” Repeals tax on intangible personal property (GS Ch. 
105, Art. 7) effective with 1994 tax year, so that no returns due in April 1995. Amends GS 105-275 to 
exempt the following from local ad valorem tax: accounts receivable, bonds and notes, stocks and mutual 
funds, and beneficial interests in foreign trusts. Amends GS 105-275.2 to provide additional 
reimbursement to local governments for the remaining part of repealed intangibles tax. First 
reimbursement, August 1995, will be base amount (1989-90 collections) minus local cost items for 
preceding fiscal year (costs of Property Tax Comm’n, duties of Dep’t of Revenue and Institute of 
Government relating to property tax, and Local Government Comm’n). In each subsequent year, the 
reimbursement will be 103% of base amount for previous year minus local cost items for preceding fiscal 
year. Reimbursement to be divided among each county and its municipalities on ad valorem tax basis. 
Adds GS 105-134.2A to levy supplemental income tax of 1% on each resident individual’s net income 
from intangible personal property, applicable to dividends and capital gains from stocks, mutual funds, and 
bonds, notes, and other evidence of indebtedness and to interest from all intangible personal property; tax 
to begin in 1994 tax year. Adds GS 105-160.2A to levy supplemental income tax of 1% on each estate 
and trust’s net income from intangible personal property that is for benefit of North Carolina resident; tax 
to begin in 1994 tax year. Repeals GS 105-151.19, individual income tax credit for North Carolina 
dividends, effective beginning with 1994 tax year. Amends GS 105-130.7 to repeal corporate income tax 
deduction for North Carolina dividends effective beginning with 1994 tax year. Makes conforming 
changes to GS 105-276, -288(d), and -305, and 108A-93. Amends GS 105-120.2 and -122(d) to raise 
corporate franchise tax from $1.50 to $2,00 per $1,000 effective with 1994 tax year. Amends GS 
105-282.1(a)(2) to make clear that owner of exempt intangibles is not required to file an application for 
property tax exemption. Repeals GS 105-275.2(a2)(5), and -(6) regarding costs of collecting and 
refunding intangibles tax to be deducted from local distribution of tax. Provides that there is no penalty 
for underpayment of estimated income tax for 1994 tax year to the extent the underpayment was caused by 
new tax on income from intangibles or repeal of preferences for North Carolina dividends for 1994 tax 
year. 

Repeal of intangibles tax statute effective Jan. 1, 1995; local reimbursement provisions effective Jan. 
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1, 1995; repeal of deductions for collection costs effective Jan. 1, 1996; other provisions effective for 
taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1 1994.

S 1528. CIVIL WAR COMM’N FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH THE CIVIL WAR CORRIDOR 
COMMISSION AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMMISSION.” Adds new GS Ch. 
143B, Art. 2 to create the 25-member Civil War Corridor Comm’n in the Dep’t of Cultural Resources.

Appropriates $25,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to Dep’t of Cultural Resources 
for new Comm’n . Effective July 1, 1994.

PROGRAM TO MEET THE SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONAL NEEDS OF STUDENTS IN AN 
IMPOVERISHED AREA WHOSE POPULATION HAS AN EXTREMELY LOW LEVEL OF FORMAL 
EDUCATION.” 

Appropriates $669,712 from General Fund for 1994-95 to the State Board of Education for use as title 
indicates. Program must involve: (1) major changes to instructional program, (2) staff training, (3) 
"curriculum mapping and integration,” (4) use of varied classroom teaching strategies, (5) use of 
technology for teaching and assessment, (6) use of reasoning skills, (7) building students’ self-esteem and 
(8) parental involvement. Requires State Board to report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by Mar. 15, 1995 on whether program should be expanded. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1540. REPEAL TOBACCO WAREHOUSE CHARGES. "TO REPEAL THE STATUTES LIMITING 
TOBACCO WAREHOUSE CHARGES.” Repeals GS 106-452 and -454 as title indicates. Effective Jan.

S 1553. FIREMEN/RESCUE SQUAD BENEFITS. "TO INCREASE THE MONTHLY BENEFITS 
FROM THE NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND 
AND TO PROVIDE MEMBERS OF THAT PENSION FUND WITH THE SAME COST OF LIVING 
INCREASE AS THAT PROVIDED TO MEMBERS OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Amends GS 58-86-55 to increase monthly pension from $100 to $150. Adds 
new subdivision (b) providing that effective July 1, 1995, retirement benefits shall be increased by the 
same cost-of-living percentage as provided to beneficiaries of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement System. Effective July 1, 1994.

SYSTEM.” Amends GS 116-143.3 as title indicates. Appropriates $300,000 from General Fund to UNC 
Board of Governors and $73,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for 1994-95 to 
implement act. Effective July 1, 1994, and applicable to applications for enrollment on or after that date.

S 1557. WATER RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT FUNDS. "TO DECELERATE DOWNDRIFT 
EROSION OF THE BEACHES THAT RESULTS FROM DREDGING OPERATIONS BY REQUIRING 
SAND TO BE PLACED ON THE DOWNDRIFT BEACHES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
VARIOUS WATER RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS.” Amends GS 113-229 as title indicates. 
Appropriates $2 million from General Fund for 1994-95 to DEHNR for various water resources projects. 
Effective July 1, 1994

S 1559. CHILDREN MAY ATTEND COMM. COLL. "TO PERMIT PUBLIC SCHOOL CHILDREN 
TWELVE YEARS OF AGE OR OLDER TO ATTEND COMMUNITY COLLEGE UNDER CERTAIN 
CIRCUMSTANCES.” Amends GS 115D-20(4) as title indicates; child may attend class at community 
college if parent, school superintendent, school principal, and chief officer of community college find that 
class is unavailable at public school and appropriate for that child. Appropriates $100,000 from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for 1994-95 to implement act. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1561. MODIFY PORTS TAX CREDIT. "TO EXPAND THE STATE PORTS TAX CREDIT.”

Taxpayer who is cargo owner 
using the deep water docks at either place for movement of export cargo onto ocean carrier calling at 
either port is allowed credit without consideration of the free-on-board terms under which export cargo is 
moved.

$1 million). Amends SL 1991, Ch. 977, Sec. 3 to require Ports Authority to report to General Assembly 
on shipping and economic growth since July 1, 1992 (now, Jan. 1, 1992) compared to previous ten years. 
Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1994.

BILL DIGESTS 


H 1554. INCREASE RETIREMENT BENEFITS (=S 1311). The second and third sentences of the 
digest published yesterday should read as follows: Sets service retirement allowance for persons retiring 
from LGERS on or after July 1, 1994, increasing allowance from 1.7% to 1.71% of average final 
compensation, multiplied by years of creditable service. Sets service retirement allowance for persons 
retiring from TSERS on or after July 1, 1994, increasing allowance from 1.71% to 1.73% of average 


final compensation, multiplied by years of creditable service, and modifying provisions for persons retiring 
early.. 


HOUSE BILLS 


The following House bills are a selection of those introduced today. The remainder of today’s bills 
will be digested tomorrow. 


H 1645. SCOTLAND SCHOOL PAY DATE. "TO CHANGE THE PAY DATE FOR EMPLOYEES OF 
THE SCOTLAND COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION.” Amends sec. 143.1, ch. 321, 1994 Sess. 
Laws to change the date that all ten-month employees of the Scotland County Schools are paid from the 
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15th of the month to the 10th of the month. Excepts school bus drivers, who are paid monthly. Effective 
July 1, 1994.

H 1659. REPEAL CLEVELAND SCHOOL PAY DATE. "TO REPEAL THE SPECIAL PAY DATE 
SET FOR CLEVELAND COUNTY SCHOOLS.” Repeals SL 1991, Ch. 311, Sec. 2 as title indicates. 
Effective July 1,1994. 

Introducers: Lutz, Jack Hunt, and Weatherly. 


H 1660.GOVERNOR’S 1994 OPERATING BUDJET. "TO MODIFY THE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES; TO 
MAKE APPROPRIATIONS FOR OTHER PURPOSES AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN THE 
BUDGET OPERATION OF THE STATE.” Identical to S 1500, introduced May 253 

Introducers: Nesbitt and Diamont. 


H 1661. POWELL FUNDS USED FOR SIDEWALKS. "TO PERMIT THE USE OF POWELL 
FUNDS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF SIDEWALKS.” Amends GS 136-66.1 by eliminating the 


prohibition against using funds provided to municipalities under GS 136-41.1 for sidewalk purposes. 
Introducer: Smith. 


H 1663. STANDARDS FOR FUNDING AGREEMENTS. "TO EXEMPT ALL ANNUITIES AND 
FUNDING AGREEMENTS FROM PREMIUM TAXATION; TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORIZATION 
FOR THE ISSUANCE OF AND ESTABLISH STANDARDS FOR FUNDING AGREEMENTS; AND 
TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES IN LAWS ON THE DISTRIBUTION OF ASSETS OF 
INSOLVENT INSURERS AND ON SECURITIES.” Adds new GS 58-7-16 to provide that any insurer 
licensed to write life insurance or annuities in NC may also deliver or issue for delivery funding 
agreements. Defines "funding agreement” as an agreement that authorizes the acceptance and 
accumulation of funds for the purpose of making payments in the future of amounts not based on mortality 
or morbidity contingencies. Specifies entities to which funding agreements may be issued, and requires 
agreements to make reasonable assumptions about investment income and expenses, and requires them to 
be fair to all holders of agreements of a given class. Grants Comm’r of Insurance authority to regulate 
funding agreements. Makes conforming amendments as title indicates to GS 58-30-220 and GS 
78A-2(11). Amendment to GS 58-30-220 removes provision lowering priority of claims under liability 
policies over $300,000 to level of general creditors. 

Rewrites GS 105-228.5 to provide that tax on gross premiums does not apply to income from 


annuities and funding agreements. Makes numerous technical and clarifying changes to same section. 
Introducer: Black. 


H 1664. ALLOW BARBER SCHOOL BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
REGULAR SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO LIMIT THE 


REQUIREMENT THAT BARBER SCHOOLS HAVE TWO INSTRUCTORS TO SCHOOLS WITH 
MORE THAN TWENTY STUDENTS.” As title indicates. 
Introducer: Brawley 


H 1666. GOVERNOR’S 1994 CAPITAL BUDGET. "TO MAKE APPROPRIATIONS TO PROVIDE 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, 
AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.” A digest of the Governor’s supplemental budget recommendations 
appeared in the May 23, 1994 Daily Bulletin. The digest below includes the special provisions of H 1666 
that were not reflected in the Governor’s recommendations. It does not attempt to reconcile any 
differences in the amounts of appropriations between the bill and the Governor’s published 
recommendations. (A digest of S 1500, the Governor’s 1994 Operating Budget, appeared in the May 25, 
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1994 Daily Bulletin.) 


Graveyard of the Atlantic Museum. Allocates $800,000 from funds appropriated to the Dep’t of 
Cultural Resources to provide dollar-for dollar matching funds for planning, developing, and constructing 
the museum. Prohibits the department from disbursing funds until it has received certification that the 
National Park Service has made land available for the museum. 

New Employment Security Commission Building. Authorizes Employment Security Commission of 
North Carolina to use $1 million from the Special Employment Security Administrative Fund for advance 
planning of a new office building to be located in the Blue Ridge Road area of Raleigh. Directs the 
comm ’n to report to the Capital Planning Comm’n concerning the scope, site, and construction schedule 
no later than Dec. 31, 1994. Directs the Dep’t of Administration to incorporate the building and the 
subsequent availability of the Kendall Complex into the long-range plan for the use of office space in 
Raleigh. 

Art Museum Amphitheater. Authorizes the North Carolina Museum of Art to use additional gifts and 
grants to supplement the amphitheater capital project authorized in ch. 1044, sec. 4, 1992 Sess. Laws. 


Prohibits the "total scope of the project” from exceeding $2 million or including any state-appropriated 
funds. 


Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introducer: Nesbitt 


H 1670. BEP FULL IMPLEMENTATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR FULL 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE BASIC EDUCATION PROGRAM.” Appropriates from General Fund 
for 1994-95 to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units $315,354,741 for implementation of Basic 
Education Program, to be allocated as follows: 


Teachers to reduce class size, grades K-3 $65,124,605 
Teachers to reduce class size, grades 9-12 24,192,630 
Assistant principals PES ceed 
Athletic trainer supplement 7,000 
Instructional lab, media, clerical assistants 64,973 ,456

Instructional equipment and supplies 3,667,591 
Textbooks 11,632,790 
School administrators 22,144,817 
Clerical assistants e210 3222

H 1675. CERTAIN FELONS CAN’T TEACH. "TO ENSURE THAT PERSONS CONVICTED OF 
CERTAIN FELONIES ARE NOT ALLOWED TO TEACH SCHOOL IN NORTH CAROLINA AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS TO PAY FOR CRIMINAL 
RECORD CHECKS OF TEACHERS.” Creates new GS 115C-295.1 making it unlawful for any local 
board of education to employ any teacher who has been convicted of a felony that bears upon the teacher’s 
fitness to have responsibility for children, including homicide, sex offenses, assaults, crimes against 
children or the family, and controlled substance offenses. Directs the Dep’t of Justice to provide to local 
school boards the criminal history for any teacher or applicant for a teaching position. Directs local 
school boards to provide to Dep’t of Justice any identifying information on the person to be checked or 
other information requested by the Dep’t of Justice. Provides that an individual’s refusal to consent to 
release of information is grounds for local school board to fire or refuse to hire individual. Requires local 
school boards to notify State Board of Education of any felony conviction of a certificated teacher related to 
the teacher’s fitness to have responsibility for children, and requires State Board of Education to determine 
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whether teacher’s certification should be revoked. Appropriates $2,507,468 for 1994-95 to State Board of 
Education for fees for criminal record checks. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introducer: J. Brown. 


H 1680. DAVIDSON CO. AIRPORT AUTHORITY. "ENABLING THE COUNTY OF DAVIDSON 
TO ESTABLISH AN AIRPORT AUTHORITY FOR THE OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE OF 
AIRPORT FACILITIES IN THE COUNTY OF DAVIDSON FOR THE CITIZENS OF DAVIDSON 
COUNTY.” Creates the Davidson County Airport Authority to operate the Davidson County Airport with 
broad general corporate powers. Authority is comprised of five members appointed by the Davidson 
County Board of Comm’rs to staggered four-year terms. Comm’rs may remove members for cause. 
Authorizes members of Board of Comm’rs to sit on authority, and permits Board to increase authority 
membership to as many as nine.

H 1687. LAKE LURE/CHIMNEY ROCK BOUNDARY. "TO ANNEX A DESCRIBED PIECE OF 
PROPERTY TO THE TOWN OF LAKE LURE AND REMOVE ANY PORTION OF THAT 
PROPERTY FROM CHIMNEY ROCK VILLAGE.” As title indicates. 

Introducer: Weatherly. 


H 1693. ALLOW WHITLEY RESOLUTION. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
REGULAR SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A JOINT RESOLUTION HONORING THE LIFE AND 


MEMORY OF DANIEL P. WHITLEY, JR., FORMER MEMBER OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.” 
As title indicates. 


Introducer: Jarrell. 


H 1697. ALLOW OSHA BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, REGULAR 
SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO CLARIFY OSHA 


INSPECTION INFORMATION AND RELEASE OF WITNESS INFORMATION.” As title indicates. 
Introducer: Hensley 


H 1704. DUPLIN AIRPORT QUICK TAKE. "TO PERMIT THE ACQUISITION OF PROPERTY 
FOR THE DUPLIN COUNTY AIRPORT BY EMINENT DOMAIN WITH IMMEDIATE VESTING 
OF TITLE AND RIGHT OF POSSESSION IN THE COUNTY.” Amends GS 40A-42(a), applicable to 


Duplin County only, to permit use of quick take condemnation for airports. 
Introducer: Alphin. 


H 1717. ALLOW AUTO INSURANCE BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
REGULAR SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO MAKE 
TECHNICAL CHANGES IN G.S. 58-57-100 TO FURTHER DEFINE AUTOMOBILE PHYSICAL 


DAMAGE INSURANCE AND TO MAKE A CONFORMING CHANGE." As title indicates. 
Introducer: Redwine. 


H 1720. GPAC CONSOLIDATION FUNDS. "TO IMPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
GOVERNMENT PERFORMANCE AUDIT COMMITTEE BY APPROPRIATING FUNDS FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF A PRISON FACILITY TO CONSOLIDATE THE AVERY, MCDOWELL, AND 
YANCEY PRISON UNITS.” Appropriates $14 million from General Fund for 1994-95 to the Dep’t of 
Administration for construction as title indicates. Allows state to require contractors to use inmates for up 
to 20% of their workforce. Provides procedure by which Sec’y of Administration may waive specified 
Statutes governing state construction contracts in order to expedite project. Requires 10% goal for 
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participation by minority and women-owned businesses on project. Requires extensive reporting on 
progress of project to legislative officers and staff. Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1721. DOC DAYROOM FUNDS. "TO ADD 744 PRISON BEDS BY APPROPRIATING FUNDS 
FOR ADDITIONAL DAYROOM SPACE AT MINIMUM AND MEDIUM CUSTODY 
CORRECTIONAL FACILITIES.” Appropriates $13.5 million from General Fund for 1994-95 to Dep’t of 
Administration, Office of State Construction, for the construction of additional dayroom space at the lowest 
possible cost at minimum custody facilities of Dep’t of Corrections and at medium custody DOC facilities 
that lost dormitory space because it was converted to dayroom space. Certain facilities consolidated 
pursuant to SL 1993, Ch. 321, Sec. 177, are excepted. Authorizes state to require contractors awarded 
bids to use a workforce composed of up to 20% inmates. Authorizes the Office of State Construction of 
the Dep’t of Administration to contract for and supervise all aspects of construction and demolition. 
Provides that if Sec’y of Administration, after consulting with Sec’y of Corrections, finds that delivery of 
prison facilities must be expedited for good cause, then the Office of State Construction is exempt from 
various bidding and environmental laws. In order to exercise such an exemption, the Sec’y of 
Administration must give notice to the House Speaker, the President Pro Temp of the Senate, the Chairs 
of the House and Senate Appropriations Committees and the House and Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety, and the Fiscal Research Division. Requires the written 
notice to include (1) the specific statutory requirements subject of the exemption; (2) the reason the 
exemption is necessary; (3) the manner in which the department anticipates the exemption will expedite 
delivery of prison facilities; and (4) a brief summary of the proposed contract for the project exempted. 
Requires the same parties listed above to be provided quarterly reports about prison construction activity. 


Requires all contracts to include a penalty for failure to complete the work by a specified date. Effective 
July 1, 1994.

H 1722. GREENVILLE WHEEL LOCKS. "TO PERMIT THE CITY OF GREENVILLE TO USE 
WHEEL LOCKS.” Authorizes Greenville’s City Council to adopt a city ordinance that provides for use of 
wheel locks on illegally parked vehicles with three or more unpaid parking tickets 90 days overdue. 


Exempts the city from liability for any damage to an immobolilzed vehicle caused by unauthorized attempts 
to free or move that vehicle.

H 1725. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND 
CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE REVENUE LAWS AND RELATED STATUTES.” Amends GS 
105-163.012(d) to provide an individualized income tax deduction to prevent double taxation in cases in 
which the basis of property for state tax purposes exceeds the basis of property under the Code. For 
example, individual taxpayers who claim certain federal income tax credits may be required to make a 
reduction in the basis of their property; if there is no corresponding state tax credit, the basis for state tax 
purposes will be higher. The reduction in basis required when a taxpayer takes a tax credit for a qualified 


business investment applies only if the taxpayer was not required to make a corresponding adjustment 
under the state corporate income tax.

H 1727. GREENSBORO HOUSING CODE NOTICES. "RELATING TO SERVICE OF 
COMPLAINTS AND ORDERS IN HOUSING CODE CASES.” Provides that complaints or orders 
issued by a public officer pursuant to GS Ch. 160A, Art. 19, Parts 5-6 (relating to building inspection 
and minimum housing standards) may be served by regular mail in conjunction with registered or certified 
mail. Provides that if registered or certified mail is returned, but regular mail is not returned by post 
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office within 10 days after mailing, service is deemed complete. Requires person who mailed complaint or 
order to certify that mailing occurred and the date of mailing, and provides that such certificate is 
conclusive in absence of fraud. Also allows for personal service of complaints and orders. Applicable to 
City of Greensboro only.

H 1736. LEAD HAZARD MGT. PROGRAM (=S 1611). "TO REGULATE LEAD ABATEMENT IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH FEDERAL LAW.” Adds new GS Ch. 130A, Art. 20, entitled "Lead Hazard 
Management Program,” applicable only to NC’s Lead-Based Paint Hazard Reduction Grant from US 
Housing and Urban Development, Category I. Requires persons working to eliminate lead-based paint 
hazards or undertaking other activities involving lead-based paint to be certified by the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources. Requires persons giving training courses on dealing with 
lead-based paint to be accredited by Dep’t. Requires Comm’n for Health Services to adopt rules 
governing certifications and accreditation. Permits fees of up to $100 for annual individual certification 


and up to $75 for certification exam. Permits up to $1,500 fee for initial course accreditation and up to 
$500 for annual reaccreditation.

H 1742. NEW BERN CIVIL SERVICE. "TO INCREASE THE SIZE OF THE CIVIL SERVICE 
BOARD FOR THE CITY OF NEW BERN, AND TO PROVIDE FOR STAGGERED TERMS ON 
THAT BOARD.” Increases civil service board for City of New Bern from three to five members and 
provides for staggered terms on board. Makes other technical changes.

H 1745. INSURANCE FRAUD PREVENTION ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE INSURANCE FRAUD 
PREVENTION ACT.” Adds new GS Ch. 58, Art. 89, entitled "Insurance Fraud Prevention.” Prohibits 
a broad range of activities related to the submission of false insurance claims with intent to defraud. 
Prohibitions extend beyond person submitting claim to physicians, lawyers, and others who participate in 
the making of and settlement of such claims. Subjects persons violating act to civil penalties of up to 
$5,000 for first violation, $10,000 for second, and $15,000 for subsequent violations. Permits court to 
award costs and attorneys’ fees against violators. Provides that sanctions under this act do not preclude 
prosecution for any crimes involved. In addition, allows insurers to sue violators for compensatory 
damages, costs, expenses and attorneys’ fees. 

Creates Div’n of Insurance Fraud Prevention in Dep’t of Insurance. Establishes insurance fraud 
advisory board comprised of 13 members appointed by the Comm’r of Insurance, with one from each 
congressional district of the state. Nine must be from insurers and four from the general public. 
Expenses of new Div’n are to be recovered from insurers in proportion to their share of net premiums. 

Requires persons who believe that act is being violated to make a report to the Div’n. 

Grants Comm’r power to investigate violations of article, including the power to issue subpoenas to 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of documents. 

Appropriates $500,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to Dep’t of Insurance to implement act. 


Penalty and enforcement provisions are effective Oct. 1, 1994. Appropriation is effective July 1, 1994.

H 1748. EXTEND JOBS TAX CREDIT. "TO EXTEND THE JOBS TAX CREDIT TO APPLY TO 
JOBS CREATED IN ANY COUNTY.” Makes jobs tax credit under GS 105-130.40 and 105-151.17 
applicable statewide (now applicable only in severely distressed counties). Revises GS 143B-437A and 
160A-456(e1) to clarify that economically distressed counties remain eligible for financial assistance from 
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the Industrial Development Fund and that cities within such economically distressed counties may retain 
program income from economic development grants through the Small Cities Community Development 


Block Grant Program. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1994.

H 1755. OUTLAW FORTUNE TELLING/WAYNE CO. "TO MAKE IT A CRIMINAL OFFENSE TO 
PRACTICE PHRENOLOGY, PALMISTRY, FORTUNE TELLING, CLAIRVOYANCE, AND OTHER 
SIMILAR CRAFTS IN WAYNE COUNTY.” Amends GS 14-401.5 to add Wayne county to list of 


counties where activities in title are made a criminal offense. Effective October 1, 1994, and applicable to 
offenses committed on or after that date.

H 1759. ALLOW SOCIAL WORKER BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL ASSEMBLY,

APPLICATION DEADLINE FOR LICENSURE AS A CLINICAL SOCIAL WORKER PURSUANT TO 
G.S. 90B-10.” As title indicates.

H 1761. LOW-LEVEL WASTE SITE BENEFITS. "TO PROVIDE THAT ALL BENEFITS 
ASSOCIATED WITH HOSTING A LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE FACILITY BE SHARED 
EQUALLY BY ANY COUNTIES IN WHICH THE SITE IS LOCATED AND COUNTIES WHOSE 
BORDERS ARE IMMEDIATELY ADJACENT TO THE SITE AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE WAKE AND CHATHAM LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEES.” Rewrites GS 104G-18(c) to 
require the annual radioactive waste tax collected by the NC Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management 
Authority to be distributed on a pro rata basis among the counties in which or immediately adjacent to 
whose border the facility is located (now, tax paid to General Fund). Rewrites GS 104G-20(a) to 
authorize a county whose border is immediately adjacent to the site to appoint a preferred site local 
advisory committee (now, authorized only for county in which site located). Rewrites GS 104G-20(c) to 
require an applicant for a waste disposal facility license to a pay one-time application fee of $100,000 to be 
distributed equally between the county in which the site is located and a county whose borders are 
immediately adjacent to the site (now, distributed to county in which site is located). Rewrites GS 
104G-21(a) to authorize adjacent county to negotiate with authority. Directs that any county in which the 
site is located and any county whose borders are immediately adjacent to the site receive a separate 
one-time General Fund appropriation to support the work of the county’s preferred site local advisory 
committee. Appropriates $100,000 from the General Fund for 1994-95 to Wake County for its local 


advisory committee and an equal amount to Chatham County for its committee.

Creates Office of Americans with Disabilities 
within Dep’t of Administration to staff and serve as resource to State ADA Interagency Coordinating 
Committee; to provide technical assistance to state agencies regarding their obligations under the ADA; to 
serve as a resource to citizens with disabilities, the private sector, and the Governor’s Office; and to 
encourage and administer pilot and demonstration projects to promote an understanding of the ADA. 
Appropriates from General Fund for 1994-95 to Dep’t of Administration the following sums: $85,000 to 
perform the above services; $40,000 for training and instructional materials; and $75,000 for Tri-County 


Industries, Inc. to conduct a 12-month demonstration project for the private sector. Effective July 1, 
1994.

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H 1770. FELONY/SELL HANDGUNS TO MINORS. "TO MAKE IT A FELONY FOR ANY PERSON 
TO TRANSFER A HANDGUN TO A MINOR AS RECOMMENDED BY THE CHILD FATALITY 
TASK FORCE.” Adds new GS 14-315(al) to make it a class I felony to sell, offer for sale, or give any 
handgun to a minor. Revises 14-269.7(c)(1) to define handgun as a firearm that has a short stock 
designed to be fired by use of single hand or any combination of parts from which such a firearm can be 
assembled. Establishes three exceptions to violation: 1) handgun is loaned to minor and minor’s 
temporary possession complies with GS 14-269.7 and 14-316 (establishing conditions on minor’s use of 
handguns); 2) handgun is transferred to adult custodian and minor’s temporary possession complies with 
GS 14-269.7 and 14-316; or 3) handgun is inherited by minor and minor takes temporary possession in 
compliance with GS 14-269.7 and 14-316. Deletes GS 14-315(b) and adds new GS 14-315(b1) to modify 
possible defenses. Provides that it is a defense to unlawful sale or transfer of handgun to minor only if all 
of following conditions are met: 1) minor produced apparently valid permit for weapon when such a 
permit is required; 2) person charged with offense reasonably believed that minor was not a minor; and 3) 
person charged shows that minor produced identification showing that minor was of required age or shows 
other facts that reasonably indicated that at time of sale minor was of required age. Effective January 1, 
1995, and applicable to offenses committed on or after that date.

Authorizes the board to require that applicants submit to DOJ criminal history checks; be 
fingerprinted; provide any additional information DOJ requires; and sign consent forms permitting all the 
above and other identifying information required by the repositories. Requires board to notify the State 
Board of Education of criminal histories received on certfied or licensed applicants. Specifies that 
criminal history information obtained by a local board or tlie State Board of Education is privileged and 
may be destroyed after one year. Specifies that no action for civil or criminal liability shall be allowed 
against either board as a result of actions taken in good faith to comply with the provisions of this act.

The General Fund expenditure limit is increased by the costs of any program that is 
increased or transferred to the State as the result of a court order or federal law, and is reduced by the 
cost of any State program or function that is shifted from the General Fund on or after May 1, 1994, to 
another source of funding. Effective July 1, 1994, provides that (1) the Governor’s budget may not 
propose expenditures from the General Fund in excess of the the General Fund expenditure limit, and (2) 
the General Assembly may not make appropriations from the General Fund in excess of the General Fund 
expenditure limit. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, allows General Assembly, by two-thirds vote of each House, to 
make General Fund appropriations for nonrecurring expenses in excess of General Fund expenditure limit 
for period not to exceed 12 months. 

Requires that General Fund revenues in excess of the General Fund expenditure limit be deposited 
into a Rainy Day Emergency Reserve Trust Fund. Also requires General Assembly to appropriate — 
one-fourth of any credit balance remaining in the General Fund at the end of each fiscal year to the Rainy 
Day Fund. Requires the State Controller to reserve the lesser of (1) one-fourth of any credit balance 
remaining in the General Fund or (2) 1.5% of the replacement value of all State buildings supported from 
the General Fund to the Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account. Provides that General Assembly may 
appropriate remaining portion of General Fund credit balance only for capital improvements or other 
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nonrecurring expenditures within the General Fund expenditure limit. 

Allows Director of the Budget to transfer funds from Rainy Day Fund if he determines under G.S. 
143-25 that revenues are insufficient to pay appropriations for that fiscal year or receipts plus surplus will 
be insufficient to meet budgeted expenditures. Allows General Assembly to make appropriations from 
Rainy Day Fund only for non-recurring expenses and only by two-thirds vote in each House during Extra 
Session. If Rainy Day Fund exceeds 5% of General Fund appropriation for preceding fiscal year, the 
excess may be appropriated to provide tax relief, to create or increase appropriations of funds in excess of 
General Fund expenditure limit, or for critical needs educational funds. 

Adds new GS 143-2.6 providing that no county or municipality shall be bound by (1) any general 
law enacted after May 1, 1994, requiring the local government to spend funds unless sufficient funds have 
been appropriated by the General Assembly or the expenditure is required to comply with federal law that 
specifically contemplates actions by local governments for compliance or is required for eligibility for a 
federal entitlement, or (2) any local act enacted after May 1, 1994, requiring the expenditure of funds 
unless the local government has approved the act. 

Effective July 1, 1994, appropriates from the General Fund to the Savings Reserve Account $300 
million for 1994-95. 

Allows funds from Savings Reserve Account and other available funds to be used to eliminate State’s 
liability for deferral of the twelfth month of teacher payroll in 1994-95.

Reimbursement will be allocated among the 
counties and municipalities on an ad valorem tax basis. 

Supplemental income tax. Adds new GS 105-134.2A and GS 105-160A.2A to levy, effective Jan. 1, 
1994, a supplemental income tax of 1% on each resident individual’s income and each trust and estate’s 
income from intangible personal property. Tax applies to dividends and net capital gains from stocks, 
mutual funds, and bonds, notes, and other evidence of indebtedness and to interest from all intangible 
personal property except state, federal, and local government bonds.

establishing a schedule of monetary penalties against emissions license holders and provisions for 
suspension of revocation of an emissions license; (5) adds new G.S. 20-183.4A and 20-183.4B to require 
inspector mechanics to be licensed, to require licensed inspectors to pass an 8 hour emissions course, to 
require license renewal every 2 years, and to require licensed inspectors to pass a 4 hour refresher course 
for a renewed license; and (6) adds new G.S. 20-183.4D(d) to provide that a sticker issued for a vehicle 
whose inspection is overdue to become effective on the day it would have become effective if the vehicle 
had been inspected in a timely way. 

Makes the following changes to improve the vehicle inspection program: (1) amends G.S. 20-183.7 to © 
establish a 45 day period for both safety and emissions reinspections without charge; (2) repeals provisions

are subject to emissions inspection; and (5) assesses a penalty of $25 against emissions license holders to 
each inspection sticker that is lost or missing. 

Makes a number of technical, conforming, and clarifying changes, including: (1) clarifying which 
vehicles are subject to inspection, what the inspection entails, and who can perform the inspection; and (2) 
integrates the emissions requirements into the statutes and distinguishes between safety inspections and 
emissions inspections.

Amends GS 105-275 to exempt from local property tax accounts receivable, 
bonds and notes, stocks, and beneficial interests in foreign trusts; owners of exempt intangible personal 
property need not apply for local tax exemption. 

Local government reimbursement. Last distribution of intangibles tax revenue to local governments 
will be in August 1994. Retains existing reimbursement provisions and adds additional reimbursement to 
local governments for part of intangibles tax repealed; reimbursement to be made in August and will be 
equal to amount local governments now receive (frozen at level of 1989-90 collections) less cost items for 
the preceding fiscal year (Property Tax Comm’n, Property Tax Div. of the Dept of Revenue, Local 
Government Comm’n, and property appraisal program in the Institute of Government). Reimbursements 
to be allocated between county and municipalities on ad valorem tax basis. 

Income tax credit for NC dividends repeal. Repeals the individual and corporate income tax credit 
and deduction for dividends of NC corporations. Effective dates. Repeal of the intangibles tax is effective 
Jan. 1, 1994. The provisions for reimbursing local governments become effective Jan. 1, 1995.

H 1845. PHASE OUT INTANGIBLES TAX. "TO PHASE OUT THE INTANGIBLES TAX OVER 
THREE YEARS, TO EXEMPT STOCK THAT IS NOT PUBLICLY TRADED FROM THE TAX, TO 
REPEAL EXISTING INCOME TAX PREFERENCES FOR NORTH CAROLINA DIVIDENDS, TO 
PHASE OUT CORPORATE INCOME TAX DEDUCTIONS FOR BANKS’ INTEREST EXPENSES 
RELATED TO PRODUCING TAX EXEMPT INCOME, TO PHASE IN A SURTAX ON 
HIGH-INCOME INDIVIDUALS, AND TO REIMBURSE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR THEIR 
LOST INTANGIBLES TAX REVENUE.” 

Intangibles tax phased out. Amends GS 105-198 to phase out the intangibles tax as follows: for 
returns filed April 15, 1995, rate of tax is $0.16/$100; for returns filed April 15, 1996, rate of tax is 
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$0.8/$100; no tax thereafter. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, art. 7, ch. 105, the intangibles tax, is repealed. 
Amends GS 105-203 to exempt, effective Jan. 1, 1994, from the intangibles tax stock that is not publicly 
traded. Amends GS 105-275 to exempt from local property taxes bonds and notes, accounts receivable, 
stocks, and beneficial interests in foreign trusts. Amends GS 105-282.1(a)(2) to provide that owners of 
exempt intangible property are not required to apply for local property tax exemption. 

Deduction for producing tax-exempt income phased out. Amends GS 105-130.5(a) to phase out over 
three years income tax deduction for banks’ interest expenses incurred in producing tax-exempt income; 
1994 allowable deduction is 2/3 expense, 1995, 1/3, and 1996, no deduction. Amends GS 
105-130.5(c)(3) to make it clear that corporations are allowed to deduct expenses incurred in producing 
deductible dividends, beginning with 1994 tax year. 

NC dividend deduction repealed. Amends GS 105-130.7 and repeals GS 151.19 to repeal the 
corporate income tax deduction and individual income tax credit for dividends of NC corporations, 
beginning with 1994 tax year. 

Surtax on high-income individuals. Amends GS 105-134.2, effective Jan. 1, 1994, to impose a 
surtax that increases each year until 1996, at which time it is fixed, on: (1) married persons filing joint 
return with adjusted gross income of more than $150,000; (2) surviving spouse with adjusted gross 
income of more than $150,000; (3) heads of households with adjusted gross income of more than 
$120,000; (4) other unmarried individuals with adjusted gross income of more than $90,000; (5) married 
persons filing individual returns with adjusted gross income of more than $75,000. Amends GS 
105-160.2 to impose a surtax on estates with adjusted gross income of more than 100,000. The rates of 
the surtaxes are left unspecified but are intended to be set at a level to reimburse local governments for the 
loss of intangibles tax revenue. 

Local government reimbursements. Amends GS 105-213 to provide that in 1996 local governments 
will receive a reimbursement in the amount they would have received in that year from the intangibles tax 
if the tax had not been repealed, the reimbursement to be funded by individual income tax collections. 
Amends GS 105-275.2 (former GS 105-213.1, as recodified by this act) to provide that in years 
subsequent to 1996, local governments shall receive reimbursements in the amounts received in 1996. 
Reimbursements are less costs of Property Tax Comm’n, Property Tax Div., Dept. of Revenue, Local 
Government Comm’n, and property appraisal training program in the Institute of Government. 
Reimbursements are to be allocated between county and municipalities on ad valorem tax basis.

Amends GS 105-247 to authorize local income taxes as provided in new 
art. 4D, GS Ch. 105. Adds new GS 105-163.51 authorizing bd. of county comm’rs to levy an income tax on 
net capital gains and dividend income from intangible personal property of residents and trusts and estates for 
benefit of resident individual at rate of 1.75%. If resolution levying tax is adopted on or before December 15, 
the tax becomes effective for tax years beginning the next Jan. 1. If resolution is adopted after Dec. 15, tax 
becomes effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1 of the 2nd calendar following adoption of the 
resolution. The local income tax does not apply to income from state, federal, or local obligations, obligations 
exempt from tax pursuant to GS 105-134.6(b)(2), and from units of ownership in investment trusts the corpus 
of which is composed entirely of obligations described in the first 2 categories above and at least 80% of the 
fair market value of which represents NC obligations. Local tax is to be collected and administered by Dept. 
of Revenue and distributed to the levying county each year by June 25. Amounts remitted to county are to be 
allocated between county and municipalities on basis of ad valorem taxes. 

Financing agencies now supported by intangibles tax. Amends GS 105-501 to provide that 
distribution to local governments of the 1/2% sales tax is to be reduced by costs of Property Tax Comm’n, 
Local Government Comm’n, Property Tax Div’n of the Dep’t of Revenue, and appraisal training program in 
the Institute of Government.

H 1941. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDS (= S 1651). "TO IMPLEMENT 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE STATE AUDITOR AND THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES REGARDING THE REGULATION OF 
PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS AND THE CLEANUP OF LEAKING 
PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION.” Makes numerous changes in GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A, 
Part 2A, "Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Cleanup.” 

Amends GS 143-215.94E(e) to authorize Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 
(DEHNR) to contract for any services necessary to evaluate any claim for reimbursement or compensation 
from either the Commercial or the Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank 
Cleanup Fund (Commercial and Noncommercial Funds, respectively). 

Amends GS 143-215.94G(a) to add authorization to investigate releases to activities permitted to be 
carried out by DEHNR in manner specified in that subsection. 

Adds new GS 143-215.94U requiring owner or operator of specified petroleum underground storage 
tanks (tanks) to obtain an operating permit. Specifies requirements that must be met to obtain a permit, 
and forbids placement of petroleum product into an underground storage tank for which the owner or 
operator does not hold a currently valid operating permit. DEHNR is to provide a decal for each tank for 
which a permit is issued; limits liability of persons other than owner or operator who place or cause 
petroleum products to be placed in tanks with currently valid decals. 

Adds new GS 143-215.94V, -215.94W, and -215.94X providing for enforcement of Part 2A through 
civil penalties, criminal sanctions, and injunctive relief. GS 143-215.94V(a) specifies forbidden acts. 
Sec’y of EHNR may assess a civil penalty of not more than $10,000 for violations specified in GS 
143-215.94V(a). Daily penalties of not more than $10,000 are allowed for continuing violations. 
Procedures are specified for determining amount of penalty, for notifying persons assessed a civil penalty, 
for requesting remission of civil penalties and resolving remission requests, and for instituting civil actions 
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if civil penalties are not paid (statute of limitations is specified). Specifies deadlines for filing contested 
case petitions and remission requests. Sec’y may delegate his powers and duties under GS 143-215.94V 
to Director of Div’n of Environmental Management of the Dep’t. _ . 

New GS 143-215.94W specifies criminal penalties. It makes negligent commission of any of the 
offenses in GS 143-215.94V(a), except refusing access to premises, (the "specified offenses”) a Class 2 
misdemeanor which may include a fine not to extend $15,000 per day of violation, up to a cumulative total 
of $200,000 for each period of 30 days during which a violation continues. Statute makes knowing and 
willful commission of any of the specified offenses a Class I felony, which may include a fine not to 
exceed $100,000 per day of violation, up to a cumulative total of $500,000 for each period of 30 days 
during which a violation continues. Any person who knowingly commits any of the specified offenses and 
who knows at the time that he thereby places another person in imminent danger of death or serious 
bodily injury is guilty of a Class C felony, which may include a fine not to exceed $250,000 per day of 
violation, up to a cumulative total of $1 million for each period of 30 days during which a violation 
continues. Specifies rules for determining "knowing and willful” conduct and "knowing” conduct, 
including a list of occurrences and circumstances in which, for purposes of the felony provisions of 
section, such states of mind are not to be found. Specifies general guidelines for use of circumstantial 
evidence to prove actual knowledge and for inferring defendants’ subjective mental state from their 
conduct. Allows for specified affirmative defense to Class C felony prosecution, and provides that all 
general defenses, affirmative defenses, and bars to prosecution that may apply with respect to other 
criminal offenses under state criminal offenses may apply to prosecutions brought under Section 
143-215.94W or other criminal statutes that refer to this section. Specifies standards applicable to 
defenses, etc. No proceeding is to be brought or continued under GS 143-215.94W for or on account of 
a violation by any person who has previously been convicted of a federal violation based on the same set of 
facts. 

GS 143-215.94X authorizes DEHNR to ask Attorney General to seek injunctive and other proper 
relief whenever it has reasonable cause to believe that any person has violated or is threatening to violate 
any of the provisions of Part 2A, any of the terms of any permit issued pursuant to Part 2A, or a rule 
implementing Part 2A. Specifies permitted venues for such actions and authorizes court, on determining 
that the alleged violation of Part 2A’s provisions or the Comm’n’s regulations has occurred or is 
threatened, to grant the relief necessary to prevent or abate the violation or threatened violation. Such 
actions and proceedings do not relieve any party to the proceedings from any penalty prescribed for 
violation of Part 2A. Authorizes Dep’t, subject to appropriation by the General Assembly, to spend up to 
$3,775,000 from Commercial Fund and $675,000 from Noncommercial Fund to implement provisions of 
Part 2A and of GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A, Part 2B, "Underground Storage Tank Regulation.” Appropriates 
$3,775,000 from Commercial Fund and $675,000 from Noncommercial Fund to Dep’t for fiscal 1994-95 
to implement provisions of Part 2A and Part 2B of GS Ch. 143, Art.21A. Amendments to GS 
143-215.94E(e) and 143-215.94G(a) and ratification section are effective on ratification, and apply to any 
pending claim for reimbursement and to any release regardless of when the release is discovered or 
reported. Spending authorization and appropriation are effective on July 1, 1994. Remaining provisions 


are effective Jan. 1, 1995, and apply to offenses occurring or continuing on or after that date.

H 1942. ENV. PERMITTING REFORM. "TO REFORM AND EXPEDITE THE PROCESS BY 
WHICH APPLICATIONS FOR PERMITS UNDER CERTAIN ENVIRONMENTAL REGULATORY 
PROGRAMS ARE CONSIDERED, TO REFORM AND EXPEDITE ADMINISTRATIVE AND 
JUDICIAL REVIEW OF PERMIT DECISIONS, AND TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM AMOUNT 
OF THE FEE THAT THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION MAY ASSESS FOR 
PROCESSING AN APPLICATION FOR A PERMIT UNDER THE WATER QUALITY PROGRAM, AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION.” Amends GS 143-213 by 
adding three new definitions: (1) Person affected means person aggrieved under the APA (person or group 
directly or indirectly affected substantially by administrative decision) except that if notice and opportunity 
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for comment are provided must have provided written or oral comment or show cause that comment was 
not made because there was no reason to know of adverse affect; (2) Qualifying permit means permit 
(other than general or temporary) for outlet, point source, treatment works or disposal system discharging 
to the surface waters of the state other than an individual permit for stormwater discharge; and permit for 
recurring land application involving petroleum contaminated soil, residuals management involving a total 
application of more than 100 acres or expansion of same involving an increase of 500 acres or more; (3) 
Qualifying permit decision means approval or denial by the Dep’t of application for either qualifying 
permit, qualifying permit renewal, or non-minor modification of qualifying permit. 

Amends GS 143-215.1 to change from Comm’ to Dep’t responsibility for issuance of permits. 
Requires that where Dep’t denies permit it must specify reasons and provide description of changes 
necessary if a permit could legally be issued for the activity proposed. Requires the Comm’n to adopt 
rules regarding information to be included in applications and publish checklist for applicants and specifies 
rules for computing dates and times for actions on permits. Establishes requirement that applicants for 
qualifying permits must satisfy regarding notice of application in newspaper, local governments and 
location of facility and requires applicant to obtain a determination from local government having 
jurisdiction over the land on which facility is located regarding consistency with local zoning or 
subdivision ordinances. Provides procedures and times for determination of completion, provision of 
additional information, written evaluation by staff, proposed determination and public hearings, and notice 
of decision. Specifies content of record of decision and requires Dep’t to report to Comm’n on 
implementation of new procedures. Establishes procedures for Dep’t approval or denial of construction 
plans. 

Requires Comm’n to establish rules for minor permit modifications (examples delineated) to make 
unsubstantial changes that do not increase the discharge of waste and to provide for expedited processing 
of application certified by relevant licensed professionals to conform to design standards and other criteria 
specified by the Comm’n. 

Amends GS 143-215.4(b) making conforming changes relating to public input. Rewrites G.S. 
143-215.5 to specify procedures for notice of permit decisions and for contesting cases. Limits parties to 
permit holder, applicant or other persons affected, and issues are limited to those raised with the Dep’t 
unless the judge finds that the issue could not reasonably have been raised below. Issues on renewal 
generally limited to differences between renewed and former permit. Establishes procedures for contested 
cases, final decision and judicial review. Makes other technical changes. 

Amends GS 143-215.3(a)(1b) to establish a maximum fee of $1,000 for processing of qualifying 
permit applications and a maximum fee of $400 
for air pollution control permits. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1995 and applies to applications filed on or after that date for new permits, and 
modification, reissuance or renewal of existing permits.

H 1943. CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO MEETS 
SPECIFIED STATUTORY CRITERIA MAY CARRY A CONCEALED HANDGUN IF THE PERSON 
HAS OBTAINED A CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT, TO AUTHORIZE SHERIFFS TO ISSUE 
CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMITS, TO ESTABLISH THE CRITERIA THAT MUST BE 
SATISFIED TO RECEIVE THE PERMIT, TO ESTABLISH THE PROCEDURE FOR THE ISSUANCE 
OF A CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING STATUTORY 
CHANGES.” Adds new Article 54B ("Concealed Handgun Permit”) to GS. Ch. 14 to authorize sheriffs 
to issue to individuals permits to carry concealed handguns, valid for four-year periods. 

Applicant must (1) be 21 or older and have resided in North Carolina for at least the previous six 
months, (2) not suffer from a physical infirmity that prevents the safe handling of a handgun, (3) not have 
been indicted for or convicted of a felony (or have proceedings pending for or a conviction of a forcible 
misdemeanor), (4) not have been committed to a facility for abuse of alcohol or controlled substance 
within previous three years, (5) not chronically use alcoholic beverages to the extent normal faculties are 
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impaired, (6) not have been adjudicated incompetent (unless competency has been judicially restored at 
least three years previously), (7) not have been involuntarily committed to a mental facility (unless a 
psychiatrist has issued certificate of competency), and (8) demonstrate proficiency in the use of handguns. 

Proficiency in the use of handguns may be demonstrated by (1) completion of a hunter education 
course approved by the Wildlife Resources Commission or similar state agency, (2) completion of a 
firearms course offered by a law enforcement agency, college, private agency, or firearms training school, 
using instructors certified by the National Rifle Association or the State Bureau of Investigation, (3) 
completion of a law enforcement firearms course offered for security guards, investigators, or special 
deputies, (4) experience with a firearm through participation in organized shooting competition or military 
service, or (5) completion of a firearms course conducted by a state certified or RNA certified firearms 
instructor. Evidence of meeting these standards may consist of a photocopy of certificate of completion. 

Applicant must provide to the sheriff a full set of fingerprints. Sheriff must approve or deny 
application within 60 days. Permit fee is $15; $1 goes to General Fund, to be used to support statewide 
firearm safety’and training courses; remainder to be retained by sheriff's department. Violations of the act 
are Class 3 misdemeanors, including giving false information on the application, using a permit that has 
been revoked, carrying a concealed handgun without having the permit in possession, or counterfeiting, 
altering, or selling a permit.

MODIFY ITS ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE.” Appropriates $1,250,000 from General Fund for 
1994-95 to the Northeastern North Carolina Regional Economic Development Comm’n for Comm’n 
activities. Amends GS 158-8.2(g) to delete provisions for governor to appoint and set the salaries of the 
Director of Economic Development and the Director of Tourism. Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1949. ENCOURAGE ENVIONMENTAL AUDITS (=S 1639). "TO ENCOURAGE THE

PROTECTIONS FOR COMPANIES WHO ACT DILIGENTLY TO CORRECT PREVIOUSLY

AS RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION.” Enacts new GS 8C-2 
to establish a limited privilege in civil, criminal, or administrative proceedings for environmental audit 
reports. Defines such reports as documents produced in the course of a voluntary, comprehensive 
evaluation of a facility or activity that is subject to specified environmental regulatory legislation and the 
federal, regional, or local extensions thereof. The privilege does not apply if the owner or operator 
expressly waives it, or if the court finds that (1) the privilege is asserted for a fraudulent purpose (2) the 
material is not subject to privilege, (3) the material shows evidence of substantial nomcompliance for 
which the party has failed to undertake appropriate efforts to achieve compliance with reasonable diligence, 
or (4) with respect to a criminal action, the prosecuting attorney has a compelling need for the 
information; it is not otherwise available; and it cannot be otherwise obtained without unreasonable cost or 
delay. The party asserting the privilege has the burden of proof; the party seeking disclosure after 
assertion has the burden of proof. The privilege does not extend to (1) information required to be 
collected and reported by a regulatory agency, (2) information collected by the regulatory agency itself, or 
(3) information obtained from an independent source. Provides that with respect to any violation or 
noncompliance shown in an environmental audit that was not previously known to the owner or operator, 
the owner of operator may not be prosecuted or penalized if the party immediately seeks a special order by 
consent under GS 143-215.2 or -215.110 or applies for any permit necessary to continue the offending 
activity. Also, the owner or operator may continue to maintain the status quo during the continuation of 
the consent order and pending action on permit applications.

GS 160A-266 permits local governments to dispose of surplus personal 
property by private sale or exchange if the item or group of items is valued at less than $500. This bill 
increases the cap to $10,000 for the cited units.

Adds new provisions that if a county proposes to create a service 
district covering the entire unincorporated area of the county, the board of comm’rs is not required to find 
that it is impractical or impossible to provide the service countywide, and also that the requirement of mail 
notice to each affected property owner does not apply if the comm’rs publish notice of the proposal to 
establish the district once a week for four successive weeks prior to the public hearing.

This bill modifies the statute to authorize 
personal representatives to spend estate assets to bring real property located in Winston-Salem into 
compliance with: the city’s minimum housing code in order to prevent waste of the estate’s assets.

H 1955. WINSTON-SALEM/FORSYTH ZONING-1. "CONCERNING ZONING CLASSIFICATIONS 
IN THE CITY OF WINSTON-SALEM AND FORSYTH COUNTY.” Amends local zoning acts in both 
Winston-Salem and Forsyth County dealing with petitioning for special use district zoning. Specifies that 
the Board of Aldermen/County Commissioners may, with petitioner’s approval, include as a condition in a 
special use permit that upon the occurrence/nonoccurrence of a specified event(s),including a stated time 
period or time lapse, the property automatically reverts to its immediately preceding zoning classification 
without notice, proceedings, hearings or Board action.

H 1956. WINSTON-SALEM/FORSYTH ZONING-2. "CONCERNING ZONING BY THE CITY OF 
WINSTON-SALEM AND FORSYTH COUNTY.” Local bill provides authorization to city and county to 
provide density bonus (density increase over the otherwise maximum allowable residential density under 
the applicable zoning classification) or other incentives to developers who agree to construct multifamily 
residential units or single family residential units for rent or sale to person of low or moderate income, or 


to donate land to the city or county housing authority for development of low or moderate income housing.

H 1957. WINSTON-SALEM CONTRACTS. "RELATING TO DISQUALIFICATION OF 
CONTRACTORS FROM BIDDING ON CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS OF THE CITY OF 
WINSTON-SALEM.” Authorizes Board of Alderman by ordinance to delegate authority to manager or 
manager’s designee to disqualify contractors based on failure to perform satisfactorily on current or past 


contracts. Ordinance must specify period of disqualification, appeal process and describe procedure for 
requalification.

H 1958. NC HUMANITIES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH CAROLINA 
HUMANITIES COUNCIL.” Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to North Carolina 


Humanities Council to match challenge grant funds from the National Endowment for the Humanities. 
Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1959. CABARRUS ROAD HUNTING. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING WITH FIREARMS FROM 
PUBLIC ROADS IN CABARRUS COUNTY.” As indicated by title.

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H 1960. ASHE DELINQUENT PROPERTY TAXES. "REQUIRING THE PAYMENT OF 
DELINQUENT TAXES IN ASHE COUNTY BEFORE RECORDING DEEDS CONVEYING 
PROPERTY SUBJECT TO DELINQUENT TAXES.” Prohibits the Ashe County Register of Deeds from 
recording any deed unless it is accompanied by a certificate from the Ashe County Tax Collector that all 
delinquent taxes on the property have been paid. Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1961. ENCOURAGE VOLUNTARY REMEDIATION (=S 1644). “TO ENCOURAGE THE 
VOLUNTARY REMEDIATION OF CONTAMINATED SITES, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION.” Amends GS 130A-29(c) by adding new paragragh (8) 
authorizing the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to retain private 
environmental consulting and engineering firms to assist in developing and managing the yoluntary 
remedial action programs of owners, operators, or other responsible parties under GS 130A-310.3(b). 
Requires responsible parties to reimburse the Department for fees incurred from the use of such 
consulting services.

H 1962. ENVIRONMENTAL TECH. CORR. (=S 1647). "TO MAKE CLARIFYING, 
CONFORMING, AND TECHNICAL CHANGES TO VARIOUS LAWS RELATING TO 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION. As title indicates.

H 1963. NORTHWESTERN MARKETING FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE FUNDING FOR MARKETING 
OF FACILITIES AND ATTRACTIONS IN NORTHWESTERN NORTH CAROLINA TO ENHANCE 
CONVENTIONS, MEETINGS, AND TOURISM AND THE SUBSEQUENT ECONOMIC IMPACT.” 
Appropriates $40,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to Hickory-Conover Tourism Development 
Authority for purpose indicated in title. Specifies that these funds be matched on the basis of $2 of 
non-state funds for every $1 of state funds. Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1964. TYRRELL GUN PERMITS. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 1073 OF THE 1959 SESSION LAWS

indicates.

H 1965. ADVANCE NOTICE OF RULE MAKING. "TO REQUIRE THAT AGENCIES GIVE 
NOTICE OF INTENDED RULE MAKING BEFORE THE COMMENCEMENT OF RULE MAKING, 
AS RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION.” Amends GS Ch. 
150B to require that agencies publish a "Notice of Intended Rule-Making” in the North Carolina Register, 
describing the subject and intent of the proposed rule and specifying the time during which it will receive 
public comment (not less than 60 days). Prohibits publication of proposed rule until comment period on 
intent has closed. Establishes Optional Rule-Making Agenda through which an agency may periodically 
publish in the Register agenda describing substantive areas about which the agency plans issue a notice of 
intended rule-making, publish a proposed rule, the text of a proposed rule or a final rule. Publication of 
an optional agenda does not affect the proposal or adoption of rules under the statute.

H 1966. VANCE SEWER LINE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO VANCE COUNTY TO 
HELP FUND A SEWER LINE TO SERVE EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN THE COUNTY.” 
Appropriates $750,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to Vance County to build a gravity sewer line to 
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serve a school, community college and 1,000-acre site of future residential and industrial development. 
Effective July 1, 1994.

H 1967. RETIREMENT SERVICE TRANSFER. "TO PROVIDE FOR MEMBERS OF THE 
CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO TRANSFER CREDITABLE SERVICE 
FROM THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO THE 
CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” As title indicates. Effective July 1, 1994. 
Introducer: Flaherty. 


H 1968. REPEAL INTANGIBLES TAX. "TO REPEAL THE INTANGIBLES TAX, TO PROVIDE 
LOCAL GOVERNMENTS A TEMPORARY REIMBURSEMENT PHASED OUT OVER FIVE YEARS, 
AND TO REPEAL EXISTING INCOME TAX PREFERENCES FOR NORTH CAROLINA 
DIVIDENDS.” 

Intangibles repealed. Effective for the 1994 tax year, repeals the intangibles tax. Amends GS 
105-275 to exempt from local property taxes bonds and notes, accounts receivable, stocks, and beneficial 
interests in foreign trusts. Amends GS 105-282.1(a)(2) to provide that owners of exempt intangible 
property are not required to apply for local property tax exemption. 

NC dividend deduction repealed. Amends GS 105-130.7 and repeals GS 105-151.19 to repeal the 
corporate income tax deduction and individual income tax credit for dividends of NC corporations, 
beginning with 1994 tax year. 

Local government reimbursements. Continues unchanged the existing reimbursement for repeal of 
the tax on money on deposit and partial repeal of the tax on accounts receivable (GS 105-213.1), but 
recodifies this section as new GS 105-275.2. Adds a new reimbursement for repeal of the remaining 
portions of the intangibles tax, to be phased out over a four-year period. The 1995 reimbursement will be 
80% of intangibles tax collections in 1989-90 (which is the frozen amount they currently receive without 
subtracting local cost items); the reimbursement will then drop to 60% of that amount in 1996, 40% in 
1997, 20% in 1998, and 0% in 1999 and thereafter. 

Certain costs deducted from sales tax distributions. Amends GS 105-501 to provide that costs in the 
preceding fiscal year of state agencies now being supported from the intangibles tax will be deducted from 
1/2% local sales tax collections before distribution (25% deducted from each quarter’s distribution). 
These costs include the Ad Valorem Tax Div’n of the Dep’t of Revenue, the Property Tax Comm’n, the 
Institute of Government’s appraisal training program, and the Local Government Comm’n.

H 1969. LEAD-ACID BATTERY TAX. "TO IMPOSE A PRIVILEGE TAX ON THE SALE OF 
LEAD-ACID BATTERIES, TO IMPOSE AN EXCISE TAX ON LEAD-ACID BATTERIES THAT ARE 
PURCHASED FOR STORAGE, USE, OR CONSUMPTION IN THIS STATE, AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE CLEANUP OF NUISANCE LEAD-ACID BATTERY COLLECTION SITES, AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION.” Adds new GS 
105-187.30-.34 imposing new, additional sales and use taxes to provide funds for the environmentally safe 
management of scrap lead-acid batteries at nuisance scrap lead-acid battery collection sites. Imposes (1) 
on the retailer, a privilege tax of 1% of the sales price of each new lead-acid battery sold at retail; (2) on a 
battery retailer and wholesale merchant, a privilege tax of 1% of the sales price of each new lead-acid 
battery sold by the retailer or wholesale merchant to a wholesale merchant or retailer for placement on a 
vehicle offered for sale, lease, or rental by retailer or wholesale merchant, (3) an excise tax of 1% of the 
cost of the lead-acid battery on a new lead-acid battery purchased for storage, use, or consumption in NC 
or for placement in NC on a vehicle offered for sale, lease, or rental. 

Exempts lead-acid batteries sold for placement on newly manufactured vehicles from new taxes. 
Provides that exemptions to sales and use taxes in GS 105-164.13 and refunds allowed in GS 105-164.14 
do not apply to these taxes. 
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Provides for administration of tax by Dep’t of Revenue, and permits Sec’y to retain costs of collection 
not to exceed $225,000 a year. Requires Sec’y to credit 10% of net tax proceeds to Solid Waste 
Management Trust Fund and 90% of net tax proceeds to new Scrap Lead-Acid Battery Disposal Account. 
Requires quarterly report on Account to the Environmental Review Comm’n. 

Creates Scrap-Lead Acid Battery Disposal Account as nonreverting account. Provides that revenue in 
account may be used only to clean up nuisance scrap lead-acid battery collection sites and only if no other 
funds are available for that purpose. 

If Dep’t determines that a battery collection site is a nuisance (an unreasonable danger or public 
health, safety, or welfare or to the environment), it must notify person responsible and request that 
batteries be processed or removed within 90 days. If request is not met, Dep’t must order person to abate 

_ huisance within 90 days or Dep’t may order property owner (if not responsible for the nuisance) to permit 
abatement of the nuisance. If order is not complied with, Dep’t must abate the nuisance and may 
confiscate batteries or arrange to have them processed or removed. 

If Dep’t abates nuisance, person responsible for nuisance is responsible for actual costs of abatement 
and related administrative and legal expenses. Permits Dep’t to request Attorney General to initiate civil 
action to recover costs, and provides that nonpayment will result in imposition of a lien on owner’s real 
property on which site was located. 

Preempts any local ordinance regarding disposal of scrap-lead acid batteries to the extent local 
ordinance is inconsistent with act. 

Effective for the tax year beginning Jan. 1, 1995.

H 1970. RALEIGH CITY HOUSING. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF RALEIGH 
AS IT RELATES TO CERTAIN PURCHASES AND LEASES OF REAL PROPERTY BY CITY 
EMPLOYEES.” Allows sworn law enforcement officers to buy or lease city-owned houses at below 
market rates if Council determines that the area would benefit from increased visible police presence. 
Introducer: Hensley. 


H 1971. MOTOR OIL TAX/USED OIL PROGRAM. "TO IMPOSE A TAX UPON MOTOR OIL AT 
THE POINT OF FIRST SALE AND TO ESTABLISH THE USED OIL COLLECTION PROGRAM TO 
ENCOURAGE THE PROPER MANAGEMENT OF USED OIL GENERATED BY PRIVATE 
CITIZENS WHO CHANGE THEIR OWN OIL, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
REVIEW COMMISSION." 

Motor oil tax imposed. Adds new Art. 2E to GS Ch 105 to authorize an excise tax on motor oil at 
rate of $.02 per quart, effective Jan. 1,1995. Imposes primary liability for tax on distributors, wholesale 
dealers, or retail dealers who first distribute, sell or otherwise handle motor oil in this state. Secondary 
liability for any tax due imposed on retail dealers who acquire non-tax-paid oil from distributors or 
wholesalers. 

Motor oil license required. Requires distributors and wholesale dealers to obtain a continuing 
motor oil license at a fee of $25 for each place of business. Requires retail dealers to obtain a continuing 
motor oil license at a fee of $5 for each place of business. 

Exemptions. New tax is not applicable: (1)to motor oil sold outside state and (2) sold for industrial 
machinery purposes. 

Used oil collection program. Adds new Art.9 to GS Ch 130A to provide financial incentives 
(drawn from new Used Oil Collection Fund consisting of motor oil tax proceeds) to encourage 
establishment of used oil collection centers and curbside collection programs for "Do-It-Yourselfers”. 
Authorizes Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to develop and administer this program. 
Repeals existing laws that conflict. 

Penalty for prohibited use of oil. GS 130A-309.15 (recodified as GS 130A-309.105) is amended to 
make each violation subject to an administrative penalty up to $5,000. 
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Technical Changes. Makes technical changes dealing with registration and certification 
requirements for used oil transporter, collectors and recyclers. Effective Jan. 1, 1995.

H 1972. PROTECT TRADE SECRET ENV. DATA (=S 1641). "TO CLARIFY THAT ALL DATA 
EXCEPT EFFLUENT OR EMISSION DATA IS ENTITLED TO PROTECTION AS A TRADE 
SECRET PURSUANT TO G.S. 132.1.2, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
REVIEW COMMISSION.” Identical to S 1641, introduced June 1.

H 1973. LANDFILL PERMIT LOCAL REVIEW (=S 1631). "TO PROVIDE STANDARDS FOR USE 
BY LOCAL GOVERNMENTS IN THE REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS FOR PERMITS OR FOR 
SUBSTANTIAL.AMENDMENTS TO PERMITS FOR SANITARY LANDFILLS IN ORDER TO 
ENSURE THAT LOCAL GOVERNMENT REVIEW OF PERMIT APPLICATIONS MEETS 
CONSTITUTIONAL REQUIREMENTS, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
REVIEW COMMISSION.” Identical to S 1631, introduced June 1.

"Appropriates $300,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to the 
Div’n of Aging, Dep’t of Human Services for use as title indicates ($200,000 for new and $100,000 for 
existing programs). Effective July 1, 1994

H 1975. ALLOW RIGHT-OF-WAY LEASE BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1993 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, REGULAR SESSION 1994, TO CONSIDER A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO 
AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION TO LEASE A CERTAIN DESIGNATED 
PART OF THE RIGHT-OF-WAY OF N.C. 147 TO THE CITY OF DURHAM FOR PARKING

Board. Specifies qualifications for appointed members; members serve two year terms except for certain 
initial three-year appointments; reappointments are allowed. Governor appoints chair biennially from 
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among Comm’n membership. Initial terms of Comm’n and chair begin July 1, 1994. 

Specifies Comm’n’s powers and duties and certain Comm’n operating and property use procedures. 
Requires Comm ’n to report to General Assembly before July 1, 1995, and afterwards within 30 days of 
convening of each regular legislative session until Comm’n terminates.

THREE YEARS, TO EXEMPT STOCK THAT IS NOT PUBLICLY TRADED FROM THE TAX, TO 
REPEAL EXISTING INCOME TAX PREFERENCES FOR NORTH CAROLINA DIVIDENDS, AND

Intangibles tax phased out. Amends GS 105-198 to phase out the intangibles tax as follows: for 
returns filed April 15, 1995, rate of tax is $0.16/$100; for returns filed April 15, 1996, rate of tax is 
$0.8/$100; no tax thereafter. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, art. 7, ch. 105, the intangibles tax, is repealed. 
Amends GS 105-203 to exempt, effective Jan. 1, 1994, from the intangibles tax stock that is not publicly 
traded. Amends GS 105-275 to exempt from local property taxes bonds and notes, accounts receivable, 
stocks, and beneficial interests in foreign trusts. Amends GS 105-282.1(a)(2) to provide that owners of 
exempt intangible property are not required to apply for local property tax exemption. 

NC dividend deduction repealed. Amends GS 105-130.7 and repeals GS 105-151.19 to repeal the 
corporate income tax deduction and individual income tax credit for dividends of NC corporations, 
beginning with 1994 tax year. 

Local government reimbursements. Continues unchanged the existing reimbursement for repeal of 
the tax on money on deposit and partial repeal of the tax on accounts receivable (GS 105-213.1), but 
recodifies this section as new GS 105-275.2. Adds a new reimbursement for repeal of the remaining 
portions of the intangibles tax. The 1996 reimbursement will be the same amount that would have been 
distributed under existing law had the tax not been reduced. Thereafter, the amount distributed will be 
increased 3% each year. Reimbursements are less costs of Property Tax Comm’n, Property Tax Div’n of 
the Dep’t of Revenue, Local Government Comm’n, and property appraisal training program in the 
Institute of Government. Reimbursements are to be allocated between county and municipalities on ad 
valorem tax basis.

EFFLUENT OR EMISSION DATA IS ENTITLED TO PROTECTION AS A TRADE SECRET 
PURSUANT TO G.S. 132-1.2, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW 
COMMISSION.” Amends G.S. 143-215.3(a)(2) as title indicates. Provides for contested case review by 
any person dissatisfied with the Commission’s decision to release information and for protection of the 
information pending challenge.

Adds one environmentalist to Steering Committee and specifies appointments to be made by 
Speaker of the House and President Pro Tem of the Senate (Joint Leg. Comm’n on Seafood and 
Aquaculture in original bill). Adds to authority of Comm’n during moratorium measures "that involve 
user conflicts.” Also makes technical changes. 


H 1540. CRAB LICENSE/FISHERIES MORATORIUM. Intro. 5/25. House committee substitute adds 
provision allowing a vessel licensed under G.S. 113-152 to purchase a vessel crab license authorizing the 
vessel owner and up to two unlicensed persons serving as crew to fish for crabs under that vessel. Vessel 
crab licenses to be issued annually on fiscal year basis in name of owner for fee of $22.50. Adds 
non-vessel endorsements to sell fish (GS 113-154.1) to list of licenses subject to moratorium and adds 
Oyster, scallop and clam license (GS 113-154) to those that may be renewed. Changes limitation on 
number of licenses Appeals Panel may grant from number in effect on July 1, 1994 to June 30, 1994 and 
adds provision allowing Appeals Panel to grant emergency temporary license (30 days maximum) only for 
vessel crab licenses due to death, illness, or incapacity. Substitutes North Carolina Sea Grant College 
Program for Cooperative Institute for Fisheries Oceanography as entity to conduct study and adds 
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evaluation and development of effective enforcement mechanism for licensing program to items to be 
studied. Adds one environmentalist to Steering Committee and specifies appointments to be made by 
Speaker of the House and President Pro Tem of the Senate (Joint Leg. Comm’n on Seafood and 
Aquaculture in original bill). Adds to authority of Comm’n during moratorium measures "that involve 
user conflicts.” Also makes technical changes. 


H 1556. WINTERVILLE CHARTER REVISION. Intro. 5/25. House amendment repeals 1943 SL Ch. 
183 as obsolete or consolidated into present act. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1378. UNC SELF-LIQUIDATING PROJECTS. Intro. 5/25. Senate amendment affects issuance of 
revenue bonds for a Student Activities Center at UNC-C authorized by SL 1991, Ch. 1012. The 
amendment removes a restriction that prevented UNC-C from increasing fees required in connection with 
bonds issued to finance the Center above the average required fees for all UNC institutions. 


S 1504. SPECIAL PROVISIONS. Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN ACT TO 
ESTABLISH AND APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE FIRST FLIGHT COMMISSION, TO REDUCE 
COSTS TO THE STATE BY AUTHORIZING PRIVATE PUBLICATION OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
CODE; TO CHANGE STATUTORY REFERENCES TO AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY; TO 
ALLOW CHILDREN TO ATTEND COMMUNITY COLLEGES; TO AUTHORIZE RECORD CHECKS 
OF SCHOOL EMPLOYEES; CONCERNING THE LAW PERTAINING TO SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS; 
AND PERTAINING TO EROSION OF BEACHES.” 

Global TransPark Authority. Amends GS 63A-1 to change name of NC Air Cargo Transport 
Authority to NC Global TransPark Authority, and amends GS 63A-3 to add Comm’r of Agriculture to 
Authority’s board of directors. Makes conforming changes in other statutes. 

Switched broadband telecommunications. Amends GS 143B-426.39 to authorize State Controller to 
establish switched broadband telecommunications services to be shared by state agencies, local 
governmental units, nonprofit educational institutions, MCNC, research affiliates of MCNC, federal 
agencies under certain circumstances, and hospitals. 

Children may attend community colleges. Incorporates S 1559. 

Record checks of school employees. Similar to S 1539 except that: (1) Instead of mandatory 
criminal record checks, new GS 115C-332 requires each local board of education to adopt a policy on 
whether and under what circumstances it will require a criminal history check of an applicant for a school 
personnel position. (2) Provides that applicant may not be required to pay for criminal history check or 
cost of fingerprinting. (3) Requires local board to investigate applicant’s criminal history and determine 
whether applicant poses threat to physical safety of students or personnel or has demonstrated that he or 
she does not have integrity or honesty to fulfill job duties. (4) Sets fee for fingerprinting by local law 
enforcement agencies at no more than $5. 

School textbook law changes. Incorporates S 1577. 

Deceleration of downdrift beach erosion. Amends GS 113-29 to require that construction and 
maintenance of beach-quality sand shall be placed on downdrift beaches, or if placed elsewhere, an 
equivalent quantity of sand from another location may be substituted. 

First Flight Comm’n. Incorporates S 1627, and appropriates $75,000 for first year’s operation. 

Authorize private publication of NC Administrative Code. Amends GS 150B-21.18 as title indicates. 


S 1505. 1994-95 BUDGET MODIFICATION. Senate committee substitute, as amended, replaces blank 
bill. 

Modifies appropriations for the 1994-95 fiscal year. Details of reductions and increases will be 
published in tomorrow’s Bulletin. Net increases are $286,671,823 in General Fund Current Operations; 
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$391,229,420 in General Fund nonrecurring items; $16,081,347 in Highway Fund Current Operations; 
$37,101,968 in Highway Fund nonrecurring items; $71,800,000 in the Highway Trust Fund; 
appropriation of federal Block Grant funds; and $160,536,700 in General Fund Capital Improvements. 


CURRENT OPERATIONS SPECIAL PROVISIONS 
General Provisions 
Highway Fund availability increase. Increases estimated Highway Fund availability by $12 million in 1993-94 and $58.5 
million in 1994-95. 
Clarify “unreserved credit balance.” Makes clarifying changes in GS 143-15.2 and -15.3 concerning computation of 
amounts of the unreserved credit balance to be transferred to the Savings Reserve and the Repairs & Renovations Reserve. 


Salaries and Benefits 

General salary increase. Appropriates funds sufficient for a permanent 4% salary increase for state employees generally, and 
a 1% one-time bonus. Grants similar 4% increase for officers whose salaries are set by statute. 

Judicial branch officials. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, grants additional pay increases to judicial branch officials as follows 
(salary as of 7/1/94 in parentheses): chief justice $97,600 (97,528); associate justice $96,000 (95,529); chief judge court of appeals 
$93,600 (92,487); judge court of appeals $92,000 (90,476); senior reg. resident superior court judge $89,600 (83,016); superior 
court judge $88,000 (80,381); chief judge district court $80,000 (70,986); district.court judge $77,500 (68,301); district attorney 
$82,700 (74,844); ass’t district attorney $48,608 average; administrative officer of the court $89,600 (83,016); ass’t admin. officer 
of the courts $77,500 (67,766); public defender $82,700 (74,844); ass’t public defender $48,608 average; clerk of superior court in 
counties of under 100,000 $53,230 (50,327); clerk of superior court in counties between 100,000 and 150,000 $60,083 (56,806) [no 
additional increase for clerks in larger counties]. 

Magistrates qualifications and pay plan. Incorporates provisions of S 1393, except increases salaries by 4%. 

Utilities Commission. GS 62-10(h) now provides that members of the Utilities Comm’n are paid the same as superior court 
judges, with the chairman of the Comm’n receiving an extra $1,000. The statute is amended to provide that these salaries are to 
be set by statute, and they are set by the special provision at $81,381 for the chairman and $80,381 for comm’rs (which is based on 
the salary of a superior court judge before the 1/1/95 adjustment summarized above). 

UNC competitive faculty salary levels. Allocates $8,037,771 of appropriation to UNC Board of Governors for enhancement 
of teaching faculty salaries; this amount represents approximately 1.5% of salaries of teaching faculty exempt from the State 
Personnel Act, including employer contributions, and are in addition to similar appropriation of $7.1 million in 1993. 

Restoration of twelfth month teacher payroll. Restores June payday for teachers to June 30 (now, July 1), and allocates $120 
million for this adjustment. 

State employee subsistence allowance. Amends GS 138-6 to set maximum subsistence allowance for in-state travel at $71 per 
day (now, $55) and $83 for out-of-state travel (now, $67). 

General Assembly subsistence allowance. Amends GS 120-3.1 to set General Assembly members’ subsistence allowance at 
amount allowed federal employees for travel to Raleigh as of 12/22/93 (now, as of 2/27/92). 

Include expense allowance as compensation under Legislative Retirement System. Amends GS 120-4.8(5) as title indicates. 

Retirement formula increase. Incorporates provisions of S 1311, which increases formula multiplier to 1.73% for TSERS and 
1.71% for LGERS, and grants commensurate increase in benefits of retirees. 

Modify benefit restrictions for reemployed retirees. Incorporates provisions of S 757 (2d edition 6/10/93), which permits 


reemployed retirees to earn up to the greater of 50% of compensation in last year of service or $20,000 without losing retirement 
benefits. 


Office of State Budget and Management 
Budget reform statements. Increases the 1994-95 estimate of available recurring revenue by $512.9 million and of available 
nonrecurring revenue by $551.9 million, for a total increase in funds available for appropriation in 1994-95 of $1,064.8 million. 
Reserve for Bloodborne pathogens. Specifies that funds appropriated for implementation of OSHA regulations concerning 
bloodborne pathogens may be used only for testing, inoculations, personal protective equipment, and required cleanup equipment 
and supplies for employees subject to such regulations, and only if other funds not available. 


General Assembly 


Financial audit Dept. Insurance. Allocates $75,000 of funds appropriated to Legislative Services Comm’n for independent 
financial audit of Dep’t of Insurance. 


Legislative Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture. Allocates $25,000 of funds appropriated to General Assembly for Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture Steering Committee. Funds to be allocated only if S 1436 is enacted. 


General Government 
Information Highway: Controller’s funds revert. $4.1 million appropriated to State Controller for 1993-94 for 
Telecommunications System is reverted to the General Fund. 


Information Highway: Aid to Schools. Allocates $3,792,000 of funds appropriated to Aid to Local School Admin. Units for 
Information Highway Grant Program. Funds to be used for grants to 24 school admin. units for pilot projects demonstrating use of 
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broadband telecommunications technology to improve student performance. Only school units eligible for low-wealth supplemental 
funding or small school system supplemental funding are eligible for grants. State Bd. Ed. to select grant recipients; grant program 
to be administered by Dep’t Public Instruction through newly-created Div. Information Resources Management. NC School of 
Science and Math. to provide training courses to students and teachers in the pilot projects. Allocates $200,000 of funds 
appropriated to Aid to Local School Admin. Units to State Bd. Ed. to contract with outside researcher to evaluate the pilot projects 
in terms of student achievement. State Bd. to report results of evaluation to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee and 
Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Information Highway: Community Colleges. Allocates $576,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t Community Colleges for 
Information Highway Community College Grant Program. Funds to be used for grants to 12 colleges for pilot projects 
demonstrating use of broadband telecommunications technology to improve student performance. State Bd. Community Colleges to 
approve grant applications and Dep’t Community Colleges to administer grants; priority in awarding grants to be given to qualified 
applicants with the lowest curriculum FTE. Allocates $100,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t Community Colleges to contract with 
outside researcher to evaluate the pilot projects in terms of student achievement. State Bd. to report results of evaluation to Joint 
Legislative Education Oversight Committee and Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Information Highway: Grant Programs Advisory Council. Directs State Bd. Education and State Bd. Community Colleges to 
create an Advisory Council to assist in coordinating Information Highway program and evaluating pilot projects. Advisory Council 
to consist of 3 members of Senate appointed by President Pro Tempore and 3 members of House appointed by Speaker, and no 
more than 9 additional members appointed from the following agencies: (1) Governor’s Office; (2) Dep’t Public Instruction; (3) 
Dep’t Community Colleges; (4) UNC; (5) Controller’s Office, Div. of Information Resources Management and Div. of State 
Information Processing Services; (6) NC School of Science and Math; and (7) other state agencies that may assist the Advisory 
Council. 

Information Highway: MCNC. Allocates $1,313,000 of funds appropriated to Microelectronic Center of NC to pay 
connecting charges and operating costs to join the following UNC campuses to NC Research and Education Network: ASU; ECSU; 
FSU; NCCU; PSU; UNC-G; UNC-W; and WCU. 

Information Highway: Education Cabinet. Amends GS 116C-1(c) to add as a responsibility of the Education Cabinet the 
resolution of issues regarding instructional aspects of the Information Highway. 

Information Highway: Office of Controller. Amends GS 143B-426.39(14) to add to the duties of the Controller the duty to 
coordinate the operational, technical, and maintenance activities related to the Information Highway and provide assistance to 
schools and community colleges. Allocates $300,000 of funds appropriated to Controller to provide technical assistance to local 
school units and community colleges. 

Information Highway: Switched Broadband. General Assembly encourages the concept of a switched broadband 
information highway run by the private sector to improve education, healthcare, and economic development. 


Department of Administration 


Domestic violence center funds transferred. Transfers to Domestic Violence Center Fund funds appropriated in 1993 to 
Dep’t of Administration for this purpose. 


Department of Cultural Resources 
Cultural resources funds allocation. Reallocates $700,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t Cultural Res. for 1993-94 as 
follows: $300,000-Museum of Cape Fear; $50,000-Thomas Day House; $50,000-Newbold White House; $50,000-Albemarle-Stanly 


County Historic Pres. Comm’n; $150,000-Chinqua-Penn Plantation, planning; $50,000-Union County Arts Council; 
$50,000-Alamance County Arts Council. 


Office of the Governor 
Report to Auditor on budget transfer. Amends GS 143-23(al) to require that budget transfers between objects and line items 
must also be reported to the State Auditor, who will review the report to ensure that the transfer complies with the "intent and 


provisions of” the Executive Budget Act and report findings to the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal 
Research Div’n. 


Department of Insurance 

Controllers recommendations on chart of accounts. Directs Dep’t of Insurance to implement first three recommendations of 
State Controller on chart of accounts. 

Consumer Protection Fund. Amends GS 58-2-215(d) to increase the amount that can be spent from the Dep’t of Insurance 
Consumer Protection Fund in any fiscal year for one of the purposes specified in subsection (b) from 50% to 70%. 


Staff positions, fire and rescue programs. Authorizes 4 new staff positions in NC Fire And Rescue Comm'n to be funded by 
Dep’t of Ins. Fund. 


Department of Revenue 


Review Dep’t Revenue’s Chart Accounts. State Controller is directed to review Dep’t of Revenue’s chart accounts and report 


to 1995 General Assembly regarding changes needed to bring agcounting practices into compliance with standards of Government 
Accounting Standards Bd. ° 
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Office of the State Auditor 

Cost analysis of broadband. State Auditor is directed to conduct comprehensive analysis to determine cost of applying 
broadband telecommunications technology to public schools, community colleges, universities, hospitals, state agencies and other 
state-owned institutions. 


State Board of Elections 

Computer assessment, State Board of Elections. State Bd. Elections is directed to contract with an outside consultant to 
conduct a needs assessment and requirements analysis for computerized voter registration. Needs assessment to determine need for 
additional computerization of voter registration state-wide or on the county level, or both. Requirements analysis to prepare 
specifications for the additional computerization, if any. Allocates $1,500,000 of funds appropriated to State Bd. Elections to 
reserve fund for computerized voter registration. 


Colleges and Universities 


Aid to students attending private colleges. Increases grants in each category by $100. 

Native American scholarship eligibility. Directs Board of Governors to ensure that Native Americans are eligible for 
Minority Presence Grants. 

Agricultural programs. Allocates $1. 89 million of funds appropriated to NCSU for A tcaitnrat programs to develop export 
market potentials. 

UNC-CH Smith Center funds. With respect to the $400,000 in nonrecurring funds appropriated to offset operating losses at 
Smith Center, directs Board of Governors to include these funds in 1995-97 continuation budget request, and recommends that 
governor include this item in 1995-97 budget recommendations. 

UNC fiscal flexibility. Removes the 6/30/94 sunset date from the budget flexibility legislation (GS Ch. 116, Art. 2A), adds 
new GS 116-30.6 making the current reporting requirements permanent, and amends GS 143-53.1 to increase the special 
purchasing benchmark for "special responsibility institutions” in the UNC System to $50,000 (now, $25,000). Requires institutions 
exercising authority to purchase beyond benchmarks set by Dep’t of Administration to determine current state pricing for the item 
being purchased and to report such purchases to Purchasing & Contract Div’n on quarterly basis. 

UNC Cooperative Institute for Fisheries Oceanography study. Directs Institute to use $225,000 to study fisheries resource 
management and structure, but only if S 1436 is enacted. 

NCSU competitive industries funds. Allocates $1.36 million to NCSU to enhance efforts to assure competitiveness of several 
traditional industries; specifically, (1) $200,000 to transfer Agricultural Education Program to College of Agriculture & Life 
Sciences; (2) $500,000 for furniture industry efforts; (3) $360,000 for pulp & paper technology efforts; (4) $300,000 for Nonwovens 
Cooperative Research Center. Effective 7/1/94, repeals SL 1993, Ch. 321, sec. 81. 

Nurse anesthetist training funds. Amends 1993 appropriations act to provide that $50,000 appropriation for nurse snethetists 
training shall be used to contract with the Raleigh School of Nurse Anesthesia. 


Department of Community Colleges 

Program regionalism. Requires State Board of Community Colleges to require that all new programs be developed using a 
regional approach absent extreme extenuating circumstances. 

Continuing budget concept. Directs State Board to implement new continuing budget concept presented to House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees in 1994 for 1995-97. This is to implement a GPAC recommendation to change the funding formula 
to one that combines base funding with a FTE component. Directs State Board to develop a program-based FTE cost model and 
report to 1995 session. 

State Board reserve funds. Of funds appropriated in 1993 to State Board Reserve, allocates $46,000 to fund additional costs 
associated with automated central cataloging of library books, and authorizes State Board to use up to $300,000 to fund leadership 
development programs that were part of 1994 budget request. 

Prison classes. Amends GS 115D-5 to require community colleges to report FTE student hours for correction education 
programs on basis of contact hours rather than student membership hours. Forbids community college to operate 
multi-entry/multi-exit class or program in a prison facility. Directs State Board to work with Dep’t of Correction on offering classes 
that match the average length of an inmate’s incarceration. 


Professional Counselor Licensing Act exemption. Amends GS 90-332.1 to exempt counselors employed by community 
colleges from cited licensing act. 


Public Schools 


School technology plans. Incorporates S 1385, adds provisions for involvement of Information Resource Management 
Commission in development and approval of local school system technology plan. After plan approved, all funds spent by the local 
board for any aspect of school technology must be used to implement the plan and board may use funds allocated from the State 
School Technology Fund to implement plan. Allocates $100,000 of funds appropriated to Comm’n on School Technology to - 
development of mechanism for monitoring and evaluating plans and carry out duties of Comm’n. Appropriates $10,000,000 to 
School Technology Fund, 90% to be allocated 0 local School administrative units based on average daily membership and 10% on 
a per county basis. Local boards of education may use up to 10% of the funds for developing plan or for staff development. 
Allocates $300,000 of funds appropriated to the Office of State Controller, Div. of Information Resources Management for specified 
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positions for assisting local school units in plan development and use of technology and to advise on plan approval. 

Task Force on Vocational and Technical Education. Appropriates $100,000 of the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Public 
Instruction to fund Task Force on Vocational and Technical Education consisting of eleven members (membership established in 
provision) to study issues relating to vocational and technical education (including quality and focus of programs, funding levels, 
relationship to current and future labor market, linkage with higher education, other programs and business community, staffing, 
and career counseling). Task force to report results and recommendations to Joint Education Oversight Committee and State Board 
of Ed. by January 15, 1995. 

Noncertified school employee salaries. Amends GS 115C-12(16) to require implementation of salary schedule adjustment by 
end of the third payroll period of 1995-96 (now, end of the fiscal year); adds provision that local board is in compliance if average 
salary is at least 95% of state-alloted amount by end of the third payroll period in 1995-96, and at least 98% of that amount by end 
of third payroll period of the next year; and requires State Board to report by March 31, 1996. Beginning in 1994-95 requires 
State Board to allot salary funds for state-alloted custodian positions on basis of $1,209 per month. 

Low-wealth and small school supplemental funding. Identical to H 1623 (=S 1495) introduced May 25. 

Transportation information management system funds. Allocates $510,000 for cited purpose, and directs that this item be 
included in 1995-97 continuation budget. 

National Board for Professional Teaching Standards. Allocates $500,000 to pay Nat’l Board for Professional Teaching 
Standards fee and up to five days paid leave for teachers participating in Board’s program in 1994-95; specifies eligiblity criteria. 
Provides for one-time $5,000 bonus for teacher who receives Board certification. Directs State Board to report on this incentive 
program to Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. in December, 1994. 

Teacher Academy funds. Provides that funds appropriated for Teacher Academy shall be used for summer sessions in 1994 
and prior to 7/1/95. Directs Task Force on Teacher Staff Development to reconsider Teacher Academy Plan to address more 
completely the factors it was directed to address and to report modifications to Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. by Jan. 1, 
1995. 

Outcome-based education funds. Specifies that $100,000 appropriated for cited purpose to be used by DPI to provide 
technical assistance, evaluate programs, refine proficiencies and outcomes, and otherwise to implement the program. 

Developmental day centers grant-in-aid. With respect to developmental day centers grants in aid authorized by 1993 
appropriations act, states intent that funds for this purpose are to be included in DPI continuation budget for 1995-97. 

Substitute teacher study. Directs State Board to study specified issues concerning substitute teachers and report to Joint 
Legis. Educ. Oversight Comm. by Dec. 9, 1994. 

Outward Bound. Specifies use of appropriation for NC Outward Bound School. 

Total quality education. Allocates $750,000 for grant to NC Business Committee for Education to expand Total Quality 
Education project; funds to be used for matching grants for up to 20 school systems. 

Jobready/School-to-Work demonstration grants. Allocates $1 million to be used by Governor’s Comm’n on Work Force 
Preparedness to provide at least 10 grants of up to $100,000 each to JobReady early demonstration sites. 

Administration of intervention/prevention grant program. Authorizes DPI to use up to $200,000 from specified funds to 
implement program. , 

Limited English proficiency students. Amends GS 115C-81(c), which requires teachers and principals to conduct all classes 
except foreign language classes in English, to permit local boards of education to authorize teaching in a foreign language in order 
to comply with federal law. 

Exceptional children funds. Amends 1993 budget act to increase per-pupil amounts appropriated for exceptional children. 
Earmarks $1,229,472 of 1994-95 appropriation for recurring costs of implementing this program. 


Department of Transportation 

Branch agent transaction rate. Increases compensation to contractors for issuance of registration plates, registration 
certificates and certificates of title from $.92 to $1.00. 

Ferry acquisitions. Requires Board of Transportation to prepare an estimate of additional operational and capital costs 
before approving purchase of a ferry and to report costs to General Assembly. 

DMV report on Emission Inspection Program. Requires DMV to report quarterly to Joint Leg. Transportation Oversight 
Comm. and the Fiscal Research Div’n on Emission Inspection Program’s compliance with EPA regulations. 

Right-of-way mowing contracts review. Requires DOT to audit mowing contracts and report results and recommendations on 
nonrenewal and cancellation of noncompliant contracts to Joint Leg. Transportation Oversight Comm. by Sept. 30, 1994. 

State maintained county road signs. Exempts $500,000 of secondary road construction funds from the county formula 
allocation to be used for signing of State maintained county roads in the 17 counties where signing has not already been funded. 


Department of Correction 

Correction enterprise preference. Requires Div’n of Purchase and Contract to prepare and distribute written explanation of 
procedures state agencies and dep’ts must follow in giving preference to Correction Enterprises products. Requires report on 
explanation and goods purchased from Correction Enterprises to Joint Leg. Comm’n on Gov. Op’s and to Chairs of House and 
Senate Approp. Subcomm. on Justice and Public Safety by Aug. 1, 1994 and again as to goods purchased by January 1, 1995. 

Reserve for prison capacity increase. Reserves $8,748,910 of funds appropriated from General Fund to Dep’t of Corr. for 
1994-95 to be used to add 2,074 beds at prison units covered by Small v. Martin lawsuit, to be used only if the lawsuit is modified 
to allow less than 50 square feet per inmate. 
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Substance abuse funds not revert. Provides that balance of $200,000 appropriated to Dep’t of Corr. in 1993-94 for pilot 
community-based treatment program for alcohol and drug abusers on probation and parole shall remain in the Dep’t for that 
purpose and shall not revert at the end of the fiscal year. 

Prison profits to Victims Compensation Fund. Amends G.S. 148-2 relating to prison moneys and earnings to provide that 
5% of funds in excess of capital and operating expenses shall be credited to the Crime Victims Compensation Fund remainder to be 
used for other State prison purposes or transferred to General Fund. Provides that funds from prison canteens are to be deposited in 
Correction Inmate Welfare Fund and after operating budget for Fund has been met, the funds are to be credited to Crime Victims 
Compensation Fund in an amount equal to the funds allocated to each prison unit on a per inmate per year basis. 

Dep’t of Correction reserve for substance abuse pilot program. Allocates from the funds appropriated to Dep’t of Correction 
for the substance abuse treatment pilot program for parolees and probationer (1) $583,000 for two positions and to cover 
association expenses including equipment, and (2) $485,834 for contracts with providers of services to parolees and probationers 
with serious substance abuse histories. Requires Dep’t to report on implementation and expected cost for 1995-96 by January 15, 
1995 to Joint Leg. Comm’n on Gov. Op’s, Chairs of Senate and House Approp. Comm., Chairs of Subcommittees on Justice and 
Public Safety, and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Dep’t of Correction warehouse report. Requires Dep’t to determine and report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations as to the most centralized, feasible location for a warehouse, based on distribution of goods to State 
correction facilities, availability of State-owned land and cost of leasing, purchasing or building warehouse. 

Harriet’s House funds. Allocates $300,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Correction to be used to support programs at 
Harriet’s House transitional home for female ex-offenders and their children. Harriet’s House to report quarterly to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on expenditure of state funds and effectiveness of program, including number of 
clients served and number successfully completing program. 

Dep’t of Correction pay local confinement cost/probation violation contempt. Amends G.S. 15A-1344(e1) to require Dep’t to 
pay at standard rate the cost of confinement where an offender serves a sentence in a local facility for contempt for a probation 
violation regardless of whether payment would be required under applicable statute. 

Study youth experience in prison. Allocates $50,000 of fund appropriated to Dep’t of Correction to study and develop 
program in which youths can visit prison facilities and gain understanding of life as an inmate. Dep’t to report on program and 
plans for implementation to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Chairs of Senate and House Approp. 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by march 15, 1995. 


Department of Crime Control & Public Safety 

Continue drug court funding. Requires Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety to allocate $231,334 from federal Drug 
Control and Systems Improvement Grant Program funds to the Judicial Dep’t and $8,750 to Dep’t of Correction to continue 
funding the Felony Drug Court Program and Project Follow Through grant programs through June 30, 1995 subject to local fund 
match of $60,021. Funding of programs expires March 31, 1995. 


Department of Justice 

Use of federal seized and forfeited property. Amends earlier provision relating to the use of seized and forfeited property 
transferred to state law enforcement agencies by the federal government; adds "new personnel positions” to list of uses requiring 
prior approval by General Assembly and specifies to approved uses for the 1993-95 biennium: (1) Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety may use up to $117,100 to build a helicopter hanger, and (2) Dep’t of Justice may use up to $75,000 to build pistol 
range tower to house computerized target system located at Justice Academy. 

Centralize utilization of legal publications. Requires Dep’t of Justice to study cost of, develop implementation plan and 
funding recommendation for (1) use of legal publications available on CD ROM; and (2) feasibility of developing a legal resource 
and legal research network. Dep’t to use technical assistance of Office of State Budget and Management and Employment 
Securities Comm’n, Industrial Comm’n, Dep’t of Labor, Dep’t of Revenue, State Library, SIPS and other agencies shall cooperate 
with Dep’t of Justice in determining feasibility of developing legal resource and research network. Dep’t to report by February 1, 
1995 to 1995 General Assembly with copy of report to President Pro Tem. of Senate, Speaker of House, and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Dep’t of Justice federal grant matching funds. Designates $100,597 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Justice as matching 
funds for federal grant programs within Civil Rights Div’n (Child Victim’s Assistance Project, Drug Court Lead, Safe 
Neighborhoods Strategy, and Elder Abuse Prevention). Funds may not be expended if grants are not received. Designates $166,661 
of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Justice for use by SBI to match federal funds for purchase of computerized bullet/weapons 
matching system. Funds may not be expended if federal grant for this purpose is not received. 

Study capital murder. Requires Dep’t of Justice in consultation with AOC to study methods of reducing costs and time 
associated with capital murder cases and report findings to 1995 General Assembly. 

SBI criminal record checks receipts. Authorizes Dep’t of Justice, SBI to use $46,617 of receipts from 1994-95 State criminal 
records checks of school personnel to fund positions and operating cots connected with conducting State criminal record checks. 


Judicial Department 

Community penalties program. Authorizes the Judicial Department to allocate $3,513,658 of the funds peo ser to for 
1994-95 for the community penalties program in any amount among existing programs, including any State-operated programs, or 
to use it to establish new State-operated programs. Requires Dep’t to report annually to Senate and House Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety and to the Fiscal Research Division on administration costs of programs. 
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Forsyth warrant clerks become magistrates. Authorizes AOC to transfer 11 clerk positions from 1993-95 budget and allocate 
them to the District Court fund and provides that positions will be added to the magistrate positions allocated to Forsyth County but 
will not increase the maximum number authorized by statute. New positions to be treated as if filling a vacancy for an initial term 
ending December 31, 1994 with successors thereafter appointed for full terms beginning January 1, 1995. Salaries to be determined 
under G.S. 7A-177.1 by including years served as magistrate, as assistant or Deputy Clerk of Superior Court in Forsyth County in 
warrant clerk position. Authorizes AOC to transfer $41,459 of funds within its budget to pay resulting additional salary and 
benefits. 

State-run community penalties programs. Authorizes Director of AOC to establish local community penalties programs and 
appoint staff as deemed necessary to serve as full- or part-time State employees or on contractual basis. Exempts such contracts 
from competitive bidding requirements and such contracts must expire no later than June 30, 1995. AOC to promulgate rules for 
administration of program and funds appropriated for community penalties programs to be administered by AOC. 

Extend certain special superior court judge terms. Notwithstanding any other law, extends through December 31, 1998 the 
term of any special superior court judge who is holding office on the effective date of this act and who first took office as an 
appointed or elected regular or special superior court judge in the calendar year 1986. 

Transfer funds/Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund to Indigent Persons’ Atty. Fee Fund. Transfers $1,048,424 of funds 
appropriated to Judicial Dep’t for 1994-95 from the Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund to the Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee 
Fund to pay the obligations incurred by that fund. 

Pitt Regional Mediation Center funds. Appropriates $40,000 of the funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep’t for 1994-95 for 
The Mediation Center of Pitt County, Inc. to establish a dispute settlement center to serve Eastern North Carolina. 

Extend Sentencing Commission. Amends G.S. 164-38 to change expiration of terms of Sentencing Comm’n members from 
July 1, 1994 to June 30, 1995. 

Children’s Law Center funds. Allocates $100,000 of funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep’t for use to assist the Children’s 
Law Center, a private, non-profit corporation that provides comprehensive, quality legal representation and advocacy for children 
involved in court or administrative proceedings. 


Department of Human Resources 

Willie M. services. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) to adopt rules ensuring continued provision of services for 
children who are Willie M. class members until such children reach the age of 18, or, if appropriately served, until the end of the 
fiscal year following their 18th birthday or six months following their 18th birthday, whichever is longer. Requires Sec’y of DHR to 
report by May 1, 1995 to General Assembly regarding adoption of such rules and need for additional legislation. 

Emergency assistance clarification. Effective June 30, 1994, amends GS 108A-39.1 as follows: (1) provides that "cash 
assistance” under AFDC Emergency Assistance program may not exceed $300 (was $500) per year; (2) makes existing financial 
eligibility guidelines applicable only to applications for cash assistance; (3) provides that non-federal share of cash assistance will be 
divided equally between State funds and county or other local funds; (4) authorizes DHR to assess county for half of non-federal 
share of cash assistance benefits authorized by any state or local agency other than county departments of social services; (5) 
requires that non-federal share of “services benefits” authorized by any agency be paid entirely from county appropriations or other 
available public or private funds; and (6) requires Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules to implement cash assistance and services 
components of AFDC Emergency Assistance program. Amends sec. 232 of 1993 SL ch. 321 as follows: (1) makes existing 
limitation on expenditure of state funds under AFDC Emergency Assistance program applicable only to cash assistance benefits; (2) 
makes existing limitations on provision of emergency assistance applicable only to cash assistance benefits; and (3) refers to 
"agency” receiving application for emergency assistance benefits, rather than "county department of social services.” 

Smart Start administrative costs. Authorizes Sec’y of Human Resources to allow local partnerships receiving Smart Start 
funds to use up to 5% or up to $100,000 of total allocation, whichever is greater, to fund staff and administrative support for local 
partnership board activities if necessary. 

Smart Start audit funds. Transfers $115,000 of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Child Development for Early Childhood 
Education and Development Initiatives (Smart Start) for activities other than direct service provision to Office of State Auditor for 
two time-limited auditor positions for performance of audits required under GS 143B-168.12(a) and (b). 

Medicaid receipts for Willie M. and Thomas S. services. Requires DHR Div’n of Mental Health, Dev. Disab., and Subst. 
Abuse Serv. (DMHDDSAS) to assist service providers in obtaining additional Medicaid receipts for services provided through Willie 
M. and Thomas S. programs, and to make report of such efforts to the Human Resources Appropriations Subcommittees by March 
1, 1995. 

Mental health uniform cost requirement. Authorizes DMHDDSAS to require private agencies that provide services (except 
hospital services that have an established Medicaid rate) under contract with two or more area mental health programs to complete 
an agency-wide uniform cost finding in accordance with GS 122C-143.2(a) and 122C-147.2. Provides that resulting cost is the 
maximum that may be included for the agency in the contracting area program’s unit cost finding. 

Pioneer Testing waiver extension. Delays effective date of repeal of GS 122C-151.1 from July 1, 1994 until July 1, 1995. 

Thomas S. Amends sec. 209 of 1993 SL Ch. 321 to allow expenditure of Thomas S. funds for adults who are included on 
DMHDDSAS list of prospective class members and who currently reside in the community and have a good probability of being 
admitted to a facility licensed as a home for the aged and disabled. Provides that expenditures for this group and for two other 
groups identified in 1993 appropriations act may not exceed 5% of funds appropriated for Thomas S. program. Authorizes DHR to 
ensure provision of Thomas S. services through direct operation of program or by contracts with public or private agencies if a 
local program is not providing minimally adequate services to Thomas S. class members or does not show a willingness to do so.

Detention center construction reserve. Requires DHR Div’n of Youth Services to use $1.6 million in detention center 
construction reserve to construct a 24-bed detention center in Wake County. 

Domiciliary care rate-setting methodology. Requires DHR to continue development of rate-setting methodology for 
domiciliary care facilities as proposed in report to General Assembly pursuant to sec. 240 of 1993 SL Ch. 321, and to submit final 
plan, including recommended maximum payment rate for each category of facility, to Fiscal Research Div’n and 1995 General 
Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 

Integrated funding for mental health institutional services. In lieu of provisions of sec. 218 of 1993 SL Ch. 321, requires 
DMHDDSAS to present a report on a unified system of services to Human Resources Appropriations Subcommittees by March 1, 
1995. Report must describe a unified system of services using an integrated funding stream to provide practical needs-based 
approach to use of limited resources within DMHDDSAS, and include a proposal for pilot test of this system in the north central 
region. The system must focus on improvement to quality and continuity of client care and include changes in budget or personnel 
policies or practices (based on consultation with Office of State Budget and Management and Office of State Personnel) necessary to 
implement the system. 

Professional Counselor Licensing Act correction. Effective July 1, 1994, amends GS 90-332.1(a)(8) to exempt from 
provisions of the act (1) any person performing counseling (was, any person performing mental health counseling) solely as an 
employee of an area ‘mental health facility if (i) the services are provided by a qualified professional as defined in GS 122C-3(31) or 
an employee supervised by a qualified professional (was, a qualified mental health professional), and (ii the employee’s license, 
registration, or certification has not been revoked, rescinded, or suspended by the designated professional board; and (2) person 
performing counseling as employee of hospital or other health care facility working under the supervision of a qualified professional. 

Child welfare system study. Requires that $150,000 of funds appropriated to Sec’y of Human Resources be used to contract 
for an independent, outside consultant to conduct a comprehensive study of the child welfare system, including review of current 
state and local funding responsibilities and recommendations on how to improve the system. Requires DHR to report results of 
study to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov’t Operations and to Fiscal Research Div’n by Feb. 15, 1995. 

Foster care and adoptions training. Requires that $181,270 of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Social Services be used 
to establish an in-house training program to provide mandated minimum 30 hours of preservice training for foster care parents, 84 
hours of preservice training for foster care and adoption care workers, 10 hours of continuing education for foster care parents, and 
18 hours of continuing education for foster care and adoption care workers. 

Medicaid for elderly and disabled. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, requires DHR Div’n of Medical Assistance to provide Medicaid 
coverage for all elderly, blind, and disabled persons who receive SSI benefits. 

Medicaid reporting requirements. Requires DHR Div’n of Medical Assistance to submit monthly status report on 
expenditures for acute care and long-term care services to Fiscal Research Div’n, and to revise Medicaid program’s projected 
spending for current fiscal year and estimated spending for subsequent fiscal year on a quarterly basis. 

Medicaid coverage for adoptive children. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, requires DHR to provide Medicaid coverage for adoptive 
children with special rehabilitative needs without regard to the adoptive family’s income. 

Medicaid hospital reimbursement change. Amends sec. 227 of 1993 SL Ch. 321 to delay from July 1, 1994 to Oct. 1, 1994 
the effective date of provision requiring DHR to implement a budget-neutral diagnosis-related group reimbursement methodology for 
inpatient hospital services under the Medicaid program. Deletes provision requiring DHR to study feasibility of implementing 
selective contracts for hospital inpatient services. 

Medicaid for pregnant women and children. Requires DHR to provide Medicaid coverage for all children aged 6 through 18 
years (was, to such children born after Sept. 30, 1983) whose family incomes are less than or equal to the federal poverty 
guidelines. 

County mental health funding. Requires DHR to ensure that counties do not reduce county appropriations and expenditures 
for area mental health authorities due to additional state appropriations to area mental health authorities. 

Adoption subsidy. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, provides that adoption subsidy paid by DHR Div’n of Social Services shall be 
$290 per month per child for children aged birth through 5 years, $315 for children aged 6 through 12 years, and $340 for children 
aged 13 through 18 years. 

Foster care assessment. Requires that $15,167 of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Social Services be used to purchase 
Foster and Adoptive Recruitment and Retention, A Guide to Local Agency Assessment. 

Domiciliary care reimbursement rate increase. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, increases maximum monthly rate for residents in 
domiciliary care facilities to $985 (currently, $938) per month for ambulatory residents, and $1028 (currently, $979) per month for 
semi-ambulatory residents. 

Foster care. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, establishes foster care assistance rates as follows: $290 per child per month for children 
aged birth through 5 years, $315 per month for children aged 6 through 12 years, and $340 per month for children aged 13 
through 18 years. Designates $15 as special needs allowance for child. 

Medicaid estate recovery plan. Incorporates provisions of S 1640 digested in Daily Bulletin for 1 June. 

Maternity home and adoption funds. Requires that (1) $665,000 of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Social Services for 
1994-95 be allocated to State Maternity Home Fund to provide maternity home services to single pregnant young women and for 
other specified purposes; and (2) $750,000 of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Social Services for 1994-95 be allocated to 
Children’s Home Society of North Carolina, Inc. to recruit and train families to adopt children with special needs and to provide 
postadoption services to such families. 

Coalition 2001 funds. Requires that $10 million of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Mental Health, Dev. Disab., & 
Subst. Abuse Serv. for capital needs recommended by Coalition 2001 be allocated as follows: (1) $6 million for community area 
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program capital needs; (2) $1.7 million for construction and renovation of developmental day centers; (3) $1 million for 
construction and renovation of vocational rehabilitation centers; (4) $200,000 for implementation of 3 community rehabilitation 
pilot projects selected by the NC Ass’n of Rehabilitation Facilities; (5) $400,000 for supported living projects of the Ass’n of 
Retarded Citizens and United Cerebral Palsy, Inc.; and (6) $700,000 for local assistive technology and a housing loaner fund 
administered through the Community Living Ass’n. No area program may receive more than 10% of funds appropriated for area 
program capital needs. At least 10% of funds appropriated for area program capital needs must be awarded for projects in counties 
that fall within the lowest quartile of per capita income or property valuation, and no local match is required for such projects. A 
dollar-for-dollar local match (cash or in-kind) is required for capital funds for area program capital projects in other counties. All 
area program capital grants are subject to DHR approval of grant application. 

Domiciliary home staffing. Requires DHR to study fiscal impact on homes for the aged and family care homes of 
appropriate staffing, staff turnover ratios, wages and benefits, staff training, and existing state and federal law and regulations, and 
to submit a report to the Fiscal Research Div’n and the 1995 General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 


Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 

Immunization program funding. Allocates $1 million of funds appropriated for 1993-94 to DEHNR for childhood 
immunization programs for activities designed to increase childhood immunization rates in NC. Funds not to be used for 
additional staff positions. Funds not be obligated or spent until DEHNR has submitted 8-year plan for statewide immunization 
program to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Government Operations. 

Advisory Council on Oysters. Allocates $100,000 of funds appropriated to DEHNR for support of Blue Ribbon Advisory 
Council on Oysters. Funds to be spent only if S 1403 is enacted. 

Fisheries data information system. Allocates $200,000 of funds appropriated to DEHNR for fisheries data information 
system. Funds to be spent only if S 1435 is enacted. 

Fishery resource grants. Allocates $1 million of funds appropriated to DEHNR for fishery resource grant program. Marine 
Fisheries Comm’n to administer program, and grants to be evenly distributed among northern, southern, central, and Pamlico 
coastal regions. Purpose of program is to enhance state’s coastal fishery resources. Funds contingent on enactment of S 1436. 

Crab fisheries research office. Allocates $233,441 of funds appropriated to DEHNR for creation of crab fisheries research 
office in Tyrrell County. Allocation to be made only if S 1436 is enacted. 

Regional state park study. Allocates $15,000 of funds appropriated to DEHNR to review needs of state park system and 
determine feasibility and cost of developing Mountain Island Lake area in Gaston, Linoln, and Mecklenburg counties as state park. 
Results of study to be reported to 1995 General Assembly. 

WRC funds, salary increases. Amends GS 105-164.44B to direct Sec’y of Revenue to transfer $4,489,487 of taxes on 
hunting and fishing equipment to Treasurer for salary increases of Wildlife Resources Comm’n employees. 

WRC long-range budget plan. Amends sec. 172, ch. 900, 1991 S.L., which required Wildlife Resources Comm’n to prepare 
a long-range budget plan, to require Comm'n to present a detailed plan and recommendations to ensure that future spending 
deficits do not occur, and require State Auditor to conduct financial and performance audit of Comm’n and report findings to 1995 
General Assembly. 


Department of Commerce 

Economic development grants. Allocates $1.3 million of funds appropriated to Rural Economic Development Center (REDC) 
as follows: $950,000-grants to community dev. corporations that have previously received state funds; $100,000-grants to 
community dev. corporations that have not previously received state funds; $200,000-NC Association of Community Dev. 
Corporations for technical assistance; $50,000-REDC for administrative expenses. Allocates $2 million of funds appropriated to 
REDC to NC Community Development Initiative, Inc. Allocates $650,000 of REDC funds to Microenterprise Loan Program. 
Allocates $300,000 of REDC funds to NC Minority Credit Union Support Center, Inc. Allocates $600,000 of REDC funds to 
depressed counties and municipalities to acquire grant-writing skills. Allocates $1,650,000 of REDC funds for pilot program to 
provide matching funds for economic dev. in depressed areas. Allocates $100,000 of REDC funds as follows: 
$25 ,000-Opportunities Industrialization Center of Wilson; $25,000-Opportunities Industrialization Center in Rocky Mount, 
$25,000-Pitt-Greenville Opportunities Industrialization Center; $25,000-Opportunities Industrialization Center of Lenoir, Greene, 
and Jones counties. 

Biotechnology funds, minority universities. Amends sec. 99, ch. 561, 1993 S.L., to require the Biotechnology Center to 
report to the General Assembly quarterly, beginning Sept. 15, 1994, and ending June 30, 1995, how the funds are being spent, 
enrollment in biotechnology courses, and number of faculty in the program. 

Rural economic development funds. Amends sec. 310, ch. 321, 1993 S.L., to make funds to Land Loss Prevention Project 
available to provide free legal assistance to "financially distressed family farmers” rather than to "low income financially distressed 
small farmers.” Also increases appropriation to Minority Economic Dev., Inc. from $200,000 to $550,000. 

WTTF funds to Employment Security Comm’n. Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund to Dep’t Commerce, 
Employment Security Comm'n, $525,000 for fiscal 1994-95 to be allocated as follows: $225,000-continued operation of follow-up 
tracking system; $300,000-salary increases for state employees. 

Industrial Recruitment Fund. Allocates $10 million of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce to Industrial Recruitment 
Competitive Fund to assist new and existing businesses. 

New regional economic dev. comm’ns. Funds appropriated to Dep’t Commerce for regional comm’ns shall not be used for 
Western, Northeastern, or Southeastern North Carolina Regional Economic Dev. Comm’ns, but shall be used only for dev. 
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comm’ns created during 1994-95 pursuant to art. 2, GS 158. 

MCNC reversions. Funds appropriated to Dep’t Commerce for 1994-95 for MCNC and unspent or unencumbered on June 
30, 1995, shall revert to General Fund. 

Study environmental impact of industries. Allocates $450,000 aprropriated to Commerce Dep’t for environmental study to 
UNC-C, $50,000 to study industries that have a limited environmental impact, and $400,000 to support joint enterprise with 
industry to study plastics recycling. 

Center for Community Self-Help funds. Allocates $2,500,000 of funds appropriated to Commerce Dep’t to Center for 
Community Self-Help to further program of lending for home ownership. Funds to be leveraged on 10-to-1 basis. Center to make 
quarterly report on use of funds to State Auditor. 

Travel and Tourism Area Promoter. Allocates $36,500 of funds appropriated to Commerce Dep’t for additional position of 
Travel and Tourism Area Promoter. 

Rural tourism development funds. Earmarks $400,000 for rural tourism development grant program, targeting projects and 
activities not eligible for Tourism Promotion Grant Program. Grnats limited to $50,000 and may not be used for capital projects. 
Department of Labor 

Private Personnel Service Advisory Council. Amends GS 95-47.4(b) to provide that members of the Council shall receive per 
diem, subsistence, and travel allowance in accordance with GS 138. 


CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


Office of State Budget and Management 
Richmond Educational Center funds. Provides that funds appropriated for Richmond County to use to renovate Leak Street 
Educational Center must be matched dollar for dollar with local funds. 


World Language Center funds. Provides that funds appropriated for World Languages and Cultures, Inc., are to be used for 
planning the Center. 


General Government 

Randleman Dam reserve release restrictions. Provides that funds placed in reserve for Randleman Dam are to be released if 
current litigation blocking construction is resolved in favor of the project, or on July 1, 1995, if there has been no resolution by that 
date. All funds appropriated and unencumbered to date for this project are to revert on Oct. 1, 1996, if construction has not begun 
by that date. 

Repairs and renovations. For 1994-95, allocates 55% of funds in Reserve for Repairs and Renovations to UNC System and 
45% to Office of State Budget & Management (updates SL 1993, Ch. 561, sec. 22 to 1994-95 fiscal year).

African-American Tourism Site Committee. ”“Encourages” Sec’y of Cultural Resources to appoint an Advisory Committee on 
Tourism at NC Sites Highlighting African-American Accomplishments. 

Local historical organization grants. Allocates $4 million for grants-in-aid to nonprofit historical organizations, museums, or 
local governments on competitive basis; grants limited to $50,000 or less. 


Local cultural and artistic organizations grants. Allocates $2 million for grants to local nonprofit cultural or artistic 
organizations on competitive basis; grants limited to $100,000 or less. 


Colleges and Universities 


4-H Youth Development Center. Directs UNC Board of Governors to use $5 million of 1994-95 appropriation for planning 
and constructing 4-H Center. Requires match of $1 non-state funds for each $1 state funds (not including federal funds) over four 
year period, beginning first year of operation. 

ECU Medical School funds. Appropriates $5,054,665 in Medicare reimbursements to UNC Board of Governors for ECU 
Medical School. Allocates $2.3 million for medical waste incinerator, $1,574,000 for linear accelerator, and $1,180,665 for clinic 
renovations.

Requires submission of plan to Joint 
Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations before expenditure, but allows spending up to $450,000 before presenting the plan. 

UNC-G University Center funds. Of funds appropriated for UNC-G University Center, provides that $3.6 million are 
available for land needs and $2.4 million to help support the Spring Garden St. traffic and safety project. 


Department of Transportation 
Reserve for capital improvements. Creates $2.5 million reserve for capital improvements in Highway Fund. 
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Department of Human Resources 


Supportive housing reserve. Allocates $6.4 million of funds appropriated to Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to reserve to develop 100 
units of service-enriched housing for homeless and at-risk adults. 


Department of Agriculture 


Discovery Place capital funds. Allocates $5.2 million of appropriation to Dep’t of Agriculture for capital expenses of 
Discovery Place. Requires three-to-one match from non-state funds. 


Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 


Water resources development projects. Of $2 million appropriated to DEHRN for water sources projects, allocates funds as 
follows: Wilmington Harbor deepening study $300,000; Wilmington Harbor 38-ft navigation $400,000; aquatic plant control 
$150,000; Carolina Beach renourishment $900,000; Dare beaches feasibility study $200,000; and state-local projects $50,000. 
Specifies required reports on use of these funds. 


S 1620. REPEAL INTANGIBLES TAX. Intro. 5/27. Senate amendment redefines the income from

S 1666. HORSE RACING IN NORTH CAROLINA. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
RACING COMMISSION, TO DEVELOP A PROGRAM OF HORSE RACING FOR NORTH 
CAROLINA, AND TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR DEVELOPMENT OF THE EQUINE INDUSTRY IN 
NORTH CAROLINA.” Adds new GS Ch. 16A, "North Carolina Racing Act.” Creates five-member 
Racing Comm’n in Dep’t of Commerce, one appointed by Governor, two by Senate, two by House, to 
serve six-year staggered terms. Members must have been NC residents for five years and have no 
financial interest in racing facility and no violation of horse racing laws or felony conviction. Comm’n to 
report to General Assembly yearly. Comm’n responsibilities: issue permits to build racing facilities; 
schedule and issue rules for racing; license racing personnel; enforce laws and rules on racing; audit 
books, distribute funds, collect and distribute taxes; conduct investigations and hearings; provide testing 
facilities for racing; take steps to insure integrity of facing; and serve the public "within the objectives of 
developing the agribusiness, the equine and the travel and tourism industries.” Provides for executive 
sec’y to manage licensing and personnel under rules of comm’n and if needed to act as hearing officer 
and provides for Chief of Racing Security and Medical Officer. 

Provides four classes of licenses: Class A-ownership; B-operator; C-occupational; D-special and sets 
fees for licenses. Sets out standards and procedures for applying for, issuing, renewing, suspending, and 
revoking licenses. 


Provisions regarding purses left blank. Requires Comm’n to establish North Carolina Horse 
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Breeding and Development Funds and rules for distribution of funds after current administration costs for: 
(1) NC Purse Enrichment; (2) Breeders Awards; (3) NC Stallion Owner Awards; (4) Owners Premium 
Awards; and (5) Research related to racing horses. Revenue from additional $.10 admission tax paid to 
local government requesting tax. Of remaining funds: (1) 25% to agricultural research, agricultural 
extension education (including 4-H), nonracing horse breeds, NCSU Veterinary Teaching Hospital, 
agricultural program at NC A&T and other allocations specified by the General Assembly; (2) 75% 
returned to State Treasurer for deposit in General Fund. Expresses policy that primary purpose of act is 
to provide means of permitting and regulating horse racing and not to provide funds for various 
governmental bodies and public and private institutions; allocations of net revenues represent legislative 
effort to confer incidental incentives and benefits upon spectrum of animal, agricultural, and governmental 
activities that develop the State’s tourism, equine industry, and farmland usage. 

Creates board of three stewards to oversee racing and establishes procedures for rules and appeals of 
board actions. Establishes provisions for contract approval, appeals from Comm ’n decision, penalties, 
rule-making and.identifies specific prohibited activities. Establishes provisions for horse medication rules 
and establishes certain required races. Amends G.S. 120-123 to add Comm’n to list of commissions on 
which members of the General Assembly may not serve. Amends GS 47-69.2(a) to add Comm’n to list of 
funds State Treasurer may invest.

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GENERAL FUND BUDGET DETAIL -- SENATE BILL 


The Senate’s budget bill, S 1505, amends the 1994-95 budget to appropriate a total of $459,578 ,035 
for General Fund expansion items and makes cuts in the 1994-95 General Fund continuation budget 
totaling $172,906,212 for a net increase in General Fund recurring expenditures of $286,671,823. The 
bill also appropriates $391,397 ,462 in nonrecurring revenues for General Fund current operating items, 
and appropriates federal block grant funds for 1994-95. 

Appropriations for capital projects total $160,536,700. 

Changes in the General Fund current operating budget are detailed in a Report on Budget 
Modifications issued by the Senate Appropriations Committee. The following information is digested from 
that report. We have not attempted to identify all of the continuation budget reductions. We have, 


however, attempted to identify all expansion budget items and nonrecurring items, as well as all capital 
improvements projects.

H 2057. SMALL BUSINESS SURETY BONDS. "TO PROVIDE FOR SURETY BONDS FOR SMALL 
BUSINESSES THAT CONTRACT WITH GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES.” Adds new Part 16 to GS 
Ch. 143B, Art. 10, establishing the NC Small Business Development Financing Authority (Authority) and 
the Small Business Surety Bond Fund (Fund). 

Authority’s structure and powers. Authority is a separate agency of the State, with 11 members. 
Nine are appointed by General Assembly, 4 on Speaker of the House’s recommendation, 4 on President 
Pro Tempore of the Senate’s recommendation, and 1 on President of the Senate’s recommendation; and 2 
are appointed by the Governor. Except for specified, varying initial terms, all serve 4-year terms, with no 
prohibition on reappointment. Initial terms commence July 1, 1994. Chair is elected annually by 
Authority members from Authority membership and is a voting member. Specifies rules for 
compensation, meetings, quorum, vacancies, and removal of members, and gives Authority a variety of 
general powers concerning accepting funds, acquiring property, contracting, adopting rules, acquiring or 
taking assignments of documents, setting fees, etc. 

Authority is authorized to guarantee sureties for losses incurred under bid, payment, or performance 
bonds on contracts, of which the majority of the funding is provided by federal, state, or local government 
or a utility regulated by NC Utilities Comm’n (contracts), up to 90% of surety’s losses or $900,000, 
whichever is less. Authority is also authorized in connection with such contracts to execute and perform 
bid, performance, and payment bonds as a surety for the benefit of principals, defined as small business 
entities that have assets, income, or employees that do not exceed limits established by rules the Authority 
adopts. 

The term of a guaranty is not to exceed the term of the contract, including the maintenance or 
warranty period required by the contract and the period during which the surety may be liable for latent 
defects. Authority may vary the terms and conditions of the guaranty from surety to surety, based on its 
history of experience with the surety and other factors that it considers relevant. 

Each bond executed by Authority is not to exceed $250,000 and is subject to Authority’s approval, 
based on principal’s bond worthiness, as determined by Authority. This monetary limit does not apply if 
the bond is funded by grants. Authority may, on application, establish a surety bonding line in order to 
issue or guarantee multiple bonds to a principal within preapproved terms, conditions, and limitations. 

Authority is to determine that the contract for which a bond is sought to be guaranteed or issued has a 
substantial economic impact before it issues a guaranty or bond. To determine contract’s economic 
impact, Authority may consider the amount of the guaranty obligation, the terms of the bond to be 
guaranteed, the number of new jobs that will be created by the contract to be bonded, and any other factor 
that the Authority considers relevant. | 


Act specifies requirements that principal must meet to qualify for a surety bond or guaranty, including 
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good moral character, reputation for financial responsibility, residency or principal place of business in 
NC, and inability to obtain adequate bonding on reasonable terms through an authorized surety company. 
Principal must certify and Authority be satisfied that a bond is required to bid on a contract or to serve as 
a prime contractor or subcontractor, that a bond is not obtainable on reasonable terms and conditions 
without assistance under this Part, and that principal will not subcontract more than 75% of the face value 
of the contract. 

Act specifies requirements for application for financial assistance from Authority by principals, and 
where applicable, sureties, and authorizes Authority to set premiums and fees for providing bonding 
assistance. Premiums and fees set by Authority are to be payable in the amounts, at the time, and in the 
manner that the Authority requires, and are to remain effective throughout the period during which the 
bonding assistance is in effect. Premium and fee amounts may vary among transactions and at different 
stages during the terms of transactions. 

Provides that making of false statements or reports to Authority as specified in act is a $1,000, 
six-month misdemeanor (as of Oct. 1, 1994, a Class 2 misdemeanor). 

Small Business Surety Bond Fund. Fund is a nonlapsing, revolving fund, to be used for the purposes 
of and to pay the expenses of the Authority. Act provides for deposit of Fund with, and investment of 
Fund by, State Treasurer. Fund comprises funds appropriated by State; premiums, fees, and any other 
amounts Authority receives with respect to bonding assistance it provides; proceeds designated by 
Authority from sale, lease, or other disposition of property or contracts held or acquired by Authority; 
interest earnings from Fund investments; and any other moneys made available to Fund. 

Appropriation. Appropriates $1,000,000 from General Fund to Authority for fiscal 1994-95 for the 
purposes specified in act. 

Effective dates. All provisions of act except change of penalty for making false statements to Class 2 
misdemeanor are effective July 1, 1994, and apply to offenses committed or causes of action arising on or 
after that date. Change of penalty to Class 2 misdemeanor is effective Oct. 1, 1994, and applies to 
offenses committed or causes of action arising on or after that date. Prosecutions for offenses committed 
before Oct. 1, 1994 are not abated or affected by act, and the statutes that would be applicable but for this 
act remain applicable to those prosecutions.

DHR may deny or revoke license 
to provide direct care to elderly when employee has criminal history, or Central Registry history (if 
substantiated) claim bears upon the employee’s fitness to have responsibility for safety and well-being of 
elderly.

3/25/93; comm. subs. adopted 4/26/93 
and 6/7/93; amended 6/9/93. Senate amendment makes bill effective July 1, 1995 and applicable to 
offenses occurring on or after that date. 


H 1614. SCHOOL TECHNOLOGY PLANS/FUND. Intro. 5/25. House committee substitute makes 
following substantive changes: (1) adds provision to proposed new GS 115C-102.6A that in developing 
plan, comm’n must consider and plan for relationship of NC Information Highway to plan; plan must set 
priorities for acquiring school technologies including how Information Highway fits into those priorities;

Amends GS 
96-12(c) to make the partial weekly benefit amount the difference between the individual’s weekly benefit 
amount and any part of the wages or remuneration that is payable to the individual for a week for which 
benefits are claimed and that exceeds 10% of the individual’s average weekly wage in the highest quarter 
(now, two highest quarters) of the individual’s base period. Amends GS 96-12(d) to provide total benefits 
paid to an individual are not less than the minimum total benefit and do not exceed the lesser of the 
maximum total benefit or the individual’s total benefit amount. Provides that the total benefit amount is 
determined by dividing the individual’s base-period ages by their high-quarter wages and multiplying by 
eight and two-thirds (original bill, 8). The foregoing changes effective August 1, 1994, and apply to 
benefits paid to claimants whose benefit year begins on or after that date. The changes that follow are 
effective upon ratification. Adds definition for "reemployment services” to GS 96-8 and amends 96-13(a) 
to condition eligibility for benefits on participation in reemployment services. Amends GS 96-21 to require 
Employment Service Div’n to establish and use a worker profiling system that complies with 42 U.S.C. 
503(a)(10) to identify claimants for benefits whom the Div’n must refer to reemployment services in 
accordance with that law. Repeals GS 96-8(6)k.1, k.2, k.4, and k.5. Redefines "base period” in GS 
96-8(18) as the first four of the last five completed calendar quarters immediately preceding the first day of 
an individual’s benefit year as defined in GS 96-8(17). 


H 1917. BANKING APP. FEES AND EFFECTIVE DATE. Intro. 5/31. House committee substitute 
amends GS 53-214(b) to make mandatory the adoption of implementing rules under Art.17 by the State 
Banking Comm’n.

Small employer health benefit plans. Amends GS 58-50-130 to add a condition that with respect to 
small employer health benefits plans a carrier may continue to enforce reasonable participation and 
contribution requirements, but that such requirements may vary only by the size of the employer group 
and may not differ because of the benefit plan involved. Minimum participation requirements shall not 
consider employees or dependents who have qualifying existing coverage (meaning Medicare, Medicaid, or 
an employer-based plan providing benefits similar to or in excess of the basic plan). Accountable health 
carrier shall not enforce participation or contribution requirements that do not meet standards adopted by 
NC Health Purchasing Alliance Board. Amends GS 58-50-130(b)(5) to provide that renewal rates for 
small employer benefit plans issued before Jan. 1, 1995 (now, 1997) and that are renewed on or after 
Jan. 1, 1997, must be based on same adjusted community rating standard applied to new business. 

Conversion. Amends GS 58-53-50 and 58-53-55 to provide that to be eligible for a converted 
policy, the insured must continue his insurance under the group policy for one year (now, three months) 
following termination of employment. 

Immunity for Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board. Amends GS 143-625 to provide that 
members of Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board are not liable for actions taken in good faith in 
performance of statutory duties. 

Psychology Practice Act. Amends Psychology Practice Act to provide that the Governor shall 
implement provision requiring board members to reside in different congressional districts by taking this 
into account in filling vacancies on or after July 1, 1995. 


S 1563. DONOR’S OCCUPATIONS. Intro. 5/25; comm. sub. adopted 6/9. Senate amendment changes 
title of bill to read, "TO REQUIRE THAT INFORMATION TO BE REPORTED CONCERNING

S 1712. CONFORM PATERNITY ESTABLISHMENT. "TO CONFORM NORTH CAROLINA LAWS 
REGARDING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF CHILD PATERNITY TO CERTAIN FEDERAL LAW 
REQUIREMENTS BY AMENDING THE NORTH CAROLINA LAWS OF EVIDENCE RELATING 
TO THE MANNER OF CONTESTING BLOOD OR GENETIC MARKER TESTS IN THE TRIAL OF 
CIVIL ACTIONS IN WHICH THE QUESTION OF PARENTAGE ARISES; BY PROVIDING FOR 
THE ENTRY OF JUDGMENT BY DEFAULT IN PATERNITY ACTIONS WHEN THE DEFENDANT 
FAILS TO FILE ANSWER; AND, BY GIVING FULL FAITH AND CREDIT TO OUT-OF-STATE 
PATERNITY DETERMINATIONS REGARDLESS OF METHOD OF ESTABLISHMENT.” Rewrites 
GS 8-50.1(b1) to require that a party objecting to or contesting procedures or results of blood or genetic 
marker tests file with the court written objections setting forth the basis for objection and serve copies on 
all other parties not less than 10 days before any hearing at which the results may be introduced into 
evidence. Allows person making objection to subpoena the testing expert. If no objection is filed, test 
results are admissible as evidence of paternity without the need for. foundation testimony or other proof of 
authenticity or accuracy. Adds new GS 110-132.1 providing that a paternity determination made by 
another state in accordance with that state’s laws and by any means recognized in that state as establishing 
paternity is entitled to full faith and credit in this state. Adds to GS 1A-1, Rule 55(b), a provision 
requiring the judge to enter judgment by default if the plaintiff seeks to establish paternity under Article 3 
of GS Chapter 49 and the defendant fails to appear. Effective July 1, 1994, and applies to civil actions 
commenced on or after that date.

S 1713. RESTORE JUICE TAX EXEMPTION. "TO RESTORE THE SOFT DRINK TAX 
EXEMPTION-FOR NATURAL JUICE WITH NO ADDITIVES OTHER THAN VITAMINS, 


MINERALS, OR SUGAR.” Amends GS 105-113.46 as title indicates. Effective October 1, 1994. 
Introducer: Plexico. 


S 1714, CITRUS FRUIT INSPECTION AND TAX. "TO PROVIDE FOR STANDARDIZATION OF 
CITRUS FRUIT THROUGH INSPECTION AND TO LEVY AN EXCISE TAX ON CITRUS FRUIT 
AT THE RATE OF TWO CENTS PER FRUIT." 

Inspection. Adds art. 67 to GS Ch. 106 to authorize the Board of Agriculture to set standards and 
grades for citrus sold in the state and for the containers used to pack citrus, to set inspection fees for 
administering the program, and to provide for training of inspectors. Authorizes entry of facilities and 
commercial vehicles for purposes of inspection, provides for affixing notices of noncompliance, establishes 
procedures for reconditioning noncomplying citrus, and sets method of disposal of citrus that does not 
comply with the law or regulations. Authorizes civil penalties for noncompliance, sets inspection fees, and 
provides for administrative appeals to the Comm’r of Agriculture. Prohibits sale or transport of citrus 
from another state unless it conforms with this law. Allows use of inspection certificates issued by other 
States provided that state’s inspection and grading standards are equivalent to North Carolina’s standards. 
Creates exceptions for specified bulk transfers. Provides that violation is a Class 3 misdemeanor. Creates

art. 2E of GS ch. 105 to establish a citrus fruit tax. 

Excise tax. Creates a two cents per fruit excise tax on citrus fruit. Primary liability for payment of 
the tax is placed on the wholesale dealer, with secondary liability for retail sellers. Requires wholesale 
dealers to obtain a $25 license and retail dealers a $10 license. Establishes procedures for collection of 
tax, including monthly reports, bonds for potential nonpayment, discounts, and record keeping. Provides 
that proceeds of the tax shall be credited to the dep’t of Agriculture to retrain tobacco farmers and workers 


and to support the diversification of North Carolina agriculture. Effective October 1, 1994. 
Introducer: Sands. 


S 1715. INSTITUTE OF TECHNOLOGY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH 
THE INSTITUTE OF TECHNOLOGY TRAINING IN THE OFFICE OF THE STATE 
CONTROLLER.” Appropriates $189,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to Office of State Controller to 
establish and operate cited institute, which will serve state and local governments and the general public as 
a central point of contact for planning, arranging, and coordinating seminars and classes involved in the 
education, training, and professional development necessary to implement and use essential elements of 
modern information technology and telecommunications. Institute will report to the Information Resource 
Management Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1994.

S 1716. TRANSFER PORTS AUTHORITY. "TO TRANSFER THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
PORTS AUTHORITY TO THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION, TO ABOLISH THE 
NORTH CAROLINA PORTS RAILWAY COMMISSION, AND TO AMEND THE 
RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION.” Transfers Ports Authority from 
Dep’t of Commerce to Dep’t of Transportation effective July 1, 1994, and abolishes N.C. Ports Railway 
Comm'n effective Sept. 1, 1994. Directs the Ports Railway Commission to transfer all its assets or other 
interests to the State Ports Authority by August 31, 1994. Specifies that the terms of the current members 
of the Board of the North Carolina State Ports Authority shall expire on June 30, 1994. Provides for 
establishment of a new Board as of July 1, 1994 increased to 12 members including the Secretary of 
Commerce and the Secretary of Transportation, with an additional six members appointed by the 
Governor, two appointed by the Senate, and two appointed by the House. Directs the Authority to develop 
a 10-year capital plan identifying strategic objectives and capital needs to be submitted to the Board of 
Transportation by April 1, 1995. Directs the Authority to submit its annual operating budget to the Board 
by May 15 of each year. Specifies that approval from the Board of Transportation must be obtained for 
all projects, equipment purchases, and real estate acquisitions costing more than $50,000. Makes other 
technical and conforming changes.

Senate amendment makes technical changes; rewrites GS 74-64(a)(4) to provide that all 
funds (civil penalties and assessments) collected pursuant to the section are to be credited to the General 


Fund as nontax revenue (formerly, placed in the special fund created pursuant to GS 74-59); and changes 
effective date from date of ratification to July 1, 1994. 


H 619. ATTORNEY FEE SUNSET OFF. Intro. 3/29/93. Senate committee substitute completely 
replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO MAKE PERMANENT THE LAW REGARDING ATTORNEYS’ 
FEES IN ACTIONS RELATING TO LIENS ON REAL PROPERTY.” Amends SL 1991, Ch. 1010, 
Sec. 4 (which enacted GS 44A-35 relating to attorney fees in certain actions under the chapter) to remove 
the July 1, 1994, sunset provision.

INCREASE TO RETIREES OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT . 
SYSTEM, THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE 
LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM; TO MAKE 
CHANGES IN THE LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND TO ALLOW RECIPROCITY 
BETWEEN THE DISABILITY INCOME PLAN OF NORTH CAROLINA AND THE DEATH 
BENEFIT PLAN FOR MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE 
CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM; TO REMOVE THE EXCLUSION FOR 
WAR-RELATED DISABILITIES FROM THE THE DISABILITY INCOME PLAN; TO SET THE 
SALARY-RELATED CONTRIBUTIONS/EMPLOYERS; AND TO FREEZE THE LIQUIDATION 
PERIOD IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” ~~ ; 

Local Gov’t Employees Retirement System. (1) Adds GS 128-27(al) to permit early retirement with 
reduced allowance at age 50 with 20 years service; to (2) increases the multiplier used to compute both a 
law and nonlaw enforcement member’s retirement allowance to 1.71% (now, 1.7%); (3) amends GS 
128-27 to increase the retirement allowance of persons retired as of June 1, 1994, by .6% and for those 
who retired on or before July 1, 1993 by 2.8% of the allowance payable on July 1, 1993. 

Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System. (1) Amends GS: 135-3(8) to allow any member 
who separates from service prior to age 60 with a minimum of 20 years service and who leaves his total 
contributions in the System to elect to retire on a a deferred retirement allowance at age 50 (previously 
available only to law enforcement officers); (2) amends GS 135-5 to permit early retirement at age 50 with 
a minimum of 20 years service; (3) effective July 1, 1994, increases benefit formula multiplier to 1.73% 
(now, 1.71%); (4) effective July 1, 1994, for law enforcement members retiring between age 50 and 55 
with 15 to 30 years service, provides a retirement allowance equal to the greater of: (a) the basic 
retirement allowance reduced by 1/3 of 1% for each month the member’s retirement date precedes the 
first day of the month coincident with or the next month following reaching age 55; or (b) the basic 
retirement allowance reduced by 5% times the difference between 30 years and the member’s service at 
retirement; (5) effective July 1, 1994, for nonlaw enforcement members retiring between age 50 and 60 
with 20 to 30 years service, provides a retirement allowance equal to the greater of the basic retirement 
allowance reduced by: (a) 5/12 of 1% for each month the member’s retirement date precedes the first day 
of the month coincident with or the next month following reaching age 60 plus 1/4 of 1% for each month 
the member’s 60 birthday precedes the first day of the month coincident with or next following his 65th 
birthday; or (b) reduced by 5% times the difference between 30 years and the member’s service at 
retirement; (6) amends GS 135-5(m) to condition a deceased member’s survivor’s alternate benefit on 
three conditions provided by current law, the Ist condition revised to provide: (a) that the member has 
reached such age and or service to be eligible to retire with an early or service retirement allowance, or 
(b) the member has 20 years service; (7) amends GS 135-5 to increase by 1.2% the retirement allowance 
of individuals retired as of June 1, 1994 and by 3.5% for those retired as of Joly e995 

Legislative Retirement System. (1) Effective upon the convening of the 1995 session, includes 
legislators’ expense allowances in determining compensation and thus benefit levels: this expansion to take 
effect for expense allowance paid in the 1994 calendar year for members who choose to 
purchase credit at 7% plus interest; (2) effective July 1, 1994, amends GS 120-4.22A to increase benefits 
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of retirees by 3.5% of the allowance being paid on January 1, 1994; (3) amends GS 120-4.21 to permit 
retirement with reduced benefits at age 50 with 20 years service; (4) effective February 1, 1995, sets 
retirement allowance formula factors as follows: (a) for retirement at or after age 65 with minimum 5 
years service the multiplier for computing the retirement allowance is 4.02%; (b) for retirement between 
age 60 and 65 with minimum 5 years service, basic retirement allowance reduced by 1\4 of 1% for each 
month the member’s retirement precedes his 65th birthday; (c) for retirement between age 50 and 60 with 
minimum of 20 years service, basic retirement allowance reduced by same percentages as provided under 
TSERS. 


_ Judicial Retirement System. Amends GS 135-65 to increase benefits paid to retirees by 3.5% of 
benefit payable on July 1, 1993. 

Reciprocity between TSERS and Legislative or Judicial Systems. Adds GS 135-115 and GS 
- 135-5(11) to provide that for purposes of determining retirement and death benefits under TSERS, 
membership service in Legislative Retirement System or Judicial Retirement System shall be added to 
membership service in TSERS, even though participant’s benefits under Legislative or Judicial Systems 
were suspended upon entrance into TSERS; however, service may not be counted twice. 

Coordination of disability benefits with veterans benefits. Effective retroactively to Jan. 1, 1988, 
amends the definition of “disability” and “disabled” in GS 135-101 to delete language that disqualified 
persons incapacitated as the result of war; amends GS 135-105 (short term disability benefits) and GS 
135-106 (long term disability) to provide that monthly benefits are to be reduced by payments from 
Veterans Administration; person denied benefits under prior law has 180 days after act’s ratification to 
apply. 

Employer’s contribution. Sets the state’s employer contribution rates for retirement and related 
benefits as follows: TSERS, 10.96%; law enforcement officers, 15.96%; University employee’s optional 
program, 9%; Judicial System, 24.83%; Legislative System, 36.07%. 

Liquidation. period. Authorizes the TSERS Board-of Trustees to adopt a fixed amortization period of 
nine years for purposes of unfunded accrued liabilty for the system. 


H 1846. HARNETT/LEE SCHOOL ACQUISITION. Intro. 5/30. House committee substitute adds 
subsection to GS 153A-157, applicable only to Harnett and Lee counties, permitting a county to construct, 


equip, expand, improve, renovate, or otherwise make available property for use by school administrative 
unit.

review is through a declaratory ruling rather than a contested case hearing; and requires request for 
review to be made in 10 days of notice of decision (was 30 days). 


H 1973. LANDFILL PERMIT LOCAL REVIEW. Intro. 6/1. House committee substitute adds 
provision that a local zoning ordinance must have been in effect for at least 90 days prior to the 
application date in order for it to serve as the basis for denial of application for a new, renewed, or 
amended permit. 


H 1993. WASHINGTON/STANLEY ANNEXATION. Intro. 6/2. House committee substitute adds 
provisions authorizing the Town of Stanley in Gaston County to agree not to annex certain described 
property before June 30, 1999, in consideration for an agreement by the owner to make payments in lieu 
of taxes. If such a contract is executed, the property is legislatively annexed to the Town effective June 
3041999.

Senate 
committee substitute differs from amended version of original bill as follows: (1) allows landfills for the 
on-site disposal of land clearing and inert debris to be exempt from permitting requirements-only if 
disposal area is one-half acre or less; (2) changes the following standards that apply to such landfills as 
follows: (a) raises the minimum distance that such a landfill may be located from an adjacent property line 
from 20 feet to 50 feet; (b) requires owner of a lot or tract of land that. abuts or is directly contiguous to 
the disposal area to prepare a document disclosing that the property has been used as a disposal area or 
has been used to meet minimum buffer requirements; (c) requires that the disclosure be prepared prior to 
the lease or conveyance of the abutting or contiguous land, be filed in the office of the register of deeds, 
and include a legal description of the property that would be sufficient in an instrument of conveyance; (d) 
provides that no construction of a public, commercial, or residential building may be commenced on a 
landfill site (with the exception of site preparation and foundation work) until after the closure on the 
landfill; (e) directs that source reduction methods must be used on the site used for a landfill; and (f) 
provides that Comm’n rules adopted prior to the effective date of the act concerning siting and operational 
requirements remain in effect to the extent they are consistent with the act. 


S 1045. PHOTOVOLTAIC EQUIP. TAX CREDIT. Intro. 5/5/93; comm. sub. 6/23/93; amended 
7/22/93. House committee substitute changes effective date to tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1994, and. makes technical changes. | 


S 1336. SERVICE OF PROCESS. Intro. 5/25. Senate committee substitute differs from original bill in 
following ways: (1) makes stylistic changes by adding substantive provisions as new GS 1A-1, Rule 4(h1); 
(2) allows private process server to be used if service by a proper officer is “unsuccessful”; and (3) 


deletes provision that private process server be compensated, if at all, by the plaintiff or his agent or 
attorney. 


S 1563. DONOR’S OCCUPATIONS. Intro. 5/25; comm. sub. 6/9; amended 6/13 & 6/14. Senate 
amendments (1) change title to read "AN ACT TO REQUIRE THAT INFORMATION TO BE 
REPORTED CONCERNING CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTORS SHALL INCLUDE OCCUPATION, 
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EMPLOYER’S NAME, BUSINESS ADDRESS, AND LABOR UNION MEMBERSHIP"; (2) add GS 
163-278.11(c) to provide that it is not a violation for the treasurer to report incorrectly unless the required 
information is known by the treasurer to be incorrect, nor is it a violation it the required information has 
changed between the time the contribution is made and the time the report is made; (3): makes limitations 
on contributions applicable only to contributions made on or after Jan. 1, 1995; and (4) requires written 
statement accompanying contribution and treasurer’s statement of receipts and expenditures to include the 
name of any labor union of which the contributor is a member. 


S 1630. CRIMINAL TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 6/1. Senate committee substitute differs from 
House committee substitute for H 1936, adopted 6/13, by amending GS 15A-1344(e) to provide that if a 
defendant is held in contempt for willfully violating a condition of probation and serves a sentence for it in 
a local confinement facility, the NC Dep’t of Correction shall pay for the confinement at the standard rate 
set by GS 148-32.1(a)(H 1936 committee substitute includes no such provision). 


S 1663. STATE PARKS BOND ALLOCATION. Intro. 6/2. Senate committee substitute changes title to 
"AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF THIRTY-FIVE MILLION DOLLARS OF STATE 
PARKS BONDS OR NOTES AND TO APPROPRIATE THE PROCEEDS OF THESE BONDS AND 
NOTES FOR SPECIFIC STATE PARKS CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS AND LAND 
ACQUISITION.” Differs from original bill in following respects: (1) deletes $48,800 for dock at 
Sandling Beach for Falls Lake State Recreation Area; (2) deletes $64,500 for fee station at Vista Point and 
$103,500 for picnic shelters, both at Jordan Lake State Recreation Area; and (3) adds $216,800 for capital 
projects and renovations at Mount Mitchell State Park. Directs Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural 
Resources to provide quarterly reports to the Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Chairs of 
the Senate and House Appropriations Committees, and.the Fiscal Research Division on the expenditure of 
moneys from the 1993 State Park Bonds Fund.

143-129 to require that the county manager report to the Board of 


County Comm’rs before executing any contracts exceeding $50,000 (previously required prior reporting of 
all contracts regardless of amount involved). 


S 1685. KINSTON OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 6/6. Senate amendment makes technical changes.

H 1562. HENDERSONVILLE ABC PROFIT DISTRIB. Intro. 5/25. Senate amendment corrects 
statutory citation. 


H 1636. FERRY DIVISION DREDGING. Intro. 5/25. House committee substitute amends GS 136-82 
and GS 66-58 to require that before obtaining dredging services from the Dep’t of Transportation, a local 
unit of government must have previously solicited bids under GS Ch. 143, Art. 8. that exceeded funds 
available. 


H 1662. SPORTS TEAMS REGISTRATION PLATES. Intro. 5/26. House committee substitute 
requires that any professional sports team for which a special plate is to be provided must license the state 
without charge to use its official logo. Underlined words were added. 


H 1904. MACON/HAYWOOD SCHOOL PROPERTY. Intro. 5/31. House committee substitute adds 
Haywood county to bill, which originally applied only to Macon. 


H 1925. SURRY DESIGN-BUILD CONTRACTS. Intro. 5/31. House amendment adds a shed for a 
recycling baler to the projects covered by the bill. 


H 1936. CRIMINAL TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 6/1; comm. sub. #1 6/13. House 
committee substitute #2 adds an extension of the sunset on SL 1991(92), c. 1005, from Sept. 1, 1994 to 
Sept. 1, 1995. This session law provides that sheriffs ass’n appointees to the Sheriffs’ Education and 


Training Standards Commission are to be chosen by reference to congressional district boundaries in 
effect in 1991.

Madison and Yancey counties to bill, which originally applied only to Polk.

H 2017. MINT HILL ETJ. Intro. 6/6. House committee substitute clarifies that Mint Hill can exercise 
extraterritorial land use powers within its annexation sphere of influence. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 118. STATE PERSONNEL APPEALS CHANGES. Intro. 2/11/93; amended 4/22/93. House 
committee substitute adds to GS 126-37(b1) a requirement that the State Personnel Comm’n comply with 
all requirements of GS 150B-44 in making an advisory decision. 


S 453. MARRIAGE LIC. /HOME QUILTERS. Intro. 3/3/93. House committee substitute rewrites title 
of bill to read, "TO REPEAL THE REQUIREMENT FOR HEALTH CERTIFICATES FOR MARRIAGE 
LICENSE APPLICANTS AND TO EXEMPT HOME QUILTERS FROM CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS 
OF CHAPTER 130A.0F THE GENERAL STATUTES.” Adds amendment to GS 130A-261(1), the 
definition of “bedding,” to specify that the term “mattress” does not include quilts and comforters made 
principally by hand sewing or stitching in a home or community workshop. Makes this provision effective 
upon ratification and remainder of act effective Oct. 1, 1994. 


S 901. BARBER SCHOOL INSTRUCTORS. Intro. 4/19/93. House committee substitute replaces 
original bill, which concerned bicycles clinging to motor vehicles, with bill rewriting GS 86A-22(2), 
which generally requires barber schools to have two instructors, to provide that ee barber schools 
may have only one instructor per 20 enrolled students. 


S 1336. SERVICE OF PROCESS. Intro. 5/25; comm. sub. 6/15. Senate amendment excludes from 
new subsection (hl) of Rule 4 executions pursuant to GS Ch. 1, Art. 28 and summary Sen Ge 
pursuant to GS Ch. 42, Art. 3. 


S 1384. AMEND EARLY CHILDHD. INITIATIVES. Intro. 5/25. Senate amendments (1) permit 
departmental rules that limit the categories of direct services for young children and their families for 
which funds are made available in initial year of local demonstration projects for early childhood initiatives 


and (2) modify the circumstances under which state funds may be used for major capital expenses by local 
partnership. 


S 1403. OYSTER BLUE RIBBON ADVISORY COUNCIL. Intro. 5/26. Senate committee substitute 
provides for four members of the advisory council to be appointed by the Governor. 


S 1436. CRAB LICENSE/FISHERIES MORATORIUM. Intro. 5/25. Senate committee substitute 
makes following changes from original bill: (1) adds provisions for a vessel crab license to bill, in 
addition to individual crab licenses; (2) permits renewal, during moratorium, of vessel; oyster, scallop and 
clam; and shellfish and crab licenses and endorsements to sell fish, if license issued on or after July 1, 
1993 (originally, permitted renewal of any licenses issued before July 1, 1994; (3) enlarges steering 
committee from 14 to 19 members and provides for appointments to it by speaker and president pro 
tempore (rather than by Joint Legislative Committee on Seafood and Aquaculture); (4) provides that study 
called for by bill to be conducted by Sea Grant College Program, rather than Cooperative Institute for 
Fisheries Oceanography; and (5) permits Marine Fisheries Comm’n, during moratorium, to use 
regulatory power to resolve user conflicts. 
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S 1471. SEWER DISTRICT AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/26. Senate amendment applies the special loan 
and grant provisions in proposed new GS 159G-10(al)to applications by counties as well as by county 
water and sewer districts, and makes technical change. 


S 1566. UNIFORM LICENSE & REGISTRATION INFO. Intro. 5/26. Senate committee substitute 
rewrites GS 20-127 requiring that windshields be unobstructed. Effective July 1, 1995, prohibits operation 
of vehicle required to be licensed in the state with sunscreen device or tinted film that does not meet the 
requirements of the section. Provisions regarding light transmittance and reflectivity do not apply if no 
after-factory installed sunscreen device or tinting film has been added to windows. Permits sunscreen 
devices or tinting films only along top of the windshield and only if they are nonreflective and not red, 
yellow, or amber. Prohibits sunscreen device or tinting applied to any window other than windshield that 
reduces total light transmission of such windows to less than 35% or to any window that has a reflectance 
of light exceeding 20%. After July 1, 1995, prohibits issuance of motor vehicle inspection certificate for 
vehicle that is not in compliance with the section. Requires person who installs or affixes sunscreen or 
tinted film to affix sticker that identifies installer by name and street address. Requires Comm’r of Motor 
Vehicles to (1) approve equipment, methods, and procedures for measuring light transmission and 
reflectance and (2) issue rules providing for stickers to show compliance by vehicles with tinted windows 
installed in another state. Makes it a misdemeanor offense to violate provisions relating to (1) operation of 
vehicle not in compliance with the section, (2) inspection certificates, (3) requirements applicable to those 
who install or affix sunscreen device or tinting film, and (4) stickers required when tinted windows 
installed in another state. Violation of other provisions in the section is made an infraction. Makes 
conforming amendment to GS 20-183.3. Makes these provisions effective Oct. 1, 1994, and applicable to 
all vehicles newly registered on or after Oct. 1, 1994, and not applicable to violations occurring before 
Oct. 1, 1994. 


S 1579. DMV AND DOT TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/26. Senate amendment rewrites definition 
of “policy” in GS 58-36-85 regarding termination of private passenger motor vehicle insurance, and

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1563. MEDICAID COMPLIANCE. Intro. 5/25. House committee substitute moves from proposed 
GS 58-51-115 to proposed GS 108A-70 provision that subrogates the Dep’t of Human Resources to the 
position of the recipients of benefits under GS 108A-55 when the benefits pay for health care items or 
services that a third party is obligated to pay. Adds definitions of "foster child” and "placement in foster 
home” to GS 58-51-30. Adds requirement to proposed GS 108A-69 that employer withholding of court 
ordered payments of shares of health benefit plans is to be consistent with any federal rules adopted on 
this subject. Makes other stylistic changes. 


H 1663. STANDARDS FOR FUNDING AGREEMENTS. Intro. 5/26. House committee substitute 
changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1995, and makes technical and clarifying changes. 


H 1680. DAVIDSON CO. AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 5/26; amended 6/8. House committee 
substitute adds provision that the authority is eligible for sales and use tax refunds to the same extent as 
municipal corporations and deletes provision limiting the personal liability of members of the authority.

Also authorizes Comm’n to study ways to 
require the return of fraudulently obtained insurance benefits and to reduce amount of premium dollars 
used to pay fraudulent claims.

SENATE BILLS 


S 871. GASTON/MECKLENBURG PRIVILEGE LICENSE CHANGES. Intro. 4/15/93; comm. sub. 
6/24/93. House committee substitute replaces original public bill with local bill for cities in Gaston and 
Mecklenburg counties. Deletes provision regarding privilege license tax on those making improvements to 
buildings. Modifies GS 160A-211 specification of information that can be required of applicant for city 
privilege license. Provides for use of 25% penalty for failure to obtain or renew privilege license. 
Provides for injunctive relief and for penalty of $100 per day, up to $1,000, for continuing to engage in 
unlicensed business after written notice of duty to acquire license. Effective on ratification but does not 
affect penalties imposed before effective date. 


S 940. CHARITABLE SOLICITATIONS REWRITE. Intro. 4/20/93; comm. subs. 7/1/93, 7/15/93. 
House committee substitute (1) adds to the definition of "charitable organization,” a person who is or 
holds himself out to be established for a charitable or civic purpose, or a person who employs a charitable 
or civic appeal as the basis of a solicitation, or employs an appeal that suggests there is a charitable or 
civic purpose for the appeal; 

(2) provides that at hearing after a finding that licensing requirements of act are not met, the State bears 
the burden of proof; (3) provides that applicant for license may continue to operate or continue operations 
pending judicial review of the Dep’t’s denial of an application, and directs Dep’t to make. rules regarding 
custody and control of any funds collected during the review period and disposal of such funds in the 
event the denial of the application is affirmed on appeal; (4) provides that printed disclosures must be 
displayed prominently in solicitation materials but not necessarily on every page, and that. they be in bold 
type of a minimum of 10 points; (5) requires a solicitor, before orally requesting a contribution or along 
with a written request for a contribution, to clearly disclose that the caller is a paid solicitor; (6) makes it 
unlawful to send any person a writing that simulates or resembles an invoice unless the intended recipient 
has contracted for goods, property, or services from the charitable organization or solicitor who sends the 
writing; (7) authorizes Dep’t to adopt rules necessary for implementation of the Chapter or to prevent false 


or deceptive statements or conduct in the solicitation of charitable contributions; and (8) changes effective 
date to January 1, 1995. 
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S 1504. 1994-95 SPECIAL PROVISIONS. Senate comm. sub. 6/2; amended 6/2. House committee 
substitute replaces bill with "AN ACT TO EXPAND THE DUTIES OF THE STATE CONTROLLER; 
TO REDUCE COSTS TO THE STATE BY AUTHORIZING PRIVATE PUBLICATION OF THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE CODE; CONCERNING THE LAW PERTAINING TO SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS; 
TO EXPAND THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE NORTH CAROLINA AIR CARGO AIRPORT 
AUTHORITY; AND TO INCREASE THE TORT oeaIMsS ACT.” The committee substitute will be 
digested in Monday’s Bulletin. 


S 1505. 1994-95 BUDGET MODIFICATION. Senate comm. sub. 6/2. House committee substitute, as 
amended, replaces bill embodying Senate budget modifications for 1994-95 fiscal year with bill embodying 
House modifications. 

The House budget plan appropriates in the General Fund for 1994-95 an additional $311,857,350 in 
recurring appropriations (Senate, $286,671,823) and $425,815,374 for nonrecurring items (Senate, 
$391,229,420. In the Highway Fund, the House appropriates an additional $9,663,802 in recurring 
appropriations (Senate, $16,081,347) and $45,834,738 in nonrecurring items (Senate, $37,101,968). 
Revenue availability estimates in the House bill are identical to those in the Senate bill, except the House 
makes budget reductions the General Fund totaling $291.7 million in recurring items (Senate, $172.9 
million) and $3.7 million in nonrecurring items (Senate, $.2 million). As a result, the House increases 
revenue availability estimates accordingly. For capital improvements, the House bill appropriates a total of 
$123,927 ,630 in the General Fund (Senate, $160,536,700) and $3 million in the Highway Fund (Senate, 
no Highway Fund capital projects authorized). 

Revenue availability in the General Fund not otherwise appropriated is appropriated 25% to the 
Savings Reserve Account, 25% to the Repairs and Renovations Reserve, and 50% to a Reserve for School 
Technology. 

The House proposals for state employee salary and benefit increases are summarized below. Other 
provisions in the House bill will be digested in Monday’s Bulletin. 

Salaries and Benefits 

General salary increase. Appropriates funds sufficient for a permanent 4% salary increase for state 
employees generally plus a $480 one-time bonus. Provides that the bonus is to be paid on July 1, 1994, 
for person employed as of that date; otherwise, prorated bonus payable on December 31. Grants similar 
increase for officers whose salaries are set by statute, except as otherwise noted below. 

Council of State. Sets salary of all Council of State members at $87,000 (now, $77,289). 

Certain Executive Branch officials. Reduces salary of State Controller to $108,271 (now, 
$120,301), and increases Director of Office of Administrative Hearings to $76,500 (same as district court 
judge). 

Legislator’s salary and expenses. Effective for 1995 General Assembly increases pay of legislators 
and reduces expense allowances as follows: speaker and president pro tem., $38, 514 plus $1,427/month 
expenses; speaker pro tem. and deputy president pro tem., $21,946 plus $844/month expenses; majority 
and minority leaders, $17,210 plus $672/month expenses; all other members $14,084 plus $564/month 
expenses. Sets pay of principal clerks at $54,000 (now, $47,620). 

Judicial branch officials. Effective July 1, 1994, sets pay of judicial branch officials as follows: 
chief justice $97,600; associate justice $96,000; chief judge court of appeals $93,600; judge court of 
appeals $92,000; senior reg. resident superior court judge $89,500; superior court judge $87,000; chief 
judge district court $79,000; district court judge $76,500; district attorney $74,844; administrative officer 
of the court $89,600 (83,016); ass’t admin. officer of the courts $89,500; ass’t admin. officer of the 
courts, $75,160; and public defender $74,844. Specifies average salary of ass’t district attorneys and ass’t 
public defenders not to exceed $48,608 and with minimum of $24,816. 

Clerk of superior court. Revises clerk of superior court pay schedule as follows: less than 100,000 

population, $57,670; 100,000 to 149,999, $64,780; 150,000 to 249,999, $71,890; over 250,000, 
$79,000. 

Magistrates. Revises pay schedule for magistrates to set range of $19,139 for less than 1 years 
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service to maximum of $32,266 for 11 or more years service. 

Community colleges personnel. Provides 4% pay increase for "full-time community college 
institutional personnel” in addition to 4% provided for state employees generally. Also, for community 
college personnel, the $480 bonus is to be allocated to individuals in accordance with rules adopted by the 
Board of Community Colleges. 

UNC System EPA employees. Provides for 1% across-the-board pay increase for all EPA employees 
of UNC System, including School of Science & Mathematics, plus funds for allocation to individuals 
according to rules adopted by Board of Governors equivalent to 3% pay increase. Also provides for 
one-time $480 bonus for UNC EPA employees to be allocated in same manner as 3% discretionary raises. 

UNC System competitive faculty salary levels. Provides $12,037,771 for 1994-95 to be allocated by 
Board of Governors to improve competitive peer rankings and to enhance teaching faculty salaries. This 
amount represents 2.25% of salary funds for EPA teaching faculty. 

Restoration of twelfth month teacher payroll. Restores June payday for teachers to June 30 (now, 
July 1), and allocates $120 million for this adjustment. 

State employee subsistence allowance. Amends GS 138-6 to set maximum subsistence allowance for 
in-state travel at $71 per day (now, $55) and $83 for out-of-state travel (now, $67). 

General Assembly subsistence allowance. Amends GS 120-3.1 to set General Assembly members’ 
subsistence allowance at amount allowed federal employees for travel to Raleigh as of 12/22/93 (now, as 
of 2/27/92). . 

Retirement system enhancements. Incorporates provisions of House committee substitute for H 
1695.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 988. SPEECH ASSISTANT EXEMPTION. Intro. 5/4/93. Comm. sub. adopted 7/30/93. Senate 
committee substitute makes technical amendment and changes effective date to January 1, 1995. 


H 1776. VOTER REGISTRATION REWRITE. Intro. 5/26/94. House committee substitute makes 
several changes in the voter registration revisions that are the main thrust of the bill and also adds 
provisions relating to absentee voting and precinct boundary drawing. Voter registration changes. (1) 
specifies that registration forms submitted in person must be submitted by 5:00 p.m. on the 25th day 
before an election; (2) changes time for county board to make preliminary determination that the 
applicant is qualified from two days after submission of the application to "reasonable time” after 
submission; (3) specifies that cost that is to be charged by State Board of Elections for supplying a 
magnetic copy of the statewide computerized voter registration file is to be "the actual cost incurred in 
preparing it;” (4) revises schedule of mandatory training for supervisors and election boards members; 
and (5) makes technical changes. Absentee voting changes. Amends GS 163-226(a) to provide that the 
categories of persons eligible to vote by absentee ballot are (1) those who expect not to be present at the 
voting place to vote in person on election day and (2) those who will be unable to be present at the voting 
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place because of sickness or disability arising between 5:00 p.m. on Tuesday before the election and 5:00 
p.m. on the day before the election. Makes conforming changes in GS 163-227 regarding instructions for 
absentee ballots, in -227.2(a) regarding “one-stop” absentee voting, and in -229 regarding preparation of 
absentee ballot forms. Precinct boundary program. Amends GS 163-132.1 through -132.3 to provide 
that the state is to participate in the US Census’s Block Boundary Suggestion Program following the 
Census of 2000. Directs Legislative Services Office to send out preliminary maps by December 1, 1995 
and instructs county boards of elections to cooperate to work with the maps consistently with the block 
boundary program. Specifies that the Legislative Services Commission may promulgate rules to 
implement this law and specifies obligations of county managers. 


H 1917. BANKING APP. FEES AND EFFECTIVE DATE. Intro. 6/1; House committee substitute 6/9; 
House amendment makes technical changes. 


H 1994. POLK/MADISON/YANCEY GUN PERMITS. Intro. 6/2. Comm. sub. adopted 6/16. House 
amendment makes editorial change. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1504. SPECIAL PROVISIONS. Senate comm. sub. 6/2. House substitute replaces Senate bill with 
"AN ACT TO EXPAND THE DUTIES OF THE STATE CONTROLLER; TO REDUCE COSTS TO 
THE STATE BY AUTHORIZING PRIVATE PUBLICATION OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE CODE; 
CONCERNING THE LAW PERTAINING TO SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS; TO EXPAND THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF THE NORTH CAROLINA AIR CARGO AIRPORT AUTHORITY; AND TO 
INCREASE THE TORT CLAIMS AWARD.” 

Switched broadband telecommunications. Amends GS 143B-426.39 to authorize the State Controller 
to establish switched broadband telecommunications services and use of the services on a not-for-profit 
basis by local governments, nonprofit educational institutions, the Microelectronics Center, research 
affiliates of MCNC, federal agencies, and hospitals. 

Private publisher for NC Administrative Code. Amends GS 150B-21.18 to authorize the Codifier of 
Rules to authorize and license the private publication of the NC Administrative Code. 

School textbook law changes. Amends GS 115C-85 to include a definition of the term “textbook” 
that covers not only books but other types of classroom kits and technology-based programs. GS 115C-88 
now divides the work of the members of the Textbook Commission between elementary grades and high 
school. This special provision amends the statute to eliminate this distinction so that all members of the 
Commission participate in evaluating all textbooks without regard to grade level. 

Air Cargo Airport Authority directors. Amends GS 63A-3 to add Comm’r of Agriculture to 
Authority’s board of directors. 

Tort Claims award increase. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, amends GS 143-291(a) to increase maximum 
award under the Tort Claims Act to $150,000 (now, $100,000). 


S 1505. 1994-95 BUDGET MODIFICATION. Senate comm. sub. adopted 6/2; house comm. sub. 
adopted 6/17. House amendments makes following changes: 

(1) Miscellaneous changes. Makes editorial and technical changes. 

(2) Compensation bonus. Makes compensation bonus applicable to state officers or employees who 
hold that position on July 1, 1994, except that Board of Governors and Board of Trustees of the NC 
School of Science and Mathematics may elect, by rule or guideline, to cover employees of their respective 
institutions whose first day of employment for the 1994-95 academic year comes after July 1, 1994. 
Makes 10-month permanent public school employees and school bus drivers eligible for bonus who hold 
that position during the third payroll period of the 1994-95 school year and makes bonus payable during 
that period. Makes permanent part-time employees and bus drivers (other than part-time employees who 
work for the community college or UNC system) eligible for a pro-rated portion of the bonus.

(3) Microelectronics Center gateway for NC Information Highway System. Adds new sec. 205.2 to 
provide that funds appropriated to MCNC for the migration of the current network to the Information 
Highway System shall be used to (a) cover the costs of connecting and operating the NC Research and 
Education Network through the Information Highway so that university and research centers will continue 
to enjoy the capability now available to the Research and Education Network and (b) allow MCNC to serve 
as gateway to the Information Highway for the 18 sites. 

(4) Eliminate vacant positions. Adds new Sec. 10.1 directing the Governor to identify and eliminate 
permanently from the continuation budget vacant positions in the 1994-95 General Fund budget in the 
amount of $10 million. Governor must report to Joint Commission on Governmental Operations and 
Division of Fiscal Research by September 1, 1994. 

(5) Prison literacy classes. Amends Sec. 54 to specify that community colleges may operate 
multi-entry/multi-exit classes in prisons so long as the classes are literacy classes. 

(6) Water and sewer lines. Amends Sec. 97.1, which provides that the Department of 
Transportation is to pay certain nonbetterment cost for the relocation of sewer lines, to cover water as well 
as sewer lines. 

(7) Economic development grants. Amends Sec. 205, concerning allocation of economic 
development grants, to provide that where the Department of Commerce disburses these funds to eligible 
recipients through units of local government, it is to develop guidelines to assure that the requirements of 
the Local Government Budget and Fiscal Control Act are observed. 

(8) Visiting artists in community colleges. Adds new Sec. 57.1 allocating $95,820 to the community 
college system visiting artists’ program. 

(9) Media pregnancy campaign. Amends Sec. 184.1 to direct that up to $100,000 is to be used to 
initiate a statewide media campaign to promote abstinence, reduce pregnancy, and promote healthy 
behavior in children 9-14. An additional $30,000 is to be used to fund a sex education curriculum that 
promotes abstinence until marriage in 12 school systems, to be the first 12 to apply. 


S 1716. TRANSFER PORTS AUTHORITY. Intro. 6/13/94. Senate committee substitute deletes from 
original bill provisions that would have abolished the North Carolina Ports Railway Commission and 
substitutes provisions which transfer that commission to the Department of Commerce; changes size of 
railway commission from five members to three. Also, specifies that Governor is to appoint four members 
of the North Carolina State Ports Authority (original bill, six) and that the General Assembly is to appoint 
six (original bill, four). The two new appointees of the General Assembly, are to be made by the 
President of the Senate. Committee substitute adds a provision that the ports authority is to include in its 
10-year capital plan a good faith effort in the recruitment and selection of minority businesses for 
participation in contracts under the plan. Also, deletes original bill’s provisions specifying that the ports 
authority was to have the authority to approve proposals for navigation improvement projects related to 
state ports prepared by the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for submission to 
the US Army Corps of Engineers and to approve all requests for appropriations from the General Fund for 
financing of capital improvements, facility maintenance, and navigation improvement projects.

HOUSE BUDGET PROPOSALS 


S 1505. 1994-95 BUDGET MODIFICATIONS. Senate comm. sub. 6/2. 

The House committee substitute is accompanied by a committee report giving details of continuation, 
expansion, and capital budget items included. The bill itself contains numerous special provisions affecting 
the budget. Digests of the special provisions follow. Some digests include a notation indicating the section 
of the bill in which this provision is found. We have not attempted to identify differences from the Senate 
committee substitute. 


BLOCK GRANTS 

Dep’t of Human Resources Block Grants. Provides that if federal funds are reduced, every program 
shall be reduced proportionately, except programs for Weatherization and Indian Affairs Program in Low 
Income Energy Block Grant. If funds in Child Care & Development Block Grant for any program cannot 
be spent within the time allowed by the federal grant, DHR may move funds to other programs in 
accordance with federal requirements in order to use federal funds fully. 

Natural and Economic Resources Block Grants. Makes following provisions in case federal fund 
availability increases: (1) Community Development Block Grant is to be increased in proportion to federal 
increase, (2) in Maternal & Child Health Services Block Grant, 30% shall be allocated to services for 
children with special needs and 70% to local health departments for infant mortality program; (3) in 
Preventive Health Block Grant, DEHNR may budget add’l funds with OSBM approval. 

Directs Dep’t of Commerce to certify to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Fiscal 
Research Div’n when Job Training Partnership Act funds have been distributed, the total amount 
distributed, and the amount of 8% Education Setaside funds received. 

Sets the following maximums for funds appropriated for Community Development Block Grant: up 
to $1,097380 for state administration; up to $2,413,646 for Urgent Needs and Contingency; up to 
$9,654,586 for Economic Development; at least $30,404,698 for Community Revitalization; up to 
$498,690 for State Technical Assistance; up to $4.8 million for Entrepreneurial Empowerment projects; 
and up to $1 million for Microenterprise projects. Housing Rousepniens projects are to be funded in 
1994 from available Program Income. 
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GENERAL PROVISIONS 


9. Highway Fund availability. Estimates 1993-94 Highway Fund availability of $975.63 million 
(Senate, $963.63), and 1994-95 availability of $1,010.1 million (Senate, $951.7 million). 

10. Clarify unreserved credit balance. Amends GS 143-15.2 to make it clear that the General Fund 
unreserved credit balance is computed on the cash basis before funds are reserved to the Savings Reserve 
Account and the Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account. 


SALARIES AND BENEFITS 


11. General salary increase. Appropriates funds sufficient for a permanent 4% salary increase for 
state employees generally. 

11.20. Compensation bonus. Provides a $480 one-time bonus for state employees to be paid (1) 
on July 1, 1994, to permanent employees and school bus drivers who were employed for the entire second 
half of the 1993-94 fiscal year, and (2) on December 31, 1994, to those who were employed for teh entire 
first half of the 1994-95 fiscal year. Bonus payments to community college instructional faculty and UNC 
System EPA employees are discretionary, but will average $480. Grants similar increase for officers 
whose salaries are set by statute, except as otherwise noted below. 

11.2. Council of State. Sets salary of all Council of State members at $87,000 (now, $77,289). 

11.4. Certain Executive Branch officials. Reduces salary of State Controller to $108,271 (now, 
$120,301), and increases Director of Office of Administrative Hearings to $76,500 (same as district court 
judge). 

11.5. Legislator’s salary and expenses. Effective for 1995 General Assembly increases pay of 
legislators and reduces expense allowances as follows: speaker and president pro tem., $38, 514 plus 
$1,427/month expenses; speaker pro tem. and deputy president pro tem., $21,946 plus $844/month 
expenses; majority and minority leaders, $17,210 plus $672/month expenses; all other members $14,084 
plus $564/month expenses. Sets pay of principal clerks at $54,000 (now, $47,620). 

11.9. Judicial branch officials. Effective July 1, 1994, sets pay of judicial branch officials as 
follows: chief justice $97,600; associate justice $96,000; chief judge court of appeals $93,600; judge court 
of appeals $92,000; senior reg. resident superior court judge $89,500; superior court judge $87,000; 
chief judge district court $79,000; district court judge $76,500; district attorney $74,844; administrative 
officer of the court $89,600 (83,016); ass’t admin. officer of the courts $89,500; ass’t admin. officer of 
the courts, $75,160; and public defender $74,844. Specifies average salary of ass’t district attorneys and 
ass’t public defenders not to exceed $48,608 and with minimum of $24,816. 

11.10. Clerk of superior court. Revises clerk of superior court pay schedule as follows: less than 
100,000 population, $57,670; 100,000 to 149,999, $64,780; 150,000 to 249,999, $71,890; over 
250,000, $79,000. 

11.12. Deputy clerks of court. Amends GS 7A-102(cl) to rpovide that each clerk of court is 
entitled to one full-time deputy clerk serving as head bookkeeper, to be paid on salary range for assistant 
clerks ($21,126 to $37,406). 

11.13. Magistrates. Revises pay schedule for magistrates to set range of $19,139 for less than 1 
years service to maximum of $32,266 for 11 or more years service. 

11.15. Community colleges personnel. Provides 4% pay increase for "full-time community college 
institutional personnel” and an additional 4% for full-time curriculum faculty. 

_ 11.17. UNC System EPA employees. Provides for 1% across-the-board pay increase for all EPA 
employees of UNC System, including School of Science & Mathematics, plus funds for allocation to 
individuals according to rules adopted by Board of Governors equivalent to 3% pay increase. Also 
provides for one-time $480 bonus for UNC EPA employees to be allocated in same manner as 3% 
discretionary raises. 

11.18. UNC System competitive faculty salary levels. Provides $12,037,771 for 1994-95 to be 
allocated by Board of Governors to improve competitive peér rankins and to enhance teaching faculty 
Salaries. This amount represents 2.25% of salary funds for EPA teaching faculty. 
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11.26. Salary-related contributions. Effective July 1, 1994, sets employer contribution rates for 
1994-95 at 10.73% for TSERS, 15.73% for Law Enforcement Oficcers, 9% for University Employees’ 
Optional Retirement Program, 22.65% for Judicial Retirement System, and 36.07% for Legislative 
Retirement System. Effective Aug. 1, 1994, reduces each of these rates by 0.2% to reflect a reduction of 
0.2% in contribution rates for hospital and medical benefits. 


Authorizes TSERS Board of Trustees to adopt a fixed amortization period of nine years for purposes 
of unfunded accrued liability. 

Sets maximu annual employer contributions to TSERS Comprehensive Major Medical Plan at $1,200 
for Medicare-eligible employees and retirees and $1,577 for other employees and retirees. 

11.27. Restoration of twelfth month teacher payroll. Restores June payday for teachers to June 30 
(now, July 1), and allocates $120 million for this adjustment. 

11.27A. State employee subsistence allowance. Amends GS 138-6 to set maximum subsistence 
allowance for in-state travel at $71 per day (now, $55) and $83 for out-of-state travel (now, $67). 

11.28. General Assembly subsistence allowance. Amends GS 120-3.1 to set General Assembly 
members’ subsistence allowance at amount allowed federal employees for travel to Raleigh as of 12/22/93 
(now, as of 2/27/92). 


11.28A. Retirement system enhancements. Increases LGERS multiplier to 1.71% (now, 1.7%) and 
increases TSERS multiplier to 1.73% (now, 1.71%). 

Amends TSERS, LGERS, and Legislative Retiremenet System to allow early retirement with reduced 
allowance at age 50 with 20 years service. Adds provision to TSERS allowing members who separate 
from service before age 50 with 20 years service and who leave total contributions in the system to elect to 
retire on a deferred allowance at age 50 (now, this option available only to law enforcement officers. 

; Eeffective July 1, 1994, for law enforcement members retiring between age 50 and 55 with 15 to 30 
years service, provides a retirement allowance equal to the greater of: (a) the basic retirement allowance 
reduced by 1/3 of 1% for each month the member’s retirement date precedes the first day of the month 
coincident with or the next month following reaching age 55; or (b) the basic retirement allowance 
reduced by 5% times the difference between 30 years and the member’s service at retirement. Effective 
July 1, 1994, for nonlaw enforcement members retiring between age 50 and 60 with 20 to 30 years 
service, provides a retirement allowance equal to the greater of the basic retirement allowance reduced by: 
(a) 5/12 of 1% for each month the member’s retirement date precedes the first day of the month 
coincident with or the next month following reaching age 60 plus 1/4 of 1% for each month the member’s 
60 birthday precedes the first day of the month coincident with or next following his 65th birthday; or (b) 
reduced by 5% times the difference between 30 years and the member’s service at retirement. 

Increases retirees’ benefits as follows: (1) LGERS retirees on rolls as of 6/1/94, .6%; (2) LGERS 
members retiring before 7/1/93, 2.8%; (3) TSERS retirees on rolls as of 6/1/94, 1.2%; (4) TSERS, 
Judicial, and Legislative System members retiring before 7/1/93, 3.5%. 

Effective upon the convening of the 1995 session, includes legislators’ expense allowances in 
determining average final compensation. Provides that expense allowances paid in 1994 calendar year will 
be included. During 1996 calendar year, authorizes any current or former member of Legislative System 
to purchase any prior service credit at 7% plus interest. 

Adds GS 135-115 and GS 135-5(11) to provide that for purposes of determining retirement and death 
benefits under TSERS, membership service in Legislative Retirement System or Judicial Retirement 
System shall be added to membership service in TSERS, but service may not be counted twice. 

Effective retroactively to Jan. 1, 1988, amends the definition of “disability” and "disabled" in GS 
135-101 to delete language that disqualified persons incapacitated as the result of war; amends GS 135-105 
(short term disability benefits) and GS 135-106 (long term disability) to provide that monthly benefits are 


to be reduced by payments from Veterans Administration; person denied benefits under prior law has 180 
days after act’s ratification to apply. 
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OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT 


12. General Fund availability. Estimates total additional General Fund revenue availability for 
1994-95 as $631.4 million in recurring revenues and $557.1 in nonrecurring revenues, for a total 
additional availability of $1,188,500,000. 

13. Appropriation of remaining availability to reserves. Appropriates any remaining revenue 
availability not needed to balance 1994-95 budget as follows: 25% to Savings Reserve Account, 25% to 
Repairs & Renovations Reserve, and 50% to Reserve for School Technology. 

14. Reserve for bloodborne pathogens. Restricts use of funds appropriated to reserve for 
implementing OSHA regulations regarding blodborne pathogens. If adequate funds are not available from 
other sources, these funds may be used for testing, inoculations, personal protective equipment, and 
required cleanup equipment and supplies for employees subjecto OSHA regulations; funds may not be 
used as planning money, salaries for new positions, or any other purpose not listed above. 

15. Criminal Justice Information Network funds. Authorizes OSBM to use $930,000 placed in 
reserve by 1994 Extra Session to continue studying development of Criminal Justice Information Network. 
Provides that before selecting a consultant to assit in the study, the committee shall report to the Joint 
Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. Specifies that request for proposals must contain a clause making 
the successful bidder ineligible for an award on subsequent procurements based on specifications or 
recommendations resulting from the consultant’s work. Authorizes the Div’n of Purchase and Contract to 
delete the ineligibilty clause with the Governor’s approval after reporting any such authorization to the 
Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. 

Extends the final reporting date for the committee to Aprl 1, 1995. 

16. State grant-in-aid catalogue. Directs OSBM, in cooperation with Office of State Planning, to 
publish annually a catalogue of state grant programs, organized similarly to the Catalog of Federal 
Assistance. Directs OSBM to report progress on this project to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 

21. Information highway funds. Recites that the act appropriates $7 million in nonrecurring funds 
for the NC Information Highway, and specifies that the money is to be used for one-time grants of up to 
$50,000 each to state and local governmental entities to establish sites. Provides that no one shall obligate 
the state to pay any future nonrecurring or recurring costs of the Information Highway except to the extent 
that the General Assembly has specifically appropriated funds for that purpose. Provides that $4.1 million 


appropriated to the State Controller by the 1993 Capital Improvements Appropriations Act for the State 
Telecommunications System shall revert to the General Fund. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


17. Financial audit of Insurance Department. Of funds appropriated to General Assembly, 
Legislative Services Comm’n, earmarks $75,000 to contract for an independent financial audit of the Dep’t 
of Insurance, to be completed before Jan., 15, 1995. 

18. Steering committee, Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood & Aquaculture. Authorizes use of 
$25,000 in 1994-95 of funds appropriated to General Assembly for Steering Committee of the Joint Legis. 
Comm’n on Seafood & Aquaculture but only if S 1436 is enacted. 

19. LRC Study corporate filing and Business License Information Office. Authorizes the LRC to 
study whether requirement in GS 55-16-22 that corporation file annual report with the Sec’y of State 
should be modified, and also the Business License Information Office’s master application system. 
mene interim report to 1996 session and final report to 1997 session. Allocates $25,000 for this 
study. 

20. Study funding of Firemen’s and Rescue Squad Worker’s Pension Funds. Establishes the 
Firefighter and Rescue Worker Pension Fund Study Comm’n composed of 10 members, five House 
members appointed by Speaker and five Senators appointed by President pro tem. Directs Comm’n to 
study alternative methods of increasing funding for the Pension Fund. Requires final report to 1995 
session. Allocates $20,000 for this study from Legislative Services Comm’n appropriation. 
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DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 


22-24. Peformance-based budgeting; strategic planning. Adds three new sections to the Executive 
Budget Act instituting performance-based budgeting pursuant to a strategic planning process. Directs the 
Governor, through the Office of State Budget & Management, to establish an implement a strategic 
planning process for state government. In conjunction with this process, the Governor must prepare for 
each state agency performance measures and indicators of program impact. Agency performance is to be 
evaluated periodically to determine progress toward statewide goals and agency goals. The result of the 
planning process and agency performance review shall be reflected in the budget document presented by 
the Governor to the General Assembly. The Governor will prepare for each agency in even-numbered 
years a comprehensive operations plan that addresses statewide and agency goals. The plan will provide 
objectives, activities, and supporting statistics for the current biennium and the next three biennial periods 
Performance measures will be developed for each major program of each agency, department, and 
institution, and will serve as the basis for development of the biennial budget beginning with the 1995-97 
biennium. The Governor is to prepare a comprehensive plan for implementing a performance 
measurement system to be presented to the 1995 General Assembly. Beginning in 1996, the Governor 
must report to the General Assembly by Feb. 1 in odd-numbered years and April 1 in even-numbered 
years on the status of the performance measurement system, programs that have not achieved the desired 
level of performance, and programs that have achieved performance targets through management 
innovation. 

Amends GS 143-3.5 to require that any agency bill submitted to the General Assembly must be 
accompanied by a fiscal analysis estimating the impact of the legislation on the State budget for the first 
five fiscal years that it would be in effect. 

Amends GS 153-15.1 to require that in the course of its budget deliberations the General Assembly 
shall consider the results of the General Fund Financial Model, a computer based financial model 


maintained by the Fiscal Research Div’n, that is used to project long-term expenditure and revenue trends. 


25. Private license tags on state vehicles. Authorizes private tags on two state vehicles assigned to 


Dep’t of Revenue Criminal Investigations, and three vehicles assigned to the State Capitol Police. 

26. State Veterans Home. The 1993 Capital Improvements Appropriations Act stated the intent of 
the General Assembly that the State Veterans Home in Fayetteville not receive appropriations in the future 
to support operational costs. This special provisions modifies that to provide that the home will be 
primarily receipt-supported and that state appropriated funds will be made available only if other sources 
are insufficient to cover essential operating costs. 

26.1. Renovation Old Education and Old Revenue Buildings. Directs Office of State Construction 
to schedule renovations of old Revenue and Education buildings to that agencies designated as primary 
tenants may move as soon as possible. 

26.2. Day-Care Facility Task Force. Directs Dep’t of Administration to develop and innovative 
state-of-the-art day-care facility in the central government complex. 

Creates NC Day-Care Facility Task Force to (1) identify and select a site for the state day-care 
facility, (2) the Dep’t of Administration on personnel, guidelines for selecting children, and payment rates, 
(3) assess the operations of the facility, (4) study the feasibility of developing a day-care facility at 
Dorothea Dix Hospital. Requires a report to the 1995 session. Specifies membership of the Task Force. 


DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

27. Artin state buildings. Makes the statute concerning art in state buildings applicable to projects 
involving $1 million or more in appropriated funds (now, $500,000); provides that the 0.5% to be spent 
for art works is to be figured on the amount appropriated or, if the appropriation is for planning only, an 
amount approved by the Office of State Construction (now, the amount spent); provides that administrative 
costs of acquiring art works cannot exceed 20% (now, 8%); allows the state to advance up to 10% of the 
money to the artist selected; and requires 2% of the amount reserved to be placed in a fund for repair and 
conservation of art works; and provides that consultation with the Arts Council shall take place prior to the 
schematic phase of the building. These changes take effect for buildings authorized after Sept. 1, 1992. 
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28. Tryon’s Palace artifacts. Amends GS 121-20 to permit the Tryon Palace Commission to 
dispose of artifacts in accordance with accepted museum practices and to use the proceeds to acquire 
others. 

29. Cultural Resources may sell artifacts. Amends GS 121-7(a) to permit the Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources, with the explicit approval of the NC Historical Comm’n, to lend or dispose of artifacts unless 
sale or loan would violate the terms of acquisition. Proceeds of any sale must be used to acquire other 
artifacts. No artifact may be pledged or mortgaged. 

30. Cultural Resources security officers. The 1993 Appropriations Act contains a special provision 
requiring the Dep’t of Cultural Resources to redefine the job responsibilities of security officers by July 1, 
1994, so they need not be certified law enforcement officers and therefore members of the Law 
Enforcement Officers Retirement System. This special provision modifies that requirement to exempt 
security guards at the NC Museum of Art and require the Dep’t to work out arrangements with the Dep’t 
of Administration to transfer these guards to the State Capitol Police. 

212. Art Museum amphitheater. Authorizes Dep’t of Cultural Resources to use additional gifts and 


grants to supplement the Art Museum Amphitheater project authorized in 1993; project not to exceed $2 
million and shall not include any appropriated state funds. 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR 


32. Report to Auditor on transfer between objects and items. GS 143-23 (a part of the Executive 
Budget Act) generally prohibits transfers between budget line items, but allows transfers in limited 


instances. This special provision adds the State Auditor to those to whom reports of such transfers must 
be made. 


DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 


33. Insurance Dep’t chart of accounts. The 1993 Appropriations Act directed the State Controller 
to review the Insurance Dep’t chart of accounts and to report to the General Assembly. This special 
provision directs implementation of three recommendations: (1) GASB classifications of certain special 
revenue accounts, (2) transferring Continuing Education Program to a non-interest revenue bearing code, 
and (3) transferring certain functions from trust fund accounts to General Fund accounts. 

34. Consumer Protection Fund. GS 58-2-215 creates the Consumer Protection Fund and specifies 
that it may be used by the Insurance Dep’t to (1) pay outside experts in rate cases, (2) locating and 
recovering assets in delinquency cases, and (3) in connection with civil litigation other than APA cases. 


This special provision amend the statute to provide that no more than 70% of the Fund may be spent in 
any one fiscal year for any one of these three purposes. 


DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 


35. Reimbursement for collecting white goods tax. Repeals the 1993 amendment to GS 105-187.24 
which deleted authority for the Dep’t of Revenue to deduct the cost of administering the white goods tax 


(up to $225,000) before distributing proceeds to the Solid Waste Management Fund, the White Goods 
Management Account, and county governments. 


STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 


36. State Board of Elections needs assessment. Directs State Board of Elections to conduct needs 
assessment and requirements analysis for computerized voter registration using an outside consultant who 


may not bid on later hardware, software, or software support services without special dispensation from 
the Director of the Budget. Earmarks $500,000 for this purpose. 


UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA BOARD OF GOVERNORS 

37. Aid to private colleges. Increases aid to private colleges to $550 (was $450) per full-time 
equivalent North Carolina undergraduate student enrolled and increases grant to each full-time North 
Carolina undergraduate student attending an approved institution $1,250 (was ($1,150) per academic year. 
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38. Native Americans scholarship. Requires Board of Governors to establish the Incentive Scholarship 
Program for Native Americans. Scholarships under the program are to carry a maximum value of $3,000 
per recipient per academic year, reduced by any amount of need-based aid the recipient may receive from 
other specified programs. Defines "Native American” for purposes of the program. Requires Board of 
Governors to provide for the orderly transition of the American Indian Scholarship Legislative Scholarship 
Program into the Incentive Scholarship Program for Native Americans. Of funds appropriated to the 
Board of Governors for fiscal 1994-95, directs that $333,000 be used to underwrite the cost of awarding 
scholarships under this provision for students enrolled in the 1994-95 academic year. Expresses intent 
that funds required to fund the program fully be included in the continuation budget in subsequent fiscal 
years. 

39. Agricultural programs. Directs that $450,000 of funds appropriated to Board of Governors be 
allocated for matching federal funds and enhancement of agricultural research and extension programs at 
NC A&T University; and directs NC A&T and NCSU to establish a joint committee to coordinate their 
efforts in agricultural research and extension. . 

40. UNC management flexibility. Removes the sunset on GS 116-44.6 through 116-44.10 and 
other provisions granting management flexibility to special responsibility constituent institutions. Requires 
Board of Governors to report annually by March 31 of each year to the Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee on the impact on student learning, fiscal savings, management initiatives, and 
efficiency and effectiveness made possible by increased management flexibility. Does not alter local 
purchasing cap. 

41. NCSU competitive industries/funds. Allocates $1,360,000 of appropriation to Board of 
Governors to NCSU, to enhance efforts to assure competitiveness of following industries: agriculture, 
furniture, pulp and paper, and nonwovens. 

42. Nurse anesthetist training funds. Requires that moneys allocated for AHEC contracts for 
training of certified, registered nurse anesthetists be expended in contracts with Raleigh School of Nurse 
Anesthesia. 

43. Teaching improvement funds. Directs that $3,660,700 of funds appropriated to Board of 
Governors be used to reduce average student-faculty ratio at all constituent institutions to no more than 16 - 
to 1 beginning with 1994-95 academic year. 

44. UNC tuition surcharge exception. Modifies required tuition surcharge on students taking more 
than 140 degree credit hours to complete baccalaureate degree in four-year program and more than 110% 
of credit hours necessary to complete five-year program, to exempt from surcharge students who exceed 
the credit hour limits within four or five years, respectively. 

45. Nursing scholars program. Amends GS 90-171.61(b), concerning the Nursing Scholars 
program, to permit loans to part-time students, and to allow setting aside slots in loan programs to enable 
licensed practical nurses to become registered nurses. Amends GS 90-171.62(b) to permit Education 
Assistance Authority to provide for accelerated repayment and for less than full-time employment options, 
to encourage nursing in either geographic or nursing specialty shortage areas. 

46. Soil science faculty position. Directs that $100,000 of funds appropriated to Board of 
Governors be allocated to fund new soil science faculty position at NCSU, to be located at Tidewater 
Center in Plymouth. 

47. Mountain conifer funds. Of funds appropriated to the Board of Governors for fiscal 1994-95, 
directs that $70,000 be used for the Cooperative Extension Service at NCSU to establish an area extension 
specialist position at the Mountain Horticultural Crops Research Station at Fletcher, to provide support to 
mountain conifer and Christmas tree industries in the state. Requires the Cooperative Extension Service to 
consult with representative groups of Christmas tree growers in this region in developing guidelines for the 
position and filling it. 

48. UNC/Legislative College pilot program. Directs that $1.6 million of funds appropriated to the 
Board of Governors be allocated equally among the 16 constituent institutions to establish a pilot 
Legislative College Opportunity Program to recruit new students to enroll in college in future years who 
might not be able to attend college without incentives. Specifies that funds shall not revert and shall be 
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placed in trust fund accounts, with earnings used for the program. Directs Board of Governors to develop 
program guidelines and rules; to consider needs of socially and economically disadvantaged youth with a 
primary goal of improving academic performance, high school graduation rates, college going rates, and 
college graduation rates of currently underperforming youth; to develop the program so that it provides 
incentives for and removes financial barriers to college attendance; to consider various academic standards 
and financial need in establishing the program; to charge campuses with implementing the pilot program 
by January 31, 1995; to report progress to the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee by May 15, 1995, 
with copies to members of the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Education; to monitor 
the success of the program and the progress of students, with annual reports to the Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee by May 15, 1996, and each succeeding year through 2001. 

49. ECU Medical School funds. Appropriates $5,054,665 from Medicare reimbursements special 
account for facilities at ECU Medical School as follows: $2.3 million for medical waste incinerator, 
$1,574,000 for linear accelerator, and $1,180,665 for clinic renovations. 

50. Campus stores open to students at all campuses. Amends GS 66-58(c)(3) to make campus 
stores at each University of North Carolina campus open to all duly enrolled students of other constituent 
institucampuses of the university system. 

50.1. Social Workers’ Education Loan Fund. Establishes Social Workers’ Education Loan Fund to 
be administered by Education Assistance Authority (with consultation from Dep’t of Human Resources) to 
provide 25 four-year undergraduate and 10 two-year graduate scholarship loans per year to attract trained 
social workers into public child welfare positions in county departments. Maximum loan is $4,000/year 
for undergraduate study and $5,000/year for graduate study. Provides that one full year of employment in 
a public child welfare agency in a rural or other need-based area of NC will cancel one academic year’s 
loan (whether $4,000 or $5,000). Graduate loan recipients who do not work in such an agency must 
repay at 10% interest, and loan recipients who do not graduate must repay at 15% interest. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES : 


51. Program regionalism. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to require all new 
programs to use regional approach in absence of documented extreme extenuating circumstances. Directs 
GPAC Task Force on Regionalism, in its January, 1995, report, to develop recommendations on how 
existing programs can be offered regionally as well. Requires Dep’t to report quarterly to Joint Legis. 
Education Oversight Comm. on progress on regional programs, and specifically any programs approved 
that are not regional and the reasons for approval. 

52. Continuing budget concept. Directs Board of Community Colleges to implement continuing 
budget concept for 1995-97 biennium. To ensure funding stability, provides that colleges experiencing 
enrollment decline will not receive decrease in FTE funds until enrollment declines by more than 4%, at 
which time FTE reduction will be only to extent that decline exceeds 4%. Requires State Board to develop 
a program-based FTE cost model to fund future FTEs in excess of 4% growth on basis of actual program 
cost as opposed to overall average FTE cost, and to report this plan to 1995 General Assembly. 

53. State Board reserve funds. Allocates $46,000 from State Board Reserve for automated central 
cataloging of library books, and authorizes use of up to $300,000 from the Reserve to fund community 
colleges leadership development programs. 

54. Prison classes. Adds GS 115D-5(cl) to require community colleges to report FTE student 
hours for correction education programs on basis of contract hours rather than student membership hours. 
Prohibits multi-entry/multi-exit class or program in prison facility. Directs State Board to work with 
Dep’t of Correction to offer classes that match average length of stay of an inmate in a prison facility. 

55. Professional Counselor Licensing Act exemption. Amends GS 90-332.1(a) to exempt, within 
Scope of employment, persons employed in counseling at a community college or private higher education 
institution. 

56. Community colleges behind walls. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to develop a 


plan to establish "Community Colleges Behind Walls” for prison inmates, and to present plan to General 
Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 
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57. Competitive salary levels for curriculum faculty. Directs State Board to use funds 
appropriated for competitive salary levels to increase salaries and not to decrease faculty/student ratio. 
These funds, when added to general 4% salary increase funds, may be used only to increase unit value in 
community college allotment formula for curriculum faculty by 8%. Directs State Board to develop salary 
schedule for all community college faculty and to report to 1995 General Assembly. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION 


58. Noncertified school employee salaries. GS 115C-12(16) provides for the State Board of 
Education to adopt a state salary schedule for specified public school support personnel, and requires local 
school boards to place affected employees on the schedule so that the average salary paid is the 
state-allotted amount for the category. This special provision (1) strikes out property and cost clerks from 
the list of personnel covered by the state schedule, (2) changes the deadline for compliance with the 
average salary mandate to the end of the third payroll period of 1995-95 (now, the end of the 1995-96 
school year), and (3) provides that a local board is in compliance with the mandate if the average salary 
paid is at least 95% of the state-allotted amount in 1995-96, and 98% by the end of the third payroll 
period of each subsequent year. The State Board is directed to report on implementation before March 
31, 1996, as well as by March 31, 1995. 

This special provision also directs that beginning with 1994-95, the State Board shall allot salary 
funds for school custodian positions on the basis of $1,209 per month plus any legislatively authorized 
salary increment. 

59. Transportation information management system funds. Of funds appropriated for school 
transportation, allocates $510,000.to continue the transportation information management system. States 
intent that these funds be included in 1995-97 continuation budget. 

60. Outcome-based education funds. Directs DPI to use $100,000 to provide technical assistance to 
implement the Outcome-Based Education Program. 

61. Developmental day centers grant-in-aid. The 1993 appropriations act transferred $2,301,248 in 
each year of the biennium from DHR to DPI for grants to developmental day care centers. This special 
provision states the intent that this money be included in the DPI 1995-97 continuation budget. 

62. Intervention/Prevention Grant Program. Authorizes DPI to use up to $200,000 of funds 
appropriated for Intervention/Prevention Grant Program by the 1994 extra session to implement the 
program. 

63. Limited English proficiency (LEP) students. GS 115C-81(c) requires all instruction in the 
public schools, except foreign language classes, to be conducted in English. This special provision 
amends the statute to make an exception to this rule when teaching in a foreign language is necessary in 
order to comply with federal law. The special provision also requires the State Board to study issues 
concerning LEP students and to develop a resource guide for local school units. The State Board is 
authorized to us up to $1 million in 1994-95 to provide extra funding for LEP students to school units 
unable to serve them within normal allotments. 

64. Exceptional children funds. The 1993 appropriations act appropriated certain funds for 
exceptional children. For the 1994-95 school year, this special provision increases the grants for 
academically gifted children to $651.17/child to support 43,739 such children and for other exceptional 
children to $1,956.52/child to support 127,668 such children. Modifies the required report to the General 
Assembly to require a final report by January 1, 1995 (was March 15, 1994. Allocates $1,229,472 for 
1994-95 to cover recurring costs‘of this program. 

65. Teachers leaving profession. Add new GS 115C-12(22) requiring State Board of Education to 
monitor and compile an annual report on teachers’ decisions to leave the teaching profession; to adopt 
standard procedures for each local board of education to use in requesting information from teachers who 
are not continuing to work as teachers in the local administrative unit; and to require each local board of 
education to report the information to the State Board in a standard format adopted by the Board. 

- \ 66. Vocational and Technical Education Task Force. Creates 16-member Task Force on Vocational 
and Technical Education located in the Dep’t of Public Instruction but to exercise its statutory powers 
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independently of the Dep’t. Specifies membership and provides for Governor and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction each to appoint a cochair from the membership. Specifies issues that the Task Force is 
to study in collaboration with Dep’t of Community Colleges, Dep’t of Public Instruction, and the 
Governor’s Comm’n on Work Force Preparedness, including (1) quality, focus, standards, and goals of 
vocational and technical education programs; (2) funding issues; (3) quality of equipment and instructional 
materials and projected needs in those areas; (4) current accountability efforts; (5) relevance of vocational 
and technical education to the workforce and subsequent employment; (6) linkage to higher education, 
other governmental work force programs, and the business community; (7) efficiency and effectiveness of 
organizational and delivery aspects of existing programs and of state and local administration; (8) 
curriculum and instructional delivery issues; (9) career guidance and counseling in the public schools; 

~ and (10) training and retraining of educators involved in vocational and technical education. Directs Task 
Force to make interim report to Joint Education Oversight Committee, the Governor’s Comm’n on Work 
Force Preparedness, and the State Board of Education before January 15, 1995, and a final report before 
March 1, 1996. Directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to use up to ‘$100,000 in its budget for fiscal 
1994-95 for the work of the Task Force. 

67. Teacher Academy Funds. Directs that funds appropriated for the operation of the Teacher 
Academy for fiscal 1994-95 (including $750,000 in nonrecurring funds for training sessions for additional 
teachers during the first fiscal year of program implementation) be used for Teacher Academy training 
sessions offered for summer 1994 and for sessions offered for the summer of 1995 before July 1, 1995. 
Requires Task Force on Teacher Staff Development to evaluate the Teacher Academy Plan it developed 
and consider how it might fit into a comprehensive approach to staff development. Requires State Board of 
Education to conduct evaluation of the quality of the 1994-95 Teacher Academy sessions. Directs Task 
Force to address more completely the factors it was previously directed to address, with emphasis on 
specified topics. Also directs Task Force on Teacher Staff Development to review the work of the Teacher 
Training Task Force and consider incorporating elements of findings and recommendations of its plan. 
Also directs Task Force to make interim report on its progress, expenditures on and evaluation of the 
Teacher Academy programs during the summer of 1994, and projected expenditures for summer of 1995 
to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee and the State Board of Education no later than 
October 1, 1995. The final Plan is to be submitted to the State Board of Education for adoption no later 
than December 1, 1994. Directs that any legislative action required to implement the plan be submitted to 
the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee and the General Assembly no later than January 15, 
19958 

68. Free/reduced price lunch statistics. Directs that $50,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Public Instruction be used to compile and analyze data on the number of students eligible for free and 
reduced price lunches to ascertain whether the data is a valid measure of income. 

69. Substitute teacher pay. Sets following pay rates for substitute teachers: (1) those who hold 
teacher certificates, $62/day; (2) those who do not hold teacher certificates but have completed effective 
teacher training, $55/day; (3) those who neither hold teacher certificates nor have completed effective 
teacher training, $45/day. 

70. Basic education program funds. Directs that $55,824,136 of funds appropriated to State Aid to 
Local School Administrative Units be used to implement the Basic Education Program and be allocated as 
follows: (1) $10 million for school psychologists, social workers, and guidance counselors in 
kindergarten through eighth grade; (2) $26,320,319 to implement fully class size reduction at the 
kindergarten level; (3) $9,217,698 to implement fully class size reduction at the tenth grade level; (4) 
$9,536,119 to implement fully textbook funding by restoring textbook purchasing power to the 1985 level. 

71. Dare school pay date. Provides that 10-month employees of the Dare County Board of 
Education shall be paid on the 12th of the month. 

72. Scotland school pay date. Provides that 10-month employees of the Scotland County Schools 
pat on school bus drivers, who are paid on a monthly basis, shall be paid on the 10th (was, 15th) of 

e month. 


73. Repeal Cleveland school pay date. Repeals 1991 special provisions that established pay date for 
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10-month employees of the Cleveland County School Administrative Unit. 

74. Watauga school pay date. Provides that all 10-month employees of Watauga school board to be 
paid on 10th day of each month, and all other employees on the last day of each month. 

75. Caldwell school pay date. Provides that 10-month employees of Caldwell Board of Education 
shall be paid on the 15th of the month. 

76. Cued Speech funds. Directs that $95,000 of funds appropriated to Department of Public 
Instruction be used as grant-in-aid to Cued Speech Center of Wake County, to provide transition services. 
77. BEP allocations for small city school systems. Directs State Board of Education to modify 
position allocation formulas under the BEP by rounding all fractions of positions to next whole position for 

each city school administrative unit with average daily membership of less than 3000 students. 

78. School administrator allotment formulas. Directs State Board of Education to modify allotment 
formula for school administrators so that base allotment is the same for all units, regardless of average 
daily membership, and remainder of funds allocated on basis of average daily membership. 

79. School technology plans/reserve. Elaborates on the content of the State school technology plan 
to be developed by the Commission on School Technology, and extends the date of submission to January 
1, 1995. Requires Commission to update the plan biennially. Requires each local school board to 
develop a local school technology plan, meeting the requirements of the state plan, to be approved by the 
State Board of Education. Establishes a State School Technology Fund, with funds therein to be allocated 
to local school units with approved technology plans, for implementation of those plans. Appropriates $20 
million to the School Technology Reserve, with expenditure to be according to legislation to be enacted in 
1995, after receipt of the State plan. 

80. Career development pilot units. Directs State Board of Education to require school units 
receiving career development funds to modify differentiated pay plans for 1995-96, so that the cost of the 
plan equals 3% of salaries and employer’s contributions for social security and retirement, for 1994-95, 
plus amount of local funds available for differentiated pay. 

81. National Board for Professional Teaching Standards. Directs that $500,000 of funds 
appropriated for fiscal 1994-95 to the Dep’t of Public Instruction be used to pay for (1) the National 
Board for Professional Teaching Standards (NBPTS) participation fee and for up to three days approved 
paid leave for teachers participating in the NBPTS program during the 1994-95 school year for specified 
state-paid teachers; and (2) an annual 4% bonus for state-paid teachers who (a) completed three years of 
teaching in N.C. public schools before application for NBPTS certification and (b) complete the 
certification process in 1993-94 and receive NBPTS certification in 1994-95. Directs the State Board of 
Education to study incentive options for teachers who obtain NBPTS certification and the cost of such 
options; to study the impact of NBPTS certification on student performance; and to report preliminary 
results to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee in December, 1994, and make a final 
report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee in January, 1997. 

82. Academic/support program for court involved youth. Directs that $117,000 of funds 
appropriated to the Dep’t of Public Instruction be used to support a two-year comprehensive academic and 
support program operated by Duke University, in collaboration with North Carolina Central University, 
the Durham Public Schools, the Durham Companions, and the Durham Educational Network, for 
court-involved middle school and high school students. 

83. Teacher salary schedules. Revises 1993-94 teacher salary schedules to reflect legislative salary 
increases. Provides for certified psychologists to receive salary supplement comparable to that received by 
certified teachers ($126/month for those certified at six-year degree level; $253/month for those certified at 
doctoral degree level.) 

84. School-based administrator salary schedules. Revises 1994-95 salary schedule for school-based 
administrators to reflect legislative salary increase. Directs that principals and ass’t principals with 
six-year degree and doctoral degree certification shall be paid salary increment as provided in the 
corresponding special provision in the 1993 Appropriations Act. Provides that except in case of 
reassignment to a lower job classification, salaries of principals and ass’t principals shall not be less for 
1994-95 than for 1993-94 due solely to placement on the salary schedule.

85. School bus driver salary range. Directs that the salary range for school bus drivers shall be 
grade 51 for 10 months employment. Allocates $3.6 million to increase pay of school bus drivers by 
average of 4.6% within the salary range, in addition to the legislative across-the-board pay increase. 
Provides that the average salary of a state-paid driver for 1994-95 school year shall be at least $8 per 
hour 


86. School leadership training funds. Allocates $500,000 to continue support for school leadership 
training program authorized in 1979. 

87. Low-wealth and small school supplemental funding changes. The 1993 Appropriations Act 
made additional state support available for low-wealth and small school systems, but provided that this 
additional state support must not be used to supplant local funding. The task of ascertaining whether 
supplanting had taken place was assigned to the Local Government Commission. This special provision 
transfers responsibility for administering the nonsupplant requirement to the State Board of Education and 
specifies that a unit will be found to have supplanted local funding if the average of the local per student 
current expense appropriation for the three most recent years is less than 95% of the greater of (a) the 
local per pupil current expense appropriation for 1991-92 or (b) the average local per pupil current 
expense appropriation for the three prior years. The Local Government Comm’n is directed to report 
relevant data on county appropriations to local school current expense funds to the State Board of 
Education and the Senate and House Appropriations Committees. 

88. NC High School Athletic Ass’n under Tort Claims Act. Amends GS 143-291 to provide that 
the North Carolina High School Athletic Ass’n, Inc., is a state agency for purposes of tort liability. The 
immunity does not extend to independent contractors of the Ass’n, and the Ass’n is obligated for tort 
claims payments through purchase of commercial insurance or otherwise. The Ass’n must also reimburse 


the Dep’t of Justice for handling claims. This special provision takes effect on ratification and applies to 
any causes of action arising on or after that date. ; 


DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 


89. Aircraft and ferry acquisitions. Requires Board of Transportation, before approving the 
purchase of a new aircraft from the Equipment Fund or a new ferry in a Transportation Improvement 
Program, to prepare an estimate of the operational and capital costs associated with adding the new aircraft 
or ferry and report those to the General Assembly pursuant to GS 136-12(b). 

90. Report on emission inspection program. Requires the Div’n of Motor Vehicles to report 
quarterly beginning January, 1995 to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee and Fiscal 
Research Div’n on the Emission Inspection Program’s compliance with the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s inspection and maintenance regulations contained in the Clean Air Amendments of 1990. 

91. Adopt-A-Highway study. Authorizes use of contract services on state roads to implement the 
Adopt-A-Highway program. Requires the Dep’t of Transportation and Dep’t of Justice to study various 
legal issues relating to the Adopt-A-Highway program, including the use of contract services to clean 
roadsides and any appropriate legislation necessary to permit use of such contractors, and report to the 
Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Committee by December 31, 1994. 

92. Global Transpark Authority. Requires the Global Transpark Authority to pay the State Highway 
Fund within 30 days up to $1,800,000 of federal reimbursements for environmental impact statements or 
assessments if the Authority previously received funds from the Highway Fund. 

93. Drivers ed fund to pay salary increases. Provides that if General Assembly authorizes a pay 
raise for teachers or state employees, the Drivers Education Fund shall pay the salary increases of the 
teachers or state employees whose positions are funded from the Drivers Education Fund. 

94. Railroad rehabilitation and access funds. Provides that if S 62 is not enacted by the 1993 
General Assembly, the bill’s proposed appropriations from the Highway Fund for the transfer of three 
positions from the Utilities Commission to the Dep’t of Transportation be used instead for railroad access 
and rehabilitation purposes. 

95. Draw bridge operator positions. Subject to approval of the Sec’y of Transportation, requires 
conversion to permanent full-time positions of any temporary full-time draw bridge operator positions in 
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the Dep’t of Transportation that are filled by personnel who have worked for 12 or more months as of the 
effective date of the act. 


96. DOT and DOC reports. Requires Dep’ts of Transportation and Correction to report quarterly 


beginning October 1, 1994, to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee on the 
implementation of the recommendations of the Inmate Labor Subcommittee. 

97. Extend DOT vehicles exemption. Amends sec. 70(b), ch. 561, SL 1993, which exempts 
state-owned passenger motor vehicles that are permanently assigned to the Dep’t of Transportation or its 
employees from minimum mileage requirements, to extend expiration date to June 30, 1995. 

97.1. Relocation of certain sanitary district utilities. Directs NCDOT to pay the nonbetterment cost 
of relocating sewer lines that (1) are located with an existing state highway right-of-way; (2) are owned by 
a Sanitary district; and (3) must be relocated for state highway improvement projects let after July 1, 1993. 

213. Reserve for capital improvements. Creates a $2.5 million capital improvements reserve in the 
Highway Fund, to be used for capital improvements and repairs and renovations. 


DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 


98. Correction Enterprises preference. Directs Div’n of Purchase and Contracts, Dep’t of 
Administration, to prepare and distribute to all state agencies an explanation of purchasing procedures 
regarding the preference provided to Corrections Enterprises by GS 148-70. Directs Dep’t of 
Administration to provide a report on this explanation and on goods purchased from Corrections 
Enterprises to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Government Operations and the chairs of the Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by August 1, 1994 and January 1, 
1995. 

98.1. Use of out-of-state housing funds. Directs that in the event the courts allow an increase in 
inmate density, 222.5 additional positions to supervise an additional 2,074 inmates shall be provided from 
the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Corrections in the 1994 Extra Session for out-of-state housing of 
inmates. Further provides that the Dep’t of Corrections shall use funds appropriated for out-of-state 
housing of inmates to establish two positions for supervision of inmate road squads and to provide 72 
positions at Black Mountain, Caswell, and Sandhills prison units. 

100. Prison profits to Victims Compensation Fund. Amends GS 148-2(b) to provide that incentive 
wages for non-Prison Enterprise Inmates be added to the first priority allocation of revenue in the Prison 
Enterprise Fund (in addition to capital and operating expenses) and that of the remaining revenue, 5% of 
the net profits be credited to the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Amends GS 148-2(c) to provide that 
profits from prison canteens be placed in a Correction Inmate Welfare Fund and that once that fund’s 
operating budget has been met, an amount equal to the funds allocated each prison unit on a per inmate 
basis shall be credited to the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Makes conforming amendment to GS 
15B-23 and provides that these transferred funds shall not supplant current or future appropriations to the 
Crime Victims Compensation Fund. 

101. Reserve for substance abuse treatment pilot program for parolees and probationers. Directs 
that $583,000 of funds appropriated for 1994-95 be used to establish two positions, associated expenses, 
and equipment for this program (with $485,834 of these funds to be used to contract with providers of 
services to parolees and probationers with serious substance abuse histories). Directs that report on pilot 
program and future needs be provided by January 15, 1995 to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Government 
Operations, chairs of Senate and House Appropriations committees (and chairs of subcommittees on 
Justice and Public Safety), and the Fiscal Research Div’n. 

102. Harriet’s House funds. Provides that $200,000 appropriated for 1994-95 be used to support 
programs at Harriet’s House and that the balance of the $200,000 appropriated for 1993-94 for this 
purpose not revert but remain in the dep’t for 1994-95 to support this program. Directs that a quarterly 
report on the program be provided to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Government Operations. 

103. Payment of local confinement cost of offender held in contempt for probation violation. 
Amends GS 15A-1344(e1) to provide that Dep’t of Correction shall pay for confinement of offenders 
serving sentences in a local confinement facility for contempt for probation violations. Provides that funds 
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for out-of-state housing of inmates shall be used to make such payments. 

104. Operational funds for security and medical positions. Amends 1993 Current Operations 
Appropriations Act to allow funds appropriated for operational costs of new facilities to be used for medical 
positions at the North Carolina Correctional Institution for Women and for security positions needed for 


construction at Wayne, Lumberton, Columbus, Piedmont, Brown Creek, Johnston, and Franklin prison 
units. : 


DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

106. Community policing pilot program. Directs that $230,790 of funds appropriated for 1994-95 
be allocated to the sec’y to implement a pilot program of technical assistance to communities for 
development of community policing programs in high crime areas. Directs the sec’y to report to the 
General Assembly on the program by March 1, 1995. 

107. Multijurisdictional drug task force funds. Directs that $250,000 of funds appropriated for 
1994-95 be used as grants to the multijurisdictional drug task forces operating in 29 specified counties. 
Provides that grants may be made only to local units of government and that a minimum cash match of 
25% is required. 

107.1. National Guard educational benefit increase. Amends GS 127A-193 to increase the 


maximum educational assistance grants from $500 per year with a $2,000 maximum to $1,000 per year 
with a $4,000 maximum. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 

108. Use of seized and forfeited property transferred to state law enforcement agencies by the 
federal government. Amends 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act to prohibit use of such assets 
for new personnel positions without the prior approval of the General Assembly and to authorize the dep’t 
of Crime Control and Public Safety to use $117,100 of these assets for building a helicopter hanger and to 
authorize the dep’t of Justice to use $75,000 of these assets to construct a pistol range tower at the Justice 
Academy. 

109. Centralized use of legal publications. Directs preparation of a cost analysis, implementation 
plan, and funding recommendations regarding the use of legal publications available on CD ROM and the 
feasibility of a legal resource and research network, with a report to be submitted by February 1, 1995 to 
the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, the Speaker of the House, and the Fiscal Research Div’n. 

110. Federal grant matching funds. Provides that $25,228 of funds appropriated for 1994-95 may 
be used to match a grant for the Child Victim’s Assistance Project within the Civil Rights Div’n. Provides 
that $166,661 appropriated for 1994-95 may be used by the State Bureau of Investigation to match a grant 
for a computerized system to match bullets and weapons. 

111. Reversion of certain insurance settlement proceeds. Provides that any funds received in 


settlement of insurance claims arising from damage of the Blue Bell building at the Justice Academy shall 
revert to the General Fund. 


JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 


112. Community penalties programs. Specifies that $3,513,658 of funds appropriated to the 
Judicial Dep’t for fiscal 1994-95 to conduct the community penalties programs may be allocated by the 
Dep’t in any amount among existing community penalties programs or may be used to establish new 
State-operated community penalties programs. Directs Dep’t to report annually to the Senate and House 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety and to the Fiscal Research Division on the 
administrative expenditures of the community penalties programs, and to report quarterly to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on any elimination or reduction of funding for existing 
community penalties programs. 

113. Forsyth warrant clerks become magistrates. Authorizes Administrative Office of the Courts 
(AOC) to transfer 11 positions from the office of the clerk of superior court to magistrates positions in 
Forsyth County. This provision does not increase the maximum number of magistrates authorized for 
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Forsyth county in GS 7A-133. Magistrate positions created in Forsyth County as a result of this provision 
are to be filled pursuant to GS 7A-171 for initial terms ending December 31, 1994; successors are to be 
appointed for full terms beginning January 1, 1995. Salaries of persons filling these positions shall be 
determined under GS 7A-177.1, by including in the number of years the person has served as a 
magistrate, the number of years he or she has served as an assistant or deputy clerk of superior court for 
Forsyth County in a warrant clerk position. Authorizes AOC to transfer within its budget up to $41,459 
to pay additional salary and benefits resulting from this provision. 

114. State-run community penalties programs. Authorizes director of AOC to establish local 
community penalties programs and appoint necessary staff, who may serve as full- or part-time state 
employees or on a contractual basis. Exempts contracts for such services from competitive bidding 
procedures. Directs AOC to promulgate rules for administration of the program, including rules that 
allow plans to be presented at the request of the sentencing judge. Requires that any contract entered into 
under authority of this provision expire not later than June 30, 1995. 

115. Pitt Mediation Center funds. Amends the 1993 Appropriations Act to provide that $40,000 of 
funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep’t for 1994-95 may be used for the Mediation Center of Pitt County, 
Inc., to establish a regional mediation and dispute settlement center to serve Eastern North Carolina, and 
to direct that funding for the center become part of the Judicial Department’s continuation budget. 

116. Extend Sentencing Commission. Extends expiration date of NC Sentencing Commission to 
July 1, 1995. 

117. Study drug treatment court program. Directs AOC, in consultation with the Courts Task 
Force on Substance Abuse, to study the costs and benefits of establishing pilot drug treatment court 
programs, and to report to the 1995 General Assembly by March 1, 1995. Provides that $800,000 placed 
in a reserve by SL 1993 (Ex. 1994), Ch. 24, Sec. 41 shall not revert but shall remain available for 
allocation by the 1995 General Assembly. 

118. Dispute settlement centers. Requires all local dispute settlement centers currently receiving 
state funds to report annually to the Judicial Dep’t on the programs’ funding and activities. Directs 
Judicial Dep’t to compile and summarize the information and provide it to the Chairs of the House and 
Senate Appropriations Committees and the Chairs of the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees 
on Justice and Public Safety by February 1 of each year. Specifies information that must be provided by 
local dispute settlement centers requesting state funds for the first time or requesting an expansion of state 
funding, including certification that at least 70% of total funding shall come from non-state sources. 

119. Additional magistrates in Catawba, McDowell, Iredell. Amends GS 7A-133 to increase by one 
each the maximum number of magistrates authorized for Catawba, McDowell, and Iredell Counties. 

120. Indigent fee schedule/capital cases. Amends GS 7A-344 to authorize director of AOC to issue 
a presumptive fee schedule for the hourly rates of compensation of attorneys appointed to represent 
indigent defendants in capital cases. Directs that $3,640,000 of funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep’t, 
Indigent Persons Attorney Fee Fund, for fiscal 1994-95 be used to implement the provision. 

121. Calendaring authority transfer. Expresses "policy of this State” that effective July 1, 1995, the 
senior resident superior court judge in each judicial district be responsible for Calendaring of all superior 
court criminal cases and motions for trial or hearing in the district. Requests the N.C. Supreme Court to 
adopt rules for implementation of the policy. Directs the AOC to report to the Courts Comm’n by March 
1, 1995, on any changes necessary to bring the General Statutes into conformity with this policy. 

121.1. Correct judicial term. Provides detailed specifications for terms of successor for the superior 
court seat in district 14B (part of Durham County). 

212.1. Correction Enterprises funds. Authorizes Office of State Construction to contract for and 
supervise all aspects of administration, technical assistance, design, construction, or demolition required 
for expansion of the Correction Enterprises program. Upon finding by Sec’y of Administration that 
construction must expedited, exemption provided from specified statutes in GS ch. 113A, 133, and 143 
regarding the state environmental policy act, the sedimentation pollution control act, provision of the color 
schedule for buildings, building contracts, bidding, and art in state buildings. Requires notice of any 
exemptions with explanation be provided to President Pro Tempore of Senate, Speaker of the House, 
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Chairs of the House and Senate Appropriations Committees (and their subcommittees on Justice and 
Public Safety), and the Fiscal Research Division. Requires a 10% goal for participation by minority and 
women-owned businesses and that contracts include a penalty for failure to make a timely completion of 
work. Requires quarterly reports on expansion of the Corrections Enterprises program by Office of State 
Construction to chairs of the Senate Appropriations and Base Budget committees, the House Appropriation 
committee, the Joint Legislative Commission on Government Operations, and the Fiscal Research 
Division. Requires quarterly report by Dep’ts of Insurance and Corrections to the Joint Legislative 
Commission on Governmental Operations on their involvement in the prison construction program. 
212.2. Prison chapel funds. Amends Capital Improvements Appropriations Act of 1992 to delete 


cap of $50,000 per project for chapel construction and to provide that funds in Reserve for Prison Chapels 
shall not revert. 


DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 


122. Willie M. Rules. Directs Secretary of Human Resources to adopt rules that permit continuing 
services to any Willie M. child until the end of the fiscal year in which the child reaches 18, or until six 
months after the child reaches 18, whichever is later. 

123. Client services monitoring. Directs Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to develop a system to determine if 
services are being provided in timely manner; and to withhold administrative funds to area authorities until 
services are provided in timely manner. 

124. Mental health medicaid receipts. Directs Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to help service providers 
realize additional medicaid receipts in Willie M and Thomas S programs, with report to Human Resources| 
Appropriations Subcommittees by March 1, 1995. 

125. Private agency uniform cost finding. Permits Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to require private agency 
that contracts with two or more area authorities to complete an agency-wide uniform cost finding; the 
result is to be the maximum included for the agency in the contracting area program’s unit cost finding. 

126. Pioneer testing rule waiver extension. Extends date of repeal of GS 122C-151.1 (permits 
pioneer testing program for state funding of area authorities) from July 1, 1994 to July 1, 1995. 

127. Thomas S. clients. Permits Thomas S. funds to be spent on adults included on Division’s 
official list of prospective class members but not yet confirmed as class members, who currently reside in 
the community, and who have good probability of being admitted to facility licensed as home for aged and 
disabled. In addition, permits Department of Human Resources to provide by contract for Thomas S. 
services if it determines a local program does not show a willingness to provide such services itself. 

128. Integrated funding. Replaces special provision in 1993 Appropriations Act (SL 1993, c. 321) 
calling for pilot testing of integrated funding for mental health/substance abuse institutional services, with 
provision directing Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to make written report on Unified System of Services to 
appropriation subcommittees by March 1, 1995. 

129. Professional Counselor Licensing Act. Amends GS 90-332.1(a), which exempts certain 
persons from professional counselor licensing act, to clarify exemption for qualified professionals in 
mental health area facilities and to add exemptions for employees of licensed hospitals performing under 
supervision of a qualified mental health professional and for employee assistance professionals providing 
core-specific employee assistance program activities. 

130. Nonsupplant requirements. Directs DHR to ensure that counties do not reduce appropriations 
or expenditures for area authorities because authorities have received additional state appropriations for 
services. 

131. Coalition 2001 funds. Allocates $6 million appropriated for capital needs of area authorities as 
follows: (1) $3.6 million for area program capital needs, with no program to receive more than 10% of 
total funds and at least 10% (with no matching requirement) for projects in counties ranking in last 
quartile in per capita income or property valuation; (2) $1,010,000 for Developmental Day centers; (3) 
$600,000 for vocational rehabilitation facilities; (4) $120,000 for three community rehabilitation pilot 


projects; (S) $240,000 for supported living projects; and (6) $420,000 for local assistance technology and 
a housing loan fund. 
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215. Mental health capital needs. Directs that $10 million of funds reserved for repairs and 
renovations be used for capital needs of state mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance 
abuse facilities. 

132. Impact of additional beds. Directs DHR to undertake efforts to determine budgetary impact of 
additional beds in domiciliary care facilities. 

133. Reporting extended for domiciliary pilot. Amends special provision in 1993 Appropriations 
Act (SL 1993, Ch. 321, Sec. 241) to extend from July 1, 1994, to April 15, 1995, the date by which the 
DHR must present to the General Assembly results of the pilot of a subsidy to homes for the aged and 
disabled and family care homes authorized by that section. 

134. Domiciliary rate-setting/standards. Directs DHR to continue development of the rate-setting 
methodology for domiciliary care facilities. Requires that final plan include recommended maximum 
payment rate for each category of facility, assessment of adequacy of existing standards for domiciliary 
facilities and of the monitoring of those standards, and recommendations regarding any needed changes in 
standards or their monitoring. Requires that final plan be submitted to General Assembly and to Fiscal 
Research Div’n by February 1, 1995. 

135. Domiciliary care rate increase. Increases the maximum monthly rate for residents in 
domiciliary care facilities, effective July 1, 1994, to $975 (from $938) for ambulatory residents and 
$1,017 (from $979) for semiambulatory residents. 

136. Domiciliary home staffing. Requires DHR to study the fiscal impact for all homes for the 
aged and family care homes for appropriate staffing, staff turnover ratios, wages and benefits, staff 
training, and abilities for facilities to operate within existing state and federal law and regulations, 
according to size and type of facility. Requires Dep’t to report its findings to the 1995 General Assembly 
and to the Fiscal Research Div’n by February 1, 1995. 

137. Detention center construction. Requires DHR, Div’n of Youth Services, to use the $1.6 
million placed in a reserve by the 1994 Extra Session (SL 1993 (Ex. 1994), Ch. 24, sec. 67), to construct 
a 24-bed detention center in Wake County. | 

138. Youth services study extended. Amends special provision in the Extra Session Appropriations 
Act to extend from November 1, 1994, to March 1, 1995, the date by which the DHR must complete a 
study of the programs and services of the Div’n of Youth Services, and extends from March 1, 1995, to 
April 1, 1995, the date by which the dep’t must report results of the study to the 1995 General Assembly. 

139. Youth services nurse salary plan. Requires the DHR to implement the salary adjustment plan 
developed by the Div’n of Youth Services for nurses in training schools and to fund the plan with salary 
reserve funds within the dep’t or from salary adjustment funds within the Office of State Budget and 
Management. 

140. Mecklenburg service corps funds. Directs that of funds appropriated to the DHR, $383,000 
be used to establish a Service Corps in Mecklenburg County, to be modeled on the Durham Service Corps 
and provide an innovative program of community service work and alternative education to nonviolent 
youthful offenders aged 15 through 17 and to young adults aged 17 through 23 who apply, as an 
alternative to training school. Requires Dep’t to report to General Assembly by March 15, 1995, on 
outcome of the Mecklenburg Service Corps. 

141. Vocational Rehabilitation Advisory Council. Authorizes members of the N.C. Vocational 
Rehabilitation Advisory Council to be reimbursed for reasonable and necessary expenses of attending 
council meetings or performing duties, as authorized in the federal Rehabilitation Act, as amended, and, if 
the member is unemployed or must forfeit wages from other employment to attend, to receive 
compensation not to exceed $50 a day for council meetings or performing council duties, as authorized by 
federal law. 

142. Information Resource Management review. Requires DHR to conduct review of the Div’n of 
Information Resource Management, to include (1) analysis of management structure and recommendations 
on how to reduce the number of manager and assistant manager positions and how to improve overall 
efficiency and effectiveness; (2) a determination of the fiscal impact on state and federal funds of 
eliminating the Div’n and using private contractors to do the work currently done by the Div’n; and (3) a 
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determination of the fiscal impact on state and federal funds of changing the receipt-supported billing plan 
to a centralized system. Requires the Dep’t to report to the Human Resources Appropriations 
Subcommittees by March 1, 1995. 

143. Reversion dates for certain Smart Start funds. Establishes a June 30, 1995 reversion date for 
Smart Start funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Child Development for 1993-94 for the 12 local Smart 
Start projects, the statewide evaluation, statewide needs and resources assessments, the professional 
development of day care providers, the automated payment system and the T.E.A.C.H. program. 
Specifies that above funds are nonrecurring and will not become part of the continuation budget. Sets a 
June 30, 1996 reversion date for any new funds appropriated to the Div’n for 1994-95 for new local 
Smart Start projects. 

144. Support Our Schools(SOS)/Family Resource Center Grant(FRCG) Programs’ administrative 
costs. Authorizes DHR to use up to $150,000 for SOS program administrative costs and up to $100,000 
for FRCG administrative costs in addition to the funds allocated for these programs by SL 1993 (Ex. 
1994). 

145. Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives administrative costs. Authorizes the - 
Sec’y of Human Resources to allow local partnerships receiving Early Childhood Education and 
Development Initiative funds to use up to 5% or up to $100,000 of total allocation, whichever is greater, 
to fund staff and administrative support for local partnership board activities if necessary. 

146. Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives application clarification. Directs DHR 
and the North Carolina Partnership for Children to ensure that the selection process for additional local 
demonstration projects include applications from counties that have yet to apply for funding, additional 
information from counties that have already applied for funding but have not received funding, and 
consideration of the needs and resources assessment conducted in each county. 

147. Subsidized day care. Allocates $6 million of funds appropriated to Div’n of Child 
Development for 1994-95 for children currently eligible for but not receiving nonentitlement child day 
care to pay for day care that is currently available in such children’s counties at the provider’s approved 
subsidized payment rate and to raise the rate in those counties where the prevailing market rate is too low 
to provide enough care for children. Requires the Div’n to report on the number of children receiving day 
care funded by this bill and those waiting to be so served to the 1995 General Assembly and to Fiscal 
Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office by March 15, 1995. 

148. Day care allocation study. Directs the 1993 Legislative Research Study Commission 
Committee on Child Care to study the whole issue of day care rates to determine whether the rate 
structure needs to be amended or overhauled. Study is to include an examination of whether county social 
services departments are using a provider’s failure to meet requirements in addition to those specified in 
Sec. 248 of Ch. 321, SL 1993 as a condition for reducing the provider’s subsidized child day rates. 
Report due to LRC for transmittal to 1995 General Assembly. 

149. Family to Family funds projects. Authorizes the Dep’t of Human Resources to establish 


Family to Family projects to replicate Project L.I.F.T.(Local Individuals Finding Themselves), of 
Concord, North Carolina. 





150. AFDC emergency assistance clarification. Effective June 30, 1994 GS 108A-39.1 is amended 
as follows: (1) directs DHR Div’n of Soc. Services to provide "cash assistance” (previously "emergency 
assistance”) to qualifying families and specifies that annual cash assistance shall not exceed $300 (was 
$500); (2) specifies that state appropriations for the nonfederal share of services and cash benefits shall 
not exceed 50% of the nonfederal share; (3) specifies that the nonfederal share of cash assistance will be 
divided equally between State funds and county or other local funds; (4) authorizes DHR to assess county 
for half of nonfederal share of cash assistance benefits authorized by any State or local agency other than 
county departments of social services (5) specifies that the nonfederal share of “services benefits” 
authorized by any agency be paid entirely from county appropriations or other available public or private 
funds and that federal reimbursements earned from program participation shall be paid to participants in 
proportion to their nonfederal share payments; and (6) requires the Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules 
implementing the cash assistance and services components of the AFDC Emergency Assistance Program. 
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Amends sec. 232 of 1993 SL ch. 321 as follows: (1) limits: DHR spending of state funds under AFDC 


Emergency Assistance Program to no more than appropriated by act for cash assistance benefits; (2) 
makes existing limitations on provision of emergency assistance applicable only to cash assistance benefits; 
and (3) replaces reference to “county department of social services” receiving application for emergency 
assistance benefits with “agency”. 

151. Child welfare system study. Authorizes the Sec’y of Human Resources to use $150,000 of the 
funds appropriated to the Dep’t, to retain an outside consultant to do a comprehensive study on the 
strengths, weaknesses and needs of the child welfare system. Requires the Dep’t to report the results of 
the study to the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research 
Division by February 15, 1995. 

152. Foster care reporting. Requires counties receiving foster care funds to prepare a quarterly 
report that includes information on the use of state funds, workload statistics and indicators for foster care, 
and the development of a coordinated approach to servicing the needs of children and families. This 
report must be sent to DHR Div’n of Social Services beginning with the 2nd quarter of 1994-95. DHR 
shall evaluate and report results to the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov’t Operations and to Fiscal Research 
Division by April 30, 1995. 

153. County foster care workers. Requires that $2,597,237 of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of 
Social Services be used for county foster care workers in foster care placement and licensing. 

154. Maintenance of county foster care funding. Requires DHR to ensure that counties do not 
reduce county appropriations and expenditures for foster care due to additional state appropriations for 
foster care. Requires counties to match state assistance for foster care workers at the rate of 25%. 

155. Foster care and adoptions training. Requires that $181,270 of funds appropriated to DHR 
Div’n of Social Services be used to establish an in-house training program that provides a mandated 
minimum of: (1) 30 hours of preserve training for foster care parents and 84 hours for foster care and 
adoption care workers, and (2) 10 hours of continuing education for foster care parents and 18 hours for 
foster and adoption care workers. 

156. Adoption subsidy. Effective July 1, 1994, sets graduated scale for adoption subsidy paid to 
eligible families who adopt hard-to-place children as follows: $315/month for child aged birth to 5; 
$365/month for child age 6 to 12; $415/month for child age 13 to 18. 

157. Foster care assessment tool. Specifies that the assessmen tool to be purchased with special 
$15,167 appropriation is entitled "Foster and Adoptive Recruitment and Retention, A Guide to Local 
Agency Assessment.” 

158. Foster care. Effective July 1, 1994, sets graduated scale for foster care assistance rates as 
follows: $315/month for child aged birth to 5; $365/month for child age 6 to 12; $415/month for child 
age 13 to 18. Of these amounts, $15 is special needs allowance for the child. 

159. HIV foster care board payment funds. Allocates $499,500 for foster care board payments for 
children with HIV, as follows: $800/month for child with indeterminate HIV status; $1,000/month for 
child with confirmed HIV, asymptomatic; $1,200/month for child HIV infected, symptomatic; 
$1,600/month for child terminally ill with complex care needs. 

160. DHR study child-caring reimbursement discrepancies. Directs DHR to study reimbursement 
method for child-caring agencies to identify any inequitable discrepancies in reimbursement rates. 
Requires report to General Assembly by March 15, 1995. 

161. Maternity home and adoption funds. Allocates $665,000 to State Maternity Home Fund to 
provide services to single pregnant women 10 years old or older. Allocates $750,000 for contract with 
Children’s Home Society of North Carolina, Inc., to recruit and traing families to adopt children with 
special needs. Directs DHR to report to Fiscal Research Div’n by March 15, 1995, on these 
appropriations. 

162. Child-caring agencies funds. Allocates $755,059 to provide partial reimbursement to ten listed 
private, nonprofit child-caring agencies for placement of certain children by county dep’ts. Agencies 
include: Bertie-Martin-Beaufort County Shelter Home (Jamesville), Caldwell Residential Services (Lenoir), 
Caring for Children, Inc. (Asheville), Children’s Home Soc’y of NC, Inc. (Greensboro), Children’s 
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Homes of Cleveland County (Shelby), Family Resources of Rutherford County, Inc. (Spindale), Florence 
Crittenton Services (Charlotte), Loray Girls Home (Gastonia), Yaweh Center, Inc. (Wilmington), and 
Youth Homes, Inc. (Charlotte). 

164. Medicaid coverage for elderly, blind, disabled. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, directs DHR to provide 
Medicaid coverage to all elderly, blind, and disabled people who receive SSI. 

165. Medicaid reporting requirements. Directs Div’n of Medical Assistance to submit monthly 
report on expenditures on acute care and long-term care services to Fiscal Research Div’n, and to revise 
the program’s projected spending for the current and subsequent fiscal year on quarterly basis. 

166. Medicaid coverage for adoptive children with special needs. Directs DHR to provide medicaid 
coverage for adoptive children with special or rehabilitative needs, regardless of family income, effective 
Oct. 1, 1994. 

167. Medicaid inpatient hospital reimbursement change. Extends from July 1, 1994 to Oct. 1, 1994 
the direction to Div’n of Medical Assistance that it implement budget-neutral diagnosis-related group 
reimbursement methodology for inpatient hospital services. 

168. Medicaid coverage to pregnant women and to children. Makes technical corrections to SL 
1993, c. 321, section 222. 

169. Medicaid estate recovery plan. Adds new GS 108A-70.5, establishing program to recover from 
estates of recipients of medical assistance an equitable amount of state and federal shares of costs paid 
recipient. Sets out the services to be covered by the program. 

170. HMO license requirements for medicaid recipients. Bikes clear the HMOs must be licensed 
by the state before contracting to serve medicaid recipients. 


171. Health Planning Commission funds. Directs that 1993-94 funds appropriated to NC Health 
Planning Comm’n not to revert. 
172. Alzheimer’s funds. Directs that $100,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n of Aging be used, 


through $25,000 grants to Alzheimer’s Ass’n chapters, to support services delivered to Alzheimer’s 
patients and their families. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


173. Cattle & livestock exposition center. - Allocates $50,000 for planning Cattle & Livestock 
Exposition Center in Alamance County. 

174, NC Warehouse Act Fund. Amends GS 106-435 to provide that the Fund may be used for 
loans to cotton gin owners to enable them to comply with air pollution standards, and for cotton promotion 
activities. Appropriates from the Fund $100,000 for 1994-95 to maintain and operate Ballentine Bldg. to 
house the pesticide program. 


175. Agriculture in the classroom. Earmarks $125,000 for 1994-95 as grant to NC Farm Bureau 
Foundation for Agriculture in the Classroom, Inc. 

176. Agriculture Finance Authority. Of funds appropriated to the Authority, earmarks $175,000 as 
loan guarantee fund for low cost energy conservation loans to farmers. These loans are to be funded from 


$1 million of federal energy conservation funds transferred from Dep’t of Commerce to Dep’t of 
Agriculture. 


DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 
177. Study cost/benefits of environmental regulations. Directs DEHNR to establish a protocol for 


assessing economic costs and environmental benefits of new and existing state environmental regulations, 
and to report to General Assembly by Jan. 15, 1995. 


178. Mining education/training funds. Authorizes DEHNR to use $20,000 to develop and publish 
a Mining Compliance Manual. 


179. Watts Farm cleanup study funds. Directs DEHNR to use available funds to study cleanup of 


abandoned waste disposal site in Wilkes County known as the Watts Retreat Farm. Requires report to 
General Assembly by Jan. 15, 1995. 


180. Immunization program funding. Extends to 1994-95 special provision in 1993 Appropriations 
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Act concerning childhood immunization program funding (SL 1993, Ch. 561, Sec. 109). 

181. Infant mortality funds for minority populations. Earmarks $750,000 of funds appropriated to 
Div’n of Maternal & Child Health to fund fifteen grant projects t0 demonstrate means to lower infant 
mortality and low birthweight rates in minority populations. 

182. Infant mortality report extension. Extends reporting date for Governor’s Comm’n on 
Reduction of Infant Mortality to July 15, 1994. 

183. Extend Child Fatality Task Force. Extends life of Task Force to February 1, 1997. Amends 
GS 143-577(b) to extend reporting date of Task Force to first weeks of 1995 and 1996 sessions, and 
specifies that final report is due upon convening of 1997 session. Earmarks $85,000 in 1994-95 for 
operations of Task Force. 

184. Women’s Health Service Fund. Establishes Women’s Health Service Fund within DEHNR to 
reimburse medical providers for services rendered to eligible women who request long-term reversible 
contraceptive devices or drugs. Prohibits any form of coercion. Appropriates $750,000 for the Fund, and 
provides that it does not create an entitlement. 

184.1 Adolescent pregnancy prevention/media campaign funds. Authorizes use of up to $100,000 
previously appropriated for adolescent pregnancy prevention program to initiate statewide media campaign 
in conjunction with NC Coalition on Adolescent Pregnancy to promote abstinence, reduce pregnancy, and 
promote healthy behavior in children aged 9-14. Requires report to General Assembly by Jan. 15, 1995. 

185. Soil survey positions funds. Specifies that DEHNR shall use $103,000 in 1994-95 for three 
soil scientist positions in Soil Survey Section to continue positions due to expire on June 30, 1994. 

186. National Envirothon funds. Directs DEHNR to use $25,000 to assist NC Ass’n of Soil and 
Water Conservation Districts with costs of serving as host of National Envirothon to be held in Asheville 
in 1994, 

187. Agriculture cost share program funds. Directs Soil & Water Conservation Div’n to use 
$40,000 of funds appropriated for Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control 
to install best management practices in subbasin of Cape Fear River and Atlantic drainage east of Cypress 
Creek and north of Walden Creek under Rural Clean Water Demonstration Program in accordance with 
match and program requirements of GS 143-215.74(b)(6). 

188. State parks funds. Earmarks $5 million for state parks repairs, renovations, construction and 
land acquisition. Limits land acquisition to 30% of funds. 

188.1 State parks retirement. Authorizes DEHNR to use up to $270,224 for retroactive retirement 
benefits for eligible employees as authorized under Supplemental Retirement Income Plan for State Law 
Enforcement Officers. 

189. Wildlife Resources Comm'n salary increases. Amends GS 105-164.44B to increases transfer 
from Wildlife Resources Fund to General Fund in order to fund salary increases for 1994-95. 

190. Wildlife Resources Comm’n long-range budget plan. Updates long-range budget plan 
requirement for Comm’n, and requires that the plan present a detailed implementation plan and specific 
recommendations for each option to ensure that future spending deficits will not occur. Directs State 
Auditor to conduct financial audit and performance audit of Comm’n and report to 1995 General 
Assembly. 

191. Town Fork flood control/Pilot Mountain funds. Reallocates funds previously appropriated for 
Town Fork Flood Control & Water Supply in Stokes county to Pilot Mountain Foundation, Inc., for 
capital improvements. Provides that funds appropriated for Town Forks Reservoir Project in 1989. will not 
revert until June 30, 1997. 

216. Water resources development projects. Appropriates $2,750,000 for water resources 
development projects, allocated as follows: $300,000 for Wilmington Harbor deepening; $400,000 for 
Wilmington Harbor 38-ft. navigation; $150,000 for aquatic plant control, including Lake Gaston; 


$900,000 for Carolina Beach renourishment; $200,000 for Dare County beaches feasibility study; and 
$800,000 for state-local projects. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 
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192. Rural Economic Development Center/community development grants. Of funds appropriated 
to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc., earmarks funds as follows: (1) $1.3 million for 1994-95 to 
support community development projects within minority communities, specifically, (a) $950,000 for 
direct grants to entities that have previously received state funding; (b) $100,000 for direct grants to 
entities not previously funded; (c) $200,000 to NC Ass’n of Community Development Corporations; and 
(d) $50,000 to cover administrative costs; (2) $2,175,000 to support NC Community Development 
Initiative, Inc.; (3) $650,000 to support loan fund and operations of the Microenterprise Loan Program; 
(4) $300,000 to NC Minority Support Center, Inc. for assistance to community-based credit unions; (5) 
$1 million to provide grants to depressed counties and municipalities to provide short-term capacity for 
economic development planning and writing grant applications; and (6) $1 million to establish NC Capital 
Access Program. Revises 1993 Appropriations Act to make available in 1994-95 the $1,650,000 
appropriated for pilot program to provide supplemental matching funds for economic development in 
depressed areas. « 

193. Biotechnology funds for minority universities. Amends 1993 Appropriations Act to increase to 
$2 million (was, $1 million) money earmarked for special biotechnology programs at minority 
universities, and extends reporting date to Dec. 15, 1994. 

194. Economic development funds. Amends 1993 Appropriations Act to make funds appropriated 
for Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc., and NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc., available for 
1994-95. Allocates $700,000 to NC Institute for Minority Economic Development, Inc. 

195. WTTF funds to Employment Security Comm’n. Appropriates $525,000 from Worker 
Training Trust Fund to Employment Security Comm’n allocated as follows: $225,000 to continue, 
common follow-up tracking system, $300,000 to fund legislated salary increases. 

196. Expand regional economic development efforts. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to develop 
program for promoting expansion of economic development efforts in all counties, by encouraging 
counties to join existing regional commissions, creating new commissions, or requesting authorization by 
General Assembly to participate in comm’ns established under GS 158-8.1, -8.2, or -8.3. Funds this 
effort at $2.1 million for 1994-95. Specifies criteria for new regional economic development commissions 
created pursuant to this special provision, and specifies how the amount of state support for each will be 
computed. 

197. Regional economic development commissions. Amends GS 158-8.1, -8.2, and -8.3 to provide 
that funds appropriated to the commissions established by these statutes (Western, Northeastern, and 
Southeastern) shall be disbursed directly to the comm’n at the beginning of each fiscal year, sets per diem 
of Comm’n members at $100/day when meeting, and authorizes Comm’n to provide additional $100 per 
diem payments for non-State employee members additional days of service. 

198. Northeastern Regional Commission. Amends GS 158-8.2 to delete provision specifying that 
the Governor appoints and sets the salary of the director of economic development and the director of 
tourism. 


199. Small business surety bonds funds contingency. Provides that funds appropriated for Small 
Business Surety Bond Fund are contingent on ratification of H 2057. 

201. Expand NC Industrial Comm’n. Enlarges Industrial Comm’n from three to seven members, 
effective July 1, 1994. 


202. Rural tourism grants. Earmarks $200,000 for Rural Tourism Development Grant Program, 
and limits grants to $50,000 each. 

203. Economic development of Duplin County. Authorizes the Town of Faison to use community 
development block grants to finance extension of natural gas lines from Mt. Olive to the Bowden area. 

204. Center for Community Self-Help Funds. Allocates $5 million of Dep’t of Commerce funds for — 
Statewide home ownership loan program. Requires $10 of nontraditional home loans to be generated for 
every $1 of state funds. Directs the center to make various reports about the spending of these funds to the 
General Assembly, the State Auditor, the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, the 
House Appropriations Subcommittee on Natural and Economic Resources, and the Dep’t of Commerce. 

205. Industrial Recruitment Development Fund. Provides that in allocating development grants 
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from Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund, Dep’t of Commerce shall consider extent to which new 
enterprises uses recycled materials and extent to which it generates high levels of environmental pollution. 
205.1. Energy program/repair and renovation funds. Establishes the State Facilities Energy 
Conservation Program within the Energy Div’n of the Dep’t of Commerce for the purpose of more 
efficient use of energy resources in state facilities and reducing utility costs. Creates the Energy Technical 
Analysis Loan Fund as a nonreverting loan fund to be used by state agencies to conduct technical analyses 
of state facilities to identify energy conservation projects that are economically practical and that will not 
require more than six years to recoup costs through energy savings. Directs Energy Div’n to report 
quarterly to Joint Legis. Comm’n on Governmental Operations on this program. Appropriates $1,119,652 


from Stripper Well Litigation funds for energy conservation projects at state facilities, and authorizes use 
of repairs and renovations funds for energy conservation projects.

206. Private Personnel Service Advisory Council. Amends GS 95-47.4 to provide that members of 
Private Personnel Service Advisory Council are entitled to per diem and expenses allowed to state officials 
generally. 

207. Funds for salary adjustments. If funds are not otherwise available, directs Governor to 


transfer to Dep’t of Labor sufficient funds to implement any salary adjustments recommended by State 
Personnel Comm’n.

6/16. House amendment deletes from bill’s provisions the repeals of GS 14-111.1 and -111.2, both of 
which deal with obtaining ambulance services without intending to pay therefor.

S 118. STATE PERSONNEL APPEALS CHANGES. Intro. 2/11/93; Senate amendment 4/22/93; 
House comm. sub. 6/16/94. House amendment changes effective date from Jan. 1, 1994 to Jan. 1, 1995, 
and makes act applicable to cases filed on or after the latter date. 


S 1504. 1994-95 SPECIAL PROVISIONS. Senate comm. sub. 6/2; Senate amendment 6/2; House 
comm. sub. 6/17. Senate amendment makes clarifying change. 


S 1505. 1994-95 BUDGET MODIFICATION. Intro. 5/25; Senate comm. sub. adopted 6/2; House 
comm. sub. adopted 6/17. House amendments make following changes: 

(1) Media pregnancy campaign. Amends Sec. 184.1 to require that school systems include a 
detailed description of the sex education curriculum proposed and a full set of materials with their grant 
applications for funds and that the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources review such in 
determining whether to award grants. Specifies that other school systems may apply for grants if any of 
the initial 12 school systems that applied for grants are rejected by the review process. 

(2) Day care allocation study. Changes title of section to "Day Care Rate Clarification”. Amends 
subsection (b), sec. 248, ch. 321, SL 1993 to prohibit county departments of social services or other local 
contracting agencies using a provider’s failure to comply with requirements in addition to those specified 
in the subsection as a condition for reducing the provider’s subsidized child day care rate. 
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S 1517. POOL SAFETY. Intro. 5/25/94. Senate committee substitute adds a provision (which is 
effective upon ratification) that no single drain, single suction outlet public swimming pool less than 18 
inches deep shall be allowed to operate. 


S 1564. POST PRIMARY REPORT. Intro. 5/25/94. Senate amendment substantially rewrites 
substantive portions of bill. Bill now treats postprimary reporting requirements differently for (1) 
candidates who are nonstatewide or judicial candidates (even if statewide judicial) and (2) candidates who 
are statewide nonjudicial candidates. For the first group, the postprimary reporting requirements of 
current law are unchanged. For the second group, the current postprimary report for losing candidates 30 
days after the primary is eliminated and a new report 60 days before the general election is added for both 
losing and winning candidates. 


S 1630. CRIMINAL TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 6/1; comm. sub. adopted 6/15. Senate 
amendments make following changes: (1) delete proposed amendment to GS 15A-1344(e1) which 
required Dep’t of Correction to pay for local confinement of offenders found in contempt for probation 
violations, and (2) add new section 33.1 to amend GS 20-138.5(b), as amended in the crime session (sec. 
32, ch. 14), to change certain drunk driving offenses from Class I felonies to Class G felonies. 


S 1631. LANDFILL PERMIT LOCAL REVIEW. Intro. 6/1. Senate committee substitute makes 
following changes: (1) requires applicant to request local government to issue determination as to whether 
it has in effect a zoning, subdivision, or "land use planning” ordinance that applies to the proposed 
landfill (was, zoning or subdivision ordinance); (2) provides that such an ordinance applies to the landfill 
application only if relevant provisions of ordinance have been in effect not less than 90 days before the 
date the request for a determination of consistency is delivered; and (3) makes other conforming and 
technical changes. 


S 1638. ENCOURAGE VOLUNTARY REMEDIATION. Intro. 6/1/94. Senate committee substitute 
rewrites substantive portions of bill so it now (1) amends GS 130A-310.9 to add a provision authorizing 
the Department of Environment, Health and Natural Resources to select and hire private environmental 
consulting and engineering firms to implement voluntary remediation actions by owners, operators, or 
other responsible parties; provides that if other party hires private firm, it is to reimburse the state for 
cost of work performed by the firm; (2) amends GS 130A-310.12 specifying that the rules of the 
Environmental Review Commission are subject to the Administrative Procedures Act and directing the 
commission to adopt rules governing the selection and use of private environmental and consulting firms 
to implement and oversee voluntary remedial actions by owners, operators, and other responsible persons; 
provides that the rules are to specify standards applicable to the firms, procedures for identifying and 
choosing firms, standards governing charges by those firms, and financial assurances to be required of an 
owner, operator, or other responsible party; and (3) adds new GS 130A-26.2 providing that anyone who 
knowingly makes any false statement, representation, or certification in any application, record, report, 
plan, or other document filed or maintained under Article 9 ("Solid Waste Management”) of GS Chapter 
130A, or knowingly makes a false statement of material fact in an Article 9 rule-making proceeding or 
contested case, or falsifies, tampers with, or knowingly renders inaccurate any recording or monitoring 
device or method required to be maintained is guilty of a Class 2 misdemeanor with a maximum fine of 
$10,000. Sets effective dates for various provisions and for rules adopted under the provisions.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 120. OPEN MEETINGS/RECORDS LAW CHANGES. Intro. 2/10/93; house comm. sub. 3/17/93; 
amend. 3/23/93; senate comm. sub. 3/30/03. The senate committee substitute replaced the provisions of 
the house bill with those of $417, intro. 2/25/93; comm. sub. 3/22/93; amend. 3/23/93. 

Conference committee report adopted in the House and Senate. In general this bill, as modified by 
the conference report, redefines "public body”, thus expanding the groups subject to the open meetings 
law, and makes comprehensive amendments to the provisions of the law authorizing executive, or closed, 
sessions, eliminating many authorizations and modifying those that remain. The remaining authorizations 
for closed sessions permit such sessions for confidential information, honorary degrees, matters within 
attorney-client privilege, location of new or expanded industries, preparing for negotiations for real 
property acquisition, discussions of individual officers and employees, and investigations into alleged 
criminal conduct. The conference report accepts the Senate committee substitute, a full digest of which is 
found in the Daily Bulletins of 3/22/93 and 3/23/93, as follows: 

Closed sessions for personnel discussions. Returns the provisions permitting closed sessions for 
discussion of performance, qualifications, etc., of individual officers and employees to language 
comparable to present law, except expressly prohibits discussions concerning members of the public body 
itself. Removes Senate committee substitute provisions requiring that discussions of appointment or 
performance of specific officers and employees, such as city and county managers and school 
superintendents, be in open session. 

N.C. DOCUME? 
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Attorneys fees. Makes award of attorneys fees against losing party in open meetings litigation 
permissive, with court, rather than mandatory. 
Effective date. Makes changes effective Oct. 1, 1994. 


H 536. AREA AUTHORITY PROPERTY. Intro. 3/24/93; comm. sub. 5/27/93; amend. 7/15/93. 
Senate committee substitute removes requirement that board of county commissioners approve acquisition 
by area authority of personal property by installment purchase contract and makes clear that Local 
Government Commission need approve use of installment purchase contract for financing acquisition of 
real property only when otherwise required by GS 160A-20. 


H 977. ENTRY OF JUDGMENT RULE. Intro 4/19/93; comm. subs. adopted 5/7/93 and 6/14/94; 
amended 6/15/94. Senate amendment adds a provision that no time period under Rules 50(b), 52(b), or 
59 may be tolled. longer than 90 days from the date judgment is entered. 


H 1142. SUBSTANCE ABUSE CERT. ACT. Intro. 4/19/93; comm. sub. 5/7/93; amend. 5/24/93. 
Senate committee substitute makes following substantive changes from House committee substitute as 
amended: (1) specifies that certified persons must complete 60 hours of continuing education (previous 
version left number of hours to board); (2) makes use of private certification standards permissive rather 
than mandatory as board establishes standards for state certification of substance abuse professionals; (3) 
adds several specific requirements for initial certification, concerning education, supervised training, and 
supervised experience; (4) specifies that engaging in illegal practices set out in act is Class 1 
misdemeanor; (5) requires that venue for actions to enjoin illegal practices is either county in which acts 
alleged to have been committed or county of defendant (and not county in which board has offices); and 
(6) makes act effective July 1, 1994. 


H 1775. FORTUNE TELLING CRIMES. Intro. 5/26/94. Senate committee substitute changes bill by 
deleting from the list in GS 14-401.5 of counties in which the specified activities in the bill are crimes 
Bertie, Halifax, Gates, Hertford, Northampton, Vance, and Warren. 


H 1988. NEUSE FOREST INCORPORATED. Intro. 6/2. House amendment deletes defined areas from 
territory to be included in new town. 


H 2038. BURLINGTON SCHOOL LAND. Intro. 6/6. House committee substitute adds provision 
permitting the Alamance county board of comm’rs to establish, as part of merger plan for school 
administrative units, interim and final school boards of up to seven members, and amends bill title to 
reflect additional provisions. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 87. LOCAL CONDEMNATION RESTRICTIONS. Intro. 2/9/93; amended 2/23/93, 2/24/93, 3/2/93, 
3/4/93, and 3/9/93; comm. sub. 6/14/94. House amendments remove Mecklenburg and Wayne counties 
from GS 153A-15, which requires approval of county commissioners before local government from 
outside county may acquire land in county. 


S 94. LOCAL ENERGY SAVINGS CONTRACTS. Intro. 2/9/93; comm. subs. 6/30/93, 7/15/93, 
5/30/94, and 6/15/94. House amendment adds a provision that no guaranteed energy savings contract 
may require the local government unit to purchase a maintenance contract or other maintenance agreement 
from the provider who installs energy conservation methods if the unit uses its own forces for maintenance 
or can purchase services at a lower cost from another provider. 
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S 1185. WORKERS’ COMP/UNINSURED EMPLOYERS. Intro. 5/18; amended 6/14. Senate 
amendment adds a provision amending GS 97-93 to require an employer subject to the Workers’ 
Compensation Act to post in a conspicuous place a notice stating that it either carries liability insurance or 
qualifies as a self-insured employer. Specifies that an employer who allows its insurance to lapse or ceases 
to qualify as self-insured, must remove any posted notices indicating otherwise within 5 working days. 


S 1336. SERVICE OF PROCESS. Intro. 5/25/94. Senate committee substitute adds a provision 
amending GS 7A-305(d) (assessable or recoverable fees) specifying that fees for personal service by a 
private process server may be recoverable in an amount equal to the actual cost of the service or $50, 
whichever is less, unless the court finds that due to difficulty of service a greater amount is appropriate. 


S 1384. AMEND EARLY CHILDHD. INITIATIVES. Intro. 5/25; amend. 6/16. Senate amendment 
makes following changes: (1) requires each local demonstration project to adopt procedures to ensure that 
all personnel providing services to young children and families understand their responsibility to report 
child abuse, neglect, or dependency; and (2) prohibits home-centered services without parental consent 
and permits parents to have access to records maintained on such services and to place written responses 
in the record to any information with which they disagree. 


S 1467. STRENGTHEN CHILD RESTRAINT LAW. Intro. 5/25/94. Senate committee substitute 
makes the child safety seat requirement apply to children less than five years of age whose weight is less 
than 50 pounds. Provides that if the child is five or older and weighs 50 pounds or more, use of a seat 
belt satisfies the requirement. Specifies that these requirements apply to children being transported in the 
front and rear seats of a passenger motor vehicle manufactured with seat safety belts in compliance with 
federal law. Also retains current law’s provision that the child safety seat requirements do not apply when 


all seating positions equipped with safety restraints are occupied, but limits that exception to members of 
the driver’s family. 


S 1511. SPORTS TEAMS REGISTRATION PLATES. Intro. 5/25/94. Senate committee substitute 
moves this provision for professional sports supporters plates from original bill’s placement at GS 
20-81.12 to new placement at GS 20-79.4. Substantive provision unchanged. 


S 1675. NORWOOD ABC DISTRIBUTION CHANGE. Intro. 6/2. Senate committee substitute corrects 
spelling error. 


S 1679. ORANGE/CHATHAM FINANCE OMNIBUS. Intro. 6/6. Senate committee substitute adds 
Forsyth and Nash counties, as well as Orange county, to those counties covered by GS 153A-157, which 
permits counties to acquire property for use for schools.

1994-95 BUDGET MODIFICATIONS 
ITEMS IN CONTROVERSY 


This Part of today’s Bulletin highlights major items in controversy between the House and Senate 
budgets for 1994-95. We have not attempted to provide comprehensive coverage of special provisions in 
controversy. However, we have included a comprehensive listing of line items in controversy as indicated 


by the reports submitted by the Senate and House Appropriations Committees in reporting S 1505 to the 
floor. 


SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

Compensation bonus. The Senate provides a 1% compensation bonus payable in December, 1994, 
for permanent employees and school bus drivers who were employed for the entire second half of 
1993-94. Bonus payments to UNC System and Community College personnel are not discretionary. The 
House provides a $480 one-time bonus for state employees to be paid (1) on July 1, 1994, to permanent 
employees and school bus drivers who were employed for the entire second half of the 1993-94 fiscal 
year, and (2) on December 31, 1994, to those who were employed for the entire first half of the 1994-95 
fiscal year. Bonus payments to community college instructional faculty and UNC System EPA employees 
are discretionary, but will average $480. 

Council of State. The Senate does not treat Council of State members differently from state 
employees generally. The House sets salary of all Council of State members at $87,000 (now, $77,289). 

Certain Executive Branch officials. Senate: salary of State Controller to $125,113; House: 
Controller’s salary reduced to $108,271 (now, $120,301). Senate: Director of Office of Administrative 
Hearings granted same increase as state employees generally; House: increases Director of Office of 
Administrative Hearings to $76,500 (same as district court judge). 

Legislator’s salary and expenses. Senate: Legislator’s salaries and expenses increased 4%; House: 
increases pay of legislators and reduces expense allowances according to different schedule. Sets pay of 
principal clerks at $54,000 (now, $47,620). 

Principal clerks. Senate grants 4% increase; Houses set pay at $54,000. 

Judicial branch officials. Senate grants general 4% increase as of July 1, 1994, and additional 
increases effective Jan. 1, 1995. House grants all pay increases as of July 1, 1994. House salary 
schedule differs slightly from Senate schedule effective 1/1/95, and House does not grant extra pay 
increase to district attorneys and public defenders. 

Clerk of superior court. House grants extra pay increases to clerks of court. 

Magistrates. House and Senate provisions for magistrates pay schedule different substantially. 
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UNC System EPA employees. Senate grants 4% increase, all of which is discretionary. House 
provides for 1% across-the-board pay increase plus 3% discretionary increase. 


UNC System competitive faculty salary levels. Senate provides additional funds for 1.5% increase in 
salaries of teaching faculty. House provides funds for 2.25% increase. 


Teachers salaries. House and Senate proposals are substantially different. 


Salary increase for state-funded local programs. Senate bill contains special provision stating that 
funds are appropriated for 4% increase for employees on locally operated state-funded programs, but no 
funds for compensation bonus. House bill does not contain a comparable provision. 


OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT 


General Fund availability. Senate: General Fund recurring revenue, $512.9 million; General 
Fund nonrecurring revenue, $551.9 million. House: General Fund recurring revenue, $631.4 million; 
General Fund nonrecurring revenue, $557.1 million. 


Appropriation of remaining availability to reserves. House appropriates any remaining revenue 
availability not needed to balance 1994-95 budget as follows: 25% to Savings Reserve Account, 25% to 
Repairs & Renovations Reserve, and 50% to Reserve for School Technology. 


DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 


Performance-based budgeting. House bill contains special provisions for state strategic planning and 
performance-based budgeting. Senate bill does not contain comparable provision. 


DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 


House bill contains special provisions concerning purchase of art in state buildings, and disposition 


of artifacts at Tryon’s Palace and in possession of Dep’t. Senate bill does not include comparable 
provisions. 


UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


Budget flexibility. Senate bill includes increase in local purchasing cap to $50,000. House bill omits 
this. 


Social Worker’s Education Loan Fund. House provision not included in Senate bill. 


DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 


Branch agent transaction rate. Senate increases branch agent rate to $1/transaction. House grants 
no increase. 


JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 

Transfer calendaring authority to senior resident superior court judge. House provision; no 
comparable Senate provision. 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

Foster care; adoption subsidy. Both houses provide graduated rate schedules for foster care and 
adoption subsidy, but House makes increases effective 7/1/94 while Senate delays increase to 10/1/94. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 


Energy conservation program. House bill establishes a state energy conservation program; Senate 
contains no comparable provision.

House committee substitute continues 
provisions of original bill, makes numerous technical changes and corrections to provisions of GS Chapter 
58, and makes following substantive changes: (1) Amends GS 58-48-95 and 58-62-95 to increase from 
$5000 to $10,000 the amount of deposit that may be retained by Comm’r of Insurance for administrative 
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costs; (2) Amends GS 58-71-71, dealing with education requirements for licensed bail bondsmen, to 
include runners in the section; and (3) Amends GS 58-85-1, concerning scholarships from NC State 
Firemen’s Association, to permit scholarships to be given to members of the Association, as well as to 
children of members. Rewrites title of bill as follows: "TO ADOPT RISK-BASED CAPITAL

INSURANCE CODE.” Makes risk-based capital provisions effective Jan. 1, 1995; makes technical 
changes to GS 58-50-130 effective Jan. 1 and 2, 1995; makes all other provisions effective on ratification. 


S 906. WORKERS’ COMP. REFORM. Intro. 4/19/93; Senate comm. subs. adopted 5/10/93, 7/8/93; 
amended 5/11/93, 7/16/93. House committee substitute makes numerous substantive changes. This bill 
will be digested in Friday’s Bulletin. 


S 1336. SERVICE OF PROCESS. Intro 5/25/94; comm. sub. 6/15/94; amended 6/16/94; comm. 
sub. 6/22/94. Senate amendment adds provision that person making the service may not be an employee 
of a person who is a party or related within three degrees of kinship to such person. 


S 1418. REPORTING CHANGES-EDUCATION. Intro. 5/25; senate comm. sub. 6/9. House 
committee substitute rewrites bill so that it is identical to House committee substitute for H 1589, adopted 
6/14.

PART B. SPECIAL PROVISIONS DIFFERING IN CONTENT 


SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

Compensation bonus. The Senate provides a 1% compensation bonus payable in December, 1994, 
for permanent employees and school bus drivers who were employed for the entire second half of 
1993-94. Bonus payments to UNC System and Community College personnel are not discretionary. The 
House provides a $480 one-time bonus for state employees to be paid (1) on July 1, 1994, to permanent 
employees and school bus drivers who were employed for the entire second half of the 1993-94 fiscal 
year, and (2) on December 31, 1994, to those who were employed for the entire first half of the 1994-95 
fiscal year. Bonus payments to community college instructional faculty and UNC System EPA employees 
are discretionary, but will average $480. House also provides that permanent part-time employees and 
part-time school bus drivers are entitled to bonus on pro rata basis.

SENATE BILLS 


S 906. WORKERS’ COMP. REFORM. Intro. 4/19/93; Senate comm. subs. 5/10/93, 7/8/93; amended 
5/11/93, 7/15/93, 7/16/93. House committee substitute reported favorably 6/23/94 and rereferred to 
Finance makes numerous changes in the amended Senate committee substitute workers’ compensation 
reform bill. 

Definitions of "injury" and “disability”. Deletes provisions amending GS 97-2(6) that further define 
compensable injury. Deletes provisions amending GS 97-2 and -54 and repealing -55 that substitute new 
terms to define disability. 

Burden of proof. Deletes new proposed GS 97-9.1 providing that the employee has the burden of 
proving that an injury arose out of and in the course and scope of employment and that the injury is 
established by medical evidence supported by objective findings. 

Exclusive remedy. Deletes provisions amending GS 97-10.1 that provided an exception to the 
Current statutory exclusive remedy rule for injuries resulting from the intentional tort of the employer. 

Reduction of benefits. Deletes provisions amending GS 97-12 that require prior Commission 
approval of employer safety rules before an employee’s benefits can be reduced by 10% for injuries 
resulting from the employee’s violation of the employer’s rules. 

Medical treatment. Deletes provisions amending GS 97-25 that give the employer or insurer the 
right to select the attending physician. 

Managed care organizations. Clarifies new proposed GS 97-25.2 to make clear that employers may 
satisfy their obligation to provide medical treatment to injured employees by contracting with a "managed 
care organization” (such as an HMO). An injured employee would be required to seek treatment under 
the terms provided by the medical services contract and would be required to exhaust all dispute resolution 
procedures of the managed care organization before applying to the Commission for review of any issue 
related to compensable medical services under the Act. Specifies that an employee may select the 
attending physician from the managed care organization’s panel and may subsequently select another 
physician from the panel without prior employer or insurer approval. 

Preauthorization. Clarifies new proposed GS 97-25.3 to make clear that an insurer may require an 
employee to notify the insurer in advance before inpatient or outpatient surgery or hospitalization. 
Specifies that hospital and physician charges incurred without preauthorization may be reduced by up to 
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50% if the insurer notified the medical provider in writing of its preauthorization requirement and the 
provider failed to comply (and the employee is not to be liable for the difference). Authorizes the insurer 
to review the need for surgery or hospitalization and require the employee to submit to an independent 
medical examination. Specifies that insurers may not require preauthorization for emergency services or 
services for the diagnosis or treatment of an injury or illness for which the insurer has not admitted 
liability or authorized payment for treatment. Exempts medical providers from civil liability for refusing to 
treat an employee, except for an emergency medical condition, because of lack of preauthorization. 
Authorizes the Commission to adopt additional procedures governing the preauthorization requirement. 

Medical fees. Reaffirms the Commission’s authority to adopt maximum medical fee schedules and 
requires that the Commission publish notice of its intent to adopt such schedules in the North Carolina 
Register and hold a public hearing. Specifies that the Commission is not limited to following the State of 
North Carolina Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan in establishing its fee 
schedule and may consider any other private or governmental reimbursement plans (except that payment 
for medical compensation rendered by a hospital participating in the State Plan shall be equal to the State 
Plan fee schedule for such treatment and services). Permits parties aggrieved by the Commission’s 
decision establishing a fee schedule to appeal to the North Carolina Court of Appeals. Authorizes the 
Commission to adopt rules allowing insurers and managed care organizations to review and reimburse 
medical compensation charges without prior Commission review and approval of the charges. 

Utilization guidelines. Adds new GS 97-25.4 authorizing the Commission to adopt rules establishing 
and practice guidelines for particular types of treatment including psychological therapy, chiropractic 
services, medical/vocational rehabilitation services, and attendant care. 

Duration of medical compensation and prosthesis replacement. Completely revises new proposed GS 
97-25.1 (including changing title to "Limitation of duration of medical compensation”) to permit 
employers to terminate the employee’s medical compensation benefits after 2 years unless the employee 
files an application for future medical compensation which the Commission approves or the Commission 
on its own motion orders future medical compensation. Restores current statutory definition of "medical 
compensation” and adds that it includes replacement of artificial members when reasonably necessitated by 
ordinary use or medical circumstances. 

Payment of compensation benefits. Amends GS 97-18 to authorize an employer or insurer to begin 
paying benefits to an injured employee without advance approval from the Commission and requires the 
insurer to immediately notify the Commission (including notifying the employee) when payment has 
begun, or has been suspended, reinstated, changed or modified. Requires the employer to notify the 
Commission of its decision to deny compensation 
(including written notification to the employee) within 14 days after it has written or actual notice of an 
employee’s injury or death. Amends new proposed provision to GS 97-18 that authorizes an employer to 
pay benefits "without prejudice” to also require that the employer or insurer attach a notice form (that has 
been filed with the Commission) stating that payments are being made without prejudice. Permits 
payments in this manner until the employer or insurer contests or accepts liability for the claim or for 90 
days from the date the employer has written or actual notice of the injury or death. Authorizes the 
Commission to grant the employer a 30 day extension. Requires the employer to notify the Commission 
and employee if it decides to contest compensability of the claim or its liability before the expiration of 90 
days or any approved extensions. Failure to do so will result in waiver of the employer’s right to contest 
compensability and liability unless the employer can show that material evidence was discovered after this 
period that could not have been reasonably discovered earlier. 

Termination of compensation benefits. Revises new proposed GS 97-18.1 that provides a procedure 
for employer termination of payment when the employee has returned to work for the same or different 
employer and administrative review by the Commission of employer terminations for any other reasons. 
Requires the employer to provide written notice to the employee of its intent to terminate payment for a 
reason other than the employee’s return to work and specifies that the employee has 14 days to file an 
objection with the Commission. Directs the Commission to conduct an informal hearing (within 25 days 
of its receipt of the employers termination notice) by telephone or in person with the parties or their 
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counsel to review the employee’s objections to the employer’s termination of benefits and requires the 
Commission to issue a decision within 5 days after the hearing is completed. 

Settlements. Deletes provisions amending GS 97-17 that established a procedure by which an 
employer and employee wishing to settle a claim for compensation benefits may file with the Commission 
a "Notice of Intent to Settle”. 

Disputes on disability. Deletes provisions amending GS 97-27 establishing a procedure for choosing 
independent medical examiners to resolve disputes on extent, nature, or cause of disability or death or on 
whether the employee is "medically stationary”. 

Benefits for temporary total, permanent total, temporary partial, and permanent partial disabilities. 
Deletes provisions amending GS 97-29, -30, and -31 that estabiished new compensation rates for 
employees suffering these conditions. 

Trial return to work. Revises new proposed GS 97-32.1 to place a 9 month limit on employee trial 
return to work periods. 

Use of vocational evidence. Deletes provisions permitting the use-of an employee’s age, education, 
skills and employment history to determine disability under the Act. 

Operations of the Industrial Commission. Deletes requirement that deputies of the Commission be 
licensed to practice law in NC and have 3 years experience as attorneys. Amends GS 97-80 authorizing 
the Commission to serve subpoenas, provide rules for discovery, and hold persons in civil or criminal 
contempt pursuant to GS Ch. 5A. Adds new GS 97-26.1 authorizing the Commission to establish 
maximum fees for copying medical records, preparing medical reports and compensating expert witnesses. 
Adds new GS 97-83.1 directing the senior resident superior court judge to provide suitable facilities for 
hearings that the Commission schedules in counties within the judge’s district. 

Second injury fund. Amends GS 97-40.1(a) to increase employer contributions to the fund to $250 
in permanent partial disability cases (was $100) and $750 for cases involving 50% or more loss or loss of 
use a major member (e.g., back, foot, leg, hand etc.) 

New penalties. Retains without revision new proposed GS 97-88.2 and -88.3 specifying penalties for 
claimants engaging in fraudulent conduct in making a claim or health care providers submitting charges 
for care not furnished, administering improper or unnecessary treatment, or failing to make timely 
Teports, making unnecessary referrals, or violating Commission rules. Revises GS 97-94 to make any 
person who has the ability and authority to bring an employer in compliance with GS 97-93 (requiring 
employers to carry insurance or prove financial ability to pay for benefits and post a conspicuous notice of 
such) and wilfully and intentionally refuses or neglects to bring the employer in compliance guilty of a 
Class 1 misdemeanor and subject to a fine of up to 100% of the amount of any compensation due the 
employer’s employees injured during the time the employer was out of compliance with GS 97-93. 

Notice to NC Rate Bureau. Amends GS 58-36-1(5) to require that an employer whose workers’ 
compensation insurance policy is not renewed or canceled to notify the Bureau so that the employer can 
be included on a list of other such employers that is made available to all insurers and self-insureds’ 
administrators doing business in NC. Employers are also required to notify the Bureau and insurance 
carrier of a change in ownership. 

Attorneys’ fees. Retains provisions in GS 97-90 dealing with employer liability for attorneys’ and 
health care providers’ fees (Commission approval required before payment) and restores current statutory 
provisions pertaining to fee agreements with attorneys. 

Appropriations. Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund for 1994-95 to Dep’t of Commerce for 
general use by the Industrial Commission and $100,000 for 1995-96 for establishment of an ombudsman 
program for the Commission. Appropriates $100,000 to the Dep’t of Insurance for 1994-95 and $100,000 

‘for 1995-96 for the investigation of suspected workers’ compensation fraud and violations related to 
workers’ compensation claims. 

Effective date. Effective upon ratification except other dates specified for various sections of the act.

H 1725. REVENUE LAW CHANGES. Intro. 5/26. House comm. sub. changes title of bill to "AN 
ACT TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CLARIFYING CHANGES TO THE REVENUE LAWS AND 
RELATED STATUTES, TO IMPROVE THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE SOFT DRINK EXCISE 
TAX, AND TO EXTEND THE SUNSET OF A TAX CREDIT.” 

Soft drink tax. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, amends G.S. 105-113.51 to provide that a distributor, 
wholesale dealer, or retail dealer who has a soft drink certificate of liability may purchase non-tax-paid 
bottled soft drinks or non-tax-paid base products from a distributor or wholesale dealer and that such 
purchaser, rather than the seller, will be liable for payment of the excise tax on such soft drinks or 
products; amends G.S. 105-113.52 effective Oct. 1, 1994, to provide that reduction in excise tax rate on 
bottled soft drinks and base products does not apply to sales in which distributor or wholesale dealer 
purchased such soft drinks or products under a soft drink certificate of liability. 

Ethanol tax credit. Amends G.S. 105-130.27(g) and 105-151.6(g) (regarding tax credit for 
construction of fuel ethanol distilleries) to extend expiration date to Jan. 1, 1998 (was, Jan. 1, 1996). 

White goods disposal fee. Amends G.S. 130A-309.81 effective Aug. 1, 1994, to provide that prior to 
July 1, 1998, local government may not charge a disposal fee for the disposal of white goods (was, a 
disposal fee in addition to the fee charged for disposal of any other type of municipal solid waste) effective 
July 1, 1998, disposal fees for white goods are allowed. 


H 1816. IN-STATE TUITION CHANGES. Intro. May 30. House committee substitute adds 
amendment to GS 116-143.1 waiving the requirement that a person maintain North Carolina residence for 
a full twelve months in order to become eligible for in-state tuition in the following circumstances: (1) the 
student’s parent or guardian has become eligible for enrollment in the Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement System and is in fact domiciled in NC; and (2) the student is a noncertificated teacher 
employed by a local school unit and is enrolled in courses to complete certification requirements. Amends 
title accordingly. 
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H 1878. AVERY COUNTY AIRPORT AUTHORITY. Intro. 5/30. House comm. sub. makes 
technical and clarifying changes regarding initial terms of Authority members; deletes provisions giving 
Authority the power to borrow money and to issue bonds, to purchase land for the purpose of 
constructing, maintaining, or operating the airport, and to lease real or personal property for terms not to 
exceed 25 years; deletes provision stating that Authority members may not be personally liable for their 
acts as members of the Authority other than for misfeasance or malfeasance; and provides that board of 
commissioners may appropriate only funds derived from sources other than ad valorem taxes to carry out 
provisions of act. 


H 1904. MACON/HAYWOOD SCHOOL PROPERTY. Intro. 5/27; Comm. sub. 6/16. House 
committee substitute modifies GS 153A-157(al) to provide that Macon and Haywood may construct, 
equip, expand, improve, renovate, or otherwise make available property for use by a school administrative 
unit within the county. 

H 1993. WASHINGTON/STANLEY/BEAUFORT CHANGES. Intro. 6/2; House comm. sub. #1 
adopted 6/15. House committee substitute #2 provides that the filing period for candidates for Beaufort 
County Bd. of Educ. is the same as the period specified in G.S. 163-294.2(c) for nonpartisan plurality 
elections; makes conforming change to title of bill; and makes additional technical changes. 


H 2032. ASHEVILLE HOUSING CODE NOTICES. Intro. 6/6. House amendment adds provision to 
bill authorizing Asheville City Council to enact an ordinance requiring owners of rental property to 
authorize person to serve as agent for service of process, and amends title accordingly. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 901. BICYCLE CLINGING PROHIBITED/BARBER SCHOOL INSTRUCTORS. S 901 as 
introduced and passed by the Senate would have prohibited bicyclists and others from clinging to other 
vehicles while on a roadway. The House replaced the original Senate bill with a bill relating to the 
student/instructor ratio required of nonprofit barber schools. Senate Rule 57.1 requires that all 
amendments and committee substitutes be germane to the original subject matter of the bill. The point of 
order having been raised in the Senate, the House committee substitute for S 901 has been ruled in 
violation of the Senate rules and will not be received by the Senate for concurrence.

Transfer calendaring authority to senior resident superior court judge. Senate Rule 42.4 provides 


that the Current Operations Appropriations Bill may not contain any provision changing existing law 
unless the provision alters expenditures or salaries, changes the scope of a program necessitating a change 
in funding, or modifies a governmental function necessitating a transfer of funds from one agency to 
another. The point of order having been made by Sen. Folger, the President of the Senate ruled that Sec. 
121 of the House Committee Substitute for S 1505 violates this rule. Sec. 121 declares it to be the policy 
of the State that as of July 1, 1995, calendaring of criminal cases in superior court shall be done by the 
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senior resident superior court judge rather than the district attorney. Pursuant to this ruling, the Senate 
has instructed its conferees that Sec. 121 is ineligible for consideration by the Senate and may not be 
included in any conference report.

Please note the following corrections in the digests of items in controversy published on June 22 and 
June 23. 


Compensation bonus. The Senate provides a 1% compensation bonus payable in December, 1994, 
for permanent employees not subject to the Comprehensive Compensation System (GS 126-7), school 
teachers and other public school personnel, and school bus drivers. To be eligible, the employee must 
have been employed for the entire second half of 1993-94 or for a contract term of four months or more 
during the period 7/1/94 through 12/31/94. The bonus does not apply to (1) members of the General 
Assembly or (2) members of the State Highway Patrol who are not at the top of the salary range. 

The House provides a $480 compensation bonus to state employees and public school personnel paid 
from State funds, with certain exceptions. No bonus would be paid to members of the Council of State, 
members of the General Assembly, or Judicial Branch officials (including clerks of superior court and 
magistrates). The bonus would be paid to Community College personnel and UNC System employees not 
subject to the State Personnel Act according to guidelines and rules adopted by the respective governing 
board (i.e., allocated on a discretionary basis), and those guidelines may provide for bonus payments to 
employees hired for the academic year after July 1, 1994. To be eligible, employees must be permanent 
employees or school bus drivers as of July 1, 1994, or permanent 10-month public school personnel as of 
the third payroll period of 1994-95. The bonus would be paid on July 1, 1994, to employees other than 
10-month public school personnel who would receive the bonus in the third payroll period of 1994-95. 
Permanent part-time employees (other than Community College institutional personnel and UNC System 
EPA employees) would receive a pro rata amount of $480. 


Department of Insurance. Senate continuation budget reductions for the Department of Insurance 
total only $75,000 (not $875,000 as reported on June 22).

Senate committee 
substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO ALLOW PUBLIC CONTRACTS INVOLVING LESS THAN 
FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS TO BE AWARDED TO NONLICENSED CONTRACTORS, TO 
ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA ON-SITE WASTEWATER SYSTEM CONTRACTORS 
LICENSING BOARD, AND TO AMEND THE ELEVATOR SAFETY ACT.” 

Non-licensed Contractors. Amends GS 87-1 to exempt contractors performing highway work for 
Dep’t of Transportation involving less than $50,000 as well as other government construction and repair 
work let under GS 143-131. | 

On-Site Wastewater System Contractors. Adds new GS Ch. 87, Art. 9, "On-Site Wastewater System 
Contractors,” which creates seven-member North Carolina On-Site Wastewater System Contractors 
Licensing Board and specifies criteria for board appointments. Provides that no construction or repair of 
on-site wastewater systems may occur except by licensed contractors. Sets forth schedule of fees for 
licenses and renewals, and sets forth licensing criteria. Provides for review of decisions by board under 
NC Administrative Procedure Act. Provides that article does not apply to a general contractor licensed 
under Article 1 or a plumbing contractor under Article 2 of Ch. 87. 

Elevator Safety Act. Amends GS 95-110.5(18), the Elevator Safety Act, to require equipment 
returned to service to comply with rules governing existing (was, new) installations.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 80. FEDERAL DETERMINATION WITHHOLDING. Intro. 2/9/93; house comm. sub. 7/15/93; 
senate comm. sub. 7/21/93. Conference report establishes a three- year statute of limitation on any taxes 
due as a result of a taxpayer’s forfeiture of the qualified business venture tax credit provided under GS 
105-163.013. Adds provision specifying that act becomes effective Jan. 1, 1995 and is applicable to 


assessments of taxes for which the statute of limitations had not expired by Jan. 1, 1995. Makes technical 
change. 


H 644. IMPROVE SEDIMENTATION CONTROL. Intro. 3/29/93; House comm. sub. #1 4/22/93; 
House comm. sub. #2 5/6/93; House amend. #1 5/10/93; House amend. #2 5/11/93. Senate committee 
substitute (1) amends GS 113A-54.2(b) to provide that fees collected for review and approval of erosion 
control plans must be deposited in a nonreverting account (the Sedimentation Account) within Dep’t of 
Env., Health, and Nat. Resources and applied to costs of administering the program; (2) provides that 
civil penalties collected by Dep’t on other state agencies shall be credited to General Fund (or to the 
general fund of the local government if collected by a local government) as nontax revenue; (3) provides 
that amendment to GS 113A-54.2(b) (relating to Sedimentation Account) is effective July 1, 1994; (4) 
provides that amendment to GS 113A-64(a)(5) (relating to deposit of civil penalties) is effective July 1, 
1995; (6) provides that remainder of act is effective Oct. 1, 1994; and (7) makes numerous technical and 
clarifying changes. 


H 650. ASBESTOS PROGRAM AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/29/93; House comm. sub. #1 4/22/93; 
House comm. sub. #2 5/6/93. Senate committee substitute (1) changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO 
AMEND ARTICLE 19 OF CHAPTER 130A OF THE GENERAL STATUTES REGARDING 
ASBESTOS HAZARD MANAGEMENT AND TO MAKE CERTAIN TECHNICAL CHANGES TO 
CONFORM WITH RECENT FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS”; (2) provides that, except as noted below, 
maximum administrative penalty for violation of law regarding asbestos hazard management is $1,000 per 
day (was $10,000 per day); (3) adds new GS 130A-22(b2) imposing maximum administrative penalty of 
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$10,000 for violation of national emission standards relating to asbestos in renovations and demolitions; 
(4) amends GS 130A-444 to add definition of “person” and to include references to federal laws related to 
definitions; (5) amends GS 130A-447(a) to require approval of asbestos related training courses by Dep’t 
of Env., Health, and Nat. Resources; (6) amends GS 130A-447(c) to provide that requirements relating to 
accreditation of persons performing asbestos management activities does not apply to (a) the owner or 
operator of a building (other than a school building subject to requirements of federal law) when 
performing small-scale, short duration activities as defined in federal regulations, (b) government 
regulatory personnel performing certain inspections for purpose of determining compliance with applicable 
laws and regulations, or (c) certain licensed contractors performing small-scale, short duration activities 
defined in federal regulations; (7) adds new G. 130A-448(b) allowing Dep’t to establish and collect fees 
(not to exceed $1,500 for each course or $500 for annual course renewals) for approving asbestos 
management training courses; (8) adds new GS 130A-452 providing that Dep’t must authorize a local air 
pollution program to enforce national emission standards for asbestos for renovations and demolitions if 
the program was certified by the Env. Management Comm’n pursuant to GS 143-215.112 prior to Oct. 1, 
1994 (and may authorize enforcement by local air pollution program if certified on or after Oct. 1, 1994), 
and to continue such authorization as long as the program maintains such certification and complies with 
the Comm/’n’s rules regarding enforcement of standards by local air pollution programs; and (9) provides 
that act is effective Oct. 1, 1994. 


H 689. WILKES/YADKIN 3RD DEGREE TRESPASS. Intro. 3/31/93; amended 4/28/93; Senate 
comm. sub. 7/23/93. Conference report converts the bill to a local bill applicable only to Wilkes and 
Yadkin (deletes House amendment adding Stokes, and Senate comm. sub. changing the bill to a public bill 
applicable statewide), and changes effective date to Dec. 1, 1994. 


H 795. AMEND ”“RUNNERS” LAW. Intro. 4/8/93; House amendment 5/12/93. Senate committee 
substitute (1) amends GS 90-401 to prohibit payment of compensation to a health care provider who refers 
a patient of that health care provider to another health care provider when the payment is solely or 
primarily for the referral; (2) amends GS 90-401 to provide that section does not prohibit health care 
provider’s purchase of advertising which does not entail direct personal contact or telephone contact of a 
potential patient; (3) makes new GS 90-401.1 (prohibiting direct solicitation of patients) applicable with 
respect to any injured, diseased, or infirm person or member of such person’s family (was, any injured 
person); (4) provides that violations of GS 90-401 and 90-401.1 are grounds for sanctions under G.S. 
90-402; (5) adds severability clause; (6) makes additional technical and conforming changes; and (7) 
makes act effective Oct. 1, 1994. 


H 977, ENTRY OF JUDGMENT RULE. Intro. 4/15/93. Comm. subs. 5/7/93, 6/14/94; amended 6/22. 
Senate amendment adds to GS 1A-1, Rule 58, provision that any judgment by a magistrate in a small 
claims action announced and signed in open court need not be served on parties. For judgments not 
announced and signed in open court, magistrate must serve copy on all parties within three days after 
judgment entered. Provides that even if provisions requiring serving of copies are not complied with, 
party’s right to appeal small claims action is lost after 90 days from magistrate’s entry of judgment. 


H 1049. ASSAULT COMPANY/CAMPUS POLICE. Intro. 4/19/93; House comm. sub. 6/8/93. Senate 
committee substitute makes amendments effective Oct. 1, 1994. , 


H 1319. 1993 OMNIBUS STUDIES ACT. Intro. 5/10/93; House comm. sub. 7/24/93. Senate 
committee substitute deletes all provisions of the House committee substitute except: (1) continuation of 


Mental Health Study Commission, (2) creation of Public Health Study Commission, and (3) creation of 
Election Laws Review Commission. 3 
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H 1536. PASQUOTANK/CHOWAN SCHOOL ACQUISITION. Intro. 5/25/94. House committee 
substitute allows Chowan County to list of counties in which the county may acquire the fee, or lesser 
interest in property, for the use of a school administrative unit in the county. Authorizes counties covered 


by act to construct, equip, improve or otherwise make available property for use by school administrative 
unit within county. 


H 1551. LIABILITY INSURANCE PROOF CHANGE. Intro. 5/25. Senate amendment makes act 
effective upon ratification (was, Oct. 1, 1994). 


H 1683. FIREMEN/RESCUE SQUAD BENEFITS. Intro. 5/27; House comm. sub. 6/6. House 
committee substitute #2 reduces monthly pension to $110 and makes act effective July 1, 1994, only if 


implementing funds are appropriated in the 1994 Current Operations and Capital Improvements 
Appropriations Act. 


H 1755. OUTLAW FORTUNE TELLING. Intro. 5/24. Comm. sub. adopted 6/22. Senate amendment 
restores Halifax County to coverage of GS 14-401.5. 


H 1770. FELONY/SELL HANDGUNS TO MINORS. Intro. 5/26; House comm. sub. adopted 6/1. 
Senate amendments make technical or stylistic changes. 


H 1774. CAPITOL PRESERVATION COMM’N & FUND. Intro. 5/26; House comm. sub. #1 6/13. 
House committee substitute #2 (1) provides that Governor, rather than Capitol Preservation Commission, 
is responsible for allocating space in State Capitol Building, and (2) deletes appropriation and provides that 
act shall be funded from funds available to Office of the Governor. 


H 1776. VOTER REGISTRATION REWRITE. Intro. 5/26; comm. sub. 6/20. House amendment 
amends GS 163-82.20 to delete provision for applicant to decline in writing to register to vote. 


H 1794. SANDYFIELD INCORPORATED. Intro. 5/26. House committee substitute deletes described 
property from corporate limits. 


H 1827. WASHINGTON HOUSING COMMISSIONERS. Intro. 5/30. Senate committee substitute 
provides that the exemption of Beaufort County from the provisions of GS 157-5 regarding appointment of 
public housing authority commissioners does not apply to the City of Washington and to the Washington 
Housing Authority, and makes conforming change to title of bill. 


H 1940. NONRESIDENT SPECIAL DEVICE LICENSE. Intro. 6/1/94. House committee substitute 
provides for resident noncommercial special device license of $10, authorizing NC resident to take 
nongame fish from inland fishing waters with no more than three special devices; for resident commercial 
special device license of $300 for individuals who are residents of NC and take fish with four or more 
special devices; and for nonresident noncommercial license of $50 and nonresident commercial license of 
$1,000 for persons residing outside of NC. Changes effective date from July 1 to August 1, 1994. 


H 1972. PROTECT TRADE SECRET ENV. DATA. Intro. 6/1; House comm. sub. 6/15. Senate 
committee substitute makes technical and stylistic changes. 


H 2037. GREEN LEVEL PROPERTY. Intro. 6/2. House amendment makes stylistic and clarifying 
changes. 
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H 2055. RALEIGH VACANCY ELECTIONS. Intro. 6/6/94. Senate committee substitute provides that if 
vacancy filled by election, election may not be held after first day of August of year term would have 
expired; may be held at regular or special primary as well as election; and provides that no special 
election may be held less than 80 days before or less than 28 days after regularly scheduled primary or 
election. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 28. SCHOOL GOVERNANCE CHANGES. Intro. 2/1/93; com. sub. #1 4/8/93. House committee 
substitute completely rewrites bill with new title "AN ACT TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO 
STREAMLINE EDUCATION GOVERNANCE AND TO CLARIFY WHO SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE 
FOR THE SUPERVISION AND ADMINISTRATION OF THE FREE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM BY 
VESTING IN THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION THE POWER AND DUTY TO 
SUPERVISE AND ADMINISTER THE FREE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM AFTER CONSULTATION 
WITH THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, TO PROVIDE THAT THE MEMBERS OF THE 
STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION SHALL BE APPOINTED FROM THE STATE’S 
CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS FOR TERMS OF FOUR YEARS AND TO REQUIRE THAT THE 
JOINT LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE REPORT TO THE 1995 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY SO THAT IT MAY CONSIDER CORRESPONDING STATUTORY CHANGES.” 

Proposes constitutional amendment to be voted on at next regularly scheduled statewide primary, general, 
or special election: (1) to provide Board of Education consist of one member from each of State’s 
congressional districts to be appointed by Governor for four-year terms; (2) authorizing General Assembly 
to set qualifications and term limitations on Board members; (3) specifying that Superintendent, after 
consultation with Board, rather than Board, is responsible of administering and supervising school system. 
Amends GS 120-123 to provide that member of General Assembly may not serve on State Board of 
Education. If amendment is approved, requires Joint Legislative Oversight Committee to prepare 
conforming statutory amendments by Feb. 15, 1955. 


S 922. SURETY BONDSMAN EXAMIFEE., Intro. 4/20/93; amended 6/29/93; amended 7/20/93. 
House committee substitute makes the following changes in the law regarding bail bonds under GS Ch. 
15A: (1) amends GS 15A-540 to allow surety on a bail bond to surrender principal to sheriff of county in 
which principal was bonded as well as county in which to appear on criminal offense; (2) amends GS 
15A-544 to provide that if principal is incarcerated in NC within 90 days "after entry of judgment and 
remains incarcerated until forfeiture hearing,” judge must strike forfeiture upon payment of costs and that 
if principal is incarcerated within 90 days after entry of judgment, bond to be totally remitted upon 
payment of costs; (3) amends GS 15A-531 to clarify that surety bond is same as cash bond for all 
purposes and to provide that when misdemeanor appealed to superior court, there is a new determination 
of pretrial release conditions. Changes effective date of provisions regarding bondsman licensing fees 
from July 1, 1993 to July 1, 1994 and makes Ch. 15A amendments effective on ratification. 


S 945. USE DEADLY FORCE AGAINST INTRUDER. Intro. 4/22/93; Senate comm. sub. 5/12/93; 
Senate amendments 5/12/93 and 5/13/93. House committee substitute completely rewrites bill as follows. 
Adds new G.S. 14-51.1 providing that a lawful occupant within a home or residence is justified in using 
any degree of force, including deadly force, against an intruder that the occupant reasonably believes is 
necessary to prevent or terminate the intruder’s unlawful entry if the occupant reasonably believes that the 
intruder (1) may kill or inflict serious bodily harm to the occupant or others in the home or residence or 
(2) intends to commit a felony in the home or residence. Also provides that such occupant has no duty to 
retreat from an intruder in the above circumstances, and that section does not repeal, expand, or limit any 
other defense that may exist under common law. Effective Oct. 1, 1994, and applicable to offenses 
committed on or after that date. 
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S 952. HOSPITAL BRANCH FACILITIES CHANGE. Intro. 4/22/93; Senate comm. sub. 5/10/93. 
House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO CHANGE THE LAW REGARDING 
HOSPITAL FACILITIES TO OFFER HEALTH CARE SERVICES IN BRANCH FACILITIES.” Makes 
GS 131E-14.1 (regarding branch facilities) applicable only to municipalities organized under Municipal 
Hospital Act and District Hospital Act; repeals GS 131E-14.1(5) and (6). 


S 1146. FLEA MARKET RECORDS. Intro. 5/11/93; comm. sub. 6/24/93; amended 6/28/93 and 
7/8/93. House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THAT FAILURE TO 
PROVIDE OR PROVIDING FALSE INFORMATION BY ITINERANT MERCHANTS ON THEIR 
SOURCE OF MERCHANDISE SHALL CONSTITUTE A CLASS 3 MISDEMEANOR, AND TO 
AUTHORIZE IMPOUNDMENT OF MERCHANDISE IN SPECIFIED CIRCUMSTANCES.” Deletes 
proposed increase in itinerant merchant license from $100 to $110 and proposed increase in specialty 
market operator license from $200 to $225. Adds requirement that law enforcement agent have probable 
cause to believe possession of merchandise is unlawful before impounding it, and that merchandise so 
impounded be disposed of in accordance with GS 15-11.1. Deletes felony violation provision. Changes 
effective date to October 1, 1994, and applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 


S 1436. TECHNICAL FISHERIES CHANGE. Intro. 5/24; Comm. sub. 6/16; amended 6/23. House 
committee substitute changes title t "AN ACT TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CLARIFYING 
CHANGES TO CHAPTER 576 OF THE 1993 SESSION LAWS (REGULAR SESSION 1994) 
CONCERNING THE TWO-YEAR MORATORIUM ON SPECIFIED FISHING LICENSES.” Amends 
GS 113-153.1(d) to permit owner of vehicle licensed under GS 113-152 to purchase vessel crab license as 
an alternative to the purchase of individual licenses under this section (underlined words added). Adds 
new GS _113-153.1(cl) to exempt persons under age 16 from license requirement if they are accompanied 
by parent or guardian who is in compliance with license requirement, or if underage persons have license 
of parent or guardian in their possession. Adds following exemptions to moratorium at new SL 1993, Ch. 
576, Sec. cl: (1) owner of current vessel license may transfer it to another vessel or purchaser; (2) any 
person previously exempt from license requirement when accompanied by parent or guardian holding 
license and who is otherwise qualified may be issued license; (3) non-vessel endorsements to sell licenses 
may be issued to license agents for tournaments that meet requirements of Marine Fisheries Comm’n; and 
(4) vessel licenses may be issued on a charter vessel not previously licensed, but no vessel endorsement to 
sell may be issued on that vessel. 


S 1566. UNIFORM LICENSE & REGISTRATION INFO. Intro. 5/25; Senate comm. sub. 6/16. 
Senate amendments (1) require that drivers’ licenses include information regarding the licensee’s race; 
and (2) amends G.S. 20-37.7 to allow issuance of special identification card to any resident of the State, 
regardless of age and regardless of whether the individual has a drivers license. 


S 1579. DMV AND DOT TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/24; amended 6/16. Senate amendment No. 
2 amends GS 20-95(al) to provide for prorating of renewal sticker rounded to nearest dollar (was, to 
nearest multiple of 25 cents). 


S 1642. DURHAM FEE COLLECTION. Intro. 6/1/94. Senate committee substitute amends Durham 
city charter to provide that portion of unpaid water and sewer fees due to leaking plumbing fixtures, pipes, 
or facilities owned by a real property owner is a lien on the property that is served and may be collected 
by city in a foreclosure action using the same procedure by which delinquent personal or real property 
taxes are collected. The lien does not arise unless the city sends written notice to the property owner (by 
personal service, or by registered or certified mail) and mails a copy of the notice to the public enterprise 
customer, and owner fails to repair break or leak within 30 days from date of notice. Such lien is inferior 
to all prior and subsequent liens for federal, state, and local taxes, is equal to liens for special 
assessments, and superior to all other liens and encumbrances. Section applies only when the public 
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enterprise customer is not an owner of the real property served by the public enterprise. Includes 
provisions regarding appeal of notice of proposed lien, and review by city manager, city council, and 
superior court.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 203. TATOOING REGULATED. Intro. 2/18/93; comm. sub. 4/7/93. Senate committee substitute 
clarifies that applications for tattooing permits must be filed with the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources and that the Dep’t (acting through local health depts.) shall inspect facilities, utensils, 
equipment and procedures for compliance with requirements established by the Commission of Health 
Services (GS 130A-29(c) amended accordingly). Authorizes the Dep’t to deny permit applications and 
suspend, revoke, or refuse to renew permits in violation of this act. Specifies that appeals are to be 
governed by the Administrative Procedure Act (GS Ch. 150B). 


H 822. AMEND COMPUTER CRIME ACT. Intro. 4/8/93; amended 5/3/93. Senate committee 
substitute amends definition of computer to include internally programmed, automatic device that performs 


telephone switching; includes telephone switching equipment within definition of computer network; and 
changes effective date from Dec. 1, 1993 to Dec. 1, 1994. 


H 988. SPEECH ASSISTANT PROGRAM. Intro. 5/4/93; comm. subs. adopted 5/4/93 and 6/20/94. 
House committee substitute rewrites bill to provide that licensed speech and language pathologist or 
audiologist may register with the Board an assistant who works under the licensee’s supervision. Allows 


Board to adopt qualifications for registered assistants and set fee. Changes effective date from Jan. 1, 1995 
to July 1, 1995. 


H 1082. REGULATE MEDICAL EQUIPMENT. Intro. 4/19/93; amended 5/17 and 5/18/93. Senate 
amendments define medical equipment to include equipment used or dispensed by home care agencies or 
by hearing aid dealers and fitters; delete provision that does not include medical equipment delivered or 
dispensed by separate unit or subsidiary corporation of hospital or nursing facility or agency that is in 
business of delivering medical equipment to an individual’s residence; and change effective date from Jan. 
1, 1994 to Jan. 1, 1995. 


H 1114. TELECOMMUNICATOR CERTTIFICATION STUDY. Intro. 4/19/93. House committee 
substitute deletes proposed GS Ch. 166B establishing telecommunicator certification and training. 
Rewrites bill to authorize the Legislative Research Commission to study the need for telecommunicator 
certification and training and methods for funding training programs. Directs the Comm’n to report its 
findings and recommendations to the 1995 General Assembly. 

H 1142. SUBSTANCE ABUSE CERT. ACT. Intro. 4/15/93; House comm. sub. 5/7/93; amended 
5/24/93; Senate comm. sub. 6/22. Senate amendment changes title to "AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE 
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NORTH CAROLINA SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROFESSIONALS CERTIFICATION ACT AND TO 
MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE LAWS GOVERNING LICENSED PROFESSIONAL 
COUNSELORS,” and amends GS 90-338 to provide for licensing of counselors if they pass exam or 
(was, and) meet experience requirements. 


H 1565. BLADEN PROPERTY EXEMPTION. Intro. 5/24. Senate committee substitute changes title and 
adds provision exempting Bladen County from GS 14-234 (conflict of interest) as it relates to a physician 
on the board of directors of a public hospital. 


H 1605. 1994-95 BUDGET CONTINUATION. House committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN 
ACT TO MAKE MODIFICATIONS IN APPROPRIATIONS FOR OPERATIONS OF STATE 
DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES FOR THE 1994-95 FISCAL YEAR, TO 
EXTEND CERTAIN EXPIRING BUDGET PROVISIONS, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Budget reductions not in controversy. Directs that reductions in line items for 1994-95 that appear 
in both House and Senate versions of the 1994-95 budget modification bill and therefore are not in 
controversy shall be observed until both chambers complete action on the 1994-95 budget. 

Block grant funds. Appropriates federal Block Grant funds for the Dep’t of Human Resources and 
NER block grants as contained in both Senate and House versions of S 1505, but does not include the 
special provision concerning action to be taken in the event federal funds or cut which is in controversy. 

Employee salaries. Provides that salary schedules and specific salaries established for 1993-94 shall 
remain in effect, and teachers and other employees shall not move up on salary schedules or receive other 
increments or bonuses, until the General Assembly completes action on the 1994-95 budget. 

Clarify "unreserved credit balance.” Identical to special provision in S 1505 not in controversy. 

Extend Sentencing Commission. Identical to special provision in S 1505 not in controversy. 

Pioneer testing rule waiver extension. Identical to special provision in S 1505 not in controversy. 


Medicaid inpatient hospital reimbursement change. Identical to special provision in S 1505 not in 
controversy. 


Wildlife Resources Comm’n/funds for salary increases. Identical to special provision in S 1505 not 
in controversy. 

UNC management flexibility. Effective June 30, 1994, deletes the expiration date of SL 1991, Ch. 
689, Sec. 206.2 thus making the UNC flexibility legislation permanent. 

School technology plans/funds. Extends terms of office of legislative members of School Technology 
Comm’n to Nov. 1, 1994. 

1993 Professional Counselor Licensing Act exemption. Incorporates all features of special provision 
in both House and Senate versions of S 1505: exempts community college employees and private higher 
education institution employees when acting in scope of employment. 

DOT vehicle exemption extended. Identical to special provision in House version of S 1505. 

Harriet’s House funds. Provides that the unexpended balance of the $200,000 appropriated to 
Harriet’s House for 1993-94 will not revert on 6/30/94 but will remain available in 1994-95. 

Pitt Regional Mediation Center funds. Identical to special provision in Senate version of S 1505

HOUSE BILLS 


H 27. NO CHILDREN IN PICKUP BEDS. Intro. 2/2; comm. sub. 3/9; amended 3/16, 3/18. Senate 
amendment excludes from ban vehicles operated in agricultural enterprises and vehicles operated in 
counties which have no incorporated area with population greater than 3,500. Changes effective date from 
January 1, 1994 to January 1, 1995, and changes date on which Dep’t of Transportation must report on 
effectiveness of act from January 1, 1997 to January 1, 1998. 


H 358. CHILD PROTECTION INITIATIVES. Intro. 2/25/93; comm. sub. 5/7/93; comm. sub. 
7/7/93; amended 7/8/93. New GS 15A-534.4, as contained in the Senate committee substitute, permits a 
judicial official to impose certain conditions on pretrial release of persons charged with sex offenses and 
crimes of violence against child victims. The new section stated that the conditions could be imposed in 
addition to requiring the defendant to execute a secured appearance bond. Conference report replaces the 
latter with a provision that the conditions may be imposed "in addition to any other conditions that the 


judicial official may impose on pretrial release.” Conference report also makes the entire act effective on 
ratification. 


H 486. RESTRICT PERSONAL WATERCRAFT. Intro. 3/24/93; Senate amended 6/8/93. Senate 
amendments #2 & #3 make following changes: (1) makes act applicable to water activities associated with 
"electric generating facilities” (amends GS 75A-2 to define as including any plant facilities and equipment 
producing, generating, transmitting, delivering or furnishing electricity for power production); (2) 
authorizes Wildlife Resources Commission to adopt rules prohibiting vessels or swimmers from using state 
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waters with safety hazards associated with electric generating facilities; (3) specifies that act does not apply 
to Person-Caswell Lake Authority, and Carolina Power and Light Company Lake (Hyco); (4) changes 
effective date to July 1, 1994. 


H 613. PATIENT RECORDS/EHNR INVESTIGATION. Intro. 5/25/93; Senate comm. sub. 7/14/93; 
House comm. sub. 4/13. Conference report deletes portion of title dealing with qualified immunity, and 
deletes Senate amendment of GS 130A-144 which would have provided qualified immunity to persons who 
assist in evaluating risk of HIV transmission. 


H 619. ATTORNEY FEE SUNSET OFF. Intro. 3/29/93; comm. sub. 6/14/94. Conference report 
adopts senate committee substitute and amends GS 22B-10 to exempt from prohibition on contracts 
waiving jury trials agreements to arbitrate or engage in other forms of alternative dispute resolution. 
Changes title of bill accordingly. Makes provision on arbitration agreements effective Oct. 1, 1993, and 
applicable to any pending litigation on or after that date. 


-H 644. IMPROVE SEDIMENTATION CONTROL. Intro. 3/25/93; House comm. sub. 4/22/93, 
5/6/93; amended 5/10/93; Senate comm. sub. 6/29. Senate amendments #1 and #2 change title to "AN 
ACT TO AMEND THE SEDIMENTATION POLLUTION CONTROL ACT OF 1973 TO MAKE IT 
MORE EFFECTIVE AND TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN ACTIONS TAKEN PRIOR TO 1 JULY 
1993 RELATING TO DEVELOPMENT QUALIFY AS EXISTING DEVELOPMENT AND TO 
REDEFINE THE DEFINITION OF ’PUBLIC WATER SYSTEM’ FOR PURPOSES OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA DRINKING WATER ACT.” Senate amendment #1 provides that land meeting the following 
criteria qualifies as existing development for purposes of the act: building permit issued, construction 
begun, erosion control plan approved, and approved for residential subdivision, all prior to 7/1/93. This 
amendment is effective on ratification.

Senate amendment makes technical change. 


H 1408. TEACH AMERICAN ETHICS. Intro. 5/13. House amendment changes effective date from July 
1, 1993 to July 1, 1994. 


H1535. CURRITUCK CONSTRUCTION EXEMPTION. Intro. 5/24; amended 6/2. Senate amendment 
makes technical cerrection. 


H 1552. REMOVE DOT APPRAISAL SUNSET. Intro. 5/24. Senate amendment changes title to "AN 
ACT TO EXTEND THE EXPIRATION DATE OF THE EXEMPTION FOR REAL ESTATE 
ACQUIRED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION FROM THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
IT BE APPRAISED BY A LICENSED OR CERTIFIED APPRAISER WHEN THE ESTIMATED 
VALUE OF THE REAL ESTATE IS LESS THAN TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS" and makes act 
effective July 1, 1995 (was, upon ratification). 
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H 1628. SEWER DISTRICT AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/24; House comm. sub. 6/9; amended 6/28. 
Senate amendment changes title and amends GS 162A-6(14c) to give water and sewer authorities the 
power to adopt ordinances to regulate stormwater and drainage systems. 


H 1661. POWELL FUNDS USED FOR SIDEWALKS. Intro. 4/25. Senate amendment amends GS 
136-41.3 to authorize use of funds for planning, construction, and maintenance of sidewalks along public 
streets and highways. 


H 1775. MAKE DEALER PLATE LAW CONSISTENT. Intro. 5/26; amended 6/15. Senate amendment 
makes bill effective on ratification, instead of July 1, 1994, except until July 1, 1996 allows a dealer who 
sells, trades, or services farm tractors to use a dealer license plate on a vehicle owned by the dealer and 
used to haul farm tractors or any other farm-related equipment sold, traded, or serviced by the dealer. 


H 1776. VOTER REGISTRATION REWRITE. Intro. 5/26; House comm. sub. 6/20; amended 6/29; 
Senate comm. sub. 6/30. Senate amendment sunsets provision for voter registration at Employment 
Security Offices on January 1, 1996. 


H 1843. EMISSIONS INSPECTION CHANGES. Intro. 5/26; House comm. sub. 6/9. Senate 
amendment provides that expenditures for fiscal 1994-95 for program be paid from Emissions Program 
Account and provides for reversion of those funds and $250,000 previously appropriated to DMV under S 
1505 to Highway Fund effective June 30, 1995. Requires quarterly report by DMV to Joint Legislative 
Transportation Oversight Committee, and authorizes Sec’y of Dep’t of Transportation to expend funds to 
expand efforts to encourage compliance with fuel tax laws. Requires Sec’y to consider alternative to 
collection of fuel tax on diesel fuel and develop plan by December 1, 1994.

Senate amendment changes 
definition of "special ABC area” at GS 18B-101(13a) to include area located in a county that borders two 
other states and that has at least one city that has approved only the off-premises sale of malt beverages 
and unfortified wine. (Note: This amendment makes the bill a public bill, and it will be so characterized 
in the Bill Status System.) 


H 1951. BOONVILLE/WATAUGA FORCE ACCOUNT. Intro. 5/31; amended 6/23. Senate amendment 


adds Watauga County to bill, authorizing Watauga High School Physical Education and Athletic Facilities

amendment changes effective date from January 1, 1995 to January 4, 1995. 


H 1973. LOCAL GOVT. REVIEW LANDFILL PERMIT. Intro. 5/31; House comm. subs. 6/15, 6/16; 
Senate comm. sub. 6/30. Senate amendment makes technical and clarifying changes. 


H 1981. PAMLICO LOCAL CHANGES. Intro. 6/1; House comm. sub. 6/23; Senate comm. sub. 6/30. 


Conference report deletes all provisions added to bill by Senate committee substitute concerning Global 
Transpark Development Zone. 
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H 1983. HIGHWAY UTIL. COSTS/SANITARY DIST. BD. Intro. 6/1. Senate amendment changes title 
to read “AN ACT TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION TO PAY THE 
NONBETTERMENT COSTS OF MOVING UTILITIES OWNED BY RURAL WATER SYSTEMS IN 
CONNECTION WITH HIGHWAY PROJECTS AND TO CLARIFY THAT BOARDS OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS MAY ESTABLISH STAGGERED TERMS AND FOUR YEAR TERMS FOR 
ELECTION OF SANITARY DISTRICT BOARD MEMBERS AT ANY TIME.” Adds amendment of GS

S 591. WILDLIFE LICENSE RESTRUCTURING. Intro. 3/29/93; amended 5/26/93, 6/24/93; comm. 
sub. adopted 6/17/93. House amendment makes technical changes. 


S 626. INSURER CAPITAL AND TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/30/93; House comm. sub. 
6/23/94. Senate amendment revises GS 58-50-130(a)(5) to prohibit small employer carriers or insurers 
from providing reinsurance coverage to small employers that does not comply with the underwriting, 
rating, and other applicable standards in this act. 


S 952. HOSPITAL BRANCH FACILITIES CHANGE. Intro. 4/22/93; Senate 5/10/93; House comm. 
sub. 6/29/94. Senate amendment adds provision also authorizing nonprofit corporations that lease or 
operate a hospital facility under an agreement with a municipality to operate health care facilities within 
the municipality’s territorial boundaries. 


S 1398. SEX OFFENDER REGISTRATION/FUNDS. Intro. 5/24. Senate committee substitute requires 
current resident of North Carolina with reportable conviction to register with sheriff (1) immediately upon 
entry of order of court determining person shall register, or (2) within 10 days of release from penal 
institution. Deletes requirement that registration form include current photograph. Adds new provisions to 
establish procedure for requiring registration, including conduct of hearing by court to determine whether 
person required to register and procedure for District Attorney to initiate hearing. Sets forth criteria for 
court to consider in determining whether person is required to register, including nature of offense, age 
and condition of victim, violence involved in commission of offense, whether defendant is in treatment 
program, prognosis, relationship of defendant to victim, prior history, age of defendant, and other related 
factors. Deletes provision concerning prerelease notice for person receiving probation, suspended service 
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or fine. Deletes requirement that sheriff verify upon request whether person is registered offender. Adds 
requirement that Div’n verify to requesting employer or organization status of person as registered 
offender. Adds provision that person who presents sheriff with court order granting exemption shall 
require sheriff to remove information from his records obtained under this article. Authorizes Div’n of 
Criminal Statistics to promulgate rules and regulations for administration of this article. Changes effective 
date to March 1, 1995. 


S 1398. SEX OFFENDER REGISTRATION/FUNDS. Intro. 5/24; Senate comm. sub. 7/1. Senate 
amendment rewrites provision on access to registration information to provide that in response to any 
request for information sheriff shall verify in writing to requester whether individual has registered as 
offender and provide registration information. Sheriff is also to provide statement that other persons may 
exist with same name, that information is based on data on released from prison or convicted on or after 
March 1, 1995, and that no one should rely on this information in making any decision about the person. 


S 1418. REPORTING CHANGES-EDUCATION. Intro. 5/24; Senate comm. sub. 6/9; House comm. 
sub. 6/23. House amendment amends GS 115C-85 to define “textbook” as systematically organized 
material comprehensive enough to cover primary objectives outlined in standard course of study for grade 
or course, and to specify variety of formats for textbook. 


S 1682. ORANGE/CHATHAM OMNIBUS. Intro. 6/2; amended 6/15. House amendment amends GS 


14-413 to provide that no permit is required from Orange County for pyrotechnic use on UNC or 
UNC-CH land or buildings owned by those entities. 


S 1707. STATE AGENCY DEBT COLLECTION. Intro. 6/9. Senate amendment changes title and text 
of GS 105A-2(1) to make bill applicable to all state agencies (was, DHR only).

HOUSE BILLS 


H 834. TEACHER ACADEMY FUNDS. House committee substitute completely replaces original bill with 
a bill "TO AUTHORIZE THE EXPENDITURE OF FUNDS FOR TEACHER ACADEMY PROGRAMS 
IN JULY 1994.” Requires that the State Board of Education allocate funds appropriated to State Aid to 


Local School Administrative Unites for fiscal 1994-95 for the purpose indicated in title. Effective upon 
ratification. 


H 1984. FRANKLIN/COLUMBUS DESIGN-BUILD. Intro. 6/1; amended 7/1. Conference report accepts 
Senate Amendment #1, with technical changes, and provides that the legislation expires on Dec. 31, 1994. 


H 1988. NEUSE FOREST INCORPORATED. Intro. 6/2; amended 6/22. Senate amendment makes 
following changes: (1) provides that governing body is a town council of five members, one of whom 
shall be elected as mayor (was, five town council members and a mayor); (2) clarifies manner of electing 
the town council by providing that the qualified voters of each district shall elect one member of the board 
from that district, and requiring that council members reside in the district they represent; (3) makes 
further technical and clarifying changes. 


H 2036. PAMLICO IN GLOBAL TRANSPARK ZONE. House committee substitute completely replaces 
original bill (which concerned occupancy tax for City of Kinston) with “AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT 
PAMLICO COUNTY MAY JOIN THE GLOBAL TRANSPARK DEVELOPMENT ZONE.” Adds new 
GS 158-3.1, applicable to Pamlico County only, to set forth a procedure for a county to join the Global 
Transpark Development Zone after expiration of the statutory deadline for doing so, and modifies GS 
20-97(a) to authorize Pamlico to levy a $5 motor vehicle license tax for one year only. Proceeds of the 
license tax are to be used to make payments to the Zone in lieu of taxes, with the remainder to be used for 
any public purpose. Also strikes New Hanover from list of counties authorized to participate in the Zone. 
[The committee substitute is identical to provision in the Senate committee substitute for H 1981 that was 
deleted by the Conference Report adopted 7/1/94.]

Modifies GS 20-97(a) to authorize Pamlico and New Hanover to levy a $5 motor vehicle license tax 
for one year only. Proceeds of the license tax are to be used to make payments to the Zone in lieu of 
taxes, with the remainder to be used for any public purpose. 


S 902. BICYCLE SIGNALS. Intro. 4/15/93; comm. sub. 5/6/93. House amendment changes effective 
date from Dec. 1, 1993 to Oct. 1, 1994. 


S 1249. ELECTROLYSIS BOARD CHANGES. Intro. 6/21/93; comm. sub. 7/15/93 and 6/30/94. 
House amendment adds new section amending GS 88A-7. Changes title of GS 88A-7 from "Custody and 
use of funds” to "Applicability of Executive Budget Act; audit oversight.” GS 88A-7 now permits the 
electrolysis board to maintain its funds in financial institutions; this amendment requires that funds be 
deposited with the State Treasurer. Also provides that such funds must be held and expended under the 
supervision of the Director of the Budget. Further, provides that the Executive Budget Act Hates to the 
board and that the board is subject to oversight by the State Auditor. 


S 1398. SEX OFFENDER REGISTRATION/FUNDS. Intro. 5/24; comm. sub. and amendment on 7/1. 
House committee substitute provides for access to sex offender registration by the general public in new 
GS 14-208.10. To obtain information about an individual’s registration, the requesting party must submit 
to the sheriff the individual’s name and sex, a physical description of the individual, and other relevant 
information known about the individual. Previous version had provided that such records were not public 
records and limited access to certain prospective employers. Adds a requirement that registration be 
maintained for ten years following release from a penal institution, or following a conviction for which 
active imprisonment was not imposed. Deletes: (1) provision in previous version describing the court 
process for registration and (2) requirement that registration include social security number. Changes 
effective date of appropriation to implement act from March 1, 1995 to July 1, 1994. 


S 1469. TRUCKS REGISTER/UTILITIES COMM’N. Intro. 6/26; House comm. sub. 6/30. House 
amendment amends GS 62-60.1 to permit the Utilities Comm’n to sit in panels of three or five, as 
determined by the chairman. A decision by a panel shall be stayed and reviewed by the full Comm’n on 


motion of any three comm’rs not on a three-member panel or of any one comm’r not on a five-member 
panel. 


S 1517. POOL SAFETY. Intro. 5/25; comm. sub. 6/21. House amendment changes effective date from 
ratification to 30 days after ratification. 


S 1566. UNIFORM LICENSE & REGISTRATION INFO. Intro. 5/25; Senate comm. sub. 6/16; 
amended 6/29. House committee substitute makes two changes: (1) amends GS 20-7(n) to provide that 
upon the request of a drivers license applicant, the license must indicate the applicant’s race; and (2) 


deletes from the bill all provisions relating to vehicle window glazing [made unnecessary by ratification of 
Ch. 683 (H 1854)]. 


S 1579. DMV AND DOT TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/24; amended 6/16, 6/29. House 
committee substitute makes the following changes: (1) amends GS 20-7 to require DMV to provide each 
clerk of superior court with 50 free copies of the driver license handbook for distribution to anyone who 
requests one; (2) amends GS 20-66, which generally provides for a 15-day grace period for placing a 
renewal sticker on vehicle registration plates, to provide that there is no grace period for vehicles

registered under the International Registration Plan; (3) amends GS 58-36-85(a), which pertains to 
termination of nonfleet private passenger motor vehicle insurance policies, to define such policies as those 
where named insured is one individual or "two or more individuals” (now, "husband and wife”) who 
reside in same household; and (4) adds technical amendments to GS 158-42(d) and GS 160A-623(g).

amendments adopted 7/1/94. 


H 822. AMEND COMPUTER CRIME ACT. Intro. 4/8/93; amended 5/3/93; comm. sub. 6/30/94. 
Conference report provides that violation of accessing computers or damaging computers is a Class G 


felony if the damage caused by the violation exceeds $1,000, but is a Class 1 misdemeanor if the violation 
results in damage of $1,000 or less. | 


H 1062. NO DEATH PENALTY/MENTALLY RETARDED. Intro. 4/15/93; House comm. sub. adopted 
5/3, Senate comm. sub. adopted 7/16. Conference committee substitute changes title and provides that 


determination of mental retardation is to be made by jury instead of judge, using standard IQ measure of 
70. . 


H 1319. STUDIES BILL OF 1994. Intro. 5/10/93; House comm, sub. 7/24/93; Senate comm. sub. 
6/29/94. Conference committee substitute adds the following provisions to the bill. 

LRC may study insurance fraud. Authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n to study ways to improve 
detection of insurance fraud, development of fraud prevention programs, ways to require return of 
fraudulently obtained benefits, and ways to reduce premium dollars used to pay fradulent claims. 

Governor’s Comm’n on Reduction of Infant Mortality. Extends reporting date of cited Comm’n to 
Oct. 1, 1994.

H 1408. TEACH AMERICAN ETHICS. Intro. 5/13/93; amended 7/1/94. As introduced and amended, 
the bill requires the public schools to provide instruction that, among other things, teaches 


"acknowledgment of the dignity and worth of individuals and groups.” Senate amendment strikes out the 
words "and groups.” 


H 1776. VOTER REGISTRATION REWRITE. Intro. 5/26; com. sub. 6/20; amended 6/29; com. sub. 
6/30; amended 7/1. Conference committee substitute makes following changes: (1) provides that registrant 
applying to change party affiliation or unaffiliated status later than last day for registering may not vote in 
primary of party in which registrant’s status on that last day did not entitle the registrant to vote (was, not 
entitled to vote in primary); (2) deletes GS 163-82.19(b), which provided for the Division of Motor 
Vehicles to preregister for voting 16 and 17 year old who apply for drivers license; (3) re-enacts GS 
163-132.1 to provide that NC to participate in Block Boundary Suggestion Program of US Bureau of the 
Census so that maps Census Bureau will use in 2000 Census will contain adequate features to permit 
reporting of Census data by precinct for use in the 2001 redistricting. Requires Legislative Services Office 
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to send preliminary maps produced by Census Board for 2000 Census to county boards of election by 
Dec. 1, 1995, for county boards to determine which precincts have boundaries that are not coterminous 
with physical feature or current municipal boundary. Requires Legislative Services Office to assist county 
boards in identifying and placing boundaries and features on maps. Allows Legislative Services Office to 
adopt rules to implement section; (4) amends GS 163-132.2 and -132.3 to add major footpaths as physical 
feature that may be used to establish precinct boundaries and to provide that county manager or chair of 
the county commissioners, instead of planning department, to certify physical features on official county 
map. 


H 1940. NONRESIDENT SPECIAL DEVICE LICENSE. Intro. 6/1; com. sub. 6/29. Senate 
amendments provide for nonresident commercial special device license of $100 instead of $1,000 except if 
the nonresident’s state of residence charges a NC resident more than $100 to engage in same activity, 
NC’s license is same amount as state of nonresident charges for license. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 94. LOCAL ENERGY SAVINGS CONTRACTS. Intro. 2/9/93; comm. subs 6/30/93, 7/15/93, 
5/30/94, 6/15/94; amended 6/22/94. Conference report provides that maximum term of guaranteed 
energy savings contract may not exceed eight years (was, six). 


S 733. PARK AUTHORITY/PARK FUND. Intro. 4/8/93; com. subs. 7/7 and 7/17/93. House committee 
substitute completely rewrites bill to establish Parks and Recreation Trust Fund as a nonreverting special 
revenue fund. Provides that intent of General Assembly is to dedicate an amount equal to 75% of State’s 
share of deed stamp tax levied under GS 105-228.30 to Fund and 10% of State’s share of same tax to 
Natural Heritage Trust Fund, which is renamed by bill from Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund. 
Beginning July 1, 1995, funds in Parks and Recreation Trust Fund are annually appropriated to DEHNR 
and allocated as follows: 75% for state parks system; 20% to local governments on dollar-for-dollar 
matching basis for local park and recreation purposes; and 5% for Coastal and Estuarine Water Beach 
Access Program. Provides that first priority for trustees of Natural Heritage Trust Fund in acquiring land 
to be protection of land with outstanding natural or cultural heritage values. 


S 1185. WORKERS’ COMP/UNINSURED EMPLOYERS. Intro. 5/14/93; Senate comm. sub. adopted 
7/20/93, 6/8/94; amended 6/14, 6/22. House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO 
ESTABLISH THE UNINSURED EMPLOYERS’ FUND TO PROVIDE COMPENSATION FOR 
CERTAIN INJURED EMPLOYEES WHOSE EMPLOYERS FAILED TO SECURE THE PAYMENT 
OF COMPENSATION AND TO CLARIFY THAT THE COMMISSIONER OF INSURANCE HAS THE 
AUTHORITY TO CONDUCT INVESTIGATIONS TO DETERMINE IF EMPLOYERS ARE 
COMPLYING WITH THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION INSURANCE COVERAGE 
REQUIREMENTS.” Places uninsured employers fund as expendable trust fund within the Dep’t of 
Commerce. Requires report by Jan. 1 of each year by Industrial Comm’n to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n. Deletes provision imposing tax on carriers. Deletes 
provision requiring employers to post notice. Changes effective date to ratification and sunsets fund on 
July 1, 1996. 


S 1504. SPECIAL PROVISIONS. Senate comm. sub. 6/2; House comm. sub. 6/20. Conference 
committee substitute makes the following changes. 
School textbook changes. Deletes amendment to GS 115C-85 defining the term “textbook.” 
Global TransPark. Changes name of Air Cargo Airport Authority to Global TransPark Authority 
and adds Comm’r of Agriculture to Authority board. . 
Deceleration of downdrift beach erosion. Restores this special provision in Senate committee 
substitute. 
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First Flight Commission. Restores this special provision in Senate committee substitute. 

Publication of NC Administrative Code. Deletes this special provision in House committee 
substitute. . 

Tort claims award increase. Deletes this special provision in House committee substitute. 

Randleman Dam reserve release restrictions. Directs that funds appropriated by 1994 budget act for 
Randleman Dam shall be held in reserve to be released only upon favorable resolution of litigation over 
the project. ’ 

Technical corrections, Makes several technical corrections to the 1994 budget act. 


S 1505. 1994-95 BUDGET MODIFICATIONS. Senate comm. sub. 6/2; House comm. sub. 6/20. 
Conference report consists of a Conference Committee Substitute accompanied by a report giving 
details of continuation, expansion, and capital budget items included. The bill itself contains numerous 
special provisions affecting the budget. Digests of the special provisions follow. 
BLOCK GRANTS 
Dep’t of Human Resources Block Grants. Provides that if federal funds are reduced, every program 
shall be reduced proportionately, except programs for Weatherization and Indian Affairs Program in Low 
Income Energy Block Grant. 


Natural and Economic Resources Block Grants. House special provision deleted. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Highway Fund availability. Estimates 1993-94 Highway Fund availability of $975.63 million, and 
1994-95 availability of $1,010.2 million. 

Clarify unreserved credit balance. House special provision deleted. 

Eliminate vacant positions. House special provision deleted. 


SALARIES AND BENEFITS 


General salary increase. Appropriates $317,359,181 from General Fund and $18 million from 
Highway Fund for a permanent 4% salary increase and 1% bonus for state employees, community college 
employees, certain public school personnel, and employees paid from the Highway Fund. 

Governor’s salary. Sets Governor’s salary at $97,600 (approx. 4% increase) (same as Chief 
Justice). 

Council of State. Sets salaries of Council of State members at $87,000 (12.5% increase). 

Cabinet secretaries salaries. Sets salaries of nonelected department heads at $85,000 (10% 
increase). 

Other Executive Branch officials. Grants 4% salary increase to Chairman ABC Comm’n, Comm’r of 
Motor Vehicles, Comm’r of Banks, Chairman Employment Security Comm’n, Chairman and members of 
Parole Comm’n, Chairman and members of Industrial Comm’n, Exec. Director Agency for Public 
Telecommunications, General Mgr. Ports Railway Comm’n, Director Museum of Art, Exec. Director 
Wildlife Resources Comm’n, Exec. Director NC Housing Finance Agency, and Exec. Director 
Agricultural Finance Auth. Reduces salary of State Controller to $108,271 (10% reduction); increases 
rice of State Personnel Director by 10% and increases salary of Director Office of Admin. Hearings by 

Legislative Branch salaries. Increases salary and expense allowances of members of General 
Assembly by 5%. Increases salaries of principal clerks of House and Senate to $54,000 (14% increase). 
Grants 4% increase to reading clerks and sergeants at arms. Requires Legislative Admin. Officer to 
increase salaries of nonelected employees of General Assembly by 4%. 

Judicial branch officials. Effective July 1, 1994, sets pay of judicial branch officials as follows: 
chief justice $97,600 (up 4%); associate justice $96,000 (up 4%); chief judge court of appeals $93,600 
(up 5.25%); judge court of appeals $92,000 (up 5.7%); senior reg. resident superior court judge $89,500 
(up 12%); superior court judge $87,000 (up 12.5%); chief judge district court $79,000 (up 15.7%); 
district court judge $76,500 (up 16.4%); district attorney $80,600 (up 12%); administrative officer of the 
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court $89,500 (up 12%); ass’t admin. officer of the courts $75,160 (up 15%); and public defender 
$80,600 (up 12%). Specifies average salary of ass’t district attorneys and ass’t public defenders not to 
exceed $48,608 and with minimum of $24,816 (up 4%). 

Clerk of superior court. Revises clerk of superior court pay schedule as follows: less than 100,000 
population, $57,670 (up 19%; 73% of chief dist. ct. judge salary); 100,000 to 149,999, $64,780 (up 
19%; 82% of chief dist. ct. judge salary); 150,000 to 249,999, $71,890 (up 15.5%; 91% of chief dist. 
ct. judge salary); over 250,000, $79,000 (up 15.7%; same as chief dist. ct. judge). 

Deputy clerks of court. Amends GS 7A-102(cl) to provide that each clerk of court is entitled to one 
full-time deputy clerk serving as head bookkeeper, to be paid on salary range for assistant clerks, and 
increases maximum salary of ass’t and deputy clerks by 4%. 

Magistrates. Amends GS 7A-171.2(b) to require magistrates to have a four-year degree from an 
accredited institution of higher education or a two-year associate degree and four years of work experience 
in a related field, including teaching, social services, law enforcement, arbitration or mediation, the court 
system, or counseling. New requirement does not apply to magistrates holding office on June 30, 1994, 
nor to those who have been nominated by that date but have not been appointed or taken oath of office on 
that date. Establishes new salary schedule for full-time magistrates (those working average of at least 40 
hours per week) with entry level of $22,958 and Step 6 (top level) of $40,420 (now, salary range is 
$17,399 to $29,333). Salary begins at entry rate and advances to next step every two years through Step 3. 
From Step 3 through Step 6 increases occur every four years. New magistrate who is licensed attorney 
begins at Step 4 ($33,503). 

Adds GS 7A-171.1(al) to provide that full-time. magistrates who were serving on June 30, 1994, be 
paid on schedule ranging from $18,095 for less than one year of service; $19,025 for at least one but less 
than three years; $20,896 for at least three but less than five years; entry level salary for at least five but 
less than seven; Step 1 for at least seven but less than nine; Step 2 for nine or more but less then eleven; 
and Step 3 for eleven or more years of service. Those licensed as attorneys to begin at Step 4. After 
initial classification, these magistrates are paid like other magistrates. This provision expires June 30, 
1999. 

Salary of part-time magistrate is appropriate fraction of full-time salary established by act. 

Provides that any magistrate hired on or after July 1, 1994, and before July 16 (ratification of » 
1994-95 budget act) shall be treated as if employed on June 30, 1994, if the individual does not possess 
the new educational and experience qualifications. 

Salary adjustment funds. Authorizes transfers from salary adjustment appropriation to appropriate 
budget codes of amounts needed for approved salary adjustments necessitated by difficulties in recruiting 
and holding qualified employees, when use of salary reserve funds in individual budgets is not feasible. 

Community colleges personnel. Provides 4% pay increase for "full-time community college 
institutional personnel” and an additional 4% for full-time curriculum faculty. 

UNC System EPA employees. Provides for 1% across-the-board pay increase for all EPA employees 
of UNC System, including School of Science & Mathematics, plus funds for allocation to individuals 
according to rules adopted by Board of Governors equivalent to 3% pay increase, except for teachers in 
School of Science & Mathematics who will receive an average 5% increase. 

UNC System competitive faculty salary levels. Appropriates $10,717,028 for 1994-95 to be allocated 
by Board of Governors to improve competitive peer rankings and to enhance teaching faculty salaries, 
including Institute of Government faculty. This amount represents 2% of salary funds for EPA teaching 
faculty. . 

SPA and EPA employees salary increases. Directs that all employees subject to the State Personnel 
Act and all employees in exempt positions whose salaries are not otherwise set by the act will receive a 4% 
salary increase (except ass’t and deputy clerks of court not at top of salary range), and provides that there 
will be no salary increases in 1994-95 pursuant to GS 126-7. Deletes portions of this special provision 
that would have restricted Highway Patrol members to normal step increases only, with effect that 
Highway Patrol will receive 4% increase plus normal step increment. 


Annual performance appraisals for SPA salary increases. Deletes this Senate special provision. 
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Salary increase for state-funded local programs. Deletes this Senate special provision. 

Compensation bonus. Provides a 1% compensation bonus to be paid in August, 1994 (or third 
payroll period for certain public school employees) to all state employees, including public school 
personnel, except the following officers and employees: Council of State members, nonelected department 
heads, members of the General Assembly, principal clerks of Senate and House, judicial branch officials 
(other than Chief Justice), clerks of superior court, State Personnel Director, and Director Office of 
Administrative Hearings. 

Teachers and principals. Salary provisions for teachers and school-based administrators are 
contained in the Education section of the bill. 

Certain public school employees. Grants 4% salary increase to public school superintendents and 
other administrators, noncertified personnel, and school bus drivers. . 

All state-supported personnel salary increases. Specifies rules for determining who qualifies for 
salary increases. 

Salary-related contributions. Effective July 1, 1994, sets employer contribution rates for 1994-95 at 
10.96% for TSERS, 15.96% for Law Enforcement Officers, 9% for University Employees’ Optional 
Retirement Program, 22.65% for Judicial Retirement System, and 36.07% for Legislative Retirement 
System. Deletes House provision that would have reduced contribution rates. 

Directs TSERS Board of Trustees to take no action to freeze the liquidation period until instructed by 
General Assembly. 

Sets maximum annual employer contributions to TSERS Comprehensive Major Medical Plan at 
$1,321 for Medicare-eligible employees and retirees and $1,736 for other employees and retirees (these 
are the current rates; deletes reduction proposed by House). 

Restoration of twelfth month teacher payroll. Restores June payday for teachers to June 30 (now, 
July 1), and allocates $120 million for this adjustment. 

State employee subsistence allowance. Amends GS 138-6 to set maximum subsistence allowance for 
in-state travel at $71: per day (now, $55) and $83 for out-of-state travel (now, $67). 

General Assembly subsistence allowance. Amends GS 120-3.1 to set General Assembly members’ 
subsistence allowance at amount allowed federal employees for travel to Raleigh as of 12/22/93 (now, as 
of 2/27/92). 

Flexible compensation. Extends to Dec. 31, 1997, the expiration date of certain provisions in SL 
1991, Ch. 1044, Sec. 14(i), amended, allowing savings in employer FICA contributions to be used to pay 
administrative expenses of flexible compensation programs for state employees and employees of state 
educational institutions. 

Legislative Retirement System enhancement. Amends GS 120-4.8(5) to include legislators’ expense 
allowances in computation of average final. compensation for purposes of Legislative Retirement System, 
applicable to expense allowance paid on or after Jan. 1, 1994. 

Retirement system enhancements. Increases LGERS multiplier to 1.71% (now, 1.7%) and increases 
TSERS multiplier to 1.73% (now, 1.71%). 

Amends TSERS, LGERS, and Legislative Retirement System to allow early retirement with reduced 
allowance at age 50 with 20 years service. Adds provision to TSERS allowing members who separate 
from service before age 50 with 20 years service and who leave total contributions in the system to elect to 
retire on a deferred allowance at age 50 (now, this option available only to law enforcement officers. 

Effective July 1, 1994, for law enforcement members retiring between age 50 and 55 with 15 to 30 
years service, provides a retirement allowance equal to the greater of: (a) the basic retirement allowance 
reduced by 1/3 of 1% for each month the member’s retirement date precedes the first day of the month 
coincident with or the next month following reaching age 55; or (b) the basic retirement allowance 
reduced by 5% times the difference between 30 years and the member’s service at retirement. Effective 
July 1, 1994, for nonlaw enforcement members retiring between age 50 and 60 with 20 to 30 years 
service, provides a retirement allowance equal to the greater of the basic retirement allowance reduced by: 
(a) 5/12 of 1% for each month the member’s retirement date precedes the first day of the month 
coincident with or the next month following reaching age 60 plus 1/4 of 1% for each month the member’s 
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60 birthday precedes the first day of the month coincident with or next following his 65th birthday; or (b) 
reduced by 5% times the difference between 30 years and the member’s service at retirement. 

Increases retirees’ benefits as follows: (1) LGERS retirees on rolls as of 6/1/94, .6%; (2) LGERS 
members retiring before 7/1/93, 2.8%; (3) TSERS retirees on rolls as of 6/1/94, 1.2%; (4) TSERS, 
Judicial, and Legislative System members retiring before 7/1/93, 3.5%. 

During 1995 or 1996 calendar year, authorizes any current or former member of Legislative System 
to purchase any prior service credit at 7% plus interest. 

Adds GS 135-115 and GS 135-5(11) to provide that for purposes of determining retirement and death 
benefits under TSERS, membership service in Legislative Retirement System or Judicial Retirement 
System shall be added to membership service in TSERS, but service may not be counted twice. 

Effective retroactively to Jan. 1, 1988, amends the definition of “disability” and “disabled” in GS 
135-101 to delete language that disqualified persons incapacitated as the result of war; amends GS 135-105 
(short term disability benefits) and GS 135-106 (long term disability) to provide that monthly benefits are 
to be reduced by payments from Veterans Administration; person denied benefits under prior law has 180 
days after act’s ratification to apply. 

Modify benefit restrictions for retirees. Amends TSERS, LGERS, and Consolidated Judicial 
Retirement System to set the limit that a retiree may earn upon reemployment by an employer participating 
in the same retirement system at 50% of compensation at retirement or $20,000, whichever. is greater. 
Provides that this cap will be increased each Jan. 1 by the ratio of the Consumer Price Index to the 
nearest 1/10 of 1%. 

Enhanced employee health package recommendations. Directs Board of Trustees of Teachers’ and 
State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan to recommend to General Assembly by March 1, 
1995, an enhanced benefit package which must include a wellness component. 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


Information Highway: Funding; Controller’s funds revert. Appropriates $7 million in nonrecurring 
funds to State Controller for NC Information Highway. Funds shall be used to provide one-time grants not 
to exceed $100,000 per site to qualified State or local government entities who establish information 
highway sites. $4.1 million appropriated to State Controller for 1993-94 for Telecommunications System is 
reverted to the General Fund. 

Information Highway: Aid to Schools. Senate provision deleted. 

Information Highway: Community Colleges. Senate provision deleted. 

Information Highway: Grant Programs Advisory Council. Creates Information Highway Grants 
Advisory Council in Office of State Controller, to consist of 5 members appointed by Governor, 4 
members appointed by President Pro Tempore of Senate and 4 members appointed by Speaker, and 5 
additional members appointed from the following agencies: (1) Dep’t Public Instruction; (2) Dep’t 
Community Colleges; (3) UNC; (4) Controller’s Office, (5) NC School of Science and Math. Council to 
advise Governor and report to 1995 General Assembly regarding the grants program. 

Information Highway: MCNC. Deletes Senate provision. 

Information Highway: Education Cabinet. Deletes Senate provision. 

Information Highway: Office of Controller. Deletes Senate provision. 

Information Highway: Switched Broadband. General Assembly encourages the concept of a 


switched broadband information highway run by the private sector to improve education, healthcare, and 
economic development. 


OFFICE.OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT 
General Fund availability. Estimates total additional General Fund revenue availability for 1994-95 


as $577.6 million in recurring revenues and $630.1 in nonrecurring revenues, for a total additional 
availability of $1,207,700,000. 


Reserve for tax relief. Appropriates $28.1 million to a reserve for future tax relief. 
Reserve for School Te Technology. merropriates $42 million to Reserve for School Technology. 
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Reserve for bloodborne pathogens. Restricts use of funds appropriated to reserve for implementing 
OSHA regulations regarding bloodborne pathogens. If adequate funds are not available from other 
sources, these funds may be used for testing, inoculations, personal protective equipment, and required 
cleanup equipment and supplies for employees subjecto OSHA regulations; funds may not be used as 
planning money, salaries for new positions, or any other purpose not listed above. 

Criminal Justice Information Network funds. Authorizes OSBM to use $930,000 placed in reserve 
by 1994 Extra Session to continue studying development of Criminal Justice Information Network. 
Provides that before selecting a consultant to assist in the study, the committee shall report to the Joint 
Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. Specifies that request for proposals must contain a clause making 
the successful bidder ineligible for an award on subsequent procurements based on specifications or 
recommendations resulting from the consultant’s work. Authorizes the Div’n of Purchase and Contract to 
delete the ineligibility clause with the Governor’s approval after reporting any such authorization to the 
Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov. Operations. 

Extends the final reporting date for the committee to April 1, 1995. 

State grant-in-aid catalogue. Directs OSBM, in cooperation with Office of State Planning, to publish 
annually a catalogue of state grant programs, organized similarly to the Catalog of Federal Assistance. 
Directs OSBM to report progress on this project to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 

Information highway funds. Recites that the act appropriates $7 million in nonrecurring funds for 
the NC Information Highway, and specifies that the money is to be used for one-time grants of up to 
$100,000 (was, up to $50,000) each to state and local governmental entities to establish sites. Provides 
that no one shall obligate the state to pay any future nonrecurring or recurring costs of the Information 
Highway except to the extent that the General Assembly has specifically appropriated funds for that 
purpose. Provides that $4.1 million appropriated to the State Controller by the 1993 Capital Improvements 
Appropriations Act for the State Telecommunications System shall revert to the General Fund. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Financial audit of Insurance Department. Of funds appropriated to General Assembly, Legislative 
Services Comm’n, earmarks $75,000 to contract for an independent financial audit of the Dep’t of 
Insurance, to be completed before Jan., 15, 1995. 

Steering committee, Joint Legislative Comm’n on Seafood & Aquaculture. Authorizes use of $25,000 
in 1994-95 of funds appropriated to General Assembly for the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Seafood & 
Aquaculture and to suport official activities of Appeals Panel established under SL 1993, Chap. 576, Sec. 
Sf 

LRC Study corporate filing and Business License Information Office. Authorizes the LRC to study 
whether requirement in GS 55-16-22 that corporation file annual report with the Sec’y of State should be 
modified, and also the Business License Information Office’s master application system. Authorizes 
interim report to 1996 session and final report to 1997 session. Allocates $25,000 for this study. 

Study funding of Firemen’s and Rescue Squad Worker’s Pension Funds. Establishes the Firefighter 
and Rescue Worker Pension Fund Study Comm’n composed of 10 members, five House members 
appointed by Speaker and five Senators appointed by President pro tem. Directs Comm’n to study 
alternative methods of increasing funding for the Pension Fund. Requires final report to 1995 session. 
Allocates $20,000 for this study from Legislative Services Comm’n appropriation. 

Public School Finance Study. Authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n study of public school 
finance with final report to 1995 General Assembly. 


DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 
Domestic violence center funds transferred. Transfers to Domestic Violence Center Fund funds 
appropriated in 1993 to Dep’t of Administration for this purpose, and provides for administration of funds 


in accordance with GS 50B-9, except that North Carolina Coalition Against Domestic Violence 
Incorporated shall not receive a grant exceeding $10,000. 


Peformance-based budgeting; strategic planning. Adds three new sections to the Executive Budget 


Daily Bulletin July 16, 1994 Page 9 


Act instituting performance-based budgeting pursuant to a strategic planning process. Directs the 
Governor, through the Office of State Budget & Management, to establish an implement a strategic 
planning process for state government. In conjunction with this process, the Governor must prepare for 
each state agency performance measures and indicators of program impact. Agency performance is to be 
evaluated periodically to determine progress toward statewide goals and agency goals. The result of the 
planning process and agency performance review shall be reflected in the budget document presented by 
the Governor to the General Assembly. The Governor will prepare for each agency in even-numbered 
years a comprehensive operations plan that addresses statewide and agency goals. The plan will provide 
objectives, activities, and supporting statistics for the current biennium and the next three biennial periods. 
Performance measures will be developed for each major program of each agency, department, and 
institution, and will serve as the basis for development of the biennial budget beginning with the 1995-97 
biennium. The Governor is to prepare a comprehensive plan for implementing a performance 
measurement system to be presented to the 1995 General Assembly. Beginning in 1996, the Governor 
must report to the General Assembly by Feb. 1 in odd-numbered years and April 1 in even-numbered 
years on the status of the performance measurement system, programs that have not achieved the desired 
level of performance, and programs that have achieved performance targets through management 
innovation. 

Amends GS 143-3.5 to require that any agency bill submitted to the General Assembly must be 
accompanied by a fiscal analysis estimating the impact of the legislation on the State budget for the first 
five fiscal years that it would be in effect. 

Amends GS 153-15.1 to require that in the course of its budget deliberations the General Assembly 
shall consider the results of the General Fund Financial Model, a computer based financial model 
maintained by the Fiscal Research Div’n, that is used to project long-term expenditure and revenue trends. 

Private license tags on state vehicles. Senate provision deleted. 

State Veterans Home. The 1993 Capital Improvements Appropriations Act stated the intent of the 
General Assembly that the State Veterans Home in Fayetteville not receive appropriations in the future to 
support operational costs. This special provisions modifies that to provide that the home will be primarily 
receipt-supported and that state appropriated funds will be made available only if other sources are 
insufficient to cover essential operating costs: 

Renovation Old Education and Old Revenue Buildings. Directs Office of State Construction to 
schedule renovations of old Revenue and Education buildings to that agencies designated as primary 
tenants may move as soon as possible. 

Day-Care Facility Task Force. Directs Dep’t of Administration to Haig and innovative 
state-of-the-art day-care facility in the central government complex. 

Creates NC Day-Care Facility Task Force to (1) identify and select a site for the state day-care 
facility, (2) advise the Dep’t of Administration on personnel, guidelines for selecting children, and 
payment rates, (3) assess the operations of the facility, (4) study the feasibility of developing a day-care 
facility at Dorothea Dix Hospital. Requires a report to the 1995 session. Specifies membership of the 
Task Force. | 

Upgrade satellite and microwave system. Reallocates funds appropriated to Dep’t by SL 1993, Ch. 


561, sec. 4 to be used along with federal funds to upgrade Public Telecommunication’s existing satellite 
and microwave systems. 


DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

Cultural resources funds allocation. Reallocates $700,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t Cultural 
Res. for 1993-94 as follows: $300,000-Museum of Cape Fear; $50,000-Thomas Day House; 
$50,000-Newbold White House; $50,000-Albemarle-Stanly County Historic Pres. Comm’n; 
$150,000-Chinqua-Penn Plantation, planning; $50,000-Union County Arts Council; $50,000-Captain 
White House (was, to Alamance County Arts Council). 

Art in state buildings. Makes the statute concerning art in state buildings applicable to projects 
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involving $1 million or more in appropriated funds (now, $500,000); provides that the 0.5% to be spent 
for art works is to be figured on the amount appropriated or, if the appropriation is for planning only, an 
amount approved by the Office of State Construction (now, the amount spent); provides that administrative 
costs of acquiring art works cannot exceed 20% (now, 8%); allows the state to advance up to 10% of the 
money to the artist selected; and requires 2% of the amount reserved to be placed in a fund for repair and 
conservation of art works; and provides that consultation with the Arts Council shall take place prior to the 
schematic phase of the building. These changes take effect for buildings authorized after Sept. 1, 1992. 

Tryon’s Palace artifacts. Amends GS 121-20 to permit the Tryon Palace Commission to dispose of 
artifacts in accordance with accepted museum practices and to use the’ proceeds to acquire others. 

Cultural Resources may sell artifacts. Amends GS 121-7(a) to permit the Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources, with the explicit approval of the NC Historical Comm’n, to lend or dispose of artifacts unless 
sale or loan would violate the terms of acquisition. Proceeds of any sale must be used to acquire other 
artifacts. No artifact may be pledged or mortgaged. 

Cultural Resources security officers. The 1993 Appropriations Act contains a special provision 
requiring the Dep’t of Cultural Resources to redefine the job responsibilities of security officers by July 1, 
1994, so they need not be certified law enforcement officers and therefore members of the Law 
Enforcement Officers Retirement System. This special provision modifies that requirement to exempt 
security guards at the NC Museum of Art and require the Dep’t to work out arrangements with the Dep’t 
of Administration to transfer these guards to the State Capitol Police. 

Art Museum amphitheater. House provision deleted. 

Roanoke Island Comm’n created. Creates Roanake Island Comm’n at GS 143B, Art. 2, Part 27A, 
composed of 24 members: 6 appointed by Governor, 6 by Gnernal Assembly upon recommendation of 
President Pro Tempore of Senate, 6 by General Assembly upon recommendation of Speaker of the House, 
plus following or designees: Governor, Attorney General, Sec’y of Cultural Resources, Sec’y of 
Transportation, Chair of Dare County Bd. of Comm’rs, and Mayor of Manteo. Comm’n is to protect, 
preserve, develop, and interpret the historical and cultural assets of Roanoke Island. Comm ’n to report to 


General Assembly before July 1, 1995 on recommendations to develop and promote Elizabeth II State 
Historic Site and Visitor Center. 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR 


Report to Auditor on transfer between objects and items. GS 143-23 (a part of the Executive Budget 
Act) generally prohibits transfers between budget line items, but allows transfers in limited instances. 
This special provision adds the State Auditor to those to whom reports of such transfers must be made. 


DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 


Staff positions, fire and rescue programs. Authorizes 4 new staff positions in NC Fire And Rescue 
Comm’n to be funded: by Dep’t of Ins. Fund. 

Insurance Dep’t chart of accounts. The 1993 Appropriations Act directed the State Controller to 
review the Insurance Dep’t chart of accounts and to report to the General Assembly. This special . 
provision directs implementation of three recommendations: (1) GASB classifications of certain special 
revenue accounts, (2) transferring Continuing Education Program to a non-interest revenue bearing code, 
and (3) transferring certain functions from trust fund accounts to General Fund accounts. 

Consumer Protection Fund. GS 58-2-215 creates the Consumer Protection Fund and specifies that it 
may be used by the Insurance Dep’t to (1) pay outside experts in rate cases, (2) locating and recovering 
assets in delinquency cases, and (3) in connection with civil litigation other than APA cases. This special 
provision amend the statute to provide that no more than 70% of the Fund may be spent in any one fiscal 


year for any one of these three purposes. 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 


Review Dep’t Revenue’s Chart Accounts. State Controller is directed to review Dep’t of Revenue’s 
chart accounts and report to 1995 General Assembly regarding changes needed to bring accounting 
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practices into compliance with standards of Government Accounting Standards Bd. 
Reimbursement for collecting white goods tax. Repeals the 1993 amendment to GS 105-187.24 
which deleted authority for the Dep’t of Revenue to deduct the cost of administering the white goods tax 


(up to $225,000) before distributing proceeds to the Solid Waste Management Fund, the White Goods 
Management Account, and county governments. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE STATE AUDITOR 

Cost analysis of broadband. State Auditor is directed to conduct comprehensive analysis to determine 
cost of applying broadband telecommunications technology to public schools, community colleges, 
universities, hospitals, state agencies and other state-owned institutions. 


STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 


State Board of Elections needs assessment. Directs State Board of Elections to conduct needs 
assessment and requirements analysis for computerized voter registration using an outside consultant who 
may not bid on later hardware, software, or software support services without special dispensation from 
the Director of the Budget. Earmarks $1.5 million for this purpose. 

Voter registration expenses/ESC/Implement NVRA. Requires State Budget Officer, upon request of 
Employment Security Comm’n, to conduct analysis of ESC’s expected activity as a result of compliance 
with National Voter Registration Act, with report to Director of the Budget, the appropriate subcommittees 
of the House and Senate Appropriations Committee, and the Fiscal Research Comm’n. 


UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA BOARD OF GOVERNORS 

Agricultural programs, export market potentials. Deletes this Senate special provision. 

UNC-CH Smith Center funds, With respect to the $400,000 in nonrecurring funds appropriated to 
offset operating losses at Smith Center, directs Board of Governors to include these funds in 1995-97 
continuation budget request, and recommends that governor include this item in 1995-97 budget 
recommendations. : 

Sea Grant College Program for Fisheries Oceanography study; Fishing license moratorium. Directs 
Board of Governors to $225,000 for N.C. Sea Grant College Program to study fisheries resource 
management and structure. Amends SL 1993, Ch. 576, which creates a separate crab license and 
establishes a two-year moratorium on specified fishing licenses, to provide that suspension of sale of 
licenses subject to the moratorium is retroactively authorized, but only if implementing funds are 
appropriated. 

Aid to private colleges. Increases aid to private colleges to $550 (was $450) per full-time equivalent 
North Carolina undergraduate student enrolled and increases grant to each full-time North Carolina 
undergraduate student attending an approved institution $1,250 (was ($1,150) per academic year. 

Native Americans scholarship. Requires Board of Governors to establish the Incentive Scholarship 
Program for Native Americans. Scholarships under the program are to carry a maximum value of $3,000 
per recipient per academic year, reduced by any amount of need-based aid the recipient may receive from 
other specified programs. Defines "Native American” for purposes of the program. Requires Board of 
Governors to provide for the orderly transition of the American Indian Scholarship Legislative Scholarship 
Program into the Incentive Scholarship Program for Native Americans. Of funds appropriated to the 
Board of Governors for fiscal 1994-95, directs that $390,000 be used to underwrite the cost of awarding 
scholarships under this provision for students enrolled in the 1994-95 academic year. 

Agricultural programs. Directs that $450,000 of funds appropriated to Board of Governors be 
allocated for matching federal funds and enhancement of agricultural research and extension programs at 
NC A&T University; and directs NC A&T and NCSU to establish a joint committee to coordinate their 
efforts in agricultural research and extension. 

UNC management flexibility. Removes the sunset on GS 116-44.6 through 116-44.10 and other 
provisions granting management flexibility to special responsibility constituent institutions. Requires 
Board of Governors to report annually by March 31 of each year to the Joint Legislative Education 
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Oversight Committee on the impact on student learning, fiscal savings, management initiatives, and 
efficiency and effectiveness made possible by increased management flexibility. Amends GS 143-53.1 to 
increase local purchasing cap for special responsibility institutions to $35,000 (now, $25,000). 

NCSU competitive industries/funds. Allocates $1,360,000 of appropriation to Board of Governors to 
NCSU, to enhance efforts to assure competitiveness of following industries: agriculture, furniture, pulp 
and paper, and nonwovens. 

Nurse anesthetist training funds. Requires that moneys allocated for AHEC contracts for training of 
certified, registered nurse anesthetists be expended in contracts with Raleigh School of Nurse Anesthesia. 

Teaching improvement funds. Directs that $3,660,700 of funds appropriated to Board of Governors 
be used to reduce average student-faculty ratio at all constituent institutions to no more than 16 to 1 
beginning with 1994-95 academic year. 

UNC tuition surcharge exception. Modifies required tuition surcharge on students taking more than 
140 degree credit hours to complete baccalaureate degree in four-year program and more than 110% of 
credit hours necessary to complete five-year program, to exempt from surcharge students who exceed the 
credit hour limits within four or five years, respectively. 

Nursing scholars program. Amends GS 90-171.61(b), concerning the Nursing Scholars program, 
to permit loans to part-time students, and to allow setting aside slots in loan programs to enable licensed 
practical nurses to become registered nurses. Amends GS 90-171.62(b) to permit Education Assistance 
Authority to provide for accelerated repayment and for less than full-time employment options, to 
encourage nursing in either geographic or nursing specialty shortage areas. 

Soil science faculty position. Directs that $100,000 of funds appropriated to Board of Governors be 
allocated to fund new soil science faculty position at NCSU, to be located at Tidewater Center in 
Plymouth. 

Mountain conifer funds. Of funds appropriated to the Board of Governors for fiscal 1994-95, directs 
that $70,000 be used for the Cooperative Extension Service at NCSU to establish an area extension 
specialist position at the Mountain Horticultural Crops Research Station at Fletcher, to provide support to 
mountain conifer and Christmas tree industries in the state. Requires the Cooperative Extension Service to 
consult with representative groups of Christmas tree growers in this region in developing guidelines for the 
position and filling it. , 

UNC/Legislative College pilot program. Directs that $1.6 million of funds appropriated to the Board 
of Governors be allocated equally among the 16 constituent institutions to establish a pilot Legislative 
College Opportunity Program to recruit new students to enroll in college in future years who might not be 
able to attend college without incentives. Specifies that funds shall not revert and shall be placed in trust 
fund accounts, with earnings used for the program. Directs Board of Governors to develop program 
guidelines and rules; to consider needs of socially and economically disadvantaged youth with a primary 
goal of improving academic performance, high school graduation rates, college going rates, and college 
graduation rates of currently underperforming youth; to develop the program so that it provides incentives 
for and removes financial barriers to college attendance; to consider various academic standards and 
financial need in establishing the program; to charge campuses with implementing the pilot program by 
January 31, 1995; to report progress to the Joint Legislative Oversight Committee by May 15, 1995, with 
copies to members of the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Education; to monitor the 
success of the program and the progress of students, with annual reports to the Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee by May 15, 1996, and each succeeding year through 2001. 

ECU Medical School funds. Appropriates $5,054,665 from Medicare reimbursements special 


account for facilities at ECU Medical School as follows: $2.3 million for medical waste incinerator, 


$1,574,000 for linear accelerator, and $1,180,665 for clinic renovations. 

Campus stores open to students at all campuses. Amends GS 66-58(c)(3) to make campus stores at 
each University of North Carolina campus open to all duly enrolled students of other constituent 
institutions of the university system. 

Social Workers’ Education Loan Fund. Establishes Social Workers’ Education Loan Fund to be 
administered by Education Assistance Authority (with consultation from Dep’t of Human Resources) to 
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provide 25 four-year undergraduate and 10 two-year graduate scholarship loans per year to attract trained 
social workers into public child welfare positions in county departments. Maximum loan is $4,000/year 
for undergraduate study and $5,000/year for graduate study. Provides that one full year of employment in 
a public child welfare agency in a rural or other need-based area of NC will cancel one academic year’s 
loan (whether $4,000 or $5,000). Graduate loan recipients who do not work in such an agency must 
repay at 10% interest, and loan recipients who do not graduate must repay at 15% interest. 

ASU Convocation Center. Authorizes use of $3.5 million appropriated for Convocation Center at 
ASU to begin planning, design, and site development of this project during 1994-95. 

NC School of the Arts Film School. Directs that $1.8 million in nonrecurring funds appropriated 
for Film School to be used to purchase equipment and facility and other one-time and start-up costs for 
course in study in film production technology at Piedmont Comm. College Satellite in Caswell: County. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

Program regionalism. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to require all new programs to 
use regional approach in absence of documented extreme extenuating circumstances. Directs GPAC Task 
Force on Regionalism, in its January, 1995, report, to develop recommendations on how existing 
programs can be offered regionally as well. Requires Dep’t to report quarterly to Joint Legis. Education 
Oversight Comm. on progress on regional programs, and specifically any programs approved that are not 
regional and the reasons for approval. 

Continuing budget concept. Directs Board of Community Colleges to implement continuing budget 
concept for 1995-97 biennium. To ensure funding stability, provides that colleges experiencing 
enrollment decline will not receive decrease in FTE funds until enrollment declines by more than 4%, at 
which time FTE reduction will be only to extent that decline exceeds 4%. Requires State Board to develop 
a program-based FTE cost model to fund future FTEs in excess of 4% growth on basis of actual program 
cost as opposed to overall average FTE cost, and to report this plan to 1995 General Assembly. 

State Board reserve funds. Allocates $46,000 from State Board Reserve for automated central 
cataloging of library books, and authorizes use of up to $300,000 from the Reserve to fund community 
colleges leadership development programs. 

Prison classes. Adds GS 115D-5(cl) to require community colleges to report FTE student hours 
for correction education programs on basis of contract hours rather than student membership hours. 
Prohibits multi-entry/multi-exit class or program in prison facility. Directs State Board to work with 
Dep’t of Correction to offer classes that match average length of stay of an inmate in a prison facility. 

Professional Counselor Licensing Act exemption. Deletes this House special provision. 

Community colleges behind walls. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to develop a plan to 
establish "Community Colleges Behind Walls” for prison inmates, and to present plan to General 
Assembly by Feb. 1, 1995. 

Competitive salary levels for curriculum faculty. Directs State Board to use funds appropriated for 
competitive salary levels to increase salaries and not to decrease faculty/student ratio. These funds, when 
added to general 4% salary increase funds, may be used only to increase unit value in community college 
allotment formula for curriculum faculty by 8%. Directs State Board to develop salary schedule for all 
community college faculty and to report to 1995 General Assembly. 

Grants for visiting artists’ program. Provides that 5% of Community Services Block Grant funds 
allocated to Dep’t of Community College ($95,820) shall be allocated to Visiting Artists’ Program. States 
General Assembly’s intent to preserve the program, and requires Dep’t of report to Joint Legis. Comm’n 


Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on grants made under the program. used for grants on 
competitive basis 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION 


Substitute teacher study. Deletes this Senate special provision. 
Outward Bound. Deletes this Senate special provision. 


Total quality education. Deletes this Senate special provision. 
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Jobready/School-to-Work demonstration grants. Deletes this Senate special provision. 

Noncertified school employee salaries. GS 115C-12(16) provides for the State Board of Education to 
adopt a state salary schedule for specified public school support personnel, and requires local school 
boards to place affected employees on the schedule so that the average salary paid is the state-allotted 
amount for the category. This special provision (1) strikes out property and cost clerks from the list of 
personnel covered by the state schedule, (2) changes the deadline for compliance with the average salary 
mandate to the end of the third payroll period of 1995-95 (now, the end of the 1995-96 school year), and 
(3) provides that a local board is in compliance with the mandate if the average salary paid is at least 95% 
of the state-allotted amount in 1995-96, and 98% by the end of the third payroll period of each subsequent 
year. The State Board is directed to report on implementation before March 31, 1996, as well as by 
March 31, 1995. 

This special provision also directs that beginning with 1994-95, the State Beard shall allot salary 
funds for school custodian positions on the basis of $1,209 per month plus any legislatively authorized 
salary increment. 

Transportation information management system funds. Of funds appropriated for school 
transportation, allocates $510,000 to continue the transportation information management system. States 
intent that these funds be included in 1995-97 continuation budget. 

Outcome-based education funds. Directs DPI to use $100,000 to provide technical assistance to 
implement the Outcome-Based Education Program. 

Developmental day centers grant-in-aid. The 1993 appropriations act transferred $2,301,248 in each 
year of the biennium from DHR to DPI for grants to developmental day care centers. This special 
provision states the intent that this money be included in the DPI 1995-97 continuation budget. 

Intervention/Prevention Grant Program. Authorizes DPI to use up to $200,000 of funds 
appropriated for Intervention/Prevention Grant Program by the 1994 extra session to implement the 
program. 

Limited English proficiency (LEP) students. GS 115C-81(c) requires all instruction in the public 
schools, except foreign language classes, to be conducted in English. This special provision amends the 
Statute to make an exception to this rule when teaching in a foreign language is necessary in order to 
comply with federal law. The special provision also requires the State Board to study issues concerning 
LEP students and to develop a resource guide for local school units. The State Board is authorized to us 
up to $1 million in 1994-95 to provide extra funding for LEP students to school units unable to serve 
them within normal allotments. 

Exceptional children funds. The 1993 appropriations act Arcanist certain funds for exceptional 
children. For the 1994-95 school year, this special provision increases the grants for academically gifted 
children to $651.17/child to support 43,739 such children and for other exceptional children to 
$1,956.52/child to support 127,668 such children. Modifies the required report to the General Assembly 
to require a final report by January 1, 1995 (was March 15, 1994. Allocates $1,229,472 for 1994-95 to 
cover recurring costs of this program. 

Teacher salary schedules. The 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act (SL 1993, Ch. 321, 
sec. 127) establishes the pay schedules for public school teachers. The schedules provide for thirty steps, 
according to years of experience. The monthly salary for each step is 2% greater than the previous, with 
the result that teachers receive an automatic 2% pay increase each year. The Senate budget bill increased 
each step by 2%, with the result that teachers would receive a 4% pay increase in 1994-95 and 2% per 
year thereafter. The House bill increased the entry level and steps 1 and 2 by 3% and steps 3 through 29 
by 6%, with the result that non-tenured teachers would receive a 5% pay increase in 1994-95, while 
teachers beginning their fourth and subsequent years in 1994-95 would receive an 8% increase in 
1994-95, with annual increases thereafter remaining at 2%. The Conference Report adopts the House 
approach, but with increases 1% less. The result is that teachers with at least three years experience will 
receive a 7% pay increase. The beginning step for school psychologists will be placed on the ”G” 
schedule at step 5, corresponding to five years experience; other school psychologists will be placed on the 
appropriate step according to years of experience. All certified psychologists will receive longevity 
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payments in the same manner as teachers. The special provision continues the salary supplements 
provided by SL 1993, Ch. 321 for teachers with advanced degrees. 

School-based administrator salary schedules. The 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act (SL 
1993, Ch. 321, sec. 127) establishes the pay schedules for principals and assistant principals according 
according to the number of teachers in the principal’s school. Each step in the schedule provides for a 
2% increase over the previous step. The Senate bill increased each step in the schedule by 2%, with the 
result that principals would receive a 4% increase in 1994-95; the House increased each step by 6%, with 
the result that principals would receive an 8% increase in 1994-95. The Conference Report increases 
each step by 5%, which yields a 7% increase in 1994-95. Directs that principals and ass’t principals with 
six-year degree and doctoral degree certification shall be paid salary increment as provided in the 
corresponding special provision in the 1993 Appropriations Act. Provides that except in case of 
reassignment to a lower job classification, salaries of principals and ass’t principals shall not be less for 
1994-95 than for 1993-94 due solely to placement on the salary schedule. 

Provides that there shall be no state requirement that superintendents be paid at least 1% more than 
the highest paid principal in the administrative unit, but no superintendent employed as of 1992-93 is to 


_ have his or her pay reduced as a result of this provision. 


Teachers leaving profession. Add new GS 115C-12(22) requiring State Board of Education to 
monitor and compile an annual report on teachers’ decisions to leave the teaching profession; to adopt 
standard procedures for each local board of education to use in requesting information from teachers who 
are not continuing to work as teachers in the local administrative unit; and to require each local board of 
education to report the information to the State Board in a standard format adopted by the Board. 

Vocational and Technical Education Task Force. Creates 16-member Task Force on Vocational and 
Technical Education located in the Dep’t of Public Instruction but to exercise its statutory powers 
independently of the Dep’t. Specifies membership and provides for Governor and Superintendent of Public 
Instruction each to appoint a cochair from the membership. Specifies issues that the Task Force is to 
study in collaboration with Dep’t of Community Colleges, Dep’t of Public Instruction, and the Governor’s 
Comm’n on Work Force Preparedness, including (1) quality, focus, standards, and goals of vocational and 
technical education programs; (2) funding issues; (3) quality of equipment and instructional materials and 
projected needs in those areas; (4) current accountability efforts; (5) relevance of vocational and technical 
education to the workforce and subsequent employment; (6) linkage to higher education, other 
governmental work force programs, and the business community; (7) efficiency and effectiveness of 
organizational and delivery aspects of existing programs and of state and local administration; (8) 
curriculum and instructional delivery issues; (9) career guidance and counseling in the public schools; 
and (10) training and retraining of educators involved in vocational and technical education. Directs Task 
Force to make interim report to Joint Education Oversight Committee, the Governor’s Comm’n on Work 
Force Preparedness, and the State Board of Education before January 15, 1995, and a final report before 
March 1, 1996. Directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to use up to $100,000 in its budget for fiscal 
1994-95 for the work of the Task Force. 

Teacher Academy Funds. Directs that funds appropriated for the operation of the Teacher Academy 
for fiscal 1994-95 (including $375,000 in nonrecurring funds for training sessions for additional teachers 
during the first fiscal year of program implementation) be used for Teacher Academy training sessions 
offered for summer 1994 and for sessions offered for the summer of 1995 before July 1, 1995. Requires 
Task Force on Teacher Staff Development to evaluate the Teacher Academy Plan it developed and consider 
how it might fit into a comprehensive approach to staff development. Requires State Board of Education to 
conduct evaluation of the quality of the 1994-95 Teacher Academy sessions. Directs Task Force to 
address more completely the factors it was previously directed to address, with emphasis on specified 
topics. Also directs Task Force on Teacher Staff Development to review the work of the Teacher Training 
Task Force and consider incorporating elements of findings and recommendations of its plan. Also directs 
Task Force to make interim report on its progress, expenditures on and evaluation of the Teacher 
Academy programs during the summer of 1994, and projected expenditures for summer of 1995 to the 
Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee and the State Board of Education no later than October 1, 
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1995. The final Plan is to be submitted to the State Board of Education for adoption no later than 
December 1, 1994. Directs that any legislative action required to implement the plan be submitted to the 
Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee and the General Assembly no later than January 15, 
1995. 

Free/reduced price lunch statistics. Directs that $50,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public 
Instruction be used to compile and analyze data on the number of students eligible for free and reduced 
price lunches to ascertain whether the data is a valid measure of income. 

Substitute teacher pay. Sets following pay rates for substitute teachers: (1) those who hold teacher 
certificates, $57/day; (2) those who do not hold teacher certificates but have completed effective teacher 
training, $50/day; (3) those who neither hold teacher certificates nor have completed effective teacher 
training, $40/day. 

Basic education program funds. Directs that $55,824,136 of funds appropriated to State Aid to 
Local School Administrative Units be used to implement the Basic Education Program and be allocated as 
follows: (1) $10 million for school psychologists, social workers, and guidance counselors in 
kindergarten through eighth grade; (2) $26,320,319 to implement fully class size reduction at the 
kindergarten level; (3) $9,217,698 to implement fully class size reduction at the tenth grade level; (4) 
$9,536,119 to implement fully textbook funding by restoring textbook purchasing power to the 1985 level. 

Dare school pay date. Provides that 10-month employees of the Dare County Board of Education 
shall be paid on the 12th of the month. 

Scotland school pay date. Provides that 10-month employees of the Scotland County Schools except 
for school bus drivers, who are paid on a monthly basis, shall be paid on the 10th (was, 15th) of the 
month. 

Repeal Cleveland school pay date. Repeals 1991 special provisions that established pay date for 
10-month employees of the Cleveland County School Administrative Unit. 

Watauga school pay date. Provides that all 10-month employees of Watauga school board to be paid 
on 10th day of each month, and all other employees on the last day of each month. 

Caldwell school pay date. Provides that 10-month employees of Caldwell Board of Education shall 
be paid on the 15th of the month. 

Cued Speech funds. Directs that $95,000 of funds appropriated to Desrinent of Public Instruction 
be used as grant-in-aid to Cued Speech Center of Wake County, to provide transition services. 

BEP allocations for small city school systems. Directs State Board of Education to modify position 
allocation formulas under the BEP by rounding all fractions of positions to next whole position for each 
city school administrative unit with average daily membership of less than 3000 students. 

School administrator allotment formulas. Directs State Board of Education to modify allotment 
formula for school administrators so that base allotment is the same for all units, regardless of average 
daily membership, and remainder of funds allocated on basis of-average daily membership. 

School technology plans/reserve. Elaborates on the content of the State school technology plan to be 
developed by the Commission on School Technology. Directs Comm’n to present plan to Joint Legis. 
Comm’n on Gov. Operations and Joint Legis. Educ. Oversight Committee for comments prior to Jan. 1, 
1995. Requires plan update biennially thereafter. After submission to legislative oversight committees, 
requires Comm’n to submit plan to Information Resources Mgt. Comm’n for approval of technical 
components and State Board of Education for approval of other components. Requires each local school 
_ board to develop a local school technology plan, meeting the requirements of the state plan, to be approved 

by the State Board of Education. Establishes a State School Technology Fund, with funds therein to be 
allocated to local school units with approved technology plans, for implementation of those plans. Directs 
Comm’n to monitor and evaluate State and local school system technology plans, and to report thereon to 
legislative oversight committees. Appropriates $42 million to the School Technology Reserve, with 
expenditure to be according to legislation to be enacted in 1995, after receipt of the State plan. Allocates 
$150,000 of funds appropriated to State Controller for employees to assist Information Resources Mgt. 
Comm’n, and allocates $200,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Instruction for eh 
positions in Technical Assistance Centers to aid local units’ in preparing plans.. 
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Career development pilot units. Directs State Board of Education to require school units receiving 
career development funds to modify differentiated pay plans for 1995-96, so that the cost of the plan equals 
3% of salaries and employer’s contributions for social security and retirement, for 1994-95, plus amount 
of local funds available for differentiated pay. 

National Board for Professional Teaching Standards. Directs that $500,000 of funds appropriated 
for 1994-95 to Dep’t of Public Instruction be used to pay for (1) the Nat’l Board for Professional 
Teaching Standards (NBPTS) participation fee and for up to three days approved paid leave for teachers 
participating in NBPTS program in 1994-95 school year for specified state-paid teachers; and (2) an 
annual 4% bonus for state-paid teachers who (a) complete three years of teaching in NC public schools 
before applying for NBPTS certification and (b) complete certification in 1993-94 and receive NBPTS 
certification in 1994-95. Directs State Board to study incentive options for teachers who obtain NBPTS 
certification and the cost of such options; to study impact of NBPTS certification on student performance; 
and to report preliminary results to Educ. Oversight Comm. in Dec., 1994, and final report to Oversight 
Comm. in January, 1997. 

Academic/support program for court involved youth. Directs that $117,000 of funds appropriated to 
the Dep’t of Public Instruction be used to support a two-year comprehensive academic and support 
program operated by Duke University, in collaboration with North Carolina Central University, the 
Durham Public Schools, the Durham Companions, and the Durham Educational Network, for 
court-involved middle school and high school students. 

School bus driver salary range. Directs that the salary range for school bus drivers shall be grade 
51 for 10 months employment. Allocates $3.6 million to increase pay of school bus drivers by average of 
4.6% within the salary range, in addition to the legislative across-the-board pay increase. Provides that the 
average salary of a state-paid driver for 1994-95 school year shall be at least $8 per hour. 

School leadership training funds. Allocates $500,000 to continue support for school leadership 
training program authorized in 1979. 

Low-wealth and small school supplemental funding changes. The 1993 Appropriations Act made 
additional state support available for low-wealth and small school systems, but provided that this additional 
state support must not be used to supplant local funding. The task of ascertaining whether supplanting 
had taken place was assigned to the Local Government Commission. This special provision transfers 
responsibility for administering the nonsupplant requirement to the State Board of Education and specifies 
that a unit will be found to have supplanted local funding if the average of the local per student current 
expense appropriation for the three most recent years is less than 95% of the greater of (a) the local per 
pupil current expense appropriation for 1991-92 or (b) the average local per pupil current expense 
appropriation for the three prior years, and the county cannot show that it has remedied the deficiency or 
that extraordinary circumstances led to the supplantation. The Local Government Comm’n is directed to 
report relevant data on county appropriations to local school current expense funds to the State Board of 
Education and the Senate and House Appropriations Committees. Instructs State Board of Education to 
begin in 1994-95 to withhold low-wealth and small school supplemental funding to any unit found to have 
used prior allocations to supplant local funds. 

Amends the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act, SL 1993 Ch. 321, Sec. 138.1, to revise 
the allocation formula for small school supplemental funding so as to provide 5.5 (now, 4) additional 
teachers in counties with ADM per square mile greater than four and 7 (now, 6) add’! teachers in 
counties with ADM/sq. mile of four or less. 

NC High School Athletic Ass’n under Tort Claims Act. Amends GS 143-291 to provide that the 
North Carolina High School Athletic Ass’n, Inc., is a state agency for purposes of tort liability. The 
immunity does not extend to independent contractors of the Ass’n, and the Ass’n is obligated for tort 
claims payments through purchase of commercial insurance or otherwise. The Ass’n must also reimburse 
the Dep’t of Justice for handling claims. This special provision takes effect on ratification and applies to 
any causes of action arising on or after that date. 

Differentiated pay. Directs that $19.4 million of funds appropriated for State Aid to Local School 
Admin. Units must be used for differentiated pay for certified public school employees in units other than 
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career development pilot units, and $10,408,950 shall be used for differentiated pay in career development 
pilot units. Requires each local board of education, before Oct. 1, 1994, to examine its 1994-95 
differentiated pay plan and modify it as necessary to ensure that the plan can be implemented within 
available state and local funds. Local board must submit plan to Sup’t of Public Instruction for approval. 


DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 


Aircraft and ferry acquisitions. Requires Board of Transportation, before approving the purchase of 
a new aircraft from the Equipment Fund or a new ferry in a Transportation Improvement Program, to 
prepare an estimate of the operational and capital costs associated with adding the new aircraft or ferry and 
report those to the General Assembly pursuant to GS 136-12(b). 

Report on emission inspection program. Requires the Div’n of Motor Vehicles to report quarterly 
beginning January, 1995 to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee and Fiscal Research 
Div’n on the Emission Inspection Program’s compliance with the Environmental Protection Agency’s 
inspection and maintenance regulations contained in the Clean Air Amendments of 1990. 

Adopt-A-Highway study. Authorizes use of contract services on state roads to implement the 
Adopt-A-Highway program. Requires the Dep’t of Transportation and Dep’t of Justice to study various 
legal issues relating to the Adopt-A-Highway program, including the use of contract services to clean 
roadsides and any appropriate legislation necessary to permit use of such contractors, and report to the 
Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Committee by December 31, 1994. 

Global Transpark Authority. Requires the Global Transpark Authority to pay the State Highway 
Fund within 30 days up to $1,800,000 of federal reimbursements for environmental impact statements or 
assessments if the Authority previously received funds from the Highway Fund. 

Drivers ed fund to pay salary increases. Provides that if General Assembly authorizes a pay raise for 
teachers or state employees, the Drivers Education Fund shall pay the salary increases of the teachers or 
' state employees whose positions are funded from the Drivers Education Fund. 

Railroad rehabilitation and access funds. Provides that if S 62 is not enacted by the 1993 General 
Assembly, the bill’s proposed appropriations from the Highway Fund for the transfer of three positions 
from the Utilities Commission to the Dep’t of Transportation be used instead for railroad access and 
rehabilitation purposes. 

Draw bridge operator positions. Subject to approval of the Sec’y of Transportation, requires 
conversion to permanent full-time positions of any temporary full-time draw bridge operator positions in 
the Dep’t of Transportation that are filled by personnel who have worked for 12 or more months as of the 
effective date of the act. 


DOT and DOC reports. Requires Dep’ts of Transportation and Correction to report quarterly 


beginning October 1, 1994, to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee on the 
implementation of the recommendations of the Inmate Labor Subcommittee. 

Extend DOT vehicles exemption. Amends sec. 70(b), ch. 561, SL 1993, which exempts state-owned 
passenger motor vehicles that are permanently assigned to the Dep’t of Transportation or its employees 
from minimum mileage requirements, to extend expiration date to June 30, 1995. 

Relocation of certain sanitary district utilities. Directs NCDOT to pay the nonbetterment cost of 
relocating sewer lines that (1) are located with an existing state highway right-of-way; (2) are owned by a 
Sanitary district; and (3) must be relocated for state highway improvement projects let after July 1, 1993. 


DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION 
Reserve for prison capacity increase. Senate provision deleted. 
Substance abuse funds not revert. Senate provision deleted. 

Dep’t Dep’t of Correction warehouse re report. Requires Dep’t to determine and report to Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations as to the most centralized, feasible location for a warehouse, based 
on distribution of goods to State correction facilities, availability of State-owned land and cost of leasing, 
purchasing or building warehouse. 


Study youth experience in prison. Senate provision deleted. 
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Correction Enterprises preference. Directs Div’n of Purchase and Contracts, Dep’t of 
Administration, to prepare and distribute to all state agencies an explanation of purchasing procedures 
regarding the preference provided to Corrections Enterprises by GS 148-70. Directs Dep’t of 
Administration to provide a report on this explanation and on goods purchased from Corrections 
Enterprises to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Government Operations and the chairs of the Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety by August 1, 1994 and January 1, 
1995. 

Use of out-of-state housing funds. Of funds appropriated in the 1994 Extra Session for out-of-state 
housing of inmates, $5,164,473 to be provided to establish 144 positions needed to supervise an additional 
800 inmates as result of court’s modification of Small v. Martin. Further provides that the Dep’t of 
Corrections shall use up to $2,749,284 of funds appropriated for out-of-state housing of inmates to 
establish two positions for supervision of inmate road squads and to provide 72 positions at Black 
Mountain, Caswell, and Sandhills prison units. Provides that Dep’t not to use any funds other than those 
specifically appropriated for housing out-of-state inmates to pay per diem costs of inmates housed 
out-of-state. Provides that availability of out-of-state housing funds to be reduced by amount needed to 
fund local confienment costs for offenders held in contempt for probation violations under GS 
15A-1344(e1) and amounts expended for purposes listed above. 

Prison profits to Victims Compensation Fund. Amends GS 148-2(b) to provide that incentive wages 
for non-Prison Enterprise Inmates be added to the first priority allocation of revenue in the Prison 
Enterprise Fund (in addition to capital and operating expenses) and that of the remaining revenue, 5% of 
the net profits be credited to the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Amends GS 148-2(c) to provide that 
profits from prison canteens be placed in a Correction Inmate Welfare Fund and that once that fund’s 
operating budget has been met, an amount equal to the funds allocated each prison unit on a per inmate 
basis shall be credited to the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. Makes conforming amendment to GS 
15B-23 and provides that these transferred funds shall not supplant current or future appropriations to the 
Crime Victims Compensation Fund. 

Reserve for substance abuse treatment pilot program for parolees and probationers. Directs that 
$583,000 of funds appropriated for 1994-95 be used to establish two positions, associated expenses, and 
equipment for this program (with $485,834 of these funds to be used to contract with providers of services 
to parolees and probationers with serious substance abuse histories). Directs that report on pilot program 
and future needs be provided by January 15, 1995 to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Government 
Operations, chairs of Senate and House Appropriations committees (and chairs of subcommittees on 
Justice and Public Safety), and the Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Harriet’s House funds. Provides that $200,000 appropriated for 1994-95 be used to support 
programs at Harriet’s House. Directs that a quarterly report on the program be provided to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Government Operations. 

Payment of local confinement cost of offender held in contempt for probation violation. Amends GS 
15A-1344(e1) to provide that Dep’t of Correction shall pay for confinement of offenders serving sentences 
in a local confinement facility for contempt for probation violations. Provides that funds for out-of-state 
housing of inmates shall be used to make such payments. 

Operational funds for security and medical positions. Amends 1993 Current Operations 
Appropriations Act to allow funds appropriated for operational costs of new facilities to be used for medical 
positions at the North Carolina Correctional Institution for Women and for security positions needed for 


construction at Wayne, Lumberton, Columbus, Piedmont, Brown Creek, Johnston, and Franklin prison 
units. 


DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

Continue drug court funding. Senate provision deleted. 

Community policing pilot program. Directs that $230,790 of funds appropriated for 1994-95 be 
allocated to the sec’y to implement a pilot program of technical assistance to communities for development 
of community policing programs in high crime areas. Directs the sec’y to report to the General Assembly 
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on the program by March 1, 1995. 

Multijurisdictional drug task force funds. Directs that $250,000 of funds appropriated for 1994-95 
be used as grants to the multijurisdictional drug task forces operating in 29 specified counties. Provides 
that grants may be made only to local units of government and that a minimum cash match of 25% is 
required. 

National Guard educational benefit increase. Amends GS 127A-193 to increase the maximum 
educational assistance grants from $500 per year with a $2,000 maximum to $1,000 per year with a 
$4,000 maximum. 

Regional response teams for hazardous materials emergencies. Adds new Art.2 to GS Chapter 166A 
entitled "Hazardous Materials Emergency Response,” establishing system of regional reponse to hazardous 
materials emergencies. Provides Sec’y to adopt rules establishing regional response program to be 
administered by Division of Emergency Management, requiring program to include at least six hazardous 
materials response teams located across the state. Allows Sec’y to contract with local gov’ts for provision 
of regional response team and specifies provisions of contract. Creates Regional Response Team Advisory 
Committee and designates members. Provides that person who causes release of hazardous material 


responsible for costs of regional team’s response response and that those monies to be placed in 
_ Hazardous Materials Emergency Response Fund. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
Use of seized and forfeited property transferred to state law enforcement agencies by the federal 


government. Amends 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act to prohibit use of such assets for new 
personnel positions without the prior approval of the General Assembly and to authorize the dep’t of 
Crime Control and Public Safety to use $117,100 of these assets for building a helicopter hanger and to 
authorize the apt t of Justice to use $75, 000 of these assets to construct a pistol range tower at the Justice 
Academy. 

Centralized use of legal publications. Directs preparation of a cost analysis, implementation plan, 
and funding recommendations regarding the use of legal publications available on CD ROM and the 
feasibility of a legal resource and research network, with a report to be submitted by February 1, 1995 to 
the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, the Speaker of the House, and the Fiscal Research Div’n. 
Federal grant matching funds. Provides that $25,228 of funds appropriated for 1994-95 may be 
used to match a grant for the Child Victim’s Assistance Project within the Civil Rights Div’n. Provides 
that $166,661 appropriated for 1994-95 may be used by the State Bureau of Investigation to match a grant 
for a computerized system to match bullets and weapons. 

Reversion of certain insurance settlement proceeds. Provides that any funds received in settlement of 
insurance claims arising from damage of the Blue Bell building at the Justice Academy shall revert to the 
General Fund. 

Study capital murder. Requires Dep’t of Justice in consultation with AOC to study methods of 
reducing costs and time associated with capital murder cases and report findings to 1995 General 
Assembly. 


SBI criminal record checks receipts. Senate provision deleted. 


JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 


Extend certain special superior court judge terms. Notwithstanding any other law, extends through 
December 31, 1998 the term of any special superior court judge who is holding office on the effective date 
of this act and who first took office as an appointed or elected regular or special superior court judge in 
the calendar year 1986. 


Transfer funds/Special Capital Case Rehearing Fund to Indigent Persons’ Atty. Fee Fund. Senate 
provision deleted. 


Children’s Law Center funds. Allocates $100,000 of funds appropriated to the Judicial Dep’t for use 
to assist the Children’s Law Center, a private, non-profit corporation that provides comprehensive, quality 
legal representation and advocacy for children involved in court or administrative proceedings. 
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Community penalties programs. Specifies that $3,513,658 of funds appropriated to the Judicial 
Dep’t for fiscal 1994-95 to conduct the community penalties programs may be allocated by the Dep’t in 
any amount among existing community penalties programs or may be used to establish new State-operated 
community penalties programs. Directs Dep’t to report annually to the Senate and House Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety and to the Fiscal Research Division on the administrative 
expenditures of the community penalties programs, and to report quarterly to the Joint Legislative Comm’n 
on Governmental Operations on any elimination or reduction of funding for existing community penalties 
programs. ) 

Forsyth warrant clerks become magistrates. Forsyth County has used warrant-issuing clerks to” 
perform criminal functions performed by magistrates in other counties. Authorizes Administrative Office 
of the Courts (AOC) to transfer 11 positions from the office of the clerk of superior court to magistrates 
positions in Forsyth County. Authorizes AOC to transfer within its budget up to $41,459 to pay 
additional salary and benefits resulting from this provision. 

State-run community penalties programs. Authorizes director of AOC to establish local community 
penalties programs and appoint necessary staff, who may serve as full- or part-time state employees or on 
a contractual basis. Requires that any contract entered into under authority of this provision expire not 
later than June 30, 1995. 

Pitt Mediation Center funds. Directs that funding for the Mediation Center for Pitt County, Inc. 
become part of the Judicial Department’s continuation budget. 

Extend Sentencing Commission. House provision deleted because provision included in 1994-95 
continuation budget ratified 6/30. : 

Study drug treatment court program. Directs AOC, in consultation with the Courts Task Force on 
Substance Abuse, to study the costs and benefits of establishing pilot drug treatment court programs, and 
to report to the 1995 General Assembly by March 1, 1995. Provides that $800,000 placed in a reserve by 
SL 1993 (Ex. 1994), Ch. 24, Sec. 41 shall not revert but shall remain available for allocation by the 1995 
General Assembly. 

Dispute settlement centers. Requires all local dispute settlement centers currently receiving state 
funds to report annually to the Judicial Dep’t on the programs’ funding and activities. Directs Judicial 
Dep’t to compile and summarize the information and provide it to the Chairs of the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees and the Chairs of the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on 
Justice and Public Safety by February 1 of each year. Specifies information that must be provided by 
local dispute settlement centers requesting state funds for the first time, including certification that at least 
50% of total funding for first fiscal year and 60% of total funding for second fiscal year shall come from 
non-state sources and for those requesting an expansion of state funding, that at least 60% of the total 
funding comes from non-state sources. 

Additional magistrates in Catawba, McDowell, Iredell. Amends GS 7A-133 to raise the statutory 
maximum number of magistrates authorized for Catawba, McDowell, and Iredell Counties by one each. 

Indigent fee schedule/capital cases. House provision deleted. 

Calendaring authority transfer. House provision deleted. 


Correct judicial term. Provides detailed specifications for terms of successor for the superior court 
seat in district 14B (part of Durham County). 


DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 
Smart Start audit funds. Senate provision deleted. 
Willie M. Rules. Directs Secretary of Human Resources to adopt rules that permit continuing 


services to any Willie M. child until the end of the fiscal year in which the child reaches 18, or until six 
months after the child reaches 18, whichever is later. 


Client services monitoring. Directs Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to develop a system to determine if 
services are being provided in timely manner; and to withhold administrative funds to area authorities until 
services are provided in timely manner. 

Mental health medicaid receipts. Directs Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to help service providers realize 
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additional medicaid receipts in Willie M and Thomas S programs, with report to Human Resources 
Appropriations Subcommittees by March 1, 1995. 

Private agency uniform cost finding. Permits Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to require private agency that 
contracts with two or more area authorities to complete an agency-wide uniform cost finding; the result is 
to be the maximum included for the agency in the contracting area program’s unit cost finding. 

Pioneer testing rule waiver extension. House provision deleted. 

Thomas S. clients. Permits Thomas S. funds to be spent on adults included on Division’s official 
list of prospective class members but not yet confirmed as class members, who currently reside in the 
community, and who have good probability of being admitted to facility licensed as home for aged and 
disabled. In addition, permits Department of Human Resources to provide by contract for Thomas S. 
services if it determines a local program does not show a willingness to provide such services itself. 

Integrated funding. Replaces special provision in 1993 Appropriations Act (SL 1993, c. 321) calling 
for pilot testing of integrated funding for mental health/substance abuse institutional services, with 
provision directing Div’n of MH/DD/SAS to make written report on Unified System of Services to 
appropriation subcommittees by March 1, 1995. 

Counseling Act correction. Deletes House provision and replaces it with amendment to GS 90-338 
which makes technical correction. 

Nonsupplant requirements. Directs DHR to ensure that counties do not reduce appropriations or 
expenditures for area authorities because authorities have received additional state appropriations for 
services. 

Coalition 2001 funds. Allocates $6 million appropriated for capital needs of area authorities as 
follows: (1) $3.6 million for area program capital needs, with no program to receive more than 10% of 
total funds and at least 10% (with no matching requirement) for projects in counties ranking in last 
quartile in per capita income or property valuation; (2) $1,010,000 for Developmental Day centers; (3) 
$600,000 for vocational rehabilitation facilities; (4) $120,000 for three community rehabilitation pilot 
projects; (5) $240,000 for supported living projects; and (6) $420,000 for local assistance technology and 
a housing loan fund. 

Mental health capital needs. House provision deleted. 

Impact of additional beds. Directs DHR to undertake efforts to determine budgetary impact of 
additional beds in domiciliary care facilities. 

Reporting extended for domiciliary pilot. Amends special provision in 1993 Appropriations Act (SL 
1993, Ch. 321, Sec. 241) to extend from July 1, 1994, to April 15, 1995, the date by which the DHR 
must present to the General Assembly results of the pilot of a subsidy to homes for the aged and disabled 
and family care homes authorized by that section. 

Domiciliary rate-setting/standards. Directs DHR to continue development of the rate-setting 
methodology for domiciliary care facilities. Requires that final plan include recommended maximum 
payment rate for each category of facility, assessment of adequacy of existing standards for domiciliary 
facilities and of the monitoring of those standards, and recommendations regarding any needed changes in 
standards or their monitoring. Requires that final plan be submitted to General Assembly and to Fiscal 
Research Div’n by February 121995: 

. Domiciliary care rate increase. Increases the maximum monthly rate for residents in domiciliary 
care facilities, effective July 1, 1994, to $975 (from $938) for ambulatory residents and $1,017 (from 
$979) for semiambulatory residents. 

Domiciliary home staffing. Requires DHR to study the fiscal impact for all homes for the aged and 
family care homes for appropriate staffing, staff turnover ratios, wages and benefits, staff training, and 
abilities for facilities to operate wihin existing state and federal law and regulations, according to size and 
type of facility. Requires Dep’t to report its findings to the 1995 General Assembly and to the Fiscal 
Research Div’n by February 1, 1995. 

Detention center construction. Requires DHR, Div’n of Youth Services, to use the $1.6 million 


placed in a reserve by the 1994 Extra Session (SL 1993 (Ex. 1994), Ch. 24, sec. 67), to construct a 
24-bed detention center in Wake County. 
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Youth services study extended. Amends special provision in the Extra Session Appropriations Act to 
extend from November 1, 1994, to March 1, 1995, the date by which the DHR must complete a study of 
the programs and services of the Div’n of Youth Services, and extends from March 1, 1995, to April 1, 
1995, the date by which the dep’t must report results of the study to the 1995 General Assembly. 

Youth services nurse salary plan. Requires the DHR to implement the salary adjustment plan 
developed by the Div’n of Youth Services for nurses in training schools and to fund the plan with salary 
reserve funds within the dep’t or from salary adjustment funds within the Office of State Budget and 
Management. 

Mecklenburg service corps funds. House provision deleted. 

Vocational Rehabilitation Advisory Council. Authorizes members of the N.C. Vocational 
Rehabilitation Advisory Council to be reimbursed for reasonable and necessary expenses of attending 
council meetings or performing duties, as authorized in the federal Rehabilitation Act, as amended, and, if 
the member is unemployed or must forfeit wages from other employment to attend, to receive 
compensation not to exceed $50 a day for council meetings or performing council duties, as authorized by 
federal law. 

Information Resource Management review. House provision deleted. 

Reversion dates for certain Smart Start funds. Sets a June 30, 1996 reversion date for any new 
funds appropriated to the Div’n for 1994-95 for new local Smart Start projects and deletes remainder of 
House provision. 

Support Our Schools(SOS)/Family Resource Center Grant(FRCG) Programs’ administrative costs. 
Authorizes DHR to use up to $150,000 for SOS program administrative costs and up to $100,000 for 
FRCG administrative costs in addition to the funds allocated for these programs by SL 1993 (Ex. 1994). 

Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives administrative costs. Authorizes the Sec’y of 
Human Resources to allow local partnerships receiving Early Childhood Education and Development 
Initiative funds to use up to 5% or up to $100,000 of total allocation, whichever is greater, to fund staff 


and administrative support for local partnership board activities if necessary. 


Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives application clarification. Directs DHR and 
the North Carolina Partnership for Children to ensure that the selection process for additional local 
demonstration projects include applications from counties that have yet to apply for funding, additional 
information from counties that have already applied for funding but have not received funding, and 
consideration of the needs and resources assessment conducted in each county. 

Subsidized day care. Allocates $4 million (was, $6 million) of funds appropriated to Div’n of Child 
Development for 1994-95 for children currently eligible for but not receiving nonentitlement child day 
care to pay for day care that is currently available in such children’s counties at the provider’s approved 
subsidized payment rate and to raise the rate in those counties where the prevailing market rate is too low 
to provide enough care for children. Requires the Div’n to report on the number of children receiving 
day care funded by this bill and those waiting to be so served to the 1995 General Assembly and to Fiscal 
Research Div’n of the Legislative Services Office by March 15, 1995. 

Day care allocation study. Directs the 1993 Legislative Research Study Commission Committee on 
Child Care to study the whole issue of day care rates to determine whether the rate structure needs to be 
amended or overhauled. Study is to include an examination of whether county social services departments 
are using a provider’s failure to meet requirements in addition to those specified in Sec. 248 of Ch. 321, 
SL 1993 as a condition for reducing the provider’s subsidized child day rates. Report due to LRC for 
transmittal to 1995 General Assembly. 

Family to Family funds projects. Authorizes the Dep’t of Human Resources to establish Family to 
Family projects to replicate Project L.I.F.T.(Local Individuals Finding Themselves), of Concord, North 
Carolina. 

AFDC emergency assistance clarification. Effective June 30, 1994 GS 108A-39.1 is amended as 
follows: (1) directs DHR Div’n of Soc. Services to provide "cash assistance” (previously "emergency 
assistance”) to qualifying families and specifies that annual cash assistance shall not exceed $300 (was 
$500); (2) specifies that state appropriations for the nonfederal share of services and cash benefits shall 
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not exceed 50% of the nonfederal share; (3) specifies that the nonfederal share of cash assistance will be 
divided equally between State funds and county or other local funds; (4) authorizes DHR to assess county 
for half of nonfederal share of cash assistance benefits authorized by any state or local agency other than 
county departments of social services (5) specifies that the nonfederal share of “services benefits” 
authorized by any agency be paid entirely from county appropriations or other available public or private 
funds and that federal reimbursements earned from program participation shall be paid to participants in 
proportion to their nonfederal share payments; and (6) requires the Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules 
implementing the cash assistance and services components of the AFDC Emergency Assistance Program. 
Amends sec. 232 of 1993 SL ch. 321 as follows: (1) limits DHR spending of state funds under AFDC 
Emergency Assistance Program to no more than appropriated by act for cash assistance benefits; (2) 
makes existing limitations on provision of emergency assistance applicable only to cash assistance benefits; 
and (3) replaces reference to "county department of social services” receiving application for emergency 
assistance benefits with "agency”. 

Child welfare system study. Authorizes the Sec’y of Human Resources to use $150,000 of the funds 
appropriated to the Dep’t, to retain an outside consultant to do a comprehensive study on the strengths, 
weaknesses and needs of the child welfare system. Requires the Dep’t to report the results of the study to 
the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations and to the Fiscal Research Division by 
February 15, 1995. 

Foster care reporting. Requires counties receiving foster care funds to prepare a quarterly report 
that includes information on the use of state funds, workload statistics and indicators for foster care, and 
the development of a coordinated approach to servicing the needs of children and families. This report 
must be sent to DHR Div’n of Social Services beginning with the 2nd quarter of 1994-95. DHR shall 
evaluate and report results to the Joint Legis. Comm’n on Gov’t Operations and to Fiscal Research 
Division by April 30, 1995. 

County foster care workers. Deletes House provision. 

Maintenance of county foster care funding. Deletes House provision. 

Foster care and adoptions training. Requires that $181,270 of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of 
Social Services be used to establish an in-house training program that provides a mandated minimum of: 
(1) 30 hours of preserve training for foster care parents and 84 hours for foster care and adoption care 
workers, and (2) 10 hours of continuing education for foster care parents and 18 hours for foster and 
adoption care workers. 

Adoption subsidy. Effective July 1, 1994, sets graduated scale for adoption subsidy paid to eligible 
families who adopt hard-to-place children as follows: $315/month for child aged birth to 5; $365/month 
for child age 6 to 12; $415/month for child age 13 to 18. 

Foster care assessment tool. Specifies that the assessment tool to be purchased with special $15, 167 
appropriation is entitled "Foster and Adoptive Recruitment and Retention, A Guide to Local Agency 
Assessment.” 

Foster care. Effective July 1, 1994, sets graduated scale for foster care assistance rates as follows: 
$315/month for child aged birth to 5; $365/month for child age 6 to 12; $415/month for child age 13 to 
18. Of these amounts, $15 is special needs allowance for the child. 

HIV foster care board payment funds. Allocates $499,500 for foster care board payments for 
children with HIV, as follows: $800/month for child with indeterminate HTV status; $1,000/month for 
child with confirmed HIV, asymptomatic; $1,200/month for child HIV infected, symptomatic; 
$1,600/month for child terminally ill with complex care needs. 

DHR study child-caring reimbursement discrepancies. Directs DHR to study reimbursement method 
for child-caring agencies to identify any inequitable discrepancies in reimbursement rates. Requires report 
to General Assembly by March 15, 1995. 

Maternity home and adoption funds. Allocates $665,000 to State Maternity Home Fund to provide 
services to single pregnant women 10 years old or older. Allocates $750,000 for contract with Children’s 
Home Society of North Carolina, Inc., to recruit and train families to adopt children with special needs. 
Directs DHR to report to Fiscal Research Div’n by March 15, 1995, on these appropriations. 
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Child-caring agencies funds. Allocates $755,059 to provide partial reimbursement to ten listed 
private, nonprofit child-caring agencies for placement of certain children by county dep’ts. Agencies 
include: Bertie-Martin-Beaufort County Shelter Home (Jamesville), Caldwell Residential Services (Lenoir), 
Caring for Children, Inc. (Asheville), Children’s Home Soc’y of NC, Inc. (Greensboro), Children’s 
Homes of Cleveland County (Shelby), Family Resources of Rutherford County, Inc. (Spindale), Florence 
Crittenton Services (Charlotte), Loray Girls Home (Gastonia), Yaweh Center, Inc. (Wilmington), and 
Youth Homes, Inc. (Charlotte). 

Medicaid coverage for elderly, blind, disabled. Effective Jan. 1, 1995, directs DHR to provide 
Medicaid coverage to all elderly, blind, and disabled people who receive SSI. 

Medicaid reporting requirements. Directs Div’n of Medical Assistance to submit monthly report on 
expenditures on acute care and long-term care services to Fiscal Research Div’n, and to revise the 
program’s projected spending for the current and subsequent fiscal year on quarterly basis. 

Medicaid coverage for adoptive children with special needs. Directs DHR to provide medicaid 
coverage for adoptive children with special or rehabilitative needs, regardless of family income, effective 
Oct. 1, 1994. 

Medicaid inpatient hospital reimbursement change. House provision deleted. 

Medicaid coverage to pregnant women and to children. Makes technical corrections to SL 1993, c. 
321, section 222. 

Medicaid estate recovery plan. Adds new GS 108A-70.5, establishing program to recover from 
estates of recipients of medical assistance an equitable amount of state and federal shares of costs paid 
recipient. Sets out the services to be covered by the program. 

HMO license requirements for medicaid recipients. Amends GS 58-67-10(b)(3a) to provide that to 
extent article applies to subcontractor to HMO, that person shall be considered a singel service HMO. 

Health Planning Commission funds. Deletes House provision and replaces it with new SL 1993, 
Ch. 529, sec. 2.1(al) which requires Governor to presnt to General Assembly by February 1, 1995 a 
plan to consolidate all state health functions into one state Department of Health. 

Alzheimer’s funds. Directs that $100,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n of Aging be used, through 


$25,000 grants to Alzheimer’s Ass’n chapters, to support services delivered to Alzheimer’s patients and 
their families. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 

Cattle & livestock exposition center. Deletes House provision. 

NC Warehouse Act Fund. Amends G.S. 106-435 to provide that the Fund may be used for loans to 
cotton gin owners to enable them to comply with air pollution standards, and for cotton promotion 
activities. Appropriates from. the fund $100,00 for 1994-95 to maintain and operate Ballentine Bldg. to 
house the pesticide program. 

Agriculture in the classroom. Earmarks $125,000 for 1994-95 as grant to NC Farm Bureau 
Foundation for Agriculture in the Classroom, Inc. 


Agriculture Finance. Authority. Deletes House provision. 


DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Advisory Council on Oysters. Establishes a 19 member Advisory Council on Oysters and directs 
that the Council advise the Marine Fisheries Commission and the Joint Legislative Commission on Seafood 
and Agriculture relating to the oyster resource. Advisory Council to make a study and a written report by 
October 1, 1995 and the Council shall terminate upon issuing the report. Allocates $100,000 of funds 
appropriated to DEHNR for support of the Advisory Council. 

Beaver Control Funds. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 1044, sec. 69(b), as amended by SL 1993, Ch. 562, 
Sec. 111, to extend section to June 30, 1995 (was December 1, 1994) and to add Duplin, Edgecombe, 
Franklin, Halifax, Johnston, Nash, Onslow, Pitt, Sampson, Vance, Warren, Wayne, and Wilson counties 
to the pilot program developed by the Beaver Damage Control Advisory Board. Directs that the Wildlife 
Resources Commission prepare a plan to implement a statewide program to control beaver damage on 
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public and private lands no later than January 1, 1995. Allocates $150,000 of the funds appropriated to 
the Wildlife Resources Commission to continue the program, provided that $25,000 in federal funds is 
available to provide the federal share. The funds shall be matched by $4,000 of local funds from each of 
the 18 participating counties. 

Occoneechee Mountain, Bird Island, Hammocks Beach State Park Land Acquisition Funds. Allows 
the Divisions of Parks and Recreation and of Coastal Management of DEHNR to apply to the NC 
Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust, and other State and federal agencies for funds to acquire 
Occoneechee Mountain, Bird Island and additional land at Hammocks Beach State Park. 

Regional State Park Study. Allocates $15,000 of the funds appropriated to DEHNR to be used by 
the Dep’t to review the needs of the State Parks System, and to determine the feasibility of developing the 
Mountain Island Lake Area in Gaston, Lincoln, and Mecklenburg Counties as a regional State Park. 
Dep’t to report results of study to 1995 General Assembly. 

Fisheries data information system. Deletes Senate provision. 

Fishery resource grants. Allocates $1 million of funds appropriated to DEHNR for fishery resource 
grant program. Marine Fisheries Comm’n to administer program, and grants to be evenly distributed 
among northern, southern, central, and Pamlico coastal regions. Purpose of program is to enhance 
state’s coastal fishery resources. 

Crab fisheries research office. Deletes Senate provision. 

Regional state park study. Deletes Senate provision. 

Study cost/benefits of environmental regulations. Deletes House provision. 

Mining education/training funds. Authorizes DEHNR to use $20,000 to develop and publish a 
Mining Compliance Manual. 

Watts Farm cleanup study funds. Directs DEHNKR to use available funds to study cleanup of 
abandoned waste disposal site in Wilkes County known as the Watts Retreat Farm. Requires report to 
General Assembly by Jan. 15, 1995. 

Immunization program funding. Extends to 1994-95 special provision in 1993 PAG ysis SANS A 
concerning childhood immunization program funding (SL 1993, Ch. 561, Sec. 109). nora 

Infant mortality funds for minority populations. Earmarks $750,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n 
of Maternal & Child Health to fund fifteen grant projects to demonstrate means to lower infant mortality 
and low birthweight rates in minority populations. 


Infant mortality report extension. Extends reporting date for Governor’s Comm’n on Reduction of 
Infant Mortality to September 15, 1994. 

Extend Child Fatality Task Force. Extends life of Task Force to February 1, 1997. Amends GS 
143-577(b) to extend reporting date of Task Force to first weeks of 1995 and 1996 sessions, and specifies 
that final report is due upon convening of the 1997 session. Amends GS 143-573(b) to increase task force 
from 30 to 36 members. Earmarks $85,000 in 1994-95 for operations of task force. 

Women’s Health Service Fund. Establishes Women’s Health Service Fund within DEHNR to 
reimburse medical providers for services rendered to eligible women who request long-term reversible 
contraceptive devises or drugs. Prohibits any form of coercion. Appropriates $750,000 for the Fund, and 
provides that it does not create an entitlement. 

Adolescent pregnancy prevention/media campaign funds. Authorizes use of up to $130,000 
previously appropriated for health programs to initiate statewide media campaign in conjunction with NC 
Coalition on Adolescent Pregnancy to promote abstinence, reduce pregnancy, and promote healthy 
behavior in children aged 9-14. Requires report to General Assembly by Jan. 15, 1995. 

Soil survey positions funds. Specifies that DEHNR shall use $103,000 in 1994-95 for three soil 
scientist positions in Soil Survey Section to continue positions due to expire on June 30, 1994. 

National Envirothon funds. Deletes House provision. 

Agriculture cost share prog cost share program funds. Directs Soil & Water Conservation Div’n to use $40,000 of 
funds appropriated for Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control to install 
best management practices in subbasin of Cape Fear River and Atlantic drainage east of Cypress Creek 
and north of Walden Creek under Rural Clean Water Demonstration Program in accordance with match 
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and program requirements of GS 143-215.74(b)(6). 

State parks funds. Earmarks $1 million for state parks repairs, renovations, construction and land 
acquisition. Limits land acquisition to 30% of funds. 

State parks retirement. Authorizes DEHNR to use up to $270,224 for retroactive retirement benefits 
for eligible employees as authorized under Supplemental Retirement Income Plan for State Law 
Enforcement Officers. 

Wildlife Resources Comm’n salary increases. Amends GS 105-164.44B to increases transfer from 
Wildlife Resources Fund to General Fund in order to fund salary increases for 1994-95. 

Wildlife Resources Comm’n long-range budget plan. Updates long-range budget plan requirement 
for Comm’n, and requires that the plan present a detailed implementation plan and specific 
recommendations for each option to ensure that future spending deficits will not occur. Directs State 
Auditor to conduct financial audit and performance audit of Comm’n and report to 1995 General 
Assembly. 

Town Fork flood control/Pilot Mountain funds. Reallocates funds previously appropriated for Town 
Fork Flood Control & Water Supply in Stokes county to Pilot Mountain Foundation, Inc., for capital 
improvements. Provides that funds appropriated for Town Forks Reservoir Project in 1989 will not revert 
until June 30, 1997. 


Water resources development projects. Deletes House provision. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 


Polymers Extension Program. Allocates $400,000 of the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of 
Commerce for fiscal 1994-95 to be transferred to the Board of Governors of UNC to be used at UNC 
Charlotte for the operating expenses of a polymer extension program involving the Industrial Extension 
Service of NC State University, UNC Charlotte, and the polymer industry to expand the educational, 
applied research, and technical assistance regarding the State’s polymer processing industry. 

Travel and Tourism Area Promoter. Adds the additional position of Travel and Tourism Area 
Promoter to the Division of Travel and Tourism in the Dep’t of Commerce and allocates $36,500 
appropriated to the Dep’t of Commerce for the position. 

Unisured Employers’ Fund. Appropriates $300,000 from the General Fund to the Uninsured 
Employers’ Fund. 

Fraud Investigation Funds. Transfers $100,000 of the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Commerce 
to the Dep’t of Insurance to be used to investigate fraud and all violations related to workers’ 
compensation claims, by or against insurers or self-funded employers. 

MCNC Gateway for NCIHS. Provides that funds appropriated to MCNC for Migration of Current 
Network to the NC Information Highway System shall be used to cover the costs of connecting and 
operating the NC Research and Education Network through the NC Information Highway, for program 
support, and for MCNC to serve as a gateway to the NC Information Highway for 18 sites. 

Piedmont Sports and Entertainment Facilities Study Commission. Creates a 35 member commission 
to study the need and feasibility of creating regional sports and entertainment facilities to serve the 
Piedmont area of the State, and to determine the best method to establish an Authority to implement any 
such facilities deemed feasible. Commission to report to the General Assembly by the first day of the 
1995 session and the commission shall expire upon the filing of the report. Appropriates $25,000 of 
Dep’t of Commerce funds for expenses of the commission. 

Industrial Recruitment Fund. Allocates $7 million of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce to 
Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund to assist new and existing businesses. Directs that, in 
determining allocation of the fund, the Dep’t consider the extent to which a business uses recycled 
materials and the extent to which the business generates high levels of pollution. 

New regional economic dev. comm’ns. Deletes Senate provision. 

MCNC reversions. Deletes Senate provision. 

Study environmental impact of industries. Deletes Senate provision. 

Rural Economic Development Center/community development grants. Of funds appropriated to 
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Rural Economic Development Center, Inc., earmarks funds as follows: (1) $1.3 million for 1994-95 to r 
support community development programs within minority communitites, specifically, (a) $950,000 for 
direct grants to entities that have previously received state funding, (b)$100,000 for direct grants to entities 
not previously funded, (c) $200,000 to NC Ass’n of Community Development Corporations, and (d) 
$50,000 to cover administrative costs; (2) $2,175,000 to support NC Community Development Initiative, 
Inc.; (3) $650,000 to support loan fund operations of the Microenterprise Loan Program; (4) $300,00 to 
NC Minority Support Center, Inc. for assistance to community-based credit unions; (5) $600,000 to 
provide grants to depressed counties and municipalities to provide short-term capacity for economic 
development planning and writing grant applications; and (6) $1 million to establish NC Capital Access 
Program. Revises 1993 Appropriations Act to make available for 1994-95 the $1,650,000 appropriated for 
pilot program to provide supplemental matching funds for economic development in depressed areas 

Biotechnology funds for minority universities. Amends 1993 Appropriations Act to increase to $2 
million (was, $1 million) money earmarked for special biotechnology programs at minority universities, 
and to provide that the NC Biotechnical Center make quarterly reports to the General Assembly beginning 
September 15, 1994. 

Economic development funds. Amends 1993 Appropriations Act to make funds appropriated for 
Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc., and NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc., available for 
1994-95. Allocates $700,000 to NC Institute for Minority Economic’ Development, Inc. 

WTTIF funds to Employment Security Comm’n. Appropriates $525,000 from Worker Training 
Trust Fund to Employment Security Comm’n allocated as follows: $225,000 to continue common 
follow-up tracking system, $300,000 to fund legislated salary increases. 

Expand regional economic development efforts. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to develop program for 
promoting expansion of economic development efforts in all counties, by encouraging counties to join 
existing regional commissions, creating new commissions, or requesting authorization by General = 
Assembly to participate in comm’ns established under GS 158-8.1, -8.2, or -8.3. Funds this effort at 
$2.1 million for 1994-95. Specifies criteria for new regional economic development commissions created é 
pursuant to this special prevision, and specifies how the amount of state support for each will be hen 
computed. 

Regional economic development commissions. Amends GS 158-8.1, -8.2, and -8.3 to provide that 
funds appropriated to the commissions established by these statutes (Western, Northeastern, and 
Southeastern) shall be disbursed directly to the comm’n at the beginning of each fiscal year, sets per diem 
of Comm’n members at $100/day when meeting, and authorizes Comm’n to provide additional $100 per 
diem payments for non-State employee members additional days of service. 
| Northeastern Regional Commission. Amends GS 158-8.2 to delete provision specifying that the 
Governor appoints and sets the salary of the director of economic development and the director of tourism. 

Small ‘business surety bonds funds contingency. Provides that funds appropriated for Small Business 
Surety Bond Fund are contingent on ratification of H 2057. 

Expand NC Industrial Comm’n. Enlarges Industrial Comm’n from three to seven members, 
effective August 1, 1994. 


Rural tourism grants. Earmarks $400,000 for Rural Tourism Development Grant Program, and 
limits grants to $50,000 each. 

Economic development of Duplin County. Authorizes the Town of Faison to use community 
development block grants to finance extension of natural gas lines from Mt. Olive to the Bowden area. 

Center for Community Self-Help Funds. Allocates $5 million of Dep’t of Commerce Funds for 
Statewide home ownership loan program. Requires $10 of nontraditional home loans to be generated for 
every $1 of State funds. Directs the Center to make various reports about the spending of these funds to 
the General Assembly, the State Auditor, the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, the 
House Appropriations Subcommittee on Natural and Economic Resopurces, and the Dep’t of Commerce.. 

Industrial Recruitment Development Fund. Deletes House provision. 

Energy program/repair and renovation funds. Deletes House provision.

Allocates $2 million (was, $4 million in Senate provision) for 
grants-in-aid to nonprofit historical organizations, museums, or local governments on competitive basis; 


grants limited to $50,000 or less. ome o: 
Local cultural and artistic organizations grants. Allocates $2 million for grants to local nonprofit 


cultural or artistic organizations on competitive basis; grants limited to $100,000 or less. 
Art Museum Amphitheater. Authorizes Dep’t to use additional gifts and grants to supplement the 


Art Museum Amitheater capital project, but limits total scope of project to $2 million, which shall not 
include any appropriated state funds. 


Colleges and Universities 


4-H Youth Development Center. Directs UNC Board of Governors to use $5 million of 1994-95 
appropriation for planning and constructing 4-H Center. Requires match of $1 non-state funds for each $1 
state funds (not including federal funds) over four year period, beginning first year of operation.

$3.6 million are available for land needs and $2.4 million to help support the Spring Garden St. traffic 
and safety project.

Reserve for capital improvements. Creates $2.5 million reserve for capital improvements in 
Highway Fund. 


Department of Human Resources 

Supportive housing reserve. Senate provision deleted. 

Mental health institutions. Office of State Budget and Management to review capitla needs of State 
Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse facilities and ensure those needs are 
considered in expenditure of repairs and renovations funds. 


Department of Agriculture 


Discovery Place capital funds. Senate provision deleted. 


Cattle and livestock exposition center. Provides that $737,350 of funds appropriated to Dep’t for 
1994-95 shall be used for cited purpose. 


Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources 

Water resources development projects. Of funds appropriated, $2,750,000 shall be used for water 
resources development projects, as follows: Wilmington Harbor, $300,000 for deepening study, $400,000 
for 38-foot navigation; aquatic plant control, $150,000; Carolina Beach renourishment, $900,000; Dare 
County Beaches feasibility study, $200,000; and state-local projects, $800,000.
